Heights  and  Distances  are  given  in  English  measure- 
ment. A  kilometre  is  approximately  =  Vs  Engl,  mile;  8  kil. 
=  5  M.  The  Populations  are  stated  in  accordance  with 
the  most  recent  census. 

Hotels.  The  Editor  has  endeavoured  to  enumerate  not 
only  the  first-class  hotels,  but  also  others  of  more  modest 
pretensions,  which  may  be  safely  selected  by  the  'voyageur 
en  gar^on*)  with  little  sacrifice  of  comfort  and  considerable 
saving  of  expenditure.  The  hotels  which  the  Editor  has 
reason  to  believe  good  of  their  class  are  distinguished  by 
an  asterisk,  but  he  does  not  doubt  that  equal  excellence 
may  often  be  found  in  hotels  that  are  unstarred  and  even 
unmentioned.  The  average  charges  and  prices  stated  in  the 
Handbook,  although  constantly  tending  to  rise,  will  enable 
the  traveller  to  form  some  idea  of  his  probable  expenditure. 

To  hotel-proprietors,  tradesmen,  and  others  the  Editor 
begs  to  intimate  that  a  character  for  fair  dealing  and  cour- 
tesy towards  travellers  forms  the  sole  passport  to  his  com- 
mendation, and  that  advertisements  of  every  kind  are  strictly 
excluded  from  his  Handbooks.

(ll.  =  25  fr.).  Belgian  notes  from  20  to  1000  fr.  are  current  in  all 
parts  of  Belgium,  but  do  not  realise  their  full  value  in  France  or  else- 
where. English  circular  notes  are  recommended  for  the  transport  of 
large  sums,  in  preference  to  banknotes  or  gold,  as  they  always  rea- 
lise a  favourable  exchange,  and  as,  if  lost,  their  value  is  recoverable. 
Money  should  not  be  changed  except  at  the  shops  of  the  larger  and 
more  respectable  money-changers;  the  small  dealers  seldom  give  the 
due  rate  of  exchange. 

ExPBNSBS.  Hotel-expenses  need  not  exceed  10-15  fr.  per  day; 
the  fees  payable  at  picture-galleries,  museums,  and  churches  amount 
to  3-4  fr.  per  day,  and  travelling  expenses  to  8-10  fr. ;  so  that  most 
travellers  should  be  prepared  for  a  daily  expenditure  of  at  least 
25-30  fr.  each.  On  the  other  hand  the  *voyageur  en  gar^n*,  the 
artist,  the  student,  and  the  pedestrian  may  easily  reduce  their  ex- 
penditure to  half  that  sum  without  much  diminution  of  comfort. 

nL  PaBsports.  CuBtom  Hoiisd. 

Passfokts  are  now  dispensed  with  in  Belgium,  but  they  are 
frequently  useful  in  proving  the  traveller's  identity,  procuxing  ad- 
mission to  collections,  and  in  obtaining  delivery  of  registered  letters. 

Foreign  Office  passports  may  be  obtained  in  London  through  Boss, 
440  West  Strand^  E.  Stanford,  26  Cockspnr  St.,  Charing  CroBS;  W.  J.

Custom  House  formalities  are  generally  very  lenient.  The  trav- 
eller should  always,  if  possible,  superintend  the  examination  of 
his  luggage  in  person.  In  crossing  a  frontier  even  the  smaller  articles 
of  luggage  usually  kept  In  the  railway- carriage  have  to  be  submitted 
to  inspection.  The  traveller  Is  usually  allowed  a  small  supply  of 
tobacco  or  cigars  for  personal  use  duty  £ree,  but  he  should  declare 
It  to  the  custom-house  officers. 

IV.  Hotels. 

Hotels  of  the  first  class  are  somewhat  expensive  at  Brussels 
and  the  principal  Belgian  watering-places,  but  in  most  other  parts 
of  the  country  they  will  be  found  cheaper  than  in  England.  The 
average  charges  are  as  follows :  bedroom  4-6  fr.  (double-bed  usually 
much  cheaper  for  two  pers.  than  two  single  beds],  coffee  and 
rolls  IV2-2  fr.,  dinner  4-8  fr.  The  table  d'h6te  dinner  at  Brussels, 
Antwerp,  Ghent,  Ostend,  and  Spa  is  usually  served  about  6  p.m., 
at  all  other  towns  about  12.30  or  1  p.m.  Pale  ale  and  stout  are

YL  Lftngnage. 

The  popnlation  of  Belgium  is  mainly  divided  between  two  cMef 
races :  the  WaUoonBj  almost  exclusively  confined  to  the  basin  of  the 
Meuse  or  Maas,  and  the  FUmmgt  (about  five-eighths  of  the  whole), 
in  the  basin  of  the  Scheldt. 

The  boundary  between  the  Walloon  and  Flemish  languages  is  a 
faiily  straight  line  drawn  from  Lidge  southwards  past  Brussels  to 
GaMs ,  Walloon  being  spoken  in  a  few  isolated  districts  to  the  N., 
and  Flemish  here  and  there  to  the  S.  of  the  line.t 

In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Flemish  population  (p.  xv),  Fbbnch 
is  still  the  language  of  the  government,  the  army ,  of  most  of  the 
newspapers,  of  public  traffic,  of  scientific  literature,  and  indeed  of 
all  the  upper  classes,  as  it  has  been  since  the  time  of  the  crusades. 

The  Walloon  language,  which  resembles  a  very  corrupt  dialect 
of  French,  or  rouchi  franQoia  as  it  is  termed  by  the  French,  is 
an  early  French  (Romanic)  patois,  with  Celtic  and  Teutonic  ele- 
ments, occurring  occasionally  in  ancient  documents  and  poems, 
and  not  entirely  without  its  literature,  but  almost  as  unin- 
telligible to  a  Frenchman  as  Flemish  is  to  a  German.  The  learned 
Florentine  Ouieciardini  (d.  1589),  who  as  Tuscan  ambassador  resided 
for  several  years  in  the  Netherlands,  describes  the  Walloon  language, 
in  his  DeicriptU)  totius  Belgii^  as  ^sermo  oommuniter  OaUicus ;  sed 
quia  OdUiam  inter  atque  Oermaniam  et  Belgicam  poaitif  corruptua 
valde  et  perabaurdua' .  The  following  popular  rhymes  from  the  ^Al-

Siofia  tha  year  1840,  at  the 
fnstlgaUon  of  J.  P.  WllUmi  (d.  I&4S),  Pit.  BtommaM  (d.  1871), 
yon  Hyawyek  [d.  184fi),  HendrVi  Conacieact  (d.  1883),  E,n.  Hiel 
(18;{4-99},  Afar  Eooiei,  Pol  de  Mont,  and  others,  immeronB  aoholarg 
and  BOoietiea  have  lealously  striTeii  to  procure  the  introdnction  a! 
Flemish  Into  the  higher  political  and  soolal  clralea,  and  the  'Flembh 
laoyemBnt' ('Vlaarruehe  Beweging'}  is  powerful  to  this  day.  A  Uw 
waa  pasaed  in  1873  permitting  a  more  general  oae  of  Flemiah  in 
jadiolal  prooeodinga  than  had  previonaly  been  oompetant,  in  1883 
the  nae  of  the  FleroJBh  speech  waa  re-llitcoduced  Into  the  mlddle- 
claaa  sohoola  of  the  Flemish  pioflnces,  and  in  1888  a  knowledge  of 
Flemish  waa  made  obligatory  for  militsiy  offlflerB-,  but  the  fact  remaina 
unohanged ,  that  a  knowledge  of  Frenoh  is  still  considered  indis- 
pensable to  all  but  the  loweat  agrioaltural  and  labonrfug  alasses.

After  what  has  been  said,  it  nead  hardly  be  added  that  a  slight 
knowledge  of  French  will  enable  the  traToUer  in  Belgium  to  con- 
THrse  with  erery  one  with  whom  he  is  likely  to  uome  in  contact, 
and  that  an  acquaintance  with  the  Flemish  and  Walloon  dialects 
will  probably  be  of  little  use  eivept  to  the  philalogist.  ThoEe

XL  Hiitoxy  and  Btatistiei. 

The  country  called  Belgium  at  the  present  day,  which  was  origi- 
nally peopled  with  a  race  of  Celtic  origin ,  and  was  subsequently 
overrun  by  Teutonic  invaders ,  was  conquered  by  Caesar ,  and  re- 
mained under  Roman  supremacy  until  the  middle  of  the  5th  oentury. 
The  Salic  Franks,  who,  during  the  8rd  cent.,  had  already  established 
themselves  in  the  plain  between  the  Mouse  and  the  Lower  Rhine 
and  in  the  hilly  districts  of  Belgium ,  now  founded  a  short-lived 
kingdom  here,  the  capital  of  which  was  DoonUk  (Toumai).  Dur- 
ing the  Roman  period  Christian  mlsstonaties  ftom  C^Iq^tia  h&d 
Introduced  tbeir  religion  into  the  diatiiota  tieSiXlA^.wtetvOaX.Mi.^TLQ'isc- 


It  ChtiaCliiPilly  did  not  spreail  uter  all  llplgliini  until 
h  uentuiy. 
At  the  diiieioDS  of  the  Merovlit^lan  possesxions  iu  tlie  6th  cent., 
the  counttv  to  the  W.  of  tho  Scheldt  fell  to  Nemtria,  that  on  the 
E,  to  Aostrjsia.  By  the  treaty  of  Verdun  (843)  the  weeteni  pro- 
vinces,  FUndeia  and.  Artois,  became  part  of  Franr^,  white  the 
eastern,  inoluding  Brabant,  fell  to  the  Bhate  of  Germany.  Witb 
the  development  of  the  feudal  aysteia  Tsriona  hereditary  pdnd- 
palltiea  were  eatahlished  here  u  elsewhere.  Thni  arose  the  states 
of  ftandtn,  Arlaii,  Balnavtt,  Wamur,  the  duchies  of  Brabnnl  and 
Limbovrg,  the  principality  of  Liiye,  the  county  of  Anlwtrp,  and 
the  lordship  of  Malinei,  which  at  a  later  period  tried  to  render 
themeelTes  independent  of  their  powerful  uolghbours.  Flanders, 
which  attained  to  great  prospeTity  by  means  of  iti  manufaotnrea 
and  oamineTclal  enterprise,  carried  on  a  tong'COntlnBed  struggle 
agrinit  France,  the  loauli  of  which,  in  spite  of  theBirenuouB  exer- 
tions of  the  olties  of  Ghent  and  Br  ages,  was  the  estsMlehment  of 
■  merely  temporary  independenco.  On  the  extinction  of  t)iB  mala 
Hue  of  the  Ooniita  of  Flanders  in  1394 ,  Flanders  bocaine  anneied 
to  Burgundy  by  the  marriage  of  Philip  the  Bold  with  a  daaghter 
ot  tbe  Flemish  prinaely  lace,  and  by  Cbe  beginning  of  the  ifnli 
cent,  most  ot  (he  other  stiCes  were  also  united ,  by  iceana  of  later 
mafrlaKss  and  other  contracts,  inheritance,  etc.,  under  the  luprem- 
■oy  of  the  Dakei  of  Burgnndy.  This  change  of  dynasty  was  most 
(^itKUable  to  the  growth  of  art  la  the  Netherlands,  The  splendour- 
toving  Philip  the  Bold  (d.  1404"|  employed  artists  of  every  kind, 
jwrtloTilarly  goldsmiths,  while  the  name  of  his  grindson  Philip  the 
O«od  (1419-1467),  to  whom  Jan  van  Eyefc  was  court-painter,  U 
Itigeparsbly  connected  with  the  first  bloom  of  Flemish  painting. 

In  14TT  the  Netherlands  camo  into  the  possession  of  the  Aoum 
ef  Bapiburg  by  the  marriage  ot  Mary  of  Burgundy,  the  daughter 
of  CharUi  the  Bold,  the  last  Duko  of  Burgundy,  with  Maximilian, 
afterwards  Emparor  of  Germany.  The  children  of  thia  martiago 
were  Philip  the  Bandaome  (d.  1Q06),  Duke  ot  Burgandy  and  King 
of  Oaitile  (in  right  of  his  wife,  Jotianna  the  Mad),  and  Marparet  of 
AwlrUi,  regent  ot  the  Netherlands  from  I5QT  to  her  death  in  1530. 
Philip's  son,  Charlei  V.,  who  was  bom  at  Ghent  In  1500,  and  eub- 
cnqnently  became  King  of  Spain  (1516)  and  Emperor  of  Germany 
(1519),  compelled  Francis  I.  ot  France,  by  the  Treaty  of  Madrid  in 
it/iS  and  th<  Taix  des  Dsmee'  at  Csmbrai  In  1529,  to  renounce 
finally  bis  claims  upon  Flondera,  Mhleh,  along  with  the  rest  of  the 
"^  jnndian  inheritanee,  had  passed  to  tbo  German  empire  in  IB12. 
IttilB  obdli'slioQ  of  Charles  V.  in  1566,  the  Netherlands  came 
ly  of  his  son  Phiiip  11.,  and  were  theneefornird  aub-

suppieis  wblob  the  kliig  diap&tished  the  Duke  of  Alva  to  theNethei- 
Uadswith  BDaniiyor!20,000meD.  The  extreme  ciaeltyirithwhtch 
Atva  fulfilled  bla  task  reinlted  in  the  famoaB  levott  ol  the  United 
Netherlanda  in  1568.  Suuceas  vaa  acbiavad  hj  the  northern  pto- 
viuast  only,  irhlch  nov  conBtitnte  the  Kingdom  of  UolUnd,  nhilBt 
the  southern  distiiutB,  the  preeent  Kingdom  of  Belgium,  sfter 
protmoted  and  fierce  struggles,  atill  continued  to  groan  under  the 
□ppresBlve  yoke  of  the  SpaniardSi,  At  length,  under  tbe  regime  of 
Altxaader FaTntse,Dais  of  Faima  (1578-96),  the  tMtd goiemoi  after 
Alia,  BelgiuDi  slBO  succeeded  in  recovstlng  some,  at  least,  of  tbe 
diio  libartiBB  in  behalf  of  whiuh  tbe  war  bad  originally  broken  Out. 

In  1596  tho  'SpsniBb  Netherlands'  were  ceded  by  Philip  II.  u 
■  fief  to  hie  dsnghtet  Clara  Iiabtila  Eugenia  un  the  ocoaslon  of  her 
marriage  irith  Atbart,  Archduke  of  Austria,  the  Spanish  goiemar. 
Under  their  rdgime  the  wounds  which  the  country  had  Buffered 
dndng  tbe  war  began  to  heal.  The  princely  pair  exerted  tbeiOBelTei 
in  every  way  to  promote  the  itelfsre  of  tbe  proiiucei  under  tbeit 
oare;  induatry  aod  commerce  onoe  more  OonrlBbed,  and  thead- 
minlitratiou  of  Justice  was  reorganiBOd.  Their  leligloas  laal,  ofs 
strong  antj-refonoation  type,  wsb  displayed  in  the  foundation  ot 
new  moaasterieB,  colleges,  aud  other  Koman  Catholic  Inatitntlons, 
bat  at  the  Bame  time  materlallr  coutiibuted  to  the  development  of 
art.  NnmeroDB  churches,  in  the  gorgeona  but  somewhat  dagraded 
taste  of  the  period,  wnre  built  and  decorated  with  brilllaat  altar- 
pieces.  The  Archduke  and  his  wile,  moreoyer,  rendered  the  country 
sa  important  service  by  securing  the  services  of  Hnbena,  who  In 
1609  had  made  up  his  mind  to  settle  iu  Italy.  They  appointed, 
him  their  court-paiuter,  permitting  him  nt  the  same  time  to  loalda 
at  Antwerp,  the  centre  of  Flemish  art. 

After  Albert's  death  without  issue  (1B21)  the  Netberlaods  re- 
verted to  Spain,  which  dating  the  wars  of  the  tatter  half  o(  the  17th 
cent,  waa  obliged  to  cede  many  of  iia  provinces  (Artols,  Thlon- 
tille,  etc.]  to  trance.  In  1714  these  proviiioaa  were  awarded  by 
the  Peai:B  of  Basladt  to  the  Hooso  of  Austria. 

The  'Auitrian  NetkerltmtU'  were  wisely  and  beneflcenlly  govern- 
eil  by  tbe  archdukes  of  Austria,  who  held  the  oDlce  of  Stadtbolder, 
and  for  a  brief  period  tbe  glorious  daya  of  the  Burgundian  regime 
appeared  to  have  returned.  The  goveraocaof  that  period,  especially 
under  the  £mpreas  Maria  Thetoea,  are  atlll  gratafnlly  remeaibeied 
by  the  Belgians.  The  oppoailiou  which  tho  reforms  of  the  Emp. 
Jtneph  n.  encDUDtBiad  at  lengtli  (la  1780)  gave  riee  tu  the  'Bra- 
buit  lievolutlou',  headed  by  Van  der  Hool  and  Fencfe,  but  tbe  inde- 

lanca  thua  attained  lasted  for  a  single  year  only,  and

The  Treaty  of  Loudon  ,  of  3Sth  Jnua,  1614,  and  tbe  proyisloufl  1 
of  the  CongtaaB  of  Vienna,  of  7th  June,  1815,  miitod  Belgium  and 
llolUnd  under  the  name  of  the  Kingdom  o/  the  Ifetherland^,  and 
eteiated  William  of  Onoigt,  aon  af  the  foTmer  atadtholdec  of  the 
Seven  FrOTlnees,  to  the  neitly-couatltuted  throne.  Bel^um  was 
again  seiered  from  ber  constrained  duIdu  with  Hollsud  by  the 
RBTolutlon  of  1830.  On  10th  Nov.  the  Pravtalonsl  Goveniment 
■ummoned  a  national  congiesa,  by  which  the  Due  da  Nemoura,  eon 
of  Looia  PhUIpps,  iraa  invited  to  became  the  Bovereign  ot  Belgium. 
The  French  monarch  baring  decliiied  the  dignity  in  behalf  ofbU 
aon,  Ltopold  of  Saxe-Cubarg  vaa  next  aeleotedbylhecongresa,  and 
that  prtnoe  accordingly  ascended  the  throne  on  21bI  Jnly,  1831. 

The  treaty  of  the  inteneniag  powera,  signed  at  London  on  15th 
Mov.,  1831,  by  the  tepreBcntatlves  of  the  Ave  graat  powers  and  of 
Belginm,  although  not  finally  recognised  by  tbe  exasperated  King 
of  Holland  till  1839,  constituted  the  Kingdom  of  Btlgltim  one  of 
the  independent  European  states  ,  and  determined  (he  bonndaries 
and  the  letations  between  the  two  dUoultod  kingdoms. 

King  Ltopold  II. ,  horn  In  1835,  the  son  of  Leopold  I.  (b.  1790, 
d.  laUS^  and  of  Lonlae,  h!a  second  contort,  daughter  of  Louis  Pbi- 
UppD  Cd.  1660),  ascended  the  throne  on  10th  Dec. ,  1865.  His 
Qaem  it  Uarie  Henrlelte,  daughter  of  the  late  Archduke  Joseph. 
Tha  royal  family  canaisM  of  tiie  Princesaea  Louise  [b.  185Si  mar- 
ried In  1875  to  Prince  Philip  of  Saie-Cohnrg),  Stephanie  (b.  1864; 
married  Unt  in  18S1  to  Kndolph,  Ocown  Fdnce  of  Auetria,  who  died 
in  1899,  and  aeooDdly,  in  1900,  tn  Count  Leayay),  and  Olementine 
lb.  1872>  Leopold,  the  only  son  (y.  185S),  died  at  the  age  ot  ten. 
The  Ooont  of  Flanders  {b.  18371,  "who  ia  married  to  Princess  Msry 
orBohenEoIlem,  is  the  Sing's  brother.  Charlotte  (b.  1640),  the 
widow  of  Maiimilian,  Emp.  of  Mexico  (d.  1867),  is  a  sister  of 
Leopold  n.  —  Since  1885  Leopold,  has  also  been  soveralgn  of  the 
ygdependeut  Congo  Slate.

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The  army  is  composed  of  tbe  following  regiments:  1  Carabineers,  8  Rif- 
lemen, 14  Infantry  of  the  line,  1  Grenadiers ;  2  Ghasseurs-a-cheval,  4  Lan- 
cers, 2  Guides,  whose  celebrated  band  is  one  of  the  best  in  Europe  \  4  Field 
Artillery  (40  batteries  of  6  guns  each,  14  mounted),  4  Fortress  Artillery 
(48  batteries) ;  1  Engineers^  1  Telegraph,  and  1  Sailway  company.  There 
are  also  several  companies  of  the  military  train  and  pontoniers.  —  The 
Oarde  Civique^  or  militia,  consists  of  40,4(X)  men. 

The  national  colours  are  red,  yellow,  and  black,  placed  in  three  per- 
pendicular stripes,  which  were  the  colours  of  the  ancient  Duchy  of  Brabant. 
The  armorial  bearings  of  Belgium  consist  of  the  Lion  of  Brabant,  with 
the  motto  *L*union  fait  la  /orce\ 

In  1899  Belgium  possessed  66  merchant-ships,  including  80  steamers, 
of  an  aggregate  burden  of  90,971  tons ;  and  898  fishing-boats  of  9413  tons. 
It  has  no  navy. 

Characteristics.  Those  indicated  by  the  following  monkish 
lines  aie  said  to  exist  to  some  extent  even  at  the  present  day :  —

(Brussels  rejoices  in  noble  men,  Antwerp  in  money,  Ghent  in 
halters,  Bruges  in  pretty  girls,  LouTaln  in  learned  men,  and 
Malines  in  fools.)  Halters  are  mentioned  in  connection  with  Ghent 
in  allusion  to  the  frequent  humiliations  to  which  its  turbulent 
citizens  were  subjected  by  their  soTereigns.  The  unenviable  repu- 
tation of  the  citizens  of  Malines  originated  in  the  story  that  they 
once  mistook  the  moon  shining  through  their  cathedral-tower  for 
a  conflagration,  and  endeavoured  to  extinguish  it  by  means  of  the 
fire-engines.  —  A  Flemish  variant  on  the  above  calls  the  luxurious 
inhabitants  of  Brussels,  ^de  kieken-fretters'  (^chicken-eaters*);  the 
self-complacent  merchants  of  Antwerp,  ^de  signooren^ ;  the  citizens 
of  Ghent,  *dc  sirop'draagers'  (*halter-bearers' ;  see  above),  of  Bruges, 
*dc  sotte  Brugge  naaren\  of  Louvain,  ^de  koei-schielera'  (^cow-shootCTs', 
because  they  once  mistook  a  herd  of  cows  for  the  enemy),  and  of 
Malines,  ^d€  maan-'hlussers^  ('moon-extinguishers',  see  above). 

The  KirmesseSf  or  village-fairs,  which  usually  take  place  in 
July  or  August,  afford  admirable  opportunities  of  studying  the 
national  Flemish  characteristics.  A  prominent  part  on  these  oc- 
casions is  played  by  the  Archery  Clubs,  which  are  very  numerous 
in  Belgium  and  display  astonishing  skill.

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Fees  at  muBeums,  clmrclies,  etc.,  Bhould  not  exceed  2  fl.  per 
day.  Hotel  expenses  amount  to  7-8  fl.  daily,  and  traTelling  and 
other  expenses  to  4-5  fl. ,  so  that  the  total  cost  of  a  torn  In  Hol- 
land will  be  13-15  fl.  a  day.  The  *yoyagenr  en  gallon'  may 
reduce  his  expenditure  to  one  half  of  this  sum  by  breakfasting  at 
the  caf^s ,  dining  at  unpretending  restaurants ,  and  aYoiding  the 
more  expensive  hotels.  It  may  also  be  remarked  that  the  steam- 
boats on  the  canals,  the  Rhine,  Maas,  Tssel,  etc.,  afford  a  cheaper, 
and  often  pleasanter  mode  of  travelling  than  the  railways. 

m.    Passports,  Custom  House. 

Passpobts  may  be  dispensed  with  in  Holland,  as  In  Belgium, 
but  the  traveller  had  better  be  provided  with  one  if  he  contemplates 
a  prolonged  tour. 

Custom  House.  All  new  articles ,  especially  if  not  weaiing- 
apparel ,  are  liable  to  pay  duty  according  to  their  value,  which 
must  be  declared  beforehand.  New  articles  not  previously  declared 
are  liable  to  confiscation. 

IV.  Hotels,  CafiSy  Kilk  Shops. 

The  hotels  at  the  principal  towns  and  tourist-resorts  are  gener- 
ally clean  and  comfortable,  but  inferior  to  those  of  Belgium  and 
Germany.  In  some  respects  they  resemble  the  hotels  in  England 
more  than  those  in  other  parts  of  the  continent.  In  hotels  of  the 
first  class  the  usual  charge  for  a  bedroom,  including  light  and  at- 
tendance, is  2y2  fl*  And  upwards,  breakfast  (plain)  60-80  cents, 
table  d'h6te  2-2^/2  A- ;  ^^  additional  charge  is  frequently  made  for 
meals  at  separate  tables.  In  the  less  pretending  hotels  the  charges 
are  considerably  less,  especiaUy  the  charge  for  bedrooms,  which  fre- 
quently includes  the  price  of  a  plain  breakfast  —  Luncheon  is 
generally  taken  between  11.30  and  2,  dinner  between  5  and  7  o'clock. 
English,  French,  and  German  are  spoken  at  all  the  more  frequented 
hotels  and  restaurants. 

The  German  word  ^Eellner^  is  used  everywhere  for  ^waiter^;  though 
the  Dutch  usually  aummon  him  with  the  expression  ^Aannemen'  (i.e.  *take*$ 
short  for  *take  the  order'). 

Gaf]6s,  as  in  Belgium,  are  frequented  usually  after  midday.  — 
The  Milk  Shops,  which  are  found  in  the  larger  towns,  are  recom- 
mended ;  they  supply  tea,  coffee,  lemonade,  eggs,  etc.,  as  well  as  milk. 

Y.   Language. 

A  slight  acquaintance  with  the  Dutch  language  will  contribute 
greatly  to  the  instruction  and  enjoyment  afforded  by  a  tour  in 
Holland.  German,  however,  is  very  generally  understood,  and 
English  and  French  are  spoken  at  all  the  best  hotels  and  other  prin- 
cipal resorts  of  travellers.  Those  who  have  a  knowledge  of  German, 
Danish,  or  Swedish  will  recognise  the  identitv  ot  W^  ^^^^  <il>Jtvvi

Words  of 
toreign  origin,  however,  have  been  imported  from  motives  of  non- 
venlence  or  raahioQ,  rather  thau  ahsolnle  iieceaaity.  The  lan^age 
li  temarkably  rlnh  and  foil  of  vital  energy ,  and  woida  of  purely 
native  growth  are  to  be  foond  in  almost  every  branch  of  Bciencs 
and  art.

The  conjugation  of  verbs  and  the  construction  of  sentences 
closely  resemble  the  German. 

The  form  of  address  among  the  upper  classes  is  always  U  (prop- 
erly Uwe  Edele,  Your  lordship,  Ital.  Vossignoria),  with  the  third 
person  singular,  and  often  with  the  addition  of  Mynheer,  A  mar* 
ried  lady  is  addressed  as  Mevrouw  (pronounced  M^frow),  a  young 
lady  as  Mejuffrouw,  Juffrouw  is  uniformly  used  in  addressing  bar- 
maids, female  attendants  in  shops,  etc.  Froeule  is  used  for  an  un- 
married lady  of  noble  birth.  —  Among  the  common  people  gij  or 
jij,  abbreviated  into  je,  is  used  with  the  second  person  plural.  Je 
is  also  made  use  of  in  familiar  speech  by  persons  of  the  upper 
ranks,  but  the  stranger  is  recommended  to  abide  by  the  more  formal 
mode  of  address.

Ghtjbohes  are  shown  by  the  sacristans,  who  demand  the  sum  of 
25  c.  from  each  visitor,  frequently  according  to  tariff.  As  Dutch 
churches  contain  few  works  of  art  beyond  an  occasional  tomb,  most 
travellers  will  spend  their  time  elsewhere. 

PiOTUBB  Gallbsebs  AND  GoLLBOTiONS  are  generally  open  firom 
10  a.m.  till  3,  4,  or  5  p.m.  Sticks  and  umbrellas  must  be  given  up 
at  the  door,  but,  as  a  rule,  no  charge  is  made  for  taking  care  of 
them.    The  usual  gratuity  at  private  collections  Is  1  fl. 

Vn.    Bailways. 

Most  of  the  Dutch  railways  are  owned  by  private  companies,  of 
which  the  largest  is  the  Hollandsche  Yzeren  Spoorweg  Maatschappy  ,* 
while  even  the  State  lines  are  leased  to  another  company,  the  Maat- 
aehappy  tot  Exploitatie  van  StaatS'Spoorwegen.  The  carriages,  espe- 
cially those  of  the  second  class  (10  seats  in  each),  are  poorly  fitted  up. 

The  fares  per  kilometre  are  about  5  c.  1st  cl.,  4  c.  2nd  cl.,  and 
2^2  c.  3rd  cl. ;  return-tickets  are  valid  for  a  month.  On  the  lines 
owned  by  the  State  and  on  those  of  the  Dutch  Central  Railway  con- 
tinuous 'distance- tickets*  are  issued,  valid  for  a  year  (e.y.,  500  kll., 
15  fl.,  lU/4fl.,  or  7^2  fl'>  according  to  class).  Single  tickets  may  be 
purchased  from  the  guard  en  route  as  well  as  at  the  ticket- offices.  — 
The  special  tickets  for  the  German  corridor- trains  (marked  *D'  in  the 
German  time-tables),  which  run  over  some  of  the  main  Dutch  lines, 
cost  60  c.  up  to  150  kil.  (93  M.),  beyond  that  distance  1  fl.  20  c. 

On  the  Dutch  railways  Greenwich  or  West  Europe  time  is  in- 
troduced (comp.  p.  xvi);  but  for  other  traffic,  including  most  of 
tAe  steamer-lines  and  steam-tramwava,  t\ie  \tvc.oTv^eYiiftwt  \viblt  \a  to 
follow  the  local  time.

Z.    Dntoh  CbArftoteriitioa. 

Tomre,  Moat  of  the  Dntch  towns ,  egpenially  thosu  in  Noonl- 
HuUaud,  Zaid-HolUnd,  FriesUnd,  and  Qroningaa,  aa  wall  as  the 
open  oonnlry,  are  intorsectedin  every  diraBtionbycBnalaffirocftfen;, 
which  are  geneTsUy  enlivened  with  namerouB  barges.  The  diiTeient 
qiuutera  of  the  towns  are  connected  by  mesne  of  drawbridges 
(ophaaiimggenj,  now  being  replaced,  however,  by  swing-bridges 
(draalbruggenl.  The  roads  and  atreeta  ablrting  the  canals  are 
nsnallyplantedwithtiees,  which  lenderthem  shady  and  plctureeque. 

The  Dotuh  honsea  are  generally  narrow,  and  conetrneted  of  brick 
with  the  joints  pointed  white.  In  the  larger  towns  they  are  some- 
limes  all  atoriea  In  height.  Most  Bra  'self-coatained'  heuaeg,  the 
anstom  of  living  in  'Rati'  or  tenement-hoitsea  being  aa  rare  as  In 
'  Btlglmn.   The  beams  occasionally  Been  proJectLw^  tiois.  \3qb  fjiX^'Sfc

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dimensionB,  and  polished  with  the  scrnpulous  care  wMcIi  char- 
acterises the  Dutch  of  all  classes,  the  houses  present  a  far  more 
cheerful  and  prosperous  appearance  than  is  usual  in  large  towns. 
At  the  cellar-doors  in  the  side-streets,  sign-hoards  with  the  words 
^ivater  en  vuur  te  hoop*  (water  and  fire  to  sell)  are  frequently  oh- 
served.  At  these  humble  estahlishments  hoiling-water  and  red-hot 
turf  are  sold  to  the  poorer  classes  for  the  preparation  of  their  tea  or 
coffee.  Many  of  the  houses  and  public  buildings  are  considerably 
out  of  the  perpendicular,  a  circumstance  due  to  the  soft  and  yielding 
nature  of  the  ground  on  which  they  stand. 

In  many  Dutch  towns  the  custom  preyails  of  affixing  bulletins 
to  the  doors  of  houses  in  which  persons  are  sick,  in  order  that  their 
friends  may  be  apprised  of  the  state  of  their  health  without 
knocking  or  ringing.  At  Haarlem  and  Enkhuizen  the  birth  of  a 
child  is  announced  by  means  of  a  small  placard  adorned  with  red 
silk  and  lace,  and  the  friends  of  the  family  are  entertfttned  on 
these  occasions  with  ^kandeeV  (a  kind  of  mulled  wine)  and 
^kaneel-koekjes'  (cinnamon-cakes).  Belvothals  are  celebrated  by  an 
unlimited  consumption  of  ^bruidsuikef'  ( 'bridal  sugar*,  or  sweet 
cakes)  and  ^bruidstranen*  ('bridal  tears*,  as  the  spiced  wine  is 
figuratively  called). 

The  Chimes  in  the  towers  of  the  churches,  or  other  public  build- 
ings ,  proclaim  the  quarters  of  every  hour  by  playing  a  few  ban 
of  some  popular  or  operatic  air. 

The  ^Oapei'  (gaper),  a  painted  Turk's  ox  Moor^s  head,  is  a 
customary  sign  for  druggists'  shops.  A  large  crown,  decorated 
with  box-leaves  and  gilding,  suspended  beneath  the  Dutoh  flag, 
is  an  indication  that  fresh  herrings  have  arrived  in  the  shop  thus 
adorned.  ^Tapperif  (tap-room),  or  ^hier  verkoopt  man  aterki 
dranken'  (strong  drinks  are  sold  here),  with  the  addition  of  ver- 
gunning  (licensed),  are  the  common  signs  for  taverns.  ^Dit  huis  is  te 
huur'  (this  house  is  to  hire,  or  let)  is  also  frequently  observed. 

Stoofjes,  or  foot-warmers,  are  universally  employed  by  the 
female  members  of  the  community,  and  are  seen  in  great  numbers 
in  the  churches. 

The  Dutch  love  of  cleanliness  sometimes  amounts  almost  to  a 
monomania.  The  scrubbing,  washing,  and  polishing  which  most 
houses  undergo  once  every  week,  externally  as  well  as  internally, 
are  occasionally  somewhat  subversive  of  comfort.  Spiders  appear 
to  be  regarded  with  especial  aversion ,  and  vermin  is  fortunately 
as  rare  as  cobwebs. 

CovNTBY  Houses  (buitenplaatsen ,  or  buitens).  Although  na^ 
ture  has  not  bestowed  her  charms  lavishly  on  Holland ,  the  careful 
cultivation  of  the  fields,  gardens,  and  plantations  imparts  a  pictu^- 
esque  and  prosperous  appearance  to  the  country.  In  the  vicinity 
of  ibe  larger  cities  J  especially  on  the  YecYit  "^j^^ir^wa.  XlttftCiht  and. 
Amsterdam  J  and  also  at  Amhem ,  Haailem ,  el<i. ,  nxwKifexss^^  V^ki\«k 


■nd  Mimtry-soatB  md  aueii  near  the  to»da  end  csnalt,  frequently 
onnloMd  by  oiefully  kept  gardens,  parks,  and  pleEtBare-grouuds. 
Tbeae  paiadiues  ot  the  Diiti'h  gentry  and  letired  msrclianta  usually 
be*rlnecriptlonft  eharacteristio  of  tha  BentimentB  of  their  proprietorB, 
>ud  IreitUng  a  spirit  of  ropoee  aud  comfort.  Thas :  'Lust  en  Bull 
(plesiQie  »nd  repoBa],  '  Wtt  Ttvrtden'  (^well  content),  'Mijn  Oenot- 
gen'  [my  sitisfaction},  'ilf^n  Lull  en  Levtn'  (my  pleasoTH  and  life), 
'■Vritndichap  en  Gttelaehap'  (frIeBdahIp  and  sociibitlty) ,  'Vreagde 
bij  Vredd' Qoy  with  peace),  '(?rool  Genofj' (largo  en oukIi),  'Bvilen 
Zorg'  (withonl  care). 

Bbnevolbbt  IssTiTtiTioKH.  Tha  number  of  these  in  Holland, 
dating  from  earlier  centartes,  is  lemarkably  great;  in  Amsterdam 
alone  there  axe  over  s  hundieil.  A  Qailhuii  is  a  hospital.  Bofjts 
aregninpH  oF  dwellings,  arranged  round  a  conitoryard,  and  oceu pled 
as  almshooses  by  aged  persons.  Oudemannen  and  OudeorBuwen 
hoaies,  orphanages  maintained  by  the  lartons  religious  denomlna- 
tions.  and  similar  institDtions  are  very  nnmeroni.  —  The  Maat' 
tchappy  P>t  ffut  oan'IAlganeea,  or  'Society  for  the  Public  Welfare', 
U  a  very  important  body,  whose  chief  seat  Is  at  Amsterdam  but 
whose  aphere  of  opecitiona  eitenda  over  the  entire  kingdom  of  Hol- 
land. It  was  founded  in  i784  by  Jan  Ntenwenhuyzen,  a  Baptist 
preacher,  and  its  objeet  Is  the  promotion  ot  the  adncatlon  snd  moral 
culture  of  the  lower  olasaes. 

The  pieturegqae  NATioHiil.  CosTuuna  have  been  retained  in 
Holland  (flicept  In  the  largertoWDs)  mora  generally  than  In  almost 
any  other  country.  The  rastumes  in  Zeeland,  North  Holland,  Fries- 
land,  and  the  islands  in  the  Zuideri.ee,  are  specially  noteworthy. 

WiMD  MiLlB  (moUmJ  are  a  characteristic  of  almost  every  Dutoh 
landli^ape,  and  here  attain  an  onprecedented  size  and  strength. 
They  are  used  in  griniling'oom,  s&wing  timber,  cutting  tobacco, 
m an ufactniing  paper,  etr.,  bol  one  of  tholi  most  important  functions 
ia  to  pomp  uptheauperfluoua  water  from  the  low  ground  to  the  canals 
which  conduct  it  t^  the  aea.  Be'^ently,  however,  steam-engines 
(iloamgtmaai)  have  been  largely  inUodaced  for  this  last  purpose. 

DyKsb.  Holland  ,  as  a  whole ,  is  probably  tho  lowest  coantry 
in  the  wortd,  the  greater  part  ot  ft  lying  many  feet  below  the  sea- 
level.  The  safety  ol  the  entire  kingdom  therefore  depends  spon  the 
dykee ,  or  embankments ,  by  whiuh  the  encroachment  of  the  iea  ia 
prevented.  In  many  places  these  vast  and  costly  atroctnres  are 
equally  necessary  to  prevent  inundation  by  the  rivers,  the  beds 
of  wliich  ate  gradually  raised  by  aUovial  deposits. 

The  Urst  care  of  the  conatmctor  of  dykes  1b  to  lay  a  secnre  and 
massii'e  fonndation,  as  a  preliminary  to  which  the  ground  is 
sUmped  or  compressed  in  order  to  i-ncteaae  iu  mjUWs^  .  Ttt  S.'it'Bo 
.-•._  j,^  jjg  eotnposed  of  earth,  e(,n4,  M\4TiiTi4.,''>teflQ  -*■«"

•iirfsne  ia  than  covered  with  twiga  of  willows,  intarwdven  with 
eUborate  cue,  the  interatieea  of  nhluh  ue  Blled  with  cl*y  ho  u 
to  hind  the  whole  into  a  solid  maes.  The  willowi,  which  «ie 
eitenBiTBly  cultivated  for  the  pniposa,  are  teuewed  every  thiee  oi 
four  years.  Many  of  thti  dykes,  moieover,  aia  pluited  with  trees, 
the  roots  of  wMuh  contrlbote  materially  to  the  camolidstlon  of  Ihs 
stnietute.  Others  are  pravidod  with  hnlw&ikg  of  maBonr;,  oi 
proteated  by  stakes  against  th'O  violence  of  the  waves,  while  the 
aurf&ce  la  covered  with  lurf. 

The  most  gigantic  of  theae  embankments  are  those  of  the  Hai- 
der (p.  372],  sad  of  Weatuspelle  on  the  W.  coast  of  the  island  of  Wal- 
cheren  {f,  269}.  The  aimual  cost  (de  WaUrstaat)  of  maintaining 
theifl  works  throughont  Hollaud  la  estimated  at  fourteen  million 
florins.  A  corps  of  engioeets  ia  occupied  eiclusively  in  super- 
intending them.  The  coQatantly'immlnent  nature  of  the  danger 
will  be  thoroughly  appri9cia.ted  by  the  etrangor,  if  he  ataudi  at  the 
foot  of  one  of  the  gioat  dykes  at  high  tide,  and  hears  the  breaken 
dashing  Bgainet  the  other  aide  of  the  barrier,  at  a  height  of  KUlSft. 
above  his  head.  The  faioe  of  the  old  Dutch  proverb  'Qod  made  tha 
sea,  we  made  the  shore',  will  a,Iao  be  apparent. 

CanaIiS  intarSBCt  the  country  in  every  direction.  They  serve  a 
threefold  purpose:  1^1}  as  highroads,  for  purposes  of  traffic;  (^2]  aa 
draina,  by  which  euperduous  vrater  is  removeil  from  the  cultivated 
land;  (3)  as  encloauies  for  houses,  Itelda,  aud  gacdena,  being  as 
commonly  used  for  this  puipofte  in  Holland  aa  walls  and  hedges  In 
other  countdBB.  The  Dutch  csnaU  differ  from  those  in  most  other 
countfies  In  being  generslly  broador,  but  variable  In  width,  while 
locks  aru  rare ,  as  the  level  of  the  w&tor  la  nearly  always  the  aamo. 
Those  eatiala,  however,  which  are  connected  vrith  the  sea  are  pro- 
tected by  maBsivo  flood-gBtea ,  to  prevent  the  encroachment  of  the 
sea  wtien  its  level  ia  higher  than  the  water  in  the  canal. 

The  principal  canals  are  shout  60  ft.  in  width,  and  6  ft.  In 
depth.  Not  only  the  snrface  of  tho  water,  hut  the  bed  of  the  canal 
Is  often  conalderahly  above  the  level  of  the  aurroundlng  country. 
The  three  moat  Important  works  of  this  kind  in  Qoliand  are  the 
great  North  Molland  Canal  (p.  366),  42  M.  in  length,  43  yds.  in 
width,  and  20  ft.  in  depth ;  the  tiorth  Sta  Canal  across  'Holland 
op  lyn  smaalat'  |^p.  367],  couneoting  Amsterdam  and  the  North 
Seai  aud  the  WiOttm-Canal  ia  M.  Brabant. 

FoLSEB  is  a  term  applied  to  a  morass  or  lake,  the  bed  of  which 
has  been  reclaimed  by  draining,  A  great  part  of  Uolland  and 
Flaodeis  haa  heoo  thua  reiilaimed,  and  rondered  not  only  habit- 
■blo,  hut  extremely  vatuahle  for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  Urst  step  In  the  process  of  drainage  consiaU  in  enclosing  the 
■ustsh  with  a  dyke,  to  prevent  the  admission  of  water  from  w"' 
»at,  The  water  Is  then  removed  by  means  of  watar-wheels  of  fi 
ftw  coiiBtzaction,   fonnerly  driven  b'j  wui4mB.\»,  b 
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englli«e.  The  musb  oc  Uko  U>  be  rei^l&iaied  U  aonietiiiiBS  too  Aeep  tu 
tdmit  of  the  water  U  once  Ijeing  truisfeneJ  to  the  mMii  cuiiIb,  and 
thna  Rsiried  oiT.  Id  thoae  cseeB  a,  ayatem  uf  dybea,  one  wjtbin  the 
Mbor,  md  each  provided  with  &  eajial  on  its  eiterior,  tOTins  an  sa- 
cending  aeries  of  leveU,  from  tho  lower  of  which  the  water  is  gr»d- 
nilly  transferred  to  the  higher,  and  thence  iliiaUy  into  the  priunlpal 
eh«nneU.  An  excellent  example  of  this  ia  Been  Iti  the  Schermrr 
ftAiCT(p.  372),  where  tour  ilUTerent  ley ela  have  heen  tonned.  These 
c&nals,  although  sepaiate  froin  one  mother,  aro  all  provided  with 
BieanB  of  (^omioDniRation ,  by  which  IF  necsseiiry  the  water  from 
tho  higher  cau  be  dischnrgod  into  tlie  lower. 

The  extcaardtnuy  fertility  of  the  land  thua  rcclalmod  h  chiefly 
■cCDuatcd  for  by  the  fact,  that  aupcrtluoua  water  can  he  lemDvcd 
by  meauB  ot  the  wator-wheela  on  the  abotteat  notice,  while  in  dry 
BBasons  a  thorough  aystem  otirrlgaLlon  is  eoualaatly  aTulable. 

The  appearance  of  theae  poli)ers  differs  materially  from  that  of 
the  rest  of  the  coantry.  The  apeculstors  hy  whom  they  are  drained 
map  them  out  with  mathematicBl  prenlaloii  into  parcela,  aeparated 
by  canals  and  rows  of  troea  at  right  angles,  and  furnished  with 
huiisea  of  precisely  uniform  constiuctloQ ,  all  afTording  mB.nifeaC 
tildiCBtions  of  the  artlOolBl  nature  of  the  ground.  The  poldera  often 
lie  ander  water  in  winter,  hut  this  by  no  meaiia  impairs  the  fertility 
of  the  soil,  proTided  the  water  ia  not  salt. 

The  principal  poldera  are  the  Beemater  (reclaimed  in  16()S-1'2), 
Piirmer,  Schermer  [pp.  373,  372;),  that  of  Haarlem  [p.  283),  and 
the  poJdec  of  the  Y  [p.  366).  It  is  now  proposed  to  construct  an 
enibantiaont  between  Ewykeluis  in  N.  Holland  and  the  village  of 
Plaam  in  Frleeland  and  thua  to  convert  the  ZuideT  Zee  ioto  a  hngu 
lagioon.  1400  Bq.  M.  In  area,  of  whli'.h  two-third  could  be  made  iuta 
a  polder.  The  estimated  noat  in  ]S9  million  Sorina,  of  which  401/; 
nlllbiis  are  assigned  fur  the  embankment,  and  130  mllllona  for  the 
coiistructlou  of  the  puldcr. 

DUMBB,  ot  dowua,  are  the  low  aand-hilla,  30-160  ft.  in  height, 
which  extezid  aloug  (he  coaat  of  Holland  and  Flanders,  having 
bsen  thrown  up  by  the  action  of  the  wind  and  wavea.  Those 
nealest  the  tea  are  of  very  unsubstantial  consistency,  and  being 
frequently  altered  in  shape  by  the  wind  they  afford  little  or  no  sup- 
port to  vegetablo  life.  Between  the  central  downs  (tbe  higheat  aud 
broadest)  and  those  farther  Inland  ia  situated  an  almoet  uninter- 
rupted tract  of  paatiire  and  arable  Isnd,  studded  with  cottages,  and 
prodaolng  excellent  potatoes.  Most  of  the  downs  are  houeycomhed 
with  rabbi  I- warrens,  which  often  afford  excellent  sport. 

Ill  order  to  prevent  the  aand  of  the  downs  from  covering  the 

adjacant  land,  they  are  wnually  sown  with  the  pi  ante  that  moat 

readily  take  root  in  such  poor  soil,  especially  the  reed-grass  (Dutch,

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A  substratum  of  vegetable  soil  once  formed ,  the  arid  and  useless 
saud-Mll  is  converted  into  a  smiling  and  fertile  agricultural  distiiet, 
in  wMcb  even  plantations  of  pines  appear  to  thrive. 

XI.    History  and  Statistics. 

The  earliest  inhabitants  of  the  district  at  the  embonchures  of 
the  Rhine  are  said  to  have  accompanied  the  Cimbri  and  Teutones 
in  their  expedition  against  Italy.  Several  banished  tribes  of  the 
Catti ,  who  settled  in  the  deserted  island  of  Betuwe  (p.  406),  were 
conquered  by  the  Romans ,  whose  supremacy  over  this  part  of  the 
country  continued  from  the  failure  of  the  great  rebellion  of  Ctoti- 
diu8  CivUis  till  the  end  of  the  4th  cent. ,  when  the  Salic  Franks, 
the  inhabitants  of  the  banks  of  theYssel,  took  possession  of  theBe- 
tuwe,  and  established  themselves  between  the  Scheldt,  Maas,  and 
Lower  Rhine.  The  district  to  the  N.  E.  of  the  Salic  Franks  was 
oc<;upied  by  the  Frisians,,  to  the  £.  of  whom  were  the  Saxons. 

The  supremacy  of  Charlemagne  extended  over  the  whole  of 
the  Netherlands.  Under  his  successors  the  system  of  investing 
vassal-princes  with  the  land  gradually  developed  itself.  The  most 
powerful  of  these  were  the  Bishops  of  Utrecht^  the  Dukes  of  Quel-' 
derSf  and  the  Counts  of  Holland.  In  1250  Count  William  II.  of 
Holland  was  elected  German  Emperor  through  the  influence  of 
Pope  Innocent  IV.  In  1512  the  Dutch  provinces  were  enroUed  as 
a  part  of  the  Burgundian  section  of  the  Germanic  Empire. 

Under  the  Emperor  Charles  V.  the  whole  of  the  Netherlands  were 
united  (1543),  and  they  now  enjoyed  a  golden  era  of  prosperity,  in 
consequence  of  the  powerful  protection  accorded  by  that  monarch 
to  commerce  and  navigation.  Under  his  bigoted  son  and  successor 
Philip  II.  of  Spain,  after  the  Duke  of  Alva's  arrival  at  Brussels 
(156B),  began  that  memorable,  and  at  first  apparently-hopeless 
struggle  which  lasted  for  80  years,  and  terminated  in  the  re- 
cognition of  the  Northern  Netherlands  as  an  independent  state 
by  the  haughty  Spaniards,  and  in  the  establishment  of  the  powerful 
Dutch  Republic. 

The  great  founder  of  Dutch  liberty  was  William  of  Nassau, 
'the  Taciturn',  Prince  of  Orange,  a  German  nobleman,  who  was  bom 
at  Dilleuburg  in  the  Duchy  of  Nassau  in  1533.  He  was  a  great  favour- 
ite of  the  Emperor  Charles  V. ,  who  appointed  him,  when  22  years 
of  age  only ,  'stadtholder'  or  governor  of  the  provinces  of  Holland, 
Zealand ,  and  Utrecht.  The  Low  Countries  having  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  Duke  of  Alva,  the  Spanish  Governor,  "William 
retired  to  Dilleuburg,  but  in  1572  was  invited  by  Holland  and  Zea- 
land to  take  the  command  of  their  troops  against  the  Spaniards. 
Ho  shortly  afterwards  captured  Middelburg,  and  succeeded  in 
raising  the  siege  of  the  distressed  town  of  Leyden.  On  29th  Jan., 
^d79,  wss  formed  the  famous  defensive  league  of  the  N .  Netherlands, 
tnown  as  the  Utrecht  Union.    "WilUam  was  aVotW^j  ^lXfci^%.T?^^  ^^w- 
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damneil  to  btnlshmeiit  by  Philip  II.,  bnt  the  StMes  Seueral  braTelf 
dellcd  the  king's  authority,  aud  in  1531  formally  thiew  oil  their 
allesliiiiie  to  the  Spanish  crown.  Ou  lOtii  Jnly,  1584,  WUUam  fell 
by  the  hand  of  an  asBassln  at  Delft  CP'  280),  vary  ahortly  before 
the  day  on  wMnfi  the  States  Intended  to  have  conferred  opon  him 
the  dignity  of  au  hereditary  oonut  of  Holland.  The  yetr  foIlowinE 
his  death  his  son  Mauriet  vni  elected  stadtholder  in  hfs  stead. 

Under  his  presidency  (1585-1635]  the  power  and  'wealth  of 
the  RepnliUo  rapidly  innreaaed ,  aBtiva  hoBtllitiea  were  fref[neully 
undertaken  against  Uie  Spaniards,  a.nd  tbe  E.  Indian  trading  r^m- 
pany  iraa  formed  (1602],  Meanwhile,  boweTer,  there  arose  eerlans 
dii^senslons  between  the  domoeratit)  and  tbe  government  parties, 
which  were  greatly  aggravated  by  the  pemioionB  thoological  ODQtro-  I 
lerales  of  the  Arminiani  ani  the  O-omar/ata  (p.  Hi).  Cotttrary  to*  | 
tbe  sound  advice  of  the  stadlbolder  ,  the  States  in  their  anxiety  fof 
commBrelal  prosperity  conoladed  a  twelve  years'  peaoe  vith  Spain 
In  1609.  Inoonsed  by  the  qnatrels  which  now  ensued,  Manrine 
eanged  tbe  Influential  John  van  Oldeniameveld  ,  tbe  pensionary  or 
obaiinellar  of  the  prOTinoe  of  Holland,  then  in  his  73nd  year,  M  be 
arreated  and  condemned  to  death  by  a  partial  tribuual  in  1618 
[p.  286),  bnl  by  this  jndialal  murder  he  did  not  Httoceed  in  intimid- 
ating his nifractoiy  subjects.  Maurice  died  in  1625,  and  vas  buc- 
caaded  by  his  brother  Frederick  Btnry  (1625-47),  under  whom 
tbe  unity  of  tbe  BepubHo  became  more  eonsolidated ,  and  tbe 
prosperity  of  the  States  reacted  Its  climax.  Both  by  land  and  by 
■ea  tbey  triumphed  over  the  Spaniards  in  the  bostilitles  which  now 
broke  oat  afresh;  and  In  1628  the  gallant  admiral  Flet  Hein 
raptured  tbe  Spanish  'silver  fleut'.  The  Dutch  commerce  of  that 
period  wta  the  most  widely  extended  in  the  world. 

Tte  great  Dutch  nayigatoia  Hovimnn,  fleenufttrcft,  Dimii,  Schou- 
ten,  Le^nlre,  Hartog,  Bdth,  SehapenAam,  Afugl,  Vtantn,  Curon,  Tat- 
man,  Dt  Vriti,  Van  Campea,  and  Btrkel,  explored  the  moBl  distant 
coasts  In  the  world  during  this  period,  while  theE.  Indian  (aetories, 
especially  that  of  Batavia,  which  had  been  estsbllahed  in  1619, 
yielded  a  rich  harvest.  The  Dutch  seliaol  of  painting  now  attained  Its 
culminating  point  (comp.  p,  ly),  and  the  sciences  were  also  highly 
cultivated  during  this  pro speroua  epoch,  as  the  Wetl-knimn  names 
o(  Saygenf,  Brolfwi,  Vokuu,  Danitl  and  Nionlimi  Heirului,  Orona- 
vSiu,  Burman,  Tiberius  md,  FVancoia  Bcmilerhvii,  etc.,  abundantly  I 
tMttly.  ] 

Frederick  Henry  died  In  1647,  shortly  before  the  Peace  of 
Weatphalis,  by  whloh  the  Independ  ence  ot  the  United  States  of  the 
Netbcrlandl  was  formally  recognised ,  and  wis  succeeded  by  bis 
son  WaUam,  then  In  his  21st  year. 

The  lanawal  of  dlBsenilons  between  the  States  and  xVf.  ^aM.- 
■*""    '"       Ined  (Iiem,  on  the  early  diiat\i  olVWs'^fiv.r;  "     '""" 
Hyr goyetnor,  and  thi;  tiAus  tt  toyetwaenX^ 
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entrusted  to  the  distingnislied  Grand  Pensionary  John  de  Witt ,  an 
able  and  energetic  senator. 

During  this  period  the  navigation  acts  were  passed  by  Orom* 
well,  placing  restrictions  on  the  Dutch  trade,  and  thus  giving  rise 
to  the  war  which  called  into  activity  the  talents  of  Tromp,  De 
Wittj  De  Ruyter,  and  other  naval  heroes ,  whose  memory  is  still 
justly  cherished  by  the  Dutch.  Within  the  brief  period  of  sixteen 
months  (1652-54)  no  fewer  than  twelve  great  naval  battles  were 
fought,  in  most  of  which  the  arms  of  the  Republic  were  crowned 
with  success.  By  the  peace  concluded  in  1654,  however,  the  States 
were  obliged  to  recognise  the  authority  of  the  navigation  acts.  In 
1665  a  war  with  England  again  bruke  out,  during  which,  in  1667, 
De  Ruytez  even  entered  the  estuary  of  the  Thames  with  his  fleet, 
endangering  the  safety  of  London  itself ,  to  the  great  consternation 
of  the  citizens.  Notwithstanding  this  success ,  the  peace  condaded 
shortly  afterwards  was  again  productive  of  little  benefit  to  Holland. 

Meanwhile  Louis  XIY.  of  France  had  disclosed  his  designs 
against  the  Netherlands ,  and  had  taken  possession  of  the  part  be- 
longing to  Spain.  His  proceedings  against  Holland,  however,  weie 
checked  for  a  time  by  the  triple  alliance  between  England,  Holland, 
and  Sweden ,  concluded  by  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Pensionary  de 
Witt.  In  1672,  after  the  dissolution  of  the  alliance,  Louis  renewed 
his  attacks  on  the  now  almost  defenceless  Union,  whose  army 
had  been  entirely  neglected  since  the  death  of  Prince  William. 
Gond^  and  Turenne  took  possession  of  the  provinces  of  Gnelden, 
Ovcr-Yssel,  and  Utrecht  almost  without  a  blow ,  wliile  that  of  Hol- 
land, with  its  capital  Amsterdam ,  only  succeeded  in  averting  the 
same  fate  by  means  of  an  artificially  caused  inundation.  The  people, 
believing  that  they  had  been  betrayed  by  their  government ,  now 
broke  out  into  a  rebellion  to  which  De  Witt  fell  a  victim  (p.  297), 
and  which  resulted  in  the  revival  of  the  office  of  stadtholder. 

William  III.  (1672-1702),  the  last,  and  after  its  founder  great- 
est, scion  of  his  house,  was  accordingly  elected,  and  the  office  of 
stadtholder  declared  hereditary.  Under  his  auspices,  with  the  aid 
of  the  Elector  of  Brandenburg  and  the  Spanish  troops,  the  French 
were  defeated,  and  the  war  was  at  length  terminated  by  the  Peace 
of  Nymwegen  in  1678. 

William  III.,  who  had  thus  been  instrumental  in  asserting  the 
liberties  of  Europe  against  the  usurping  encroachments  of  the 
*Grand  Monarque',  married  Mary,  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  York, 
afterwards  King  James  II.  of  England.  In  1688  he  undertook  that 
bold  expedition  across  the  Channel  which  resulted  in  the  deliverance 
of  England  from  the  arbitrary  government  of  the  Stuarts  and  the 
final  establishment  of  constitutional  liberty  and  Protestantism  in 
Great  Britain.  The  following  year  he  was  elected  King  by  parlia- 
ment, retaining  at  the  same  time  the  office  of  stadtholder  of  the 
NvtJiLTlands.  In  his  new  position  he  conl\i\\iei5L  ft\.ift\v«ja\^A^  V»  *iY^^*tt 
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tba  laoiB4Blne  powar  of  Pnnoe.  Thu  nnitud  floiitB  of  Suglaud  and 
Holland  gained  a  decisive  lictoty  iieu  La  Hogue  In  1692,  md  by 
the  PoMO  of  Byawyk  iu  1697  Loiiia  was  compelled  to  reatore  a  eon- 
liderabls  part  of  Ms  conqaalts.  William  wis  now  eatianged  bom 
liii  luktlre  oounUy.  but  Eboitlr  befoca  big  Anii,  intbout  lame,  in 
1702,  lie  broDgbt  >boat  tlie  'Great  AllUnco'  which  disputed  the 
right  of  the  French  monarnh  lo  anocMied  to  the  iiown  of  Spain. 

Following  tlie  oiample  of  the  St»tes  General  (p.  xiiIt),  the  4vb 
moit  Impaitant  piovincea  now  decUied  lbs  offloe  of  Sudlholder 
tboliibed.  Thoic  foreign  policy,  however,  ncdeiwent  no  alteration 
oil  this  ucouiit.  Prince  John  William  Frito  (d.  1711,  eea  p.  188), 
ttidtholdet  of  Friealand  and  coueiii  of  William  111,  succeeded  lo 
the  oommiind  of  the  army  of  the  Republic,  which  look  part  In  the 
war  of  the  Spanish  suuBCBsiog.  Under  his  presidency  the  power  of 
the  Stiles  Oenetal  mmtfelted  itself  anew.  The  flowet  of  the  Dutch 
anny  fell  at  the  bloody  victory  oEMalplaqaat  (p.  19G),  and  iu  1713 
tho  Feaoe  Oongreaa  assembled  it  ntrucht,  on  DotcL  soil, 

The  events  of  the  IBth  cent,  icstcely  require  speclil  mention. 
The  Republic  had  tost  its  piestige,  and  in  the  conttnning  alliance 
with  England  the  preponderating  power  of  the  latter  became  more 
■lid  more  mirkcd.  When  the  French  entered  the  lerxitory  of  tho 
Republic  during  the  Auatiian  war  of  auceossion  ,  the  people  com- 
peUed  the  States  to  appoint  William  IV.,  Prince  of  Orange,  the 
son  and  sncceMor  of  John  William  Fiiao,  General  Stadlbolder  over 
■11  the  seven  provinces  -,  and  in  1748  this  dignity  was  once  more 
declared  Jiereditarj.  A  revolution  which  broke  out  towards  the  close 
of  the  oonloryendod  in  the  eipnUion  of  the  Stadlholder  WiUiilm  V. ; 
Ivt  he  was  relnatated  in  his  office  by  the  PrnBgian  army,  which 

■tdvincisd  ilmost  unopposed  to  the  gates  of  Amsterdam  itself. 
ttM  Importanre  of  the  Republic  bad  now  dwindled  to  a  mere 
kw,  III  1795  theFreneh  Kopublicans ,  laii  hy  Dutch  exilea, 
''pouessioii  of  the  i:ouBtry,  founded  the  'Batavian  Bepubtic', 
at  the  same  time  ciuied  heavy  taxes  to  he  levied.  JfeUmmci- 
■ptnntndt,  an  able  BfatoBman,  was  created  president  of  the  new  Re- 
public, nlider  the  old  tide  of  Grand  Pensionary ,  but  in  1806  wae 
compelled  to  yield  up  bis  authority  to  Louis  Ilonaparte,  nbo  bad 
been  created  King  of  Uolland  by  bis  brother  tJipoleon  I.  This 
semblance  of  Independent  exlstenne  came  to  an  end  in  1810, 
when  IfepoUon  annexed  Uolland  lo  France,  declaring  it  to  have 
been  formed  by  the  alluvial  deposite  of  French  rivers. 

At  length  in  November,  1813,  the  French  were  expelled  from 
llottanil  by  the  Dutch  ,  aided  by  the  Rnssians  and  Prusaiana  ;  and 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  son  of  Willism  V.,  thp,  last  atadlboldei,  who 
died  in  exile  in  1806,  landed  at  9fihevaningen,  and  aacended  (be 
ihime  of  Holland  as  an  independeTil  »meie\pv. 
^_^>  Me  Coagreu  of  Vienaa  In  1.81&,  tVaoiiftiOTo,  ot"^W?** 
^^^■Ma  otthe  Wolhoriands,  were  vn\te&  ^Ifti  &e,T.otfB.«o.'"" 
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single  Kingdom,  and  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  created  King  of  the 
Netherlands ,  under  the  title  of  William  I.  This  bond  of  union 
between  two  races  differing  materially  in  language,  religion,  and 
character  was  severed  by  the  Belgian  BeTolution  of  1830  (comp. 
p.  xxi).  Ten  years  later  William  I.  abdicated  in  faTour  of 
his  son  William  II.,  who  died  in  1849,  and  was  succeeded  by 
William  III,  (bom  in  1817,  married  first  In  1839  to  Princess  Sophia 
of  Wurtemberg,  who  died  in  1877,  and  secondly  to  the  Princess 
Emma  of  Waldeok  in  1879).  At  his  death  (Not.  23rd,  1890)  the 
male  line  of  the  house  of  Nassau-Orange  became  extinct.  He  was 
succeeded  by  his  daughter  Wilhdmina'(h,  1880),  during  whose 
minority  the  queen-mother  exercised  the  functions  of  regent.  In 
1898  Wilhelmina  assumed  the  reigns  of  goyernment  and  in  Feb., 
1901,  she  married  Henry,  Duke  of  Mecklenburg-Schwerln  (b.1876). 

Abba  and  Population.  The  Kingdom  of  the  Ifothfrland$ ^  inelndiag 
the  ProTince  of  Limburg,  is  12.660  sq.  H.  in  area,  and  has  (1899)  a  popn- 
lation  of  5,139,565.  In  1889  the  population  was  4,669,576,  of  whom  1,604,179 
were  Boman  Catholics  and  97,1?74  Jews.  Amsterdam  is  the  ^ital  of  the 
kingdom,  and  The  Hague  is  the  residence  of  the  king.  The  Nether- 
lands are  divided  into  eleven  provinces:  If.  Brabant  (capital,  S''Hertogen- 
bosch),  Drenthe  (Assen)  .Friesland  (Leeawarden) ,  Guelderland  (Ambem), 
Oroningen  (Oroningen),  If.  Holland  (Amsterdam),  8.  Holland  (The  Hagne), 
Limburg  (Haastricht),  Ovor-Yuel  (ZwoUe),  UtrecM  (Utrecht),  ZeOand  (Mid- 
dclburg). 

The  national  colours  are  red,  white,  and  blue,  placed  in  horizontal 
lines  (the  French  are  placed  vertically)  j  the  motto,  *Je  maintiendrai'*. 

Colonies.  The  most  important  Dutch  colonies  in  the  E.  Indigs  are 
Java  (capital,  Batavia),  Sumatra,  Borneo,  Celebes,  and  the  Molucca  is- 
lands^ in  S.  America  y  Surinam  or  Dutch  Guiana;  and  in  the  W,  Indies 
Curagao.  The  total  area  of  these  possessions  amounts  to  786,(09  tq.  M., 
the  population  to  36  million  souls. 

CoMMKBOE.  The  merchant  fleet  of  Holland  in  1899  numbered  192 
steamers,  with  a  carrying  capacitv  of  667,962  cubic  metres,  and  432  sailing- 
ships  ,  with  a  capacity  of  238,544  cubic  mitres.  In  that  year  9991  laden 
steamers  (25,013,020  cub.  m&t.)  and  961  laden  saUing  vesfels  (881.667  cub. 
met.)  cleared  at  Dutch  ports.  The  imports  in  1898  amounted  to  1796  mil- 
lion, the  exports  to  16l6  million  florin<<. 

The  Abht  consists  of  0  regiments  (a/deeling)  of  Infantry,  8  regiments 
of  Hussars,  1  regiment  of  Engineers,  3  regiment*  of  Field  Artillery  (18  bat- 
teries), 1  regiment  of  Horse  Artillery  (2  batteries),  and  4  regiments  of  For- 
tress Artillery  (40  companies),  corps  of  the  military  train,  pontoniOTS, 
*dcpdt-battalions*,  instructi(m  battalions,  etc.,  amounting  in  aU  to  27,000 
men.  Beside  the  regular  army  there  are  the  ^Schutterys'',  a  kind  of  national 
guard  (ca.  110,000  men),  now  being  transformed  into  a 'landwehr**,  on  the 
Prussian  model,  and  the  Mandsturm'*,  or  militia.  —  The  army  in  the 
colonies  has  a  strength  of  about  48,000  men.,  including  15,5(X)  Eoropeana. 

The  Navt  consisted  in  1899  of  102  vessels  of  war  (^2  iron-olads),  com- 
manded by  three  vice-admirals,  3  rear-admirals  Cschouten-by-nacht") ,  26 
captains,  35  commanders,  etc.,  and  manned  by  upwards  of  8700  hands.

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any  profound  impression,  however  nseful  they  may  haye  been  in  the 
development  of  the  personality  of  the  artist.  Both  in  the  15th  and 
in  the  17th  century  the  artistic  strength  of  the  country  devoted  itself 
to  painting.  The  art  of  the  Netherlands  owes  its  fame  to  the 
brilliant  achievements  of  its  painters.  ^ 

Churches.  During  the  centuries  of  the  Middle  Ages,  art  in  the 
Netherlands  did  not  by  any  means  keep  pace  with  the  advance  made 
in  Germany  and  France :  it  was  slow  to  move,  and  followed  in  the 
wake  first  of  German,  and  later  of  French  art.  The  number  of  Ro- 
manesque buildings  in  Belgian  territory — for  Holland  must  first 
be  noticed  in  connection  with  the  Gothic  era — ^is  not  great.  Of  these 
the  Cathedral  of  Toumai  (p.  70)  is  the  most  prominent  example. 
The  influence  of  lower  Rhenish  architecture  (that  of  Cologne)  is  ex- 
hibited in  this  cathedral,  which,  in  respect  of  scale,  surpasses 
all  the  older  churches.  At  the  same  time  there  is  an  evident  approxi- 
mation to  the  French  style,  which,  after  the  13th  century,  pervaded 
the  entire  land.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  our  acquaintance  with 
the  history  of  this  church  is  so  imperfect.  The  probability  is  that  the 
present  ediflce  was  begun  in  thel2th  century  and  completed  in  thel4th. 
—  When  in  the  adjacent  territory  of  Northern  France  the  Gothio 
Style  had  acquired  completeness,  the  Netherlands  adopted  this 
model.  The  southern  portion  of  the  land  now  became,  in  the 
realm  of  architecture,  a  mere  province  of  France ;  and  indeed  French 
influence  extended  gradually  to  politics  and  culture  also.  Stately 
Gothio  cathedrals  rear  themselves  in  the  more  considerable  Belgian 
towns.  With  the  church  of  St.  Gudule  in  Bru8$ela  are  associated 
the  choir  of  the  church  of  Notre  Dame  at  Bruges ,  St.  Bavon  at 
Ghent  y  St.  Uomb&xit  Sit  Malines  J  the  Cathedral  of  Louvain,  and, 
lastly,  the  renowned  Cathedral  of  Antwerp ,  where  a  lamentable*' 
want  of  structural  harmony  must  be  noted,  more  particularly 
in  the  spire,  whose  toppling  height  rather  astonishes  by  its 
audacity  than  delights  by  its  beauty.  Although  there  is  an  evident 
preference  for  lofty  towers  (the  double  tower  is  seldom  seen, 
but  rather  a  single  tower  in  advance  of  the  western  extremity), 
yet,  as  a  rule,  an  endeavour  to  secure  a  spacious  area  visibly 
determines  the  general  proportions,  while  the  soaring  height 
and  slender  support,  which  give  so  marked  a  character  to  the  in- 
teriors of  the  cathedrals  of  France  and  Germany,  are  but  slightly 
regarded.  Double  aisles  are  frequent  in  the  churches ;  but  the  height 
of  the  nave  seldom  exceeds  80  or  90  feet,  being  but  twice,  not  as 
was  usual  elsewhere,  three  times,  the  width.  The  Dutch  churches  are 
of  similar  construction.  Gothic  architecture  was  much  more  preva- 
lent in  Holland  than  is  generally  supposed ;  Utrecht  ^  Amsiefdam^ 
Haarlem^  Ley  den  ^  and  Rotterdam,  for  example,  possess  Gothie 
churches  on  a  grand  scale.  The  building  material,  however,  namely 
brick,  which  has  been  used  (the  Germans  Yeaxiv^  V\a  \sl^  tcnvi.  \^

10  the  belfriee,  or  erected  eepar&tely,  are  spacious  Baitet,  Im- 
posing edidnes,  nud  for  the  display  of  those  products  of  Flemish 
industry  vblah  were  oqw  foreiuost  in  tho  markets  otthenorld.  The 
yiUt  de  Vitit  Kdoma  the  principal  sqnue  of  the  tovn.  Its  fs$ada 
eecerslly  exhibits  the  weattb  of  decoration  (eometimes  carried  to 
excess]  beloii^ng  to  the  later  Qothlo;  while,  In  the  interior,  aoulptor 
and  p^ter  found  occasion  for  tha  exercise  oF  their  tespeotiie  arts.

Htoseatio  lowtiB.  These  buildings  date  as  fat  b&ck  as  the  lOCh  and

Paiktihb,  To  connect  these  early  efforts  with  the  power  and^ 
wetlth  of  the  great  commercial  cities,  and  to  find  in  tbe  sump- 
tuous habits  of  the  Bargundian  F>rinces  the  chief  impulse  to  tbe 
rapid  development  of  the  piinter's  art  in  the  Netherlands,  is  ob- 
viously natnial  and  ressDnable.  How  the  eye  of  the  painter  must 
have  refclled  in  the  varied  costumes,  in  the  manifold  and  sharply 
dnflned  types,  whether  of  native  or  foreigner,  which  he  encountered 
In  the  motley  aaaembUge  that  thronged  these  eldes  I  We  may  well 
coaeel's  the  artist's  imagination  to  have  been  fascinated  by  the 
wealth  of  colour  presented  by  a  pictnte  composed  of  weather-bo aten 
laatlnets,  sturdy  labourers,  burly  citizens ,  and  sag scious  traders, 
^ke  early  praatioe  of  portrait-painting  may  also  bo  attributed  to  the 
'  "  prevailing  In  the  commerRiBl  tuwns.  The  intflrest  in  this 
of  the  painter'aart  originated  probably  in  the  self-complsMmcy 
natatiUy  possesses  a  commnnlty  of  substantial  buigherB, 
id  of  their  vocations  and  aohie-ramentB.

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effect  of  sucli  influenoes  was  in  giying  a  partioulai  diiectioii  to 
paintiDg  in  the  Netherlands,  they  assoiedly  were  not  the  source 
from  which  it  sprang.  It  was  not  until  the  painter's  art  was  eman- 
cipated from  the  trammels  of  a  traditional  practice ,  that  it  found 
favour  at  court,  and  in  the  trading  towns. 

Up  to  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century  art  was  in  neither  a 
better  noi  worse  condition  than  in  adjacent  lands,  though  the 
painters  of  Cologne  could  undoubtedly  claim  pre-eminence.  Such 
specimens  of  wall-painting  in  the  Low  Countries  as  are  still  pre- 
served from  the  12-14th  centuries  show  an  entire  want  of  profes- 
sional training.  The  works  of  the  miniature  painters,  however,  rank 
higher.  Encouraged  by  commissions  from  French  Princes,  they 
were  elaborately  finished,  and  both  in  colour  and  drawing  give 
evidence  of  a  higher  education  in  the  artists.  Sculpture,  too,  could 
boast  of  sterling  work.  If  any  general  inference  is  to  be  drawn  from 
monumental  effigies  preserved  in  Toumai,  and  dating  from  the 
beginning  of  the  15th  century,  a  school  of  sculpture  existed  there, 
which  successfully  aimed  at  a  truthful  rendering  of  nature.  The 
practice  of  painting  works  of  sculpture  brought  the  sister  arts  Into 
more  intimate  relation.  So  far,  however,  was  sculpture  in  advance, 
that  painters  found  themselves  reduced  to  the  expedient  of  adopting 
the  plastic  mode  of  treatment  in  the  disposal  of  groups ,  as  well  as 
in  drawing  and  the  treatment  of  drapery.  A  long  interval  elapsed 
ere  painting  acquired  a  style  of  its  own,  and  until  every  trace  of  the 
plastic  relief  had  disappeared.  Such  was  the  condition  of  the  pain- 
ter's art  in  the  Netherlands,  when  the  two  brothers  Van  Eyek  made 
their  appearance,  but  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  indicate  their  im- 
mediate predecessors ,  nor  to  determine  with  certainty  the  circum- 
stances of  their  early  training. 

The  two  brothers  Van  Eyck  were  natives  of  Maaseyck,  near 

Maastricht,  where  Hubert,  the  elder,  was  bom  somewhere  about 

the  years  1360-70.     Wolfram  von  Eschenbach,   in  his   *Pet«e- 

val',  had  already  pronounced  the  painters  of  Maastricht  and  Cologne 

to  be  the  best  of  his  time,  but  how  painting  at  Maastricht  or  Limburg 

was  employed  in  Hubert's  time  we  know  not.     Absolutely  nothing 

is  known  of  the  course  of  Hubert's  early  training,  of  his  school,  or 

early  works.    About  the  year  1420 ,  we  find  him  settled  at  Ghent, 

where  a  guild  of  painters  had  already  long  existed,  along  with  his 

brother.     Whether  while  here  he  was  the  teacher  or  the  taught, 

whether  the  local  influences  of  Ghent  first  modified  his  conceptions 

and  method,  or  whether  the  guild  in  Ghent  derived  new  light  firom 

him,  cannot  be  determined.     We  know  of  only  one  work  ttom 

Hubert  van  Eyok's  hand,  indisputably  identified  as  his^  and  it  was

The  old  belief  that  Hubert  invented  oll-l^ainting  natmot  Indeed  be 
nnreBervedly  aiu^epted.  Bot,  although  oil  had  long 'been  la  nge  as  a 
vehiule,  Hnbert's  merit  is  not  the  less  isonspicuoos.  He  U  still  the 
first  who  adapted  the  Invention  to  the  parposea  of  art,  by  employlog 
the  fluid  medium  for  the  more  subtle  blending  of  oolonrB.  By  this 
meani  he  so  far  facilitated  the  pioness  of  painting,  that  the  eodea- 
vont  to  give  a  faithful,  lifelike  rendering  of  nature  was  com- 
pletely suonpSEhil.  He  possessed  himself  of  the  meansbyvhtch  alone 
efftwt  ronld  be  given  10  the  new  impulse  In  arl  We  can  have  Qo 
better  proof  of  tlic  Impoitaor.e  uttai^hed  to  tills  new  method  of

Haberl's  connection  with  Ms  brother  Jan  van  Eyek  (bom  be-  fl 
tween  1391  and  1386Vs  involved -in  lome  obscurity ,  bot  the  lattoi  ■ 
name  to  ba  regarded  as  the  more  capable  of  the  two.   Unjustly  so,  ^M 
however;  for  these  portions  of  the  altar-plane  at  Ghent  that  were  ^ 
eieented  by  Hnbert.  no  less  (hau  the  (nscription  placed  on  that 
work  by  Jbu's  own  hand  ('nnbertus  —  major  quo  nemo  repertns'), 
■how  that  the  elder  biolber  was  at  least  the  equal  of  the  younger. 
We  ire,  at  the  same  time,  very  imperfodtly  Informed  of  Jan'i  early 
training,    thongh  we  know  1  good   deal  about   his   pnblio   eareer. 
While  Hubert,  It  would  appear,   found  favonr  with  the  wealthy 
borgber*  of  Ghent,  Jan  took  sersioe  in  the  eonrts,    first  at  The 
HapiB  (U22-24)  with  John  of  Bsvarla,  atterwards  at  Lille  with 
Philip  the  Good.   At  Christmas,   1429,  three  years  after  Hnberl's 
deMh  (Sept.  18th,  14261,  Jan  removed  to  Ghent,  in  order  to  finish 
the  »lt»T-pioce.    In  1432  he  migrated  to  Bruges,  where  be  died  on 
9th  Jnl;,   1410.    His  peculiar  art  nan  beet  be  stndied  in  Bruges;

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disturb  the  wandeior  in  quest  of  reminisoences  of  the  Bruges  of 
bygone  days.  Just  as  Nuremberg,  some  half-century  ago,  vividly  re- 
called the  age  of  Durer,  so  in  Bruges  a  perfectly  clear  conception  may 
still  be  had  of  the  period  which  witnessed  the  labours  of  the  Eycks 
and  Memling.  But,  in  any  case ,  two  admirable  works  by  Jan  yan 
Eyck  in  the  Academy  at  Bruges  afford  a  valuable  opportunity  of 
appreciating  his  art.  In  keeping  with  a  strong  determination 
towards  a  more  portrait-like  and  realistic  conception  of  nature  is 
the  endeavour,  observable  in  his  method ,  after  a  greater  fulness  of 
outline  and  an  exact  rendering  of  textures.  The  direction  of  his 
aim  is  indicated  by  the  fact  of  his  having  painted  genre  pictures 
with  a  definite  motive  —  the  'Bath-room'  for  example. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Jan  van  Eyck  had  pupils ;  but 
there  can  be  as  little  doubt  that  there  were  painters,  both  in  Ghent 
and  Bruges,  who  adopted  Van  Eyok's  method,  and  imitated  his 
style ,  though  not  recognised  as  members  of  his  school.  Owing  to 
the  scanty  Information  possessed  of  art  in  the  Netherlands  during 
the  15th  century,  nothing  can  be  conclusively  affirmed  on  the  sub- 
ject. Petrus  Cristus  may  be  mentioned  as  a  pupil  of  Jan  van  Eyok, 
at  Bruges ;  as  independent  masters  Oerard  van  der  Meire  and  Hugo 
van  der  Ooea,  of  Ghent. 

The  people  were  as  averse  to  centralisation  in  the  domain  of 
art-training  as  in  the  conduct  of  state  affairs.  While  the  Van  Eycks 
were  carrying  their  art  from  the  Valley  of  the  Mouse  to  Bruges  and 
Ghent ,  another  great  artist  was  founding  a  school  of  painting  at 
Brussels.  Boger  van  der  Weyden  is  apparently  identical  with  that 
Rogelet  de  la  Pasture  who ,  in  1426 ,  worked  as  a  pupil  of  Robert 
Campin  atToumai,  and  in  1432  was  admitted  as  master  in  the  Paint- 
ers' guild.  We  find  Van  der  Weyden  installed  as  painter  to  the  town 
of  Brussels  in  1436.  In  1450  he  appears  in  Rome,  as  the  first  north- 
ern painter  of  undisputed  fame  whose  name  was  honoured  by  the 
Italians,  uncompromising  though  he  was  in  adhering  to  the  practice 
of  his  native  art.  On  his  return  he  again  took  up  his  abode  in 
Brussels,  still  painting,  and  died  in  1464.  In  the  absence  of  any 
signature,  his  works  are  confounded  with  those  of  Jan  van  Eyck,  with 
whom  he  had  nothing  in  common ,  and  with  those  of  Memling,  who 
was  his  pupil.  They  are,  moreover,  scattered  far  and  near,  and  have 
to  be  sought  for  at  Madrid,  Rome,  Frankfort,  Munich,  Berlin,  etc. 
The  Museum  of  Antwerp,  however,  possesses  in  the  Seven  Sacra- 
ments one  of  the  most  prominent  works  of  this  master,  who  was 
peculiarly  successful  in  depicting  scenes  of  dramatic  interest 
(Descent  from  the  Cross) ;  too  often,  however,  his  power  of  animated 
expression  betrays  a  want  of  feeling  for  beauty  of  form,  and  it  is 
oocaslonally  suggestive  of  tinted  reliefs. 

Hans  Memling y  the  pupil  of  Van  der  Weyden,  is  no  whit  in- 
ferJor  to  him .

Niucyi  wM  carried  to  BrrReB,  where,  in  grstitade  foi  thetondM 
ore  bestofferl  upon  him  In  the  QoBpita,!  ot  St.  John,  hu  painted 
liuncToiu  pictures.

engaged  as  painter  and  permanently  eEtabliehed  in  Bragea,  where 
in  1480  he  beoime  a  well-to-do  house  piDprietoc  in  the  Ylamlncdsm 
(now  Rue  St.  Oeotge),  and  died  In  1494.  The  little  we  know  of  Mm 
personally  il  inaome  measuie  compensated  for  by  the  great  uumborof 
hla  worts  still  extant,  liruges,  in  paiticolar,  can  boast  of  poesesain^ 
literally  a  Memling  mnieum.  In  tbe  Academy  is  the  Triptych  with 
the  St.  OhristophoT,  in  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  the  so-called  St. 
John  Altar,  the  Adoratiou  of  tbe  Magi,  the  Madonna  with  Martin 
Tan  Nawenhoien  ,  the  portrait  of  a  l.idy,  and,  flitally,  the  Ursula 
eaatet,  the  most  ornate  and  csptivatiDg  illustration  oflegendaiy 
lore  bequeathed  by  the  art  of  this  eaily  peiiad.  In  Memling,  iu- 
dced,  it  may  he  said  the  school  of  Van  Eyck  eihihits  its  highest  at' 
tainmenta.  Pore  and  lumiuooa  colouring  Is  combined  with  correct 
drawing ;  a  lieen  perception  of  Natare  with  a  coherent  seuse  of  t!ie 
beautiful.  Crowe  and  Csvaleaselle,  iu  their  history  of  old  Flemish 
Painters,  ipeak  of  Memling  as  a  lyric  bard,  and  if  his  forma  lack 
ideality,  he  knows  how  to  give  them  the  impress  of  a  wingoiae  beauty. 
□is  Madonnas,  whose  golden  hair  falls  over  the  shoulders ,  or  is 
gathered  up  in  luxuriant  tresses,  combine  diguity  with  loveliness. 

Painting  flonrished  iu  the  15th  centnry  tu  Holland  no  less  than 
iu  the  Southern  Netherlands,  though  the  earlier  muCerl,  aueh  as 
ACberl  van  Onuatfr,  are  represented  but  by  few  works.  A  more  tangible 
peraouality  Is  that  of  Dieriek  BoaU  (ca.  1410-1470),  who  remored 
rram  BaatlotD  to  Lonvain  nbout  14dO,  and  with  his  induEtrluu» 
peiinil  announced  the  tundamental  ehaiscteristis  of  Dntch  painting. 
in  his  delicate  appreciation  of  landscape  beauty.  Otrard  David,  ol' 
Brugpa  (Bourlahed  1484-1Q23),  in  the  8.,  and  Jacob  CorrMliiien 
nt  Jaeub  ivin  OoMQQn  (flourished  in  Amsterdam  1600-30),  in  tho 
M.,  may  be  regarded  as  olTshoots  of  the  older  sohool.  Both  are  fliio 
RolgiDriEtB  and  distinguidhed  fur  the  tender  sweetness  of  their  female

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century,  which  had  the  effect  of  depreciating  the  works  of  their 
predecessors  in  the  general  estimation ,  and  finally  of  oommitting 
them  to  oblivion.  For  the  Netherlands ,  like  the  rest  of  the  North, 
heoame  subject  to  the  spirit  of  the  Italian  Renaissance.  Under 
the  Bnrgnndian  rule,  literature  had  already  been  alienated  from  the 
popular  sympathies,  and  even  so  it  was  now  with  pictorial  ait.  Luoas 
van  Leyden  (1494-1533)  and  Quinten  Matsys  of  Antwerp  (oa. 
1460-1530)  are  the  last  distinguished  masters  who  were  not  carried 
away  by  this  current.  The  importance  of  the  former,  however,  is 
chiefly  due  to  his  admirable  engravings ;  while  Matsys  sometimes 
displays  a  vigour  of  sentiment  at  variance  with  the  hitherto  habitual 
conception.  Quinten  Matsys  is ,  indeed ,  generally  regarded  as  the 
connecting  link  between  the  old  school  of  the  Van  Eycks  and  Rubens. 

The  influence  of  the  Rencussanee  reached  the  Netherlands,  as  it 
reached  Germany,  in  the  16th  century.  In  the  domains  of  Arihitee" 
ture  and  Sculpture  the  ensuing  breach  with  previous  native  styles 
seems  to  have  been  less  abrupt  than  in  the  domain  of  painting.  The 
narrow  Gothic  house,  vdth  its  stepped  gable,  long  held  its  gfround ; 
and  although  Italian  modes  of  ornamentation  attained  the  ascend- 
ancy in  the  first  half  of  the  16th  century,  yet  in  the  second  half 
the  national  genius  powerfully  re-asserted  itself.  Among  the  most 
important  Renaissance  buildings  in  the  Netherlands  are  the  8<Um 
Inn  at  Malines  (p.  144)  and  the  old  Maison  de  VAneien  Chreffe 
at  Bruges  Qp.  31).  The  Town  Hails  of  The  Hague,  Leyden,  and 
Amsterdam,  the  old  3f eat  Market  at  Haarlem  (p.  318),  and  the 
Weigh  House  at  Nymwegen  (p.  404)  belong  to  the  later  period.  The 
Netherlands  are  peculiarly  rich  in  decorative  works  in  wood,  stone, 
and  brass.  The  monuments  of  Count  Engelbert  JL  of  Nassau  and  his 
wife,  in  the  Groote  Kerk  at  Breda,  and  that  of  Archbishop  WUUam 
ofCroy^  in  the  church  of  the  Capuchins  atEnghien  (p.  6),  are  among 
the  finest  productions  of  Renaissance  art  in  the  north  of  Europe. 
The  chimney-pieces  (Bruges),  carved  stalls  (Dordrecht),  and  altars 
(Hal)  must  also  not  be  forgotten.  The  Mns^e  Plantin  at  Antwerp 
contains  an  Interesting  collection  of  Renaissance  furniture. 

The  Flemish  Painters  of  the  Renaissance  produce  a  less  favour- 
able impression.    The  Italian  forms  and  even  colours  found  no 
response  in  the  inmost  spirit  of  the  Flemish  painters,  and  the  result 
is  often  mere  frigid  prettiness  or  artificial  idealisation.   Just  as  we 
prefer  the  popular  ballad  to  the  Latin  verse  of  our  school-days,  so  we 
prize  the  unadorned  Flemish  style  more  highly  than  unsuccessful 
imitations  of  the  Italian.    The  16th  century  was,  it  is  true,  of  a 
different  way  of  thinking,  and  hailed  this  inroad  of  the  Renaissance 
upon  their  native  art  as  a  sign  of  progression  I    Antwerp  especiaUj

The  prinoiplij  of  a  oaretul  stndy  of  Nature,  and  delight  In  every 
phase  Of  life,  eaily  asserted  itself,  jiving  to  every  object,  boweTai 
ilisi^ifltint ,  hoirever  obacuie,  an  artistic  cilsrm.  The  painting  of 
stiil-lifa,  the  ponrtrsying  of  those  hnmorOQs  incidents,  never  want- 
ing lu  domeatle  cipBrienoe,  vrliich  served  to  Illustrate  eveiydiy  lite 
among  the  people,  came  early  into  vogue,  though  at  first  dls- 
agr^abty  qualified  by  the  inlermlxtiua  of  the  gcotosque  (In  the  shape 
of  detili'  dances).  Old  Bmsgliel  (see  below)  and  Pineklooni  had 
itrendy  painted  mstlc  snbjectB,  Patmlr  of  DinanI  and  Paul  Brit  land- 
scapes, with  rlchnesB  of  effect,  and  Soelant  Sonery  animal  pinlores. 

Among  all  these  painters ,  the  members  of  the  family  ot 
BmeKliel  or,  as  sometlmBs  writlon.Brfujftsi,  attract  oor  interest  moat 
effeclTnUy,  They  not  oiJy  afford  the  moat  striking  eiimple  of  that 
highly  proplliona  practice,  the  hereditary  prosecution  of  the  samQ 
ersfl,  but  also  ejceUeutly  illustrate  the  transition  from  the  old  lo 
tbe  new  style  of  art.  Peter  Bmegliel  the  elder,  or  '  Petaant  BnieglteV

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the  widely-extended  national  taste  foi  flower-pieees,  but  also  by 
his  landscapes,  which  are  distinguished  foi  the  tender  blnish  tone 
of  their  middle  distance  and  background  (not,  however,  always 
true  to  nature),  and  for  the  marvellons  finish  of  detail  in  the  small 
figures  occupying  the  foreground.  The  sons  of  the  two  brothers  bore 
the  same  Christian  names  as  their  fathers,  followed  the  same  pro- 
fession, and  perpetuated  the  manner  of  the  Brueghels  down  to  the 
close  of  the  17th  century. 

All  previous  attainments,  however,  sink  into  insignificance  beside 
the  extraordinary  capacity  displayed  by  the  Flemish  artists  of  the  17th 
century.  The  eighty  years*  revolt  of  the  Dutch  against  Spanish  oppres- 
sion was  at  an  end.  Though  bleeding  from  a  thousand  wounds,  the 
youthful  Republic  had  triumphantly  maintained  itself ,  and  con- 
quered for  itself  virtual  recognition.  Two  worlds  separate  and  distinct 
from  one  another  were  here  compressed  into  their  narrow  confines. 
In  the  still  Spanish  Netherlands ,  forming  the  Southern  division, 
the  old  regime  in  politics  as  in  faith  remained  intact;  in  the  States 
General  of  Holland,  not  only  was  a  new  form  of  government  estab- 
lished, but  new  political  and  economical  views,  and  a  new  form  of 
faith,  were  in  the  ascendant.  Both  these  worlds  find  in  contemporary 
art  a  clearly -defined  expression.  The  art  of  Peter  Paul  Rubens 
serves  to  glorify  the  ancient  regime  and  the  ancient  faith ,  and  was 
by  this  means  in  effect  assimilated  to  the  art  of  Italy,  and  beguiled 
by  the  mythological  ideal.  Dutch  art,  on  the  other  hand,  grew  out 
of  the  new  life  and  the  new  faith,  and  thus  reflects  the  provincialism 
and  (dvic  pretensions  which  now  became  the  characteristic  features  of 
the  body  politic.  Here  the  schools  of  Haarlem,  The  Hague,  Leyden, 
Delft,  and  Amsterdam,  possess  equal  merit.  Historical  pictures  are 
superseded  by  portrait  groups  of  the  civic  functionaries  and  rulers ; 
the  veil  of  mystery  is  withdrawn  from  the  representation  of  sacred 
subjects,  and,  in  its  place,  a  bare  matter-of-fact  and  modernised  treat- 
ment is  introduced,  in  conformity  with  the  Protestant  views  of  the 
16th  and  17th  centuries,  which  regarded  the  Bible  in  a  very  different 
liglit  from  the  old  Church.  An  historical  notice  of  the  condition 
of  national  culture  would  not  in  itself  serve  to  throw  much  light 
on  the  relations  of  Flemish  and  Dutch  painting  of  the  17th  century, 
but  is ,  notwithstanding ,  not  altogether  superfluous.  Such  a  study 
would  be  the  means  of  putting  in  its  true  light,  the  contrast,  so 
often  overlooked,  between  Rubens  and  the  Dutchmen.  Irrespective 
of  miicli  superficial  resemblance  (e.  g,  a  similar  tone  of  colour),  the 
two  stylos  have  entirely  different  sources  and  aims ;  and  while  in 
the  school  of  Rubens  the  old  notions,  old  practices,  disappeared, 
tliat  art  began  to  reveal  itself  in  Holland  which  to  this  day  is  re- 
ceived with  unqualified  approbation.  In  the  study  of  Rubens,  the 
mind  must  frequently  be  guided  by  reference  to  history ;  the  Dutch, 
on  the  other  hand,  we  hail  as  bone  of  our  bone,  and  flesh  of  our  ficsh.

Hie  wife,  Marie  Pypelincfcc,  who  had  followed  him 
into  exile,  was  Induced  by  the  soveiity  of  hit  pnnlshinent  to 
n)rgive  the  offender  the  diBgra<»  be  had  brought  upon  her,  uid 
lo  join  him  at  Siegea,  the  place  assigned  to  him  in  1573  as  his 
abode.  Here  anuordingly,  on  ISch.  June,  1577,  ihe  eve  of  S9. 
Peter  and  Paul's  day,  Fetsr  Paul  Bnbena  was  horn.  In  the  follow- 
ing year,  John  Bobens  reueived  penniasion  to  remO've  to  Cologne. 
It  l8  conceivable  that  his  lot  should  have  damped  his  ardoiii  fur  ser- 
vice with  tile  Princes  of  Orange,  and  encouraged  a  desire  to  be 
TBDonclled  to  the  Spanish  govemmeut.  John  Rnh ens,  however,  died 
pending  the  negotiations  whinh  ensoed  ,  bat  his  wife  finally  madu 
hei  peace  with  the  Spanish  ecclesiastloal  aothortties,  cetDrued  iq 
1089  to  Antwerp  ,  and  as  ■  pledge  for  the  genuineness  of  her  oon- 
veriion  placed  hei  son  in  a  Jesuit  school,  la  Ihe  oharacter  of  tha 
man,  however,  there  « a*  nothing  Jesuitical;  bnt  in  the  Bensuoni 
Bplendonr  of  his  religious  pi<;tDres,  i  n  the  arceaaoriea  of  bis  claeaicsl 
representations,  whioh  however  brilliant  are  often  luperflcial,  it  is 
easy  to  diseeni  the  effects  of  his  training  in  the  then  flouxlEhing 
schools  of  the  all-powerfnl  Jesuits.

sorred  as  model  for  the  battle  of  the  AmaKons.  It  is  of  greater  im- 
portanoo  that  Rubens  wsfl  tortiBed  by  hl»  Italian  osperiences  in  h)» 
leBolntion  to  rely  mainly  on  iiieaa  engandetod  by  the  study  of  ray- 
thologieal-hUtorleal  subjects  for  his  inspiration,  and  to  devot«  hli 
art  to  thdr  illnstratlan.  By  this  means  he  establishes  a  bond  ot 
union  between  the  art  of  Italy  and  iliat  of  the  North,  without  in  any 
wise  saulfloing  his  indlTiduallty.  Rather  does  a  cumparison  iritll 
contempuraiy  Italian  paintere  show  how  far  he  surpassed  them  in 
virtue  of  his  apontaneona  sym^iathies  and  the  abonudiag  force  d( 
his  obaraRter. 

Rubens,  married  in  1(109  to  Isabelia  Bnindt,  and  again,  after  boi 
death  (^1626),  to  Helena  Faurment,  in  1630,  had  settled  iu  AntwcTp, 
where  be  led  an  nnuommonly  aiittre  life.  As  be  himself  assures  us, 
while  in  tliB  service  of  the  Regent  Albiecht  and  bis  consort  Isabella, 
he  had  one  foot  always  in  the  stirrup,  mgking  repeated  trips  to 
London,  Paris,  and  Madrid,  and  devoting  aa  much  of  his  time  to 
politics  as  to  art.  Gertauily  the  varied  occupationa  of  his  life  are  not 
tn  bo  discovered  in  the  astounding  number  of  bis  works.  Over  two 
thonsaud  pictures,  many  of  tbem  ot  colossal  dimensions,  bear  hii 
name.  Thia  amazing  fertility  n^ay  be  explained  by  the  nlTcumstaneti 
tblt  the  numerous  pupils  who  beqoented  his  workshop  were  em- 
ployed upon  his  piuturea,  and  that  he  himaelf  possessed  wondarful 
rapidity  at  eiecution.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  render  justice  to 
Rnbens  In  all  rases,  partly  because  so  many  works  have  been  attri- 
buted to  him  with  wMeh  he  had  very  little  to  do,  partly,  also,  be- 
sanse  his  Tendering  of  form  frequently  took  directions  lepngnaM  to 
our  modern  notions.  Perhaps  only  in  his  mantier  of  treating  the 
female  form  can  he  be  charged  "with  flagrant  want  of  taste.  The  cs- 
paoity  ot  depleting  the  nnsuUiad  purity  of  maiden  beauty  is  one  of 
the  attributes  in  an  artist  wo  most  prize,  wiule ,  on  the  other  hand, 
vre  ntturally  recoil  from  the  spectacle  of  naked  females  djsflguied 
by  the  labours  of  maternity.  Noveitheleas,  we  must  not  fDrget  that 
in  tbeae  coarse  unwieldy  shapes,  in  the  ponderous  limbs  and  violent 
tetion  of  the  human  forms  so  constantly  recuniag  ia  Rubens'  pio- 
tai«a,  we  behold  the  direct  iQaiiifestatliin  of  snch  uapaaaioned 
enargiee  and  irrepressible  vitality  as  llio  masWi  sBfcVt  ■«  eiii"QQ&i, 
Jlabena'  earlier  pictures  have  tMs  oiat\i.64  wi^ofto^i  qikW*.

Of 
aimjlar  beanty  ia  the  Doubting  Thomsa  in  the  Mnsenm  at  Antwerp, 
irlth  tbe  two  aecompKaylug  portcaitB  of  Burgomaster  Rookoi  anil 
bii  wife.  The  celebrated  Descent  from  tlie  Orosa  in  the  Catbednl 
and  tbe  Crucidilon  in  the  Huaenm  {'I,e  Coup  de  Iisnce'j  are  alao 
of  the  highest  value  as  undoubtedly  works  of  the  artist's  own  band. 
In  his  later  large  ecolesiaatiiial  paintings  Rubonfl  aiailed  him- 
self to  a  largo  extent  of  the  SBalatanoe  of  his  pupils;  so  that  a  leaa 
etalted  idea  of  the  master  than  lia  deserves  may  be  derived  from 
the  study  of  tbese  pietores.  Another  nlrcumaCance  may  help  to  Lead 
tbe  traveller  in  tbe  NBtberlanda  to  a  similar  conolusion.  Owing  tD 
the  -ifidO'Spread  renown  of  the  artist,  his  works  did  not  all  r«Dain  at 
borne,  but  fonnd  their  way,  even  in  Ids  lifetime,  fat  and  wide. 
England,  Madrid,  Paris,  Uanivh,  Vienna,  and  St.  Petersburg  con- 
tain, in  tbeir  raspectivB  galierius,  many  of  Bubena' choicest  works. 
The  Antwerp  Kuseum,  however,  preaarvea  a  whole  series  of  valnahle 
plctuica  by  tbe  maaCei,  tbua  affording  an  opportunily  of  stodying 
him  on  the  apot  where  he  achieved  greatness. 

Thongh,  bowever,  it  may  not  be  poeaiblo  to  find  nnaUoyed 
Mtbtaotloa  in  separate  works  of  tbe  maaler,  no  One  ean  deny  that 
figure  of  great  hiatoiical  importance.  Thia  ia  owing  to' 
lldw  Bdelity  with  which  be  has  adhered  to  the  traditions  of  Iba 
itt,  to  the  power  with  which  he  baa' hatmpnieod  tbesg 
wittt  an  altered  condition  Of  »rt  and  life,  and  to  the  nni- 
ily  wltinb  rendered  him  capable  of  working  in  eveiy  depart- 
and  of  making  the  ago  Bubsecvieut  to  his  purpoeea.  Be  ia 
r  of  the  whole  range  of  artie  tic  material.  To  the  greatest  fet- 
In  the  domaina  of  eooleaiastioal  art  he  adds  an  intelligent  and 
insiastic  appreriatian  of  tbe  ancient  gods  and  heroes.  Ue  looks 
tbMelatter  more  with  the  eye  ot  aYirgUthan  of  a  Homer,  and 
depiota  them  In  tlie  spirit  of  an  orator  rather  iban  in  that  ot 
m  post,  fie  (hows  th»t  be  has  moat  afffnicy  for  the  Qeaby  flgureB 
of  the  llanohic  myths,  and  painta  tbem  mt:b  ^  Ite^osiistiti  «.v.\  «»s:X^ 
posamfd  by  none  ol  hia  conlempiOiaiiea,  Uia  >jt«aV'»  t*'CToa.'SQ.«.

Thii  vaiiBtility  is  peenliiiTly  bie  own ,  althoDgh  he  poBsesssB  cet- 
t&in  charaeterlBtiDS  In  common  vith  faia  contempocaileB,  jnet  at  ho 
nhares  with  them  the  lame  national  atmasphGCe  and  the  same  tii- 
ditionarr  piecepts. 

HubeDB  (d.  1640)  oncnpied  tbii  fleld  along  nlth  several  other 
piinteri.  l4o  wonder,  then,  that  atmilac  olisraf^teriitlcg  are  observable 
in  his  vrocks  and  tboae  of  others,  and  that  they  bo  olosely  leeemble 
one  another  as  onoaaionallT  ID  he  nonfoiuided.  Abraham  Jimuau 
(^1575-1633 1  cornea  very  near  to  Knbens  in  fresdom  of  hrnah  and  iu 
the  impMSieoed  actioo  of  liiB  flgurea.  Indeed  there  were  few  of 
Bubena'  contempotarles  who  escaped  Ms  iofliienca,  pervading  as  it 
did  the  whole  Aeld  of  art,  inspiring  in  an  eipecial  manaeT  tho 
engraver.  The  moat  notable  of  Antwerp  artists  who  were  r^ntempo- 
raiiiM  of  Biibeni  are  GrrardSeglKn  or  Zegcri  (itidi-lUbi'};  Theodore 
Bombouti  1^1597-1637)!  ComeUt  de  Vol  I.I&80-I66I),  one  ot  the 
ai8t  pottralt-paintera  of  the  time;  Oatpar  de  Crat/er  1^1682-1669), 
who  evjnved  in  hia  qnlet  campositiona  a  shanning  vein  of  thoDgbt; 
Lueai  van  Vden  (1095- ca.  1672),  who  painted  in  many  iuetancet 
the  landai'.apa  In  thebankgrOQiia  of  Rubana' pipturea;  and,  finally, 
From  Snyden  (1879-1667),  who  placed  hli  extraordinary  talent 
for  animal  painting  at  the  dispoaal  of  tbe  great  chief. 

OfRiibena'fi  moBi  liistingniahed  disciple,  Anthony  TanSyok 
[born  at  Antwerp  1699,  dieil  in  London  1641),  owing  to  tbo 
sbortnsas  of  his  aojourn  in  hia  aativs  city,  (en  important  voris  are 
tetaiuBd.  After  being  initialed  In  painting  ilrst  bjt  flanrj  van  BnlMt, 
later  by  Itubens,  lie  visited  Italy  In  his  24tb  year,  where  Venice 
and  Genoa  eapenially  fasninated  him,  as  they  bad  done  hia  maatet 
befbre  him.  From  1626  to  1632  he  lived  at  Antwerp,  after  that 
in  London,  in  the  aarviee  of  Oharlea  1.  It  was  not  only  tbe 
fashion  then  prevailing  in  aristocratic  cirolea  which  engaged  Van 
Dyak  in  portraiture.  Portraltnre  made  the  atraogest  appeal  to  his 
praclivitiea  aa  an  artiat.  Ue  does  not  ihine  in  the  invenUou  of 
gorgeona  or  Btirring  aoeiiBSi  but  Inthoreflned  and  animated  pow- 
trayal  of  diatinguished  personages  there  are  few  who  are  hia  peers. 
Eis  portraits  are  not  only  instinet  with  life:  they  fascinate  by  tbeii 
dignity  of  conception  and  grace  of  delineation,  which,  withODt 
Bacrifloa  of  trnthfolnesa,  impart  k  certain  BtatelinesB  as  wall  bb  besnty 
to  tho  individual  represented.  In  what  a  rare  degree  Van  Dyok 
pOBSeased  this  faculty  ia  beat  aeon  In  his  admirablB  etohings  whloh 
are  atUI  preaervsd,  and  In  whii^b  he  presents  ub  with  an  invaluabis 
gsllery  ot  portraits  IKuBtrative  of  the  I7tb  ventory. 

Of  the  remaining  pupila  of  Kubena,   few  iMjuired  distinction  ; 
bnt,  owing  to  the  copionBneaa  of  their  works ,  they  are  ' 
^aalaportant.  Theyorcnpyinlhodepaitraentifteligious 
eolvr/-.   From  Diepenbeeck,  KMamua  QuelUnus,  CqtikW*  Se^mKi 
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Jaa  van  dm  Hoecke ,  Jacob  Jordaens  (1503-1G78)  may  be  dUtin-  I 
fukhed  by  s  muked  ludiTldnallty.    No  stody  In  Italy  h&d  sstcanged  I 
Ma  IhonghCa  fiom  his  aatJTe  btC.    Hig  proteBeiDil  of  the  reformed  I 
fatth  mide  hitu  unvrilliag  to  contribute  to  tbe  exaltation  of  tlie  I 
Chnrcli'H  Idail,    so   ho  applied   Mmself  to   depicting  scenes   frata  J 
domenic  life  and  the  nnies trained  mirth  of  pnpnlai  feBtivitles,  and    > 
thus  piepaiad  the  vay  foi  the  taimation  of  that  school  of  genre 
painting,  in  which  the  art  of  the  Netherlands  subseqnently  ■chaired 
tea  ehiof  renown.    Bis  otten-tapeated  pictures  of  the  riaiy  hooso- 
concert  ('a>  the  old  ones  sang,  so  nill  the  yonugEtere  twitter'),  for 
example,  are  well  known.   Joidiena's  hnmoni  ia  nnBaphietiuated; 
his  figures  are  as  devoid  of  Er^oe,  as  they  well  ran  be ;  but  bo  sur- 
passing is  the  quality  of  colour  in  hii  pictures  that  one  must  condone 
the  Teln  of  almo»t  Marse  vulgailty  which  runs  thioogb  vary  man; 
of  them.  PictDresby  him  at  the  Bosch,  near  Tbe  Hague,  which  cele- 
brate the  deeds  of  Prince  Fcodetick  Henry  of  Orange,  show  what  he 
rould  accomplish  as  an  historical  painter,   and  belong  to  the  very 
ben  oonlrihutionB  of  the  entire  school. 

Even  upon  David  Tenien  theyonngrsr  ( IGlO-1690),  the  greatest 
genie  painter  to  whom  the  southern  Netherlands  have  given  birth, 
Kubens  exerclgedan  enduring  tiiQiience.  The  fairs  and  rustic  scenea 
which  he  delighted  in  depicting,  fastlnate  not  only  by  the  spirit  ol 
ponvliriality  wtdch  animates  them,  but  bear  witness  to  a  searching 
obietvaHon  of  nature ;  and  the  subtlety  of  coloorlng  serves  of  itself  to 
Invest  tbe  scenes  depicted  with  a  troe  poetic  charm.  In  gradation 
of  tone,  in  wondrons  harmony  of  colour,  in  artlatin  combination,  he 
totalns  an  nndlepnted  supremacy.  U  is  not  leas  wonderful  how  he  can 
by  tbe  most  delicate  modifications  bo  manipulate  a  dominant  tone  of 
colour  M  to  make  it  etTeotive,  and  how  lie  can  at  his  pleasure 
DlthoT  atsert  or  dispense  with  the  most  marked  contrasts.  The 
pictures  painted  between  1640  and  1660,  where  the  peculiar  silvery 
tone  Blsl  appears,  are  those  which  afford  tbe  best  insight  into  this 
painter's  method  and  style.  His  works  are  uiifortonately  widely 
scattered,  and  ate  rarely  to  be  met  w^th  in  his  nati  ve  conntiy. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  majority  of  genre  painters  of  the 
southern  Netherlands,  The  neighbourhood  of  Fiance  lured  away.  If 
not  (he  painters  themselves,  certainly  many  of  their  works ;  nor  were 
either  wealth  or  love  of  art  at  this  (Imo  snfUelefitly  diffused  in  Bel- 
gium to  allow  of  the  orestions  of  native  art  being  retained  in  the 
laud.  In  this  respect  painting  wits  more  advantigeonsly  clrcum< 
_  vtanced  in  Holland.  There  it  was  unmistakably  associated  with  tbe 
o  this  day  Indeed  ia  identlBed  with  their  htbits  and

The  gruideuE  of  (he  ITth  century  sabaol  of  Dutob  ; 
putlally  obKcured  the  eiceUencdas  of  their  pTedecesaen,  >ndtl 
liito  the  shaila  what  waa  o!  ateTling  value  In  the  Dutch  achoo 
foTe  KeiDbcEiDdt'B  time.  It  is  only  in  recent  ttmei  tbnt  n 
hoB  Gucoeeded  in  bringing  to  light  the  eailier  liiatoiy  of  D 
painting,  and  has  siuronnded  Rembrandt,  ^ho  hitherto  had  dlfl 
tho  flflBh  of  a  meteocitt  the  horizon,  with  prenureocB  and  aSBOOl 
Art  Uomialied  in  the  Dutc^  tovoa  as  earl;  as  the  15cb  uen 

would  be  more  than   difficult  to  separate  it  from  the  tj 
temporaneouBBTtof  Flandsra;  indeed,  oirlng  to  the  similarity  of  tU  il 
[^wo  peoplea,  no  <Bty  egieothil  different*  coold  have  eiistad.  When, 
focoidingly,  at  the  beginning  o(  the  16th  neutnrj,  painting  in  tbs 
North  became  Italianised,   the  Dutch  painters  SBCcumbed  to  the 
prevailing  infineoce.    It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  parti- 
auUr  maiuLei  vMob  moat  neatly  reaponded  to  the  uational  taste 
vTBB  generally  preferred ,   and  most  BucceasfuUy  imitated;  that  of 
Oaiavaggio,  for  example,  distinctly  coarae  aiiciain  Its  broad  realilm. 
After  Karel  van  Mander,  Heemikerck,   and  Bliiematrt,  expouenta 
nfamore  imaeinative  treatmeot,  came  HanlhOTBl  (Gherarda  delta 
Notte)  and  bia  asaorialea ,  ivhose  art  was  entirely  based  upon  this 
rMlUm.    'rheae  paiaters  featleaely  grapple  with  natate;  they  eon- 
oetn  themaelvea  little  about  grace  and  beauty ;  they  do  not  deapiae 
what  la  volgar  and  repulsive,    if  only  it  auppliea  life  and.  energy. 
Lamp-light,   abouttdlng  as  It  does  in  glaring  contraet,   aervod  ad- 
mirably to  enforne  atartling  effects  and  an  impassioned  eiuberance  of 
often  bordering  upon  diatortioii,  and  woa  freely  resorted 
to  with  evident  reliah.   Along  witb  Caravaggio,  another  ardat  had 
inalderable  likQuencD  upon  the  Dutchmen,   viz.  Adam  Eltheimer 
;i578-ie20),    of  Frankfort,    who,    however,    lived  and  died  in 
1e  painted  aa  If  natnre  were  only  to  be  seen  through  a 
banura;  but  hia  picCui'oa  are  harmonised  by  the  almoat 
laa  and  indescribable  delicii-.y  of  Qniab,  and  rer^clve  their 
itiug  breadth  from  a  masterly  management  of  colour.  Losl- 
man,  Moeyaert,  Foetenburs,  etc.,  learned  from  biiD. 

In  the  desperate  struggle  during  the  16tli  century  with  the  two- 
fold yoke  of  Spain ,  artiEtic  enterprise  in  the  Netherlands  waa  ne- 
oesearlly  uclppled.  It  ia  principally  owing  to  this  (dccumstanne  that 
ao  many  Dutch  painters  found  their  way  to  Italy,  and  there  Him- 
pleted  the  training  which  their  native  land ,  sorely  dlatiactad  m  it 
%•■,  ooBld  not  atford  them.  But  juat  aa  the  Netherlands  finally  osme 
"  "  from  their  eighty  yeata'  atruggle  aa  gloriuiia  vloloca,  and  in 
iponding  mesauie  aecured  [or  themselves  wealth  and  politi-

To  poortray  these,  not  only  as  single  and  im- 
pTeaaive  pursoDalitles,  but  assemhled  In  groups,  In  the  uouneil- 
chambcr,  or  sallying  forlh  to  tbe  tilting  ground ,  or  engaged  lu 
faattTB  celebrations,   was  the  artist's  favourite  task. 

Plctuiei  ot  a  peaceful,  happy  life,  tbe  charms  of  eiistenee 
■midat  privacy  and  comfort,  wars  doubly  attractive  iu  a  time  bo 
heaiiJy  charged  with  fateful  eventB.  Tbe  pleasurable  abaodonment 
toa,wbiab.  taking  no  thought  for  the  morrow,  fa  content  to  enjoy 
the  paasing  boar,  captivated  tbe  ima^natioil  and  furuiabed  material 
for  nnmeroua  paintlaga.  Bnt  the  viutorlotts  NetherlaaderB  not  only 
created  for  themselves  a  new  field  ot  pictorial  matter,  io  wbioh 
uaUoDal  sentiment  should  find  eipreasioD ;  the  appropriate  form  of 
elpreaiion  was  atao  provided.  Thangh  nearly  all  llieDuleh  painteri 
•le  gMBt  colonrigta,  some  iudlapensable  attributes  ot  the  artistic 
facility  are  wholly  wanting  in  them.  The  aingle  flgutaa  lack  ideal 
giuse,  the  groups  do  not  conform  tn  tbe  architartonii 
Uw  other  hand,  they  kuow  how  to  Impart  such  an  artistic  charm  by

It  was  tlie  cuntom  foe 
the  presidents  {llegeataj  of  the  ririous  oorpotatioas  and  ctiaiitable 
institnCionB  to  place  in  the  guild-haUs  und  shoating  galleriei 
I^Doeleu)  poitcaits  in  groups  of  membera  of  the  isrioDB  guilds, 
espoci&lly  of  the  shooting  eooietiBs.  Among  the  earliBat  plotniea 
of  this  kind  are  the  OommeuioratiDn  Banquet  of  Bowmen ,  pafnted 
by  Coraciii  Toaiiaen  (Anthonisaen),  in  Amsterdam  (1^^),  anoSiet 
fiotn  the  BsniB  band  dated  15r>7,  and  one  by  Dink  Jaeobn  painted 
in  1529  {the  last  two  in  tha  ityka  Museum) ;  but  it  waa  later  than 
this  that  the  'Regeot  Pieces'  acquiced  their  complete  aitistio  signi- 
fleance.  The  Haarlem  Museum  posaesaes  a  'Corporation  Pictuie' 
by  Cbmeiia  Comeliuen,  dating  from  1683,  and  foui  similai  placea 
by  Frani  Pietcrst  de  Grtbber,  the  later  of  which  aro  apeoially  dlltiii- 
gufshed  by  the  Ireahneaa  of  tlieir  ooiourlng.  In  tbe  hospital  of 
Detft  is  a  'Regent  Piece'  by  tbat  prolific  portiait-paiuter  Michael 
fonMfereoeH  ^botn  in  Delft,  lo67;  died  16il),  who  has  been 
enoDeonsly  described  as  painter  to  William  of  Orange  (assassinated 
1534).  It  is  a  so-called  anatomical  lecture,  in  the  painting  of  whieb 
Miereyelt'fl  aon,  Peter,  took  part.  Jacob  Qerrliti  C^spt,  founder  Hi 
the  palnteia'  guild  in  Dordrecht,  does  not  appear  to  bate  attempted 
the  eieontlon  of  the  'Regent'  pictures  proper;  the  greater  it  the 
ncmber  thereof  to  be  agoiibed  to  l^omaade  K&yuT  Tea.

Beni- 
brukdt  HumenH  van  Bjn,  the  son  of  a  miller  of  Leyden,  was  bom 
on  July  loth,  1606.  That  he  first  saw  light  in  hla  father's  mill  ia 
a  story  for  which  them  ig  M  little  Toandiition  u  that  he  first  atndied 
an  vnongst  bis  father's  noni'S^cka.  Jacob  van  Swamenburgk,  who 
1  atDdied  In  Italy,  and  was  macried  to  a  Neapolitan,  and  Peter 
Btmon  were  his  first  Instntctora.  His  esiliest  reuognlied  woik  bears 
i  dtte  IBS?;  ho  removed  to  Amsterdam  at  the  end  ef  1631. 
^Jktteidain  had  gradnaUy  ontstrippod  the  otiier  towns  of  the  Ke- 
■  •"  fnliliD,  and  had  become  virtoally  its  capital,  aaoendant  not  only  in  ' 
the  domain  of  politics,  but  prescribing  also  tlie  direotlonto  be  given 
to  the  study  of  art.  A  new  and  stately  architecture,  which  sub' 
Esquently  eierdsed  eitTtotdtnary  InfiueDcs  in  tienDsny,  testillea  t« 
theaplandODi  of  the  town  at  that  period.  Vondet  aaiEoofl  represent 
the  muae  of  Poetry,  while  nomeious  eiigcttvers  and  paintera,  of  whom 
leiersi  connected  themaelvea  later  witb  Rembrandt,  such  as  S, 
/ioninet  and  Jim  Liveni,  found  employment  in  Amtterdam, 

Rembrandt  very  soon  made  himself  famons  as  an  artist ;  fortune 
smiled  npon  him,  too,  in  his  love  alTaJra.    From  the  year  1G33  the 
faeeoragood'tempered,  handsome  woman  appears  fromtinieto  time 
in  hia  pfntiues.     This  is  Saakia  tan  VlenbuTgh,  the  d3.ughter  of  ■ 
Eiiesland  lawyer,  wliom  he  brought  home  aa  hisbride  in  iU34.  The 
WweroBa  portrBiti  of  Saskia ,  painted  by  the  great  artist  with  evi- 
^'  ~'        'I,  hare  familiariaed  us  with  her  counleiiance  i  the  best  are 
lie  gallerlBB  of  Dresden  and  Gaaael.   That  ia  the  Antwerp 
■  a  later  copy  of  the  Oassal  portrait.    After  Saakia'a  death 
,  Hembrandt'a  private  aiTiirs  took  a  turn  for  the  wocic.    He    ^^

n  the  style  of  a  nobleman'i  mansion.     The  walls  of  hU  ^^|

iae  represented.    He  alao  pouessed  numeroua  antique

The  great  financial  collapae, 
BtllI63  had  continued  in  Amsterdam^  bringing  i!idti-aqteiui 
tar  upon  Ihaooramumty,  iviiwrt  sxifict  !i>h.y^Wks 
u  declared  bimbiupt  \n  Vft^S,  lui »a\w-iCR'wv^  t>\. 


Cfae  ComiDieainiieis  of  tbe  'deioUie-boedel- 
is  autiquitiea  iiiid  psititlijgs,  nbieli  to-dAj 
TToald  repiesent  a  i&lae  of  thoaa&nda  or  puondB,  lealiEHd  to  1B67 
ooly  &D(M)floniia.  The  house  Itself  and  the  nollection  of  engTB'riagB 
-neie  bronght  to  the  h&mmei  in  i\ie  foUowiDg  year.  RembTanJt 
tbencetonrud  legided  In  h  modest  duelling  la  the  KozeDgiusht 
Uongirith  bis  son  Titos  [d.  1668),  comforted  by  the  fmilhful  affec- 
tion lod.  mlnjatntions  of  hia  aerrant  Hendrlckje  Jagbers  oc  Stoffeli 
[A,  ea.  16B3).  The  dose  of  hla  life  found  him  poot  and  living  in 
complete  letirement!  ntll  busy  notwitbataadlng,  and  still  eapable 
of  laughter,  as  &  portTolt  of  himself  from  big  onn  hand  (paiiited 
abont  lliCB},  and  now  in  a  pilvkle  collection  in  Paris,  gives  evidence, 
no  «i«B  buried  on  Sth  OotobBT,  1069.  Of  about  560  paintings  rt- 
trlboted  to  him,  only  about  30  now  remain  in  Holland. 

Id  Aenibrandt's  caTcer  ss  a.paintei  we  notine  an  nninleirapteil 
and  brilliant  prooeAB  of  development.  It  is  true  that  even  hii  eaily 
■works  show  hia  fondness  for  eflBirts  produced  by  strong  and  full 
light  thrown  upon  tbepTinnlpsl  figniea,  bat  It  la  not  till  after  aev' 
eral  yeaia  residenue  in  AmsteTdum  that  his  picturea  ate  snffiuef 
nitb  that  riob  golden  brown  tone  which  invest  hia  masterpieces 
with  their  subtle  and  peculiar  iibano.  About  1654  his  pintnres  re- 
ceive a  Btill  darker  brown  tone,  relieTed,  howeter,  by  a  definite 
iRheme  of  colouring,  in  which  a  deep  red  is  conspienous,  while  they 
retain  their  onf altering  breadth  of  e^iecntion.  These  several  methods 
of  Rembrandt  are  admirably  lIlKstrated  in  his  masterpleooK  exhibited 
in  the  varioua  galleries  of  Holland.  The  'Sogent'  picture  in  tbe 
Hague  GoUeedoii,  known  as  'The  Anatomical  Leclnre',  which  oon- 
tains  puctralt«  of  Professor  NicLalas  Tulp  and  tho  members  of  tbe 
SurgoonB'  grald,  belongs  to  the  year  1632.  This  picture  is  an  ei- 
csllent  example  of  the  maatcT's  art,  which  has  enabled  him  to 
animate  a  momentary  action  at  this  portrait  group  with  dramatic 
life,  by  fotuB  of  a  concentfated  expression  and  accaotuation  of  tons. 
The  'Night  Watch',  preserved  In  the  mnsanm  at  Amsterdam,  Ram- 
bran  dt'e  greatest  work,  was  painted  ten  years  later.  It  bearathe  date 
164'2,  and  shows  witli  what  skill  this  master  of  chiaroscuro  could, 
by  its  means,  convert  a  prosaic  occurrence,  anch  as  that  of  this  band 
of  citizen  mnsketeen  sallying  forth  from  tbeir  gaildhouBi<,  Into  a 

^  scene  abonnding  in  poetical  eipresaion,  and  exciting  the  livellort 
ttnotlDUS  In  tbe  beholder.  In  tbe  so-called  'StaalmeesterB'  picture, 
{lortraits  of  the  syndics  of  the  Glothmakers'  guild  in  Amsterdam 
[belonging  to  the  year  16611.  tb.e  Hntire  tone  seems  to  be  permsatcd 
by  s  ^Iden-brown  medium.  Art  haa  never  again  produced  so  ifcb 
and  rigoraas  a  picture  of  lite  or  poetry  u(  colour  so  entrancing  u 
these  tbrno  pirtnres  revoftl  to  ub.   Untonar.'i.o'aiVs  om  ftiom^aaiawB

VTe  possess  many  Sctiptursl  pictures  by  him,  eoenes  from  the  Nbi» 
u  well  as  Old  Tostamiint,  for  the  moat  p&rt  icatCeied  Id  othoF 
wmaOiaa.  The  Hagae,  howsier,  pegsesSBB  adminhla  examples  of 
tbto  nlasi  or  piotvues  In  'Snstnna  at  tlie  bath'  (1637),  'Simeon  in 
(he  Temple'  (beadng  the  date  1631^ ,  -David  and  Ssnl',  a  latei 
brllUaiKly  oolonred  work  (all  three  in  (ha  Koyal  Plctuio  Gallery), 
■Ud  'Bathsheba'.in  the  Steengracht  collection.  Bere,tciO,  Rembiandt 
preserves  a  mode  of  treatment  penullarly  his  own.  Id  repraseu- 
tatlons  of  our  Savour's  passion  the  tragio  event  is  ponrtrayed  lu 
a  harah  mttteT-of-Caot  spirit,  and  might  serve  to  illnstrate  the 
wull-knawii hymn,  'O Head oncefiillof  bruises'.  A Becenec,  happier 
eipnaaioD  of  Mlemnity  prevails  In  the  Parables,  whieh  enables 
o*  fnlly  to  tetlise  their  slgniflnatite,  often  suffldently  obsunre, 
Seenea  from  tlie  youthful  life  of  Christ  hive  an  Idyllic  ehaiin  of 
theit  own,  and  in  all  Rembrandt's  religious  corapoaitlons  the  ea- 
deavoot  is  apparent  to  bring  them  within  the  range  of  hnman 
apprehension  —  a  fact  Important  for  a  right  understanding  of  the 
PtotaatuutiHm  of  the  17th  century.  Romhtaudt  touohed  also  the  re- 
gions of  Mythology  (as  ia  proved  by  the  painting  No.  1361  in  the  Kyka 
Mnseum,  p.  349,  the  true  meaning  of  which  has  not  yet  bean  aatls- 
hctorlly  eiplalned) ;  bnt,  as  will  be  readily  nnderstood,  -with  more 
■lonblfal  enni'^ss.  On  the  other  hand  his  landscapes,  devoid  of  ■□- 
cldent  though  they  be,  wide,  unbrvhen,  plain,  exhibit  the  master's 
feeling  Bit  Rolnnr  and  poetical  expression  in  the  moet  Clio  nrablu  light. 
It  Deed  hardly  be  mentioited  that  in  order  to  become  intimately, 
and  as  lltcorepersonallr  acquainted  with  Kembraadt,  the  aollentioii 
of  his  etflhlDgs,  over  2^  In  numbeT,  and  his  drawings,  ever  IqOO, 
must  b«  oarefnlly  stndled.  Among  the  be«t-kiiuwn.  the  raccst  and 
toast  beantifnl  of  his  elr.hings,  are  'Kenibraiidl's  Portrait  with  the 
Sword',  'Lazarua  Rising  from  the  Ucarl',  the  'Hundred  Florin  Plate' 
('Eeallng  of  the  Skk' ;  the  former  rtame,  by  which  it  was  popnlariy 
kBbwii  in  the  18th  century,  now  no  longer  applies,  inasmnah  as  in 
1867  the  inm  of  lOOflt.  was  paid  foi  s  single  Impresalon],  'Annun- 
ciation', 'Enne  Homo',  'The  Qood  Samaritan',  the  great  'Descent 
ftoW  the  Cross',  the  portraits  of  Tol  ling,  Boons,  Six,  the  landscape 
■■ntb  the  mill,  and  that  with  the  throe  trees.  Admirable  eiamplea 
of  his  drawingi  are  to  be  fonnd  in  the  Ryks  Museum  at  AmtterJam 
■nd  the  Tsylor  JHusHum  at  Haarlem.

DaTdtecht  (1616-80),  who  deserted  hii  nttire  stj' 
death,  of  his  mmttT.  The  'Regent'  piutnire,  formerly  It 
UoapiUI,  md  mv  in  the  Byks  Muaeum,  at  AmBtDrdsm,  "beloa 
Us  beat  time  (1649). 

Oovaert  FUnck,  ol  Clevea  (1616-60),  may  be  said  almoat  to  hsTt  ■* 
livsllBd  Rcmbcandt  at  tlie  outset  of  hia  oireer.  Besidtia  his  two 
best  'Itegent'  pieces  (dated  16W  and  1648),  there  is  in  the  MuBBum 
of  Amsterdam  a  Si;riptural  picture  hy  him.  It  repiesenta  Isaac  in  the 
aot  of  blessing  Jacob,  a  faToniite  subject  with  the  aehool  of  Rem- 
brandt. Amongst  the  numb ec  of  Rembrandt's  satellites  are  also  Jon 
Xmena  (1607-74) ;  Jon  Fictnor  ot  Kistors  (16Q0-ca.  1672) ;  Ph.  Ka- 
nfnuft  (1619-&d),  the  landscape  painter  j  Salamon  Konindt  (IGOS-bS), 
nhose  Scriptural  piutuiea  and  portraits  bear  so  strong  a  supeiSiiial 
Teeembianoe  to  those  of  Rembrandt  that  they  are  often  mistaken  fat 
bis;  Jaeab  Baelier  (1608-51),  intimately  assooisted  iu  his  yoittb 
with  Ootaerl  Flinck,  aud  his  nompanian  in  Rembrandt's  worksbop; 
Hieholat  Macs,  of  Dordrecht  (1632-93),  whose  best  works  belong  to 
tbe  time  ol  hie  yontb  (1660-60),  as,  hariag  in  after-life  settled  In 
Antwerp,  be  seriously  deteriO'Cated  nnder  the  influeiiRea  of  the 
■ohool  of  Rubella;  Kanl  Fabritius,  vbo  came  to  a  piematare  end  by 
•  powder  explosion  in  Delft  (1654) ;  and  Bernard  Fabrititii. 

Another  of  the  most  eminent  coutemporades  of  Rembrandt  wu 
jAn  Veimser  (1632-76),  of  Delft,  who  pnisned  a  course  of  etett 
independence  and  seems  to  have  been  influeni^ed  by  no  other  master 
except,  to  a  slight  extent,  KaielFabritius.  Young  women  engaged 
itk  all  kinds  of  bonsehold  work,  or  in  the  more  cougenial  occupation 
of  loTe-msking,  interiors,  and  street-scenes,  are  the  favourite  sab- 
Jeots  of  this  rare  master,  all  wandroualy  pure  in  colour,  abounding 
in  delightful  offauts  of  perspective,  full  of  life,  at  once  truthful  Md 
oharming,  entitling  them  to  rank  amongst  the  gems  of  Dutob  art. 
Eren  in  his  lifetime,  and  indeed  down  to  the  present  centniy,  Ills 
style  has  been  frequently  ind  ancceisfully  imitated, 

Scarcely  inferior  to  Vermeer  of  Delft,  and  frequently  confounded 

with  him,  is  Pleter  de  Booeh  (1630.ua.  1677),  celebrated  for  tbs 

fMclniting  effects  of  light  in  hi»  livterlot^.    And  last,  but  nut  least, 

nf  this  arttsl  array  who,  whether  a«  pupils  or  followers,  aie  u- 

■ooiated  with  Rembrandt,  comeH  Gerard  Don  (bom  at  Leyden  lOliI ;

BB  othoT  band,  Dou  ia  ooniieoteil  with  a  numl>er  of  paintera 
Mllning  eioellence,  sunh  as  Fruni  nan  Mierii  the  Eider,  of 
Leydon  (1635-81),  PwJtr  nan  Bla„,eUmdl.  of  LeydBO  (1640-91), 
Oodftvv  Sehfdtikea  (1643-1706),  Abraham  dt  Fupe  (i.  1666),  and 
aikay  otboii. 

It  will  be  loen,  then,  that  Rembrandt's  influence  iraa  as  -weigiity 
and  nomplehcDElTe  u  the  prodnotH  of  hia  esael  weie  great  in 
nntnbec  and  tnrpassing  iu  qoality.  Painten  of  the  most  widely 
differing  mnlivM  aoinoirledge  him  as  their  masCaT  and  example, 
and  he  has  led  the  way,  not  only  In  Listotloa!  and  portrait  painting, 
but  in  landscape  too,  and  in  the  ao-calted  genre  painting.  In  this 
respect  BATthoIomBW  van  der  Heist,  to  whom  many  would  assign 
1  place  amongBt  the  foremost  reallsta  next  to  Itembrindt,  cannot  com- 
pare with  bim.  Van  dei  llelst  was  bom  at  Haarlem  in  1613,  and 
ended  his  days  there  in  16T0,  in  the  enjoyment  of  greit  wealth  and 
ganerftl  esteem.  Nioolaes  Ellas  (p.  Ivil)  is  reKnrded  ae  hia  teacher. 
Notbing  fa  known  of  relatlong  with  Rembrandt,  whoae  path  be  ap- 
pears to  be  continaally  olasalng  without  onrnpromisin^  bia  Independ- 
ence. He  was  the  faiooTite  portrait-painter  of  the  wealthy  burgbera 
orAmeleidam,  and  condned  himself  almost  entirely  to  the  painting 
of  'ItBRent'  piacea  and  poitraitis.  His  moat  celebrated  work,  the 
A TttDehnaieTs'  Banquet  (^1648),  is  in  the  Mueeum  of  Amsterdam 
[which  slao  pflaaeBses  the  Arqcebnaiers'  Onild  of  1643,  and  the 
'Doelenstnk' ofl65T),  and  when  compared  with  Kambrandt's  'Kight 
Watch',  admirably  illaitrates  the  points  of  difference  between  the 
Ivo  masters.  Tan  der  Heist  presents  to  ns  Mature  as  she  is,  nn- 
tallered.  a  bare  reality.  If  Nature  herself  could  paint  she  would 
liaie  given  ns  a  pictnre  such  as  Vs.n  der  Helst'a,  It  is  otherwise 
with  Bembrandt.  Upon  all  hU  works  he  sets  the  seal  of  Ms  in- 
diTidtlaUty.  As  the  reality  presents  itself  to  his  eye,  so  he  re- 
produces it  with  jost  that  degree  ef  trnthfnlness  whith  his  Intentloii 
pieiciibes.  Van  der  Heist's  ace  meie  imitations,  illusive  in  their 
lldeHty,  bat  leaving  no  enduring  impreasion. 

Frsns  Hats,  of  Haarlem,  a  somewhat  earlier  painter,  stands 
in  much  closer  analog;  with  Rembrandt  as  founder  of  a  school  than 
Van  der  llelst  does.     Though  of  Hiarlem  parentage,  he  Was  bom 
at  Antwerp  (abont  1580).    When  he  returned  to  Haarlem  is  not 
known.    Ho  married  in  1610,   unhappily  as  the  event  proved,  for 
in  161G  be  was  brought  before  the  Biirgomaatet  for  ill-treating 
his  wife,  and  had  to  promise  to  abstain  for  the  future  tiom  'dronkan- 
lohappe'.    Of  the  Joys  of  conviviality  which  he  could  so  well  depict 
he  fwely  partook,  and  tlma  got  into  dUftc\\\ttus  ■7lV^A  VS»  ^^tiX-S.*. 
peDKll  failed  to  avert.    Hia  goods  and  rtiMWVa  -fleTO  atA.d'^-^  vic^ivw 
iftJj^a  «  par  hig  debts,  and  he  became  in  Wft  cW  »%b  »  ^\i»™ 
™*?-    ffi«  death  tooh  place  in  \666,  Wftve,  o-T.^  »^'*''

aie  the  beat.  BBmbrsiidt's  InQnenre  ia  still  appareiit  in  plnCniea  of 
the  ancceeding  denude,  -witliout  howe»or  impairing  the  indivldnality 
of  the  Httiat.  The  otmast  Yiva-nity  of  ronaeption,  puilty  of  colouf, 
and  breadth  of  eieiiDtion,  trhlch  in  hla  latest  norka  betrays  a  hand- 
ling of  the  brush  BO  oncompcomliinK  that  driwing  ia  almost  lOBt  in 
»a  maze  of  oolout-toiie,  ara  dietingniahing  cleracteristlcs  of  Fiana 
Hala,  who,  heaidea  tbe  'Regent  Pieoea'  icfened  to,  waa  the  author 
of  QonieToaa  poitraJta;  and  he  haa  lEamoitaliaDd  suidi  populai  Bi;utea 
as  the  'Rommelpott  Plsyais',  Tba  tipsy  old  -wife,  Hille  Bobbe'.  and 
'The  joUy  Bhoemskei,  Jui  Bsientz',  ready  elthei  for  a  drinking  bout 
tn  for  aecrice  in  the  fleet  with  Adniini  Troinp. 

Hia  beat  known  popila  are  Adrian  Broiiujer(b.  at  Ondeuaarda,  oi. 
1605 ;  d,  at  Antwerp,  163S),  and  Adrian  tui  Oatade  |  b.  at  Ilasllem, 
1610;  died  theio,  1685^.  Aa  ve  do  nut  peasesa  more  correct  hlO' 
graphiEaldilauonndniingthefaTmer  of  theae,  wemnataOReptaa  trua 
the  stoiiestnld  of  him  and  hie  fellows  by  aathora  nf  the  tSth  oentuiy. 
He  ia  hla  maatei'a  most  formidubie  riial  In  the  niilie  conception  ef 
uationslcharacter,  aswelUs  inmereteohnioalakiil;  and  badhe  Ured 
long  eoongh  to  mature  hla  oatntal  powers,  he  miiet  haie  borne  away 
the  palm  now  ooneeded  to  Adrian  van  Oatade.  In  tlie  eaiUec  eflortt 
of  Adrian  TanOstade,  we  are  remindod  of  Bronwer;  it  waa  aftei  Ha 
year  1640,  or  theresbonte,  when  the  inflnenoe  of  Bembiandt  wai 
in  the  aaeendant  with  hlui,  tlutt  he  flrat  displayed  those  teohnloal 
qnalitiea  and  artletic  predileetiaaa  which  haie  made  him  a  taToni- 
ice  with  the  most  fastidioni  coanoiasenrs.  Grace  and  beant;  are  nttri- 
bntea  which  the  forma  orowded  into  hia  oottage-inteiiora  or  animating 
Ma  eonrtyard  aoenes  certainly  do  not  poEseBE ;  but  they  always  abonnd 
la  Inaty  life,  charaoterfatic  and  appropriate,  whether  playing  oaida, 
Intent opon  the  enjoyment  of  pipe  and  glass,  ot  dancing  accompanied 
by  theevBT-preeentBddlor;  and  with  such  martelioua  effectia  MlDni 
aooentnated,  so  uompleteia  his  mastery  of  chlaroaouro,  that  nearly 
ereiy  picture  may  be  said  to  provide  a  new  'feast  for  tbe  eye'.  Hia 
iBpreaentationB  of  ronrtyaida  (uBuaily  enulo:<ed)  poaaesB,  perhaps,  a 
higher  pictorial  nharm  than  hlB  intetiorB ;  and  it  waa  certainly  mace 
dlfflcolt  to  aecnie  haimony  of  lone  and  colour  in  the  former  ttiaa  !d 
the  latter.  With  Adiion  van  Oetade  are  connected  hia  hmtliBl, 
biiae  van  Ottide  (1621-49'),  whose  high  promise  waa  frustnMi 
byxo  early  riealJi,  ComtlU  Htqa  11620-641,  and  Comnlia  Birtort 
(i660-i70i).

iroiild  be  dlfflnult  to  dlitinguish  amangst  the  genre  painters  at 
HolUnd  TiilouB  degrees  of  einellence,  ina^iDneh  a«  eteb  in  his 
retpectlve,  and,  ae  a  rale,  contiBctad  epbere,  bas  aeserted  an  itt- 
dispnlable  eapremaoT.  It  ia  anfortnnate  that  the  gieatei  numboir 
of  theit  vmkti  have  been  tranaFerred  to  foreign  galleriea,  mid  ate 
rarely  to  be  met  wltb  la  Dutch  noUectfonB,  «o  that  Holland  ia  no 
longer  eicloafTel;  the  place  where  the  ^enio  and  landsoipo  painb'  ^^m 
etc  of  the  Netherlands  can  be  sta<tled.  It  mnst  sufftee,  thcreforsf  ^^H 
Id  mention  tbe  moat  aonspicaous  itamea.  -  ^^| 

The  genie  painteia  are  usually  divided  into  several  groupc,  a&«  <^^| 
ootdiDg  to  the  Bubjecta  whioh  they  make  peculiarly  their  own ;  pis-  ^^1 
toiea,  for  example,  belong  to  the  ]iigber  or  loirer  genre  as  they  aet 
before  as  the  more  refined  or  ooaiser  aspecta  ofaoeial  life,  the  vorld 
of  fashion  or  the  vnlgat  herd.  Thaee,  however,  are  rnerely  adventi- 
tlons  diatinctionB,  and  do  not  by  s-ny  meaDB  safflciently  acoonnt  lor 
Ihia  latett  development  of  Dutch  \it,  resolving  itaelf  as  it  did  into 
»  number  of  local  schools.  Dh*  Hals  (probably  a  yDunger  brother  of 
t'rana  Hali,  to  whom  many  genre  works  by  Diik  have  been  aaoribed), 
Anton  Palamtdei%  (ca.  1601-73),  J.  A.  nan  Duck,  Heler  Codde,  and 
others  abaand  Inpictnrei  of  aoldiera  aud  oavallers  contending  with 
VeniiB  and  hacnhns,  or  engaged  In  the  atecner  encounter  of  pitched 
battle  and  Bkirmish;  in  illnstiations,  too,  of  the  fierce  licence  en- 
gendered by  the  wars  of  thelTthQentury;  figures  roaming  hither  and 
thither  without  restraint,  lusty  and  light-hearted.  In  etiiklng  con- 
trast to  Buoh  menes  as  these  are  the  pictures  of  a  peaceful  and  re- 
flnod  domestie  life,  occaBionally  disconcerted  by  the  vicissitudes  of 
loie,  whioh  formed  the  favourite  theme  of  Serard  Terbuig  Her  Bordt), 
born  at  Zwolle  in  1617,  a  man  who  had  travelled  much  and  who 
died  stDAVenter  in  1681.  Be,  together  with  his  sucneBsors,  Oabrttl 
MttHi.  at  Leyden  and  AioBterdam  [b.ca.  1630,  d.  after  1667),  Catpat 
ffeliehtrib.  at  Heidelberg,  1639;  died  at  The  Hague.  1GS43,  etc.,  are 
^nerslly  known  as  'stufT  painters,  owing  to  the  attention  they 
bellow  upon  dnpory  stuffs,  especially  eilks  and  satins.  It  must  be 
borne  In  mind,  however,  that  in  tlie  absence  of  theEe  external  pro- 
perties, thns  caretnllf  BuppUed,  the  refinements  of  life  nooLd  not  be 
invested  with  appropriste  pictorial  epiendonr.  But  that  these  painters 
were  not  the  mere  imitators  of  stuff  and  texture,  that  they  were 
capable  of  emotion,  and  conld  give  utterance  to  the  sentiments  of 
romtnce.  wilt  be  Bufflolontlj  evident  to  those  who  study  the  'Paternal 
Wamlag'  of  TabUTg  in  the  MnseuiD  at  Amatecdam.  As  a  portrait- 
printer,  too,  Terburg  has  made  a  gcest  reputation.  (Hia  'Peace  Oon- 
gtBBS  «i(  MQnster',  his  most  celebrated  piece,  was  sold  with  the  Demi- 
doff  i^nlli^Rllon  for  182,000  fr.)

His  pictures  might  he  enti- 
tled comedies  of  Ufa.  in  which  man's  foUloa  are  chaatiaed  with 
satire,  and  Mb  weaknesses  held  up  to  ridicnle,  bnt  without  the 
glaring  e!(aggeration  and  ohlcDsive  moralising  which  mako  Hogartli'a 
piotures  (with  whom  Jan  Sleen  baa  much  In  common^  eo  uupleasant 
to  look  npon.  Family  feastB  arid  merry  makings,  the  wedding  of 
ilUaisDcted  eonplos,  quacka  and  their  quackeries,  loveloni  maidens 
(^'hiei  baat  geea  medidjn,  want  het  is  minnn  pijn'),  tamrn  brawls 
and  slmllai  snenes  are  bis  favonrite  aubjaels.  Jan  Steea  has,  and 
with  justice,  bean  likaiiod  to  Moliaw.  The  greater  number  of  his 
works,  inelnding  many  of  the  best,  are  in  England,  but  he  is  wiU. 
represented  In  most  of  the  Dutch  collections  also  and  especially 
aolntboHyka  Museum  at  Amsterdam.  TheDuEd'ArenboigpoBseiBes 
in  hiB  oollecdon  one  of  the  Tery  rare  Scriptora!  pieces  by  this  master, 
the  'Marriage  at  Oana';  another,  'Laban  searching  for  his  images', 
la  in  the  Museum  at  Leyden. 

Jan  8teen  is  a  solitary  personage.  He  stands  alone,  and  has  no 
followers.  So  mnoh  the  more  ikumeroua ,  and  at  the  same  time  in- 
timately asBOfliated ,  are  the  painters  whose  genins  found  employ- 
ment in  the  domain  of  landsoape,  which  they  rendered  with  true 
■nistia  appreciation,  and  enriched  as  well  aa  animated  by  the  ad- 
dition of  liriug  forms.  Vary  frequently  these  'landscapes  with 
flgnrea'  are  the  rosnlt  of  friendly  co-operation.  Thos  Adrian  can  dt 
VMe  of  Aniiterdam  (ca.  163B-721,  one  of  the  moat  esttmable  as 
welt  as  gifted  of  Dutch  painters,  snpplied  the  Si^ureB  for  the  lind- 
aeapea  of  his  master  WynantB,  for  Moncheron  and  Jsn  van  derHeyda, 
and  even  for  Uobbema  and  Ruysdaei.  f 'tiiipi  Wouverman  [1619-68] 
has  perhaps  the  greatest  repntatJon  for  those  flgnre  pictures,  of  whirh 
some  800  may  still  be  reckoned.  Cavalry  combats,  hunting  soenea, 
in  which  horses  always  play  e,  conspicnous  part, .he  baa  repeated 
with  endless  variations,  seldom,  however,  paaeing  the  bounds  of 
mediocrity.  To  onnmerate  the  names  of  all  who  oooupiod  this  par- 
ticnlur  Held  is  simply  impracticable  ,  for  it  is  precisely  in  this  field 
that  Dutch  art  was  most  proliHa.  We  meat,  however,  mention  fas 
akin  lo  the  forogoing)  Paul  Poiterib.  1625;  d,  Amaterdam,  1664), 
iibiel!  of  animal-painters,  to  whose  pictoies  landscape  lends  idjltio 
charms,  and  whom  we  must  aooept  as  a  classical  exsmple  of  the 
entire  fraternity.  A  consummate  draughtsman,  he  was  at  least  is 
eminent  as  i  colouriat,  ospecial  ly  in  bis  smaller  pictures.  Korel  du 
Jardin  (IbSS-TS),  an  eiuberantly  fertUe  psiuter,  ones  hts  but 
guslia'aa  to  the  foregoinn,  bnt  the  inaqiialitv  o(  hia  works 
df/ff  inability   lo   resist   other    less   (aiouraWe  'nAaonwa. 
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'Idyllla'  pdnlere,  though  standing  gevarat  degrees  lower,  are  Jan  I 
Attelyn  C16i0-6'2)  md  Nleoiai  Birrhem  (1620-83),  both  of  Am-  ] 
stetdam. 

As  lindsCKpe-psintetB  mnst  ba  named  Jan  van  Ooytn  at  The 
HaguB  [laae-ieseji  Albtn  Cuyp  of  Dordrecht  (16M-9I),  son 
of  Jacob  Gerritaz  (p.  Ivi},  also  eminent  aa  i  painter  of  poitraits  and 
animals ;  Jan  Wynanta  (b.  ca.  1626  at  Haarlem,  d.  cs.  1682  in  Am- 
BlerduD"),  famoua  for  the  nombei  of  his  pupils  and  his  own  steady 
development;  AUart  nan  Euerrjingen  (Allimsar,  1621-75);  Jacob 
vsin  Bii;idael  (ca,  1628-82,  at  Haarlem  and  Amiterdam),  'eicelling 
ill  Dtbei  masters  in  a  feeliag  for  tha  poetrf  of  northern  lundacape 
combined  with  the  ponor  of  graphic  embodiment';  and  Melndert 
Hobbema  (b.  1638,  at  Amsterdam^  d.  1709),  whose  merits  haie 
only  recently  come  to  be  appreciated.  His  works  exhibit  a  moderate 
talent  only  for  composition ;  the  same  motive  constantly  racnrs  in 
his  pictnres  (the  Ognres  are  for  the  most  part  by  another  hand) ;  bot 
in  delicacy  and  tboroughneas  of  elaboration,  more  particularly  in  his 
treatment  of  atmosphere  and  light,  hie  pictnres  mnst  be  highly  prized 
as  works  of  genina  of  the  highest  order.  —  Jan  van  iltr  Mcer  of 
Haarlem  (1628-91)  shova  hlnuslf  near  of  kin  to  Jaaob  van  Ruysdael. 
Varioas  Other  Undacape -painters  remained  true  to  their  national 
scenery,  but  in  many  oaaea  they  lapsed  into  a  kind  of  mannerism, 
which  Is  very  apparent  in  the  maonllght-sRenes,  conOagrations,  and 
winter-scenes  of  Aort  oati  der  Ncer  (of  Amateidara,  1603-77).  The 
better  pictures  of  the  last-named  artlat,  such  as  his  forest-land- 
scape in  the  Van  der  Hoop  collsclioii,  are,  howe-'er,  not  inferior  to 
those  of  Buysdael  and  Hobbema,  irhom  he  also  resembles  in  his 
lieath  in  poverty  and  Dbscniity.  Fashion  also  began  to  demand 
the  study  of  Italian  landscapes ,  and  in  the  second  half  of  the 
ITlIi  century  compositions  of  this  kind  are  decidedly  predominant. 
Among  the  earliest  eiamploa  of  this  tendency  ate  Jan  Both  of 
Utrecht  (o.  1610-50),  Adam  Pynackcr  (1622-73),  and  Bcrman 
Steantvett  (1600-55  ?  |. 

It  Is  well  known  how  marine  painting  (Shnon  de  Vlltger,  1601- 
ea.  1663,  atBotterdam  Detft,  and  Amsterdam ;  WiJiem  van  deVelde, 
the  Yetmger,  1633-1707),  and  arohdtectnral  painting  {Jan  nan  der 
Hendm,  1637-1713^  Rtndrik  van  Ylitl ,  ca.  1611-1675  at  Delft; 
Bnoniwt  de  Wlttt,  1617-92,  at  Amsterdam)  prospered  in  Holland, 
and  how  the  national  art,  as  it  were  with  its  last  breath,  gave 
hiith  to  the  so-called  'still-life'  (W.  wan  Atist  of  Delft,  Abr.  van 
Btytren  al  The  Hsgne,  Wiltom  Kalff  at  Amaterdam)  and  Bower- 
painting  (Jan  Oact'Ajt  de  Betm,  1606-  ca.  1684,  Utrecht  and  Ant- 
werp; SaeUel  Bmteh,  1664-1750,  Amaterdam:  Jan  oan  Huusum, 
1682-1749).

LiUej  originally  L'Js^,  Flem.  Rysaely  the  chief  town  of  the  French 
D^partement  da  Noid,  with  216,300  inhab.,  was  formerly  capital 
of  Flanders,  but  was  taken  by  Lonis  XTV.  in  1667,  and  was  finally 
awarded  to  France  by  the  Peace  of  Utrecht  in  1713.  It  is  a  fortress 
of  the  first  class,  and  is  situated  in  a  well-iirigated  and  fertile  plain 
on  the  DeHle ,  a  navigable  river  with  which  numerous  canals  are 
connected.  Since  the  extension  of  the  fortifications  in  1858  nu- 
merous handsome  streets  and  squares  have  sprung  up,  particularly  on 
the  S.  side  of  the  town ,  to  the  right  of  the  station.  Lille  is  a  very 
important  manufacturing  place.  Its  staple  commodities  are  linen 
and  woollen  goods,  cotton,  cloth,  'LiUe  thread^  machinery,  oil, 
sugar,  and  chemicals. 

From  the  station  the  handsome  Rue  Faidherbe  leads  straight  to 
the  Grand  Theatre  (PI.  F,  3),  whence  the  Rue  des  Manneliers  runs 
to  the  left,  passing  the  Bourse  (PI.  F,  3},  the  court  of  which  contains 
a  bronze  statue  of  Napoleon  I.  by  Lemaire  (1854),  to  the  Grand* 
Place,  the  nucleus  of  the  old  town.  A  Column  in  the  centre  com- 
memorates the  gallant  defence  of  the  town  against  the  Austrians  in 
1792.  On  the  side  of  the  Place  opposite  the  Rue  des  Manneliers 
rises  theHdtel  deyille(Pl.F,  4),  erected  in  1847-59  in  the  Renais- 
sance style,  and  containing  the  Bibliolhhque  Communale  (open 
daily  9-10,  Sun.  9-1)  and  a  Collection  of  Engravings  and  Copies 
(open  Sun.,  Wed.,  &  Frid.,  10-4).     • 

Leaving  theH6tel  de  Yille,  we  crossHhe  large  Place  in  an  oblique 
direction  to  visit  the  old  town.  We  proceed  through  the  Rue  du 
March^-aux-Fromages,  the  Rue  des  Pretres ,  the  Rue  Basse  (right), 
and  the  Rue  du  Cirque  (first  to  the  left)  to  Notre  Dame-de-la-TreiUe 
(PI.  E,  F,  3),  a  church  in  the  style  of  the  13th  cent.,  designed  by 
the  London  architects  II.  Glutton  and  W.  Burges,  and  begun  in 
1855.  The  building  was  planned  on  so  ambitious  a  scale  that  little 
has  been  completed.  —  The  Rue  Basse  leads  hence  to  the  left  to 
the  Lycie  (PI.  F,  3),  which  contains  a  Natural  History  Museum 
(adm.  10-4),  and  to  the  right  to  the  Rue  Esquermoise  (PI.  E,  3), 
one  of  the  principal  streets  of  the  old  town,  the  appearance  of  which 
has  been  much  altered  by  the  construction  of  the  wide  Rue  Thiers. 
—  The  Gothic  church  of  SU.  Catharine  (PL  E,  3)  contains  an  'Altar- 
piece  by  Rubens,  representing  the  saint's  martyrdom. 

The  handsome  JBowJcvard  de  la  Liherti  (PI.  D,  E,  F,  4,  5)  forms 
the  boundary  between  the  old  town  and  the  new  quarters  built  in 
the  modern  Parisian  style.   In  the  Place  de  la  Rtfpublique  are,  to 
the  N.W.,  the  spacious  new  Prefecture  (PL  E,  4,  5),  and,  opposite, 
the  Palais  des  Beaux- Arts  (PL  F,  5),  a  striking  edifice,  designed 
by  B/rard  and  Dalmas,  and  opened  in  1892.  The  collections  which 
it  contains  are  among  the  most  important  iivTiwvcift,  ^^i^^'CiatwKfc

Bruges  (25  ft.),  Flem.  Brugge^  the  capital  of  W.  Flanders  and 
the  see  of  a  bishop  since  1559  (eomp.  p.  xix),  was  connected  with  the 
seaport  of  Damme  (p.  36)  by  means  of  the  Zvoyn  (p.  18)  until  the 
15th  cent.,  but  it  now  lies  7^2  M.  from  the  North  Sea,  with  which 
it  is  connected  by  two  canals,  navigable  for  sea-going  vesseb  of 
smaller  tonnage  only.  One  of  these  terminates  at  Sluis  (I'Ecluse ; 
p.  18);  the  other,  which  has  a  branch  (dating  from  the  middle 
ages)  to  Ypres,  Nieuport,  and  Fumes,  ends  at  Ostend.  There  is 
another  canal  from  Bruges  to  Ghent.  The  construction  of  a  canal 
between  Bruges  and  Ueyst ,  75  yds.  wide  and  26  ft.  deep,  which 
will  be  available  for  sea-going  ships  of  the  largest  size  and  is  ex- 
pected to  cost  39  million  f^.,  has  been  begun.  Of  all  the  cities  of 
Belgium,  Bruges,  with  its  picturesque  streets  and  low  gabled  houses, 
has  best  preserved  its  mediaeval  characteristics  (p.  xli).  A  large  part 
of  the  town,  which  after  its  enlargement  in  1297  was  about  4*/2  M. 
in  circumference,  is  now  occupied  by  gardens  and  fields.  The  pop- 
ulation, which  was  at  one  time  200,000,  is  now  only  about  55,000, 
and  of  these  11,000  are  said  to  be  paupers. 

Bruges  (which  in  Flemish  means  bridges^  a  name  due  to  jthe 
numerous  bridges  crossing  the  canals)  is  mentioned  as  Municipium 
Brugense  as  early  as  the  7th  century.  Margrave  Baldwin  I.  of  the 
Iron  Arm  (d.  ca.  879),  founder  of  the  powerful  line  o£  Counts  of 
Flanders,  built  a  castle  here  in  865,  and  Robert  of  Friesland  (d.  1093) 
chose  the  thriving  trading  town  as  his  residence.  After  the  assas- 
sination of  Charles  the  Good  (1127)  the  burghers,  assembling  in 
the  March^  du  Yendredi,  elected  Count  Theodoric  of  Alsace  to  be 
Count  of  Flanders,  on  March  13th,  1128,  and  returned  the  following 
spirited  answer  to  the  deputies  of  the  king  of  France  (LouIb  VI.  )i 
who  had  sent  to  object  to  their  choice :  'Go,  tell  your  master  that  he  is 
perjured;  that  his  creature  William  of  Normandy  (usurper  of  the 
sovereignty  of  Flanders)  has  rendered  himself  unworthy  of  the  drown 
by  his  infamous  extortions ;  that  we  have  elected  a  new  sovereign, 
and  that  it  becomes  not  the  King  of  France  to  oppose  us.  That  it  is 
our  privilege  alone,  as  burghers  and  nobles  of  Flanders,  to  choose  our 
own  master.' 

In  the  I3th  and  following  cent.  Bruges  and  Venice  were  the 
great  commercial  centres  of  Europe  Factories,  or  privileged  trading 
companies,  from  seventeen  different  kingdoms  had  settled  in  Bruges; 
twenty  foreign  ministers  resided  within  its  waUs ;  and  inhabitants 
of  remote  districts,  of  which  the  very  names  were  almost  unknown, 
visited  the  renowned  city  every  year.  As  the  head  of  the  'Flemish 
Hansa  in  London'  it  practically  monopolized  the  trade  with  Eng- 
land, especially  the  wool-trade  which  was  of  bo  great  importance  for 
the  Belgian  cloth-factories,  and  at  the  same  time  it  was  a  'staple 
j)Jace'  for  the  cities  of  the  German  Hanseatic  League.  Lombards 
and  Venetians  conveyed  hither  the  produ<iU  ol  Vck^dtia  viviltal^^  and 
returned  home  with  the  manufactures  ol  Owmwv^  mA  V^^^'^ftii^*^ 
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Set,  la  I'iVl,  vhen  Johanna  of  Navarre,  with  her  husband  PliUippe  I 
Ib  BbI  of  France,  ™itcd  Krogae  and  behuld  the  eumptuons  coBtumes.  ] 
Of  the  inhabitanta,  she  Is  eaid  to  have  eiolafmed:  'I  imagined 
tajraclf  alone  to  be  queen,  but  I  see  hundreda  of  persona  hero  Triune 
altiTB  vffla  with  my  own.'  Bruges  attained  tbe  Culminating  point  of 
its  pToapecily  during  tbe  first  half  of  tbe  15tbcent,,  when  tlieDuliea 
of  liurgundf  held  their  court  here.  During  this  period  a  brilliant 
colony  of  artists  waa  retained  at  Bruges  In  bosy  eraployment,  and 
thelc  world  still  ihed  a  lustre  on  the  name  of  the  city.  Tbe  gradual 
silting  up  of  the  harboure  on  the  adjacent  eoast  and  the  rise  of  Ant- 
werp and  of  the  8.  Oerman  commercial  (owns,  however,  began  to 
nndecmine  the  prosperity  of  the  tovn  towards  the  elose  of  (ho  15th 
eent., audita  fallwaa ai^celorated by  coateBts  with Haxiniilian (p.30) 
and  dissensions  with  the  UauBeatio  League.  In  1506  the  Fuggers, 
the  merchant-prini^es  of  Augsburg,  removed  their  ofQco  from  Bruges 
to  Antwerp,  and  they  were  aoon  followed  by  (lie  Hnnseatiu  'faetoriea', 
Finally,  tbe  religious  commotions  oC  the  latter  half  of  the  IGtb  cent. 
completed,the  eommercial  ruin  of  Uruge?. 

From  Ibe  RiTLWiT  Station  (PI.  A,  6;  p.  19^,  which  occupies 
the  rita  of  the  old  March*  du  Vendtedi,  two  streets  lead  into  the 
town;  W  the  left,  the  Suf  fiord  dli  Sol/on,  or  Nonrd  Zavelilraat, 
and  to  the  right,  the  Rut  Sud  dit  Sailon,  ot  Ztiid  Zuvelatruul.  At 
the  end  of  the  tittar,  to  Hie  right,  Lb  tbe  alinreh  of  — 

Wnt  SftlvatOT  [^1,  Sauvtur;  PI,  B,  b),  whioh  bas  ranked  as  ■ 
cathedral  ainee  1B34  {comp.  p.  33).  The  ohnioh,  of  very  ancient 
fonndation,  was  rebuilt  in  the  early-Gothic  style  after  a  Are,  betweeti 
11H3  and  1223i  tbe  nave  and  transept  were  largely  renewed  after 
another  Are  tn  136B ;  while  the  live  chapela  of  tbe  choir  date  from 
1482-1627,  and  the  vaulting  of  the  ambulatory  from  1527-30.  Kx- 
tcrnally  H  is  a  cumbrous  building,  OisSgDied  by  later  addltlona,  and 
BormoHnted  by  a  oaatle-lilie  W.  tovrer,  the  Romanesque  lovfer  part 
of  which  was  built  in  1116-27  and  continued  In  13&8,  while  the 
npper  part  was  completed  in  1846  aiiid  provided  with  a  spire  in  1871. 

The  'Intgbidh  is  remarkable  fur  Its  fine  proportions,  the  effect 
of  which  Is  enhanced  by  the  tasteful  polychrome  decoration  by  Jean 
Bc'l*.m<f  [1874-75}.  It  measures  330  (t.  in  length,  133  ft.  in  breadth, 
and  across  the  transept  174  ft,,  and  is  90  ft.  higli.  The  loi'.ki'd 
chapels  are  opened  by  the  sacrtatan  (bO  cX  who  Is  Usually  to  be 
found  in  (he  Churchwardens'  Veatry  (p.  23),  at  the  W.  end  of  th 
S.  aisle.

—  A  little  to  the  S.  of  tho 
Bj^lnage,  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Ghent  canal,  in  the  Mlnncwattr 
or  Lac  d'A-motir  (_P1.  A,  7),  a  sheet  of  water  formerly  used  as  a  hir- 
booi.    The  bridge  on  the  8.  etde,   adjoining  whish  one  of  tbo  two 
towers  erected,  in  1400  ie  still  Blsnding,  commands  h  picturesque 
Tlew  of  the  town  and  the  Canal  de  Gand. 

The  Rue  Tieillo  dc  Gaud,  diverging  on  tbo  other  Eldo  of  the  Eua 
Ste.  Catherine,  leads  to  the  9.E,  to  tho  (_i/a  M.)  Forlt  de  Gand  [PI. 
0, 7),  a  picturesque  Erection  of  the  16th  century.  —  I'honce  we  may 
piooeed  to  the  K.W.  to  the  Pish  Market  and  the  Place  d  u  Bourg,  passing 
the  Gothic  ChvTcK  of  Ste.

In  tbe  centre  stands  a  coIdssbI  Monu- 
ment to  Jan  Brcidet  and  Picttr  de  Conine,  guild-msiteri  and  leaders 
of  the  citizens  of  Bruges  at  tbe  'Bruges  Matina',  ot  masaiaie  of  the 
Fiench  garrison  on  18th  May,  1302,  and  In  the  'Battle  of  the  Sp'irs' 
at  CoMtiai  (p.  68}  j  tie  monutnejit,  erected  In  1887,  is  by  Devlgno. 

The  8.E.  side  of  tbe  square  U  omupied  by  the  Haliw,  a  large 
building ereeted  in  tbe  13th and  f4tb  centuries,  andalteredfn  1561- 
66  troDi  dosigna  by  Peter  DUrlex.  I'be  building  forms  a  rectangle, 
144  ft.  broad  and  280  ft.  deep.  The  BsUry  (Tour  de»  Halitt,  or 
Qnmie  ]fc«rj,  rebuilt  after  a  eonflagratlOB  id  1280, 352ft,  In  height, 
rises  in  the  oentre  of  Cbo  facade  and  leans  slightly  towards  the  B.E. 
The  two  massive  square  loner  stories,  flanked  nith  carner-tnrrets, 
date  from  the  13'14ih  cent. ;  the  octagon  above  was  added  after 
146'2,  and  (he  parapet  in  1823.  Over  the  portal  is  a  statue  of  tbe 
MadoDns.  The  enminit  (402  steps)  oommaDda  a  very  extensive  view. 
The  •Chimes,  dating  from  1743,  ate  played  on  Wod.  &  Sat.,  11.16, 
Sun.  11.30  a.m.  (entiance  in  the  wnit  to  the  right,  npstairs;  ting 
tbe  bell  In  the  gallery;  adm.  Ifi  c.].  The  groundfloor  of  tbe  S. 
wing  was  formerly  nsed  as  a  vegetable-store ;  it  now  aocommodatea 
the  Interesting  jirefcaeofopioai  Mitseum,  ohiefiy  of  local  origin  [adm. , 
tee  p.  19;  entrance  from  the  market-place).  The  collections  are  to 
be  lomoved  to  the  Qrouthuuso  (p.  26).

On  the  E.  side  of  the  market-plaoe  ate  the  still  uollnlshed  Cot 
maii  Buildingi  fPl.  C,  S),  oecnpylng  the  site  of  the  old  Cloth 
abTiildlne  of  1369-99,  pulled  down  in  17B7.  Adjoining  iatheftisi 
and  Telegraph  Office  [PI.  7;  C,5],  completed  in  1891,  to  tbe  upper 
story  of  which  the  Municipal  Arcliives  wetc  temoved  in  1808.  Both 
these  bDlldinRS  are  in  the  Gothic  style,  tbe  former  in  hewn  stone, 
the  latter  in  brick  with  sandstone  adornment. 

On  the  W.  side  of  the  market-place,  at  the  corner  of  the  Bue 
St.  Amand,  ig  a  boose  formerly  belonging  to  the  Bouc/tout  family, 
a  handsome  old  building  in  the:  mediieval  style ,  adorned  with  a 
gilded  lion.  Ac<iording  to  a  popular  but  probably  erroneous  traditioD, 

as  occupied  for  a  lime  hy  Charles  11.  of  Englaod,  while  living

The  Pope  threstflnod 
Iben  wftb  exaommuniuatiA)),  sad  tlie  ImpeiUl  army  ni»  directed  to 
maTOfa  sjiiuBt  the  city,  notwithetsn ding  which  Msximlllin  was  not 
libarated  antll  he  had  solemnly  ewarn  to  reCDgjiixe  the  Gonuoil  of 
the  Begenry  of  the  Netherkilds  EsUles  and  to  camOTe  al]  foreign 
tioopH  from  the  coonCry.  A  fen  weeks  later,  however,  be  wai  lelcaaed 
from  his  OBtli  by  a  coogreas  of  prlnoBB  umTeDed  at  Mallnas  by  hU 
rather,  the  Kinp.  Fredertek  III.,  and  the  Imperial  army  waB  urdered

The  name  of  the  Rue  du  Vleux  BoarK,  behind  the  Uatlee, 
commemorateB  the  cattle  built  In  865  by  Baldnin  Bras-^e-Fer, 
which  became  the  cenCtil  point  of  the  earliest  city.

Ftom  the  S.E,  cornet  of  the  msiket-plaoe  the  flhotl  Rne  Breidel 
leads  to  the  Place  du  Bodbq  (Fl.  C,  5),  on  the  right  side  uf  which 
rUes  the  •HAtsl  do  Tillo  (PI.  5),  Thla  elegant  Gothic  struclura, 
with  three  tnnete  in  front  and  three  at  the  back,  and  lofty  chiuch- 
lile  windows,  was  begun  about  1376  by  Jon  Saegitn  fthe  foj^de 
was  probably  finished  in  1387),  and  teatoted  in  1854-!871.  The 
JB  nicbea  in  the  principal  fatado,  between  the  windows,  ace  filled 
with  statues  ot  Counts  of  Flanders,  which  replace  those  destroyed 
by  the  French  aansculotlea  In  1792.  The  Counts  of  Flanders,  on 
their  accession  to  the  throne,  need  to  show  tbemselTes  to  the  people 
from  one  of  the  windows  or  Ijaleonlee,  and  swear  to  maintain  the 
priTilegea  and  laws  of  the  city  [p.  20).

In  the  corner,  adjoining  the  Hotel  da  Ville  on  the  right,  is  the

coiicieige'i  tiou^^e  in  the  rotoec),  a  sciall  and  elegant  l^hlll:ch  of  tno 
■toiiei,  Faunded  by  Theodoric  oi'Aleace,  Count  of  Flanders,  and  hia 
Wife  Sibylla  ef  Anjau.  It  deiiveB  its  appellation  from  eome  drops 
of  the  blood  of  the  Saviour,  brought  (roui  thu  Holy  Land  in  11J9 
by  Thaodoriu  (p.  20),  and  presented  to  tbe  r.ity.  The  lower 
dates  from  1150,  tbe  upper  wae  reboilt  in  the  llith  dent.;  ths  .^ 
and  staircaae,  conetTuctod  io  1533,  in  the  rialiest  Flamboyant  ti 
and  seriously  damaged  fay  the  sangcubttee  during  the  BeTOla|y 
were  handEOroely  roatorod  in  1619-39. 

The  LOTCB&  Chafki.  (entrance  neit  the  conoierga'a 
dedicated  to  St.  BniU,  r.onsists  of  nave  and  aisles,  ivitb  cboir  of  tho 
same  breadth  as  tbe  nave,  and  rrsta  on  low  round  pillars.  It  wis 
restored  in  1893-96. 

The  Urran  ChapbIi,  reached  fcDm  the  Plaoe  by  the  BUirease 
mentionod  above,  has  no  aloles-  I'he  decorations  of  the  chapel  are 
modern.  The  windows,  comprising  portraits  of  Rurgundian  andllaps- 
bnrg  prtnocfl,  wore  eiecated  fcy  J,  F.  Fluya  in  1845-i7,  mosllj[ 
from  old  designs.  The  large  W.  window,  with  the  history  at  tba

In  the  S.  wall  are  three  srcbea  opening  on  a  Chapel,  with  a' 
lory  where  the  Holy  Blood  is  erbibited  every  Friday  tram  6  to  1 
a.m.  [grand  procession  on  tbe  first  Monday  after  May  2nd).  Above 
the  atchea:  outside,  Dt  Crayer(^],  Pietii  inside,  Jac.  van  Oort 
tAc  Elder,  Descent  ftoni  the  Grass  [1649].  The  marble  altar  of  the 
ohapel,  bearings  massive  silver  cruc  id  i,  dates  from  the  18th  century. 
The  window  with  SS.  I.onginua  and  Yeronica  is  by  JeiD  B«tbnne. 

A  room  to  the  right  of  the  veatihule  contains  the  small  Mu8xo>[

A  snccossion  of  popular  risings,  and  the  siege  of  the  town 
and  burning  of  tho  anbnrbs  hy  the  bntghers  nf  Ghent  irt  1383,       I 
which  oanaod  many  of  the  weavera  to  migrate ,  annihilated  its     I 
nouiltbing  woollen  industry.  The  capture  of  the  city  by  the  Gucui,      I 
by  Alva,  and  Alexander  FarnesB  1 1 584)  reduoed  (ho  population  to       j 
5000.    Durini  the  17th  rent.  Vprea  wag  foul  times  taken  by  the 
Frenoh  (1648,  1649,  1658,  1678)  and  it  belonged  W  France  until 
1715.   Ypres  thna  poasesses  now  but  a  shadow  of  ita  former  gceat- 
neas,  but  It  atlU  contalna  many  memorials  of  Its  golden   period, 
which   make  11   one  oC  the  most  int«rottlDg  towns  In  Belgiuio. 
Yprea  it  the  seat  of  the  Belgian  Ecolt  SEqmlalion,  or  army  rliling- 
school.  —  Diaper  (i.e.  d'Yprea)  linen  lakes  its  name  from  this  town. 

From  the  railway-starion  we  flrEt  follow  the  Bne  doa  Bonehers

The  groundSoor  conaista  of  an  elegant  open  hall,  baldly  enpported 
by  uolamna.  Entrance  at  tha  bsuk,  No,  1,  oppoelto  St.  Maitln'B 
Choich  (porter  on  flrst  Doori  Vs"!  I'}-  The  former  Salte  Etht- 
viaaU,  now  the  Salle  dea  Msriages,  Is  adorned  nith  freai;oea  by 
Oufftm  and  SvihtIi,  painted  in  1869  (Featal  Entry  of  Philip  the 
Bold  of  Bnrgandy  and  hia  wife,  the  laet  CouDtesa  of  Flandoia, 
in  1384,  and  other  eiienoa  ftom  the  town's  Watory],  and  Mntaina 
a  line  modem  ehironey- piece  by  Malfait,  and  some  old  wall-paint- 
ings [reatorodlof  the  Counta  of  Flandere  from  1322  tol4T6.  All  tbeae 
are  beat  seen  by  aftemoon-light.  In  the  centre  is  a  small  eqnestrlan 
HguK  of  Jan  I.  of  Brabant  (1252-94) ,  by  A.  Fiera.  The  wooden 
eellliig  should  be  noticed.  The  whole  of  the  flrat  floor  formoily  oon- 
sfated  of  a  aingle  large  hall,  which  was  used  aa  a  cloth-market,  In 
1876-84  the  waUa  of  the  E,  half  were  embelllahed  with  twelvu 
mural  paintiuga  by  Ferd.  Paaweli,  representing  the  chief  eienls 
la  the  history  of  Ypias.  The  eettes  begina  with  the  foundation  of 
the  Hospital  of  the  Vii^n  in  H87  and  enda  with  the  siege  of  13M 
(p.37),  One  of  the  most  powerful  scenea  deplcta  the  raiagea  of  the 
plague  in  1316.  The  embellishment  of  theW,  half,  with  allegorlaal 
paintings  repreaentinglhe  mannfaotnre  of  doth,  byOel6(Ae(d.l89l)| 
has  not  been  QniRfaed.  The  W.  wing  contaliia  the  wooden  pediment 
of  an  ancient  house  (15th  centJ,  besides  plaster  models  of  the  statae 
of  Baldwin  IX.  In  Mona  (p.  lfi&)  and  of  a  seated  colossal  statue  of 
Queen  Louise,  conaort  ot  Loo-pold  1.  —  Adjoining  the  Town  Hall 
on  tha  E.  is  the  Coneicrgirie,  ma  early- Renaissance  building. 

Between  the  Cloth  Hall  and  the  Oatbodrsl,  whlnli  lies  behind  It,  ii 
a  statue  of  the  Balkan  atati^sman  Vandenpetreboom,  erected  In  1892L 

The  *CATHSDnu.  or  St.  Mabtih  was  built  In  the  13tl>  cent,  on 
the  iite  ot  an  earlier  eiHflce  founded  in  1088 ;  the  oholr  datea  from 
Vm  ,  tbe  naTO  and  aisles  frotu  1'254.  'I'he  tower,  190  ft.  high, 
u-as  added  after  1434  bj  Master  Utenhoot  of  Malines.  The  ohnich, 
one  of  the  phisf  bnildings  of  the  Transition  period  in  Belgium,  is 
315  ft.  long  and  166 ft,  wide;  on  the  outside,  the  finest  parts  are 
the  choir  aud  the  portal  of  the  3.  tranaopi  with  itB  magnfflcent  rose- 
window  and  handsome  gable.  The  doora  are  good  cramplea  of  doli 
late-Golhln  carving.  Between  th«  pillars  of  the  W.  porch  ia  a  trinmph- 
al  arch,  cunitrnctad  in  1UT2  by  (7rbaln  TaUleberl  of  Yprsa.  The

modorn  works,  the  DtDlien  Bon  by  1.  Oallait. 

Opposite  the  Cloth  Hall  is  tlie  iride  Ituc  i!e  Lillu,  or  Itysat'l- 
l^irait,  laading  to  the  S.  At  Hos.  36-3:3  in  tliis  aueet  [on  iho  riglit) 
Is  the  BtUe-Oatlhuii,  or  Boiplce  Civil  (iea),  an  aaylnm  for  old  womeJi, 
fonudad  about  1279  by  Chiiatlue  da  Guinea,  widow  of  Salomon 
ItelU,  and  rebnilt  lu  1616.  The  chapel,  with  etatnettea  of  thq  , 
foundtead  and  her  husband  in  the  pediment,  contains  a  beautiful 
copper  candelabrum  (lath  rent.},  a  noteworthy  Totlve  painting  i 
(Madonna  and  Child  with  the  Oouox,  on  a  gold  ground),  and  a, 
polyohrome  Yotiva  relief,  both  dating  from  1420. —The  Sfeen,  Rue 
do  UUe  66-68 ,  a  Qothlc  edlQce  of  the  14th  cent. ,  is  now  the  Post 
Ufflue.  At  the  end  of  the  street  la  ttia  church  of  £1.  Peter,  begun  in 
1073  i  the  W,  portal  U  Romauesque ;  the  intorior  has  been  modern- 
l»ed.  —  Tho  BSUl  Mirgkelynfk,  at  the  corner  of  the  Rnc  de  Lille 
and  tho  Rue  des  Friplere,  bnilt  In  1774-76,  has  been  flttad  up  since 
1892  aa  a  museum  with  antique  furniture  [adm.  iQ-l1  a.m.  and  2-6, 
B,  or  4  p.m.,  aocoiding  to  the  ienoii).

and  a  brisk  trade  in  butter  is  carried  on  wltb  England.

Ml.  dt  fEtplranct,  Rne  Longnc ;  Hit.  de  Tournai ,  at  the  station, 
R.  from  2)/g,  I>.2ysfr.),  a  small  and  quiet  place  on  the  Yier,  with 
3500  Inhabitants.  In  the  d(h  cent,  a  castle  stood  here ,  created  by 
the  Flemish  counts  for  proteotion  against  the  Normans.  In  1160  the 
people  of  Lomhaerdzfde  (p.  15)  removed  to  this  spot,  which  then 
changed  its  nsiue  from  fianUocm  to  Nenporttil.  Nionport  is  noted 
for  its  obstinate  resistance  to  the  French  in  1489  and  for  thci  'Battle 
of  the  Dnncs'  in  July,  1600,  in  which  the  Datch  under  Manrlce  of 
Orange  defeated  the  Spaniards  under  tlie  Archdnke  Albert.  The 
strong  tortlflcatloni  wore  raiad  in  1360.  Besides  sSTeral  quaint  pri- 
vate hollies  the  raost  Interesting  buildings  are  the  Clot\  Ball  of 
1480,  with  a  lately  restored  Belfry,  and  the  Gothic  Chweh,  con- 
taining a  TOod-tnft,  tasteful  choir-stalls,  a  tabernacle  of  the  16th 
cent.,  a  aenlptured  altar  in  the  baroque  style  of  1630,  and  several 
old  lomhatonea.  TheDon^onts  the  only  relic  of  the  Templars'  castle 
slnre  the  destruction  of  tha  town  by  the  inhabitants  of  Ghent  and 
theEngliebin  1383,  — Outside  the  town,  on  the  side  next  the  soa, 
is  a  LigMhovts  bnilt  in  1284.  The  looks  on  the  canals  to  Ostend 
and  furnes,  which  enter  the  Yser  here,  are  not  uDinteresting.

Ghent,  whlDhisnotunfldyBurnamed'Lanj^deKoTe',  haBiiBpecliIty 
foi  huitloolture,  and  annuilly  exporla  whole  cargoes  of  cimelliaB, 
BZiileas,  orange-treea,  and  other  hot-house  pUots  to  HollAnd,  QermiDy, 
France,  Ruaaia,  and  America.  There  are  upwards  of  a  hundred 
naiaery-gtirdeaE  in  the  enviioas  gf  the  city.  —  AmDug  the  iaduettial 
prodncta  tor  «bluh  the  city  has  long  be«u  tamom  are  cotton  and 
llneli  goods,  dyed-leather  warea,  and  Uoe.  The  large  ilneu-faotory 
'La  Lya'  (PI,  A,  3,  4)  employs  about  3000  operfltivea,  Of  late  the 
en^ne-fMtDriea  of  Ghent  have  become  ooDiiderable. 

Ghent  la  mentioned  in  bletaiy  as  early  an  the  Tth  century.  At 
a  very  early  period  a  spirit  of  iadependence  developed  itself  among 
the  Inhabitanta,  more  especially  the  vreavers ;  and  they  suoceeded  In 
obtaining  ntiia  their  sovereigns  those  conceasions  which  form  the 
fuundatloa  of  conatltutional  liberty.  At  one  period  the  citizena  had 
bMome  BO  powerful  and  watllko  that  they  succeeded  in  repulsing  an 
English  army  of  24,000  men,  under  Edward  f.  (1297X  and  a  few 

SarB  later  tbey  were  the  principal  cambatants  In  the  'Battle  of  Spurs' 
.  aS),  to  the  IsBUD  of  which  their  bravery  mainly  contributed. 
Their  aiibjcctlon  to  the  Counts  of  Flanders  and  the  Dnkes  Of  Bur- 
gundy appears  to  have  been  little  mors  than  nomlaat ;  for  whenever 
these  piinoea  attempted  to  levy  a  tax  that  was  unpopular  with  the 
citiiens,  the  latter  aonnded  their  alarm-bell,  flew  to  annn,  and  el- 
[lelled  the  abnoiioua  ofQclals  appointed  to  exact  payment.  During 
the  13-15tli  ceaturiea  revolutions  eeam  almost  to  have  been  the  or- 
der of  the  day  at  Ghent.  John  of  Gaunt(d.  1399;)  was  bom  here. 

One  of  the  moat  remarkable  chiractorB  of  hla  age  waa  Jargvei 
7>in  Arleveldt ,  the  celebrated  'Erewer  of  Ghent'  (born  1289],  a 
clever  and  ambitions  demagogue,  who,  though  of  noble  family,  canaed 
himself  to  be  recognised  as  'master'  of  the  Guild  of  Brewers  and  to 
be  enrolled  aa  a  member  of  the  52  other  trade  -  guilds.  Owing 
to  hla  wealth,  ability,  md  remaj-kable  eloquence,  he  acquired  im- 
menie  iDfluenco,  and  tn  153T  was  appointed  'Captain  of  Ghent'. 
He  was  an  ally  of  Edward  Hi.  in  the  war  between  England  and 
France  (1335-46),  lit  whidi  th«  democrstio  party  of  Ghent  aup- 
portad  the  former,  and  the  Cuunta  of  Flanders  the  latter;  and  It  U  1 
recorded  that  Edward  eondesrended  to  flatter  him  by  the  title'  otM 
'dear  goaalp'.  For  seven  years  Aitevelde  reigned  supreme  at  Ghent^Ffl 
putting  to  death  all  who  bad  the  mlsfortane  to  diapleai 
'-toiabing  the  aabiei  and  those  who  betrayed  symptomB  of 
■-^t  to  (ieir  sovereign,  and  ap-poltttlng  ma^iliMss  Vbu  litMt  I] 


mere  alavea  of  his  nlU.  Artevelde  »t  length  proposed  (hat  the  son 
af  Edw^dnl.  Bhatild  be  elected  Count  of  Flandi^rs,  a  scheme  ao  dis- 
tiBtefal  to  the  Qhontecs  that  an  insunDctlvn  broke  out,  and  Jacqups 
was  sUin  In  his  own  house  on  July  ITtb,  1345 ,  by  Oerard  Denyt, 
t^e  leuder  oF  hia  opponents.  Diiring  tbl9  period,  in  oonseqoenoe 
of  the  aUi»ilnH  with  Ghent,  the  mmufacturu  of  wool  beaime  more  b»- 
teneively  known  and  practiced  in  EnglBad.  QhentiJso  realised  vast 
pro&ts  from  its  Kngllsh  trade,  a  cticumBtance  which  induced  the 
eltlzeus  to  Hubmit  so  long  to  the  daiipatic  rule  of  Jaaques,  to  whmu 
they  owed  their  advantngeous  connectien  with  England. 

Phitip  Van  Artaicide  [h.  iSJO),  bob  of  Jaoqnes,  and  god> 
IJuecn  Philippa  of  England,  possesaed  all  the  ambition  but  little 
the  Ulent  of  his  father.  He  was  appointed  Guardian  of  the  PoUl 
PeaAe  ('Kiiwaert  ran  VIsanderan'J  by  the  democratio  party  Id  1381 
during  the  civil  war  against  Count  Louis  of  Flaadeis,  sumamed 
Haele',  and  hia  adminlBtratlon  was  at  first  salutary  and  jniti- 
,  but  he  soon  began  id  act  with  all  ttie  caprice  of  a  despot.  Id 
i3B3,  when  Ghent  was  reduced  to  extremities  hy  famine,  and 

oltieens  had  resolred  to  surrender,  Philip  counselled  them  to 
nukaa  final  feature,  rather  than  sabmit  to  ChebnmilisCing  Mnditions 
offered  by  the  Count.  Ba  aocaidtogly  marched  at  the  head  of  5000 
mer)  to  Bruges,  and  signally  defeated  Louis,  who  sallied  forth  to 
meet  them.  Elated  by  this  succeae,  Philip  now  assumed  the  title 
of  Regent  of  Flandeis,  and  established  himfeU  at  Ghent  in  a  style 
of  great  magniduence.  His  career,  howerei,  was  brief.  At  the  end 
of  1382  war  again  broke  out,  daieOy  uwii^g  la  the  Impolitio  and 
arrogant  conduct  oCPhilip  himself,  and  Charles  Tl.  ijf  France  manjhed 
against  Flanders.  Philip  was  defeated  and  sliiu  at  the  dlsaatrou^ 
Battle  of  Kooseheke  (Not.  "JTlh,  1382;),  where  3U,000  Flemings  are 
said  to  have  perished.  The  ctty  whs  obliged  to  submit  to  the  Count, 
and  after  his  death  in  1384  uame  Into  the  possession  of  Burgundy, 

The  turbulent  spirit  ot  the  Ghentets  ultimately  proved  tholr 
ruin.  In  1448,  when  Philippe  le  Bon  of  Burgundy  imposed  a  hoaiy 
tax  on  salt  and  grain,  they  openly  declared  war  against  him;  and 
the  best  proof  of  the  vastiiess  of  their  resources  ia  tbat  they  suc- 
ceeded in  carrying  on  the  war  for  a  period  of  flie  years  [1148-03), 
On  ^^rd  July,   1453,  the  burghers  were  defeated  at  QaTre  fp.  6Ci 


e  Scheldt,  and  lost  no  fewer  thao  16,000  ir 
levied  enormous  eontribncions  on  the  city;  the  corporation  and  pHn- 
•  dpal  citizens  were  compelled  to  march  out  at  th6  gate  with  halters 
ronhd  their  necks ,  and  to  kiss  the  dusl  at  the  feet  of  their  ooii' 
qneror;  and  the  most  valuable  privileges  of  the  dty  were  suapended 
or  oancelled.

WHS  prouinlgated  here.  Here,  too,  on  MthFeb.,  1600,  tbe  Emperor 
Cburlea  V.  was  bom  la  the  Cour  du  Prince,  ■  pilace  of  the  Counts 
of  Flanders  long  ainee  deatroyed,  but  the  name  of  whtch  surriTet 
in  ■  street  (lee  p.  60).  DoilDg  Mg  reign  Ghent  waa  one  of  the 
Urgeat  and  veilthleat  cities  In  Kurope,  and  umsUted  of  35,000 
houeei  with  &  coTiesponding  population.  Clucles  V,  1b  said  to  have 
boasted  jeitlngl;  to  Fimols  I,  of  Prsnae :  'Man  Qunf  (glote),  Paris 
danierail  lUdant'.  The  tnrbulent  spirit  of  the  citliens  haiing  ai;atri 
manlfeEted  Itself  in  varloag  eboUitions,  the  emperor  rauaed  a  Citadel 
fHtt  Bpai^aard*  KaiUti)  to  be  erected  near  the  Antwerp  Oite  in 
15d0,  tor  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  in  check.  Iti  1576  the  ro- 
praaentatives  of  the  united  provinces  of  the  Netherlands  assembled 
Id  the  town-hall  of  Ghent  to  aign  the  'Pacifleation  of  Ohent',  which 
•Imed  at  securing  religious  liberty  and  eipelUng  the  Spaniards. 
Hbent  eagerly  espoused  the  cause  of  independence  in  tbe  Nether- 
Unds,  but  was  compelled  to  open  Its  gates  to  Duke  Alexander  Far- 
nese  in  1984,  >  blow  from  which  its  prosperity  suffered  for  many  lon/i 
years.  Thonsaod«  of  the  citliens  had  already  emigratdd  under 
Alia's  rale  In  156?,  and  one-half  of  the  houses  now  stood  emptya-H 
In  1676,  1708,  and  1746  Ghent  «es  eaptured  by  the  FrenthJ 
Louis  XTIII.  resided  at  Ghent  doling  the  'Hundred  Dsya'.  ^^

(1685).  The  Boa  de  Brabmt  loadi  thence  to  tbe  Harohtf  lui  Olieiux 
and  the  Place  d'Armea  (p.  61],  while  tbe  Roe  de  Flandre  Is  lo  be 
eonUnued  past  the  Oathedial  and  Belfry  to  the  Marcbtf  am  Qralns

stalls,  carved  in  mahogany  by  Dom.  Oniyl,  are  placed.  Above  the 
alalU  are  scenes  In  grisaille  from  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  tiy 
Van  Btysachooi  (1774).  The  high-altar  is  adorned  with  a  Statue  of 
81.  Bavon  In  his  ducal  robes,  hovering  among  the  clouds,  by  Ver- 
bruggta  (ITth  cant.).  The  four  massive  copper  CiiadlalUiti  bearing 
the  English  arma,  long  (bnt  grornidlessly)  believed  to  have  onoe 
deearated  St.  Paul's  In  London,  are  part  of  tho  decorations  Intondad 
for  tho  unDnished  tomb  of  Uenry  VIII.  at  Windsor  and  were  sold 
during  the  Piotectorate  of  Cromwell.  On  each  side  of  tbe  nhotr,  ad- 
Joining  the  altar,  are  two  nioniJm*nt5  to  bifihops  of  the  17tb  and 
18th  cent.,  the  beat  of  them  being  that  of  flijfcop  A.  Triett  by  Du- 
jueinojf  (1661),  the  first  to  the  left.

—  5th :  Af.  van  Coxie,  Dives 
and  Lazarus.  —  We  now  ascend  the  steps. 

6th :  Jan  and  Hubert  van  Eyckj  **Adoration  of  the  Immaculate 
Lamb,  the  most  imposing  work  of  the  early-Flemish  School  (comp. 
p.  xliii).  It  was  begun  by  Hubert  van  Eyck  for  Jodocus  Vydt, 
an  important  patrician  of  Ghent ,  and  his  wife  Isabella  Burluut, 
about  the  year  1420,  and  finished  by  John  in  1432.  The  share 
which  each  of  the  brothers  took  in  this  work  cannot  be  precisely 
ascertained.  The  central  piece,  and  the  figures  of  God  the  Father, 
Mary,  John,  Adam,  and  Eve,  are  usually  attributed  to  Hubert,  and 
the  rest  of  the  work  to  his  brother.  Only  the  central  panels  as  we 
here  see  them  are  the  originals,  the  missing  wings  (seep.  100)  being 
replaced  by  copies  with  variations  of  the  16th  (M.  van  Coxie)  and 
19th  centuries. 

^In  the  centre  of  the  altar-piece,  and  on  a  panel  which  overtops  all 
the  others,  the  noble  and  dignified  figure  of  Christ  sits  enthroned  in  the 
prime  of  manhood  with  a  short  black  beard,  a  broad  forehead,  and  black 
eyes.  On  his  head  is  the  white  tiara,  ornamented  with  a  profusion  of 
diamonds,  pearls,  and  amethysts.  Two  dark  lappets  fall  on  either  side 
of  the  grave  and  youthful  face.  The  throne  of  black  damask  is  em- 
broidered with  gold;  the  tiara  relieved  on  a  golden  ground  covered  with 
inscriptions  in  semicircular  lines.  Christ  holds  in  his  left  hand  a  sceptre 
of  splendid  workmanship,  and  with  two  fingers  of  his  right  he  gives  his 
blessing  to  the  world.  The  gorgeous  red  mantle  which  completely 
enshrouds  his  form  is  fastened  at  the  breast  by  a  large  jewelled  brooch. 
The  mantle  itself  is  bordered  with  a  double  row  of  pearls  and  amethysts. 
The  feet  rest  on  a  golden  pedestal,  carpeted  with  black,  and  on  the  dark 
ground,  which  is  cut  into  perspective  squares  by  lines  of  gold,  lies  a 
richly-jewelled  open-worked  crown,  emblematic  of  martyrdom.  This 
figure  of  the  Bedeemer  is  grandly  imposing^  the  mantle,  though  laden 
with  precious  stones,  in  obedience  to  a  somewhat  literal  interpretation 
of  Scripture,  falls  from  the  shoulders  and  over  the  knee  to  the  feet  in 
ample  and  simple  folds.  The  colour  of  the  flesh  is  powerful,  brown, 
and  glowing,  and  full  of  vigour,  that  of  the  vestments  strong  and  rich. 
The  hands  are  well  drawn,  perhans  a  little  contracted  in  the  muscles, 
but  still  of  startling  realism.  —  On  the  right  of  Christ  the  Virgin  sits 
in  her  traditional  robe  of  blue;  her  long  fair  hair,  bound  to  the  forehead 
by  a  diadem,  flowing  in  waves  down  her  shoulders.  With  most  graceful 
hands  she  holds  a  book,  and  pensively  looks  with  a  placid  and  untroubled 
eye  into  space.  On  the  left  of  the  Eternal,  St.  John  the  Baptist  rests, 
long-haired  and  bearded,  austere  in  expression,  splendid  in  form,  and 
covered  with  a  broad,  flowing,  green  drapery.  On  the  spectator's  right 
of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  St.  Cecilia,  in  a  black  brocade,  plays  on  an 
oaken  organ  supported  by  three  or  four  angels  with  viols  or  harps.  On 
the  left  of  the  virgin  a  similar  but  less  beautiful  group  of  singing 
choristers  standing  in  front  of  an  oaken  desk,  the  foremost  of  them  dressed 
in  rich  and  heavy  red  brocade.  (Van  Mander  declares  that  the  angels 
who  sing  are  so  artfully  done  that  we  mark  the  difference  of  keys 
in  which  their  voices  are  pitched.)  —  On  the  spectator''s  right  of  St. 
Cecilia  once  stood  the  naked  figure  of  Eve.  now  removed  to  the  Brussels

by  Count  Philip  of  Alsace  on  his  return  from  the  Holy  Land  'ad 
leprimendam  supethiam  Qand-ensiuci'  and  thereafter  (uolll  the 
middle  ot  the  14th  cent.)  the  (ealdenoe  of  the  Counts  of  Flanders. 
lleie  Edward  111.  and  his  Queen  Philippa  were  sumptuonsly  enter- 
tained hy  Jaoqnea  lan  Artevelde  in  1339  (camp.  p.  64].  The  pilaeu 
was  'afterwards  the  seat  of  the  council  of  Flanders,  appointed  by 
Philippe  le  Bon  of  Burgundy  about  the  middle  oC  the  l!ith  centary' 
III  IToQ  the  castle  was  converted  into  a  factory,  but  it  has  recently 
been  laid  opeu  and  restored  to  "its  former  appearance  by  J.  dt  Waett. 
The  oniei  wall  with  its  towers  and  the  gateway  flanked  by  octagonal 
lowets  date  Ereni  1180.

TMb  fatal  day  waa  eubieqnently     ^H 
emtered  in  the  eivic  calendar  as  '  Xuiade  IHaandag'  (Wicked  Mon-- 
day).    In  1381  the  citizens  here  took  Ihe  oath  of  fidelity  to  their 
leader   Philip   van  Arteveldu;   and  here.  In   1477,  Hogunet   and 
D'Imbercourt,  tbe  ministers  of  Msirla  of  Bur^ndy,  were  executed 
by  the  rebellions  townsmen,  in  aptle  of  the  enirBatieB  of  the  young 
pilnoess.  Under  the  rule  of  the  Duke  of  AWa  his  anto-da-fi'a  ware 
enacted  In  tbe  Marehe  dn  Vcndredd. 

In  tbe  eentre  of  the  eqaare,  on  the  site  occupied  by  the  statne 
o(  Charles  v.,  destroyed  in  1792,  rises  a  brome^lah**  o/' Juc^mm 
Hon  ArUvtlde,  over  lilosiie,  eseouted  by  Davigne-Qnyo  [1883). 
The  powerful  demagogue  is  represented  fully  ancontred,  in  the  act  of 
delivering  the  eetebtated  speech  in  vthlch  he  succeeded  in  persuad- 
ing the  sitlzena  of  Qbant  to  enter  Inlo  an  alliance  with  England 
against  the  wilt  of  the  Count  of  Aitols.  Tbe  reliefs  on  the  ped«atAl 
have  reference  to  the  three  most  tjuportant  treaties  concluded  by 
Aitevelde  In  behalf  of  Flanders.  ^-  The  sncieut  hulldiugs  which 
formerly  lent  an  interest  to  this  square  are  now  repre«ented  by  a 
dngie  bouse  at  tlie  corner  of  tbe  Uue  des  Peignes,  on  Che  8,  aidu, 
known  as  the  Tonkcn,  formerly  the  guildbouse  of  the  tanners,  dat- 
ing  from  tbe  14th  or  i&tb  century.

—  A  little  farthec  on  is  tbe 
Avenue  da  Itsbot,  leading  to  the  small  fort,  with  two  towere,  called 
iefiflftoi  [PI.  R,  3).  In  1488  the  army  of  Bniperoi  Frederick  III., 
advanoing  to  support  the  clalma  of  hia  son  Maximilian  (p.  31), 
here  made  an  aasault  which  was  anoAeaafnlly  resisted,  and  the  Colt 
wa)  nected  in  (he  following  year  In  commemontiOD  of  the  event. 
The  old  Flemish  insuription  on  the  oataide  of  the  gate  records  ttia 
braTery  of  tbe  gaildi  which  fought  under  Duke  Fhitip  of  OICTe. 

The  Boulevard  dii  Biguinige  fBegynhof  Boul.  f  PL  B,  3),  which 
begins  here,  is  named  after  the  Grand  B^guinige  removed  from  this

In  (he  S.  part  of  the  (own ,  beyonil  tlic  Scheldt,  iu  the  Rds 
risteaa ,  rlssa  ths  Inatitiit  dsB  ScienoBi  (PI.  0,  6,  6),  completed 
in  1890  a.rteT  plans  by  Ad.  Pauli.  Next  to  thu  Palais  de  Justice 
at  Briutels,  this  ii  tlie  latsBst  architeaturat  work  In  Belgium,  and 
covers  nearly  3>/i  acres  of  giaund.  It  contains  the  leatoie-'iooias 
and  laborAtoiies  of  the  DDivenlty  faooltr  of  physical  science  and 
of  the  taohnical  schools  cDnnected  with  tbe  untTerGity  (Ecole  du 
Qlnie  CSvU  and  Ecolt  dts  Artt  el  Mamifaclurea)  and  has  about 
1100  stndents. 

No.  178  111  the  Kua  de  Couitrsi  (Kartrylurhe  Straat;  electric 
tramway  No.i),  towards  the  S.  end  of  the  street,  Is  the  Srhreybovm 
Chapel  (Pl.i'S;  0,6),  with  pictui*.B  of  childieo  (from  the  IStbcent. 
down  to  tbe  present  time)  »bo  have  been  restored  to  boalth  in  the 
hospital  with  which  it  is  connected. 

At  each  end  of  the  Rue  de  Conrtrai  is  a  bridge  oiossing  the  Lys 
and  leadtog  to  the  Civil  Hogpltat  (flfipilui  ChU;  PI.  B,  0,  6), 
naioed  after  the  former  abbay  of  Byloke  or  Biloqna,  which  was 
founded  in  the  IStli  cent,  (entr.,  Quai  do  U  Biloqne  5;  ring).  In 
the  interior  to  the  right  are  the  offices,  nearly  opposite  which  is  the 
bonae  of  the  Sisters  of  CbiTity ,  brick  bnlldings  of  the  ITth  cen- 
tury. To  the  right  of  tbe  former  ia  the  old  Abhty  Church  (13th  cent.), 
with  an  elegant  double  gable.  The  interior  is  divided  Into  sick- 
wards,  from  the  long  corridor  oonneotlng  which  we  may  inspect  the 
huge  timber  roof,  like  an  InireTled  ship's  hull.  Behind  ths  hoose 
of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  to  the  left  (W.),  in  the  corner  of  tbe 
large  vegetable-garden,  is  Iha  very  interesting  brick  'Gable  of  the 
{ormei  Refectory,  also  dating  from  the  13th  cent,  (visible  also  from 
tbe  Boulevard  dea  Uoepiees).  This  and  the  adjoining  bnilding  are 
now  used  as  a  Hotplct  for  Old  *fen  (OudemannekensJiuii ;  entrance, 
Duul.  des  Hospices  2).  In  tbe  interior  of  the  refectory,  which  is 
divided  by  a  structure  of  ITln,  the  ribs  of  the  almost  unaltered 
timber  roof  still  retain  the  original  colouring  (red,  yellow,  blue, 
and  white).  On  the  end-walls  are  frescoes  of  the  13th  cent.;  on 
th«  N.,  John  the  Baptist  with  tlie  Lamh  and  SI.  Ohristopher;  on  Iho 
S;  Christ  blessing  the  Madonna  (beet  light  in  the  meming). 

From  the  bridge  at  the  S.  end  of  the  Hue  de  Oourtiai  tbe  Bonle- 
vard  de  la  CItadelle  leads  pnsl  the  handsome  fountain-monument  to 
founflf.  lie  A'erctocerfeOmtefffem  (1819-81),  BargomasterotGheM, 
to  the  Pare  de  la  Oitadelle  (PI.  G,  T),  laid  out  in  1870  on  the  site 
ofthe  works  of  the  citadel,  bnIU9fterlS15.  A  monument  consMlq^' .

II;  D,61,  a  telie  olOie  fa- 
mous  Bciiedictinn  abbey  said  to  have  been  founded  about  630  by 
St.Amandus,  the  Apostle  of  ('loDdera.  The  abbey -buildings  at  one 
time  eitouded  to  the  arm  of  (he  Scheldt  oil  theN.  The  clinreb,  ori- 
ginally Itomanesiine,  was  destroyed  fay  (he  iconoi^Uata  iji  1578,  but 
waa  rebuilt  In  the  ReniiBsancc  style,  after  1629,  byHamconSimien 
f'Ulovanni  Vaiimslo'J  and  enUrged  by  an  addition  on  llio  W.  aiiie, 
erected  after  Kaphaera  design  for  St.  Peter's  at  Uome.  The  leatoia- 
tlon  was  flnsUy  concluded  in  IT'20  by  MaUieyi.  The  iiiteiloi  wn- 
talns  a  few  pictuiea.

E,  5, 4)  to  the  N.  from 
(he  Plage  d'Arterelde,  then  oTOsalog  the  farldget,  to  the  right,  over 
the  Btu-Etcaut,  or  E.  arm  ofthe  Scheldt,  and  the  l.yv,  we  reaoh  the 
Tolned  Abbey  of  Bt.  BaTon  (PI.  E,  1 ;  ronoierge  at  the  Estaminet 
opposite  the  S.E.  corner,  '/tb,),  in  the  Bue  de  VAbbale,  oi  Abdij- 
^traat.  The  abbey,  tradilioTially  said  to  have  been  fonnded  about  630 
hy  St,  Amandos  )  p.  63)  and  restored  in  661  by  St.  Bavon,  was  one 
of  thoee  beatoired  upon  Eginhard,  the  biogiapher  of  Ohatlmagne, 
and  after  ita  destnio^on  by  ths  Northmen  (851),  waa  restored  with 
great  aplendour  flOlh  cent.]'  John  o(  Qaunt  (i.e.  Gand  or  Ghent), 
son  nf  EdwBrd  I.  and  Queen  Philippa ,  was  born  here  In  1340. 
Oharles  V.  canaed  the  boUdlngs  to  be  rated  in  1B40,  in  otdotto 
build  a  citadel  (p. 48),  which  served  as  a  prison  for  Counle  Egmont 
and  Uoom  In  1567,  vaa  surrendered  by  the  Spaniards  to  Williani 
of  Orange  in  1576  after  a  brave  resistance,  and  naa  then  destroyed, 
thongh  itB  last  remnatits  lingered  until  1831.  A  fragment  of  a  16th 
nent.  cloieter  is  still  eitant,  adjoined  on  the  E.  by  a  Transition 
gateway  (with  two  window-arclieB  of  the  same  period)  admitting  us 
to  the  Crypt  of  Our  Lady.  In  tlie  pavement  are  21  ancient  tombs 
(8th  Don t.  i),  hewn  la  the  sandstone  and  formerly  uovered  with 
reddish  mortar,  not  unlike  mnmmy  coflinB  In  shape.  The  Bap' 
tiilery,  on  the  opposite  side,  nect  the  oUiiater-garth.  nas  oonaoorated 
in  11711.  Farther  nu  is  the  eo'oslled  CtUar,  supported  by  three  thick 
miind  nolunins.  Under  the  old  refectory,  on  the  N.  side  of  the 
cloister,  are  ijeveral  other  vaulted  rooms,  containing  numerous  old 
gravestones  and  remains  of  a  mosaic-pat ement  of  the  13th  century. 
A  tew  steps  ascend  to  the  old  refectory,  which  is  known  as  the 
Chaptl  if  8t.  Maaaiia,  because  it  was  used  for  religions  worship 
until  tho  erection  of  the  ohurch  of  that  name  (see  below).  It  no* 
contains  a  Music  dea  Eainu  ,  with  various  sculptured  fragments 
found  in  the  abbey  and  in  other  parts  ofthe  town.  In  the  E,  windows 
are  tracer  of  frescoes  of  the  12tb  century. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  abbey  is  the  Church  of  St.  I^searms  (PI. 
E,  7),  a  modem  Gothii^  edlttce  by  A.Verliaegen  (1883),  containing 
an  antique  eanod  wooden  pulpit.

—  The  ICoe  du  Chemiii  de  Fer,  Tunning 
ttiaight  from  the  etntiun  and  than  tuiaing  to  the  light,  leiids  to  the 
iaige  niarfcet-plaoB  LOroota  Martt  01  Orand'  Place)  wheia  tha  tono' 
hall  rieea  on  the  left  and  the  belfiy  on  the  right. 

The  'Town  Haii,,  erecUd  In  1628-28,  has  been  completalj 
lestored  since  1840,  and  the  facade  embellUhed  with  statues  In 
the  original  style.  T«o  richly- decorated  chlmnoy-ptecea  (^early  16th 
itent.)ln  the  interiar  ara  worthyof  Dotiee.  One  of  them,  in  the  Salle 
Eohevinale  on  the  grouodfloor,  is  adorned  with  the  eoate-of-anns  of 
the  allied  towns  ol  Ghent  and  Brnges,tko  Gtandatd-beuen  of  the 
knights  of  Courtrai,  a  figure  of  tbe  Virgin,  and  stalnes  of  Archdoite 
Albeit  and  his  wife.  This  room  has  been  Emballighad  with  well- 
palnted  frescoes  from  the  hietor?  of  Flandeis  by  Ouffens  and 
Btetrta,  oompleted  in  1875.  The  iirincipal  of  these  represent  tha 
Departure  of  Baldwin  IX. ,  Count  of  Flanders,  at  tha  commencement 
of  the  Fourth  Crusade  (1202),  and  the  Consultation  of  the  Flemisb 
leaders  in  tbe  Oonrt  Koom  the  day  before  the  Battle  of  the  Spurs, 
1302  (gee  p.  68).  —  The  othel  and  more  interesting  ohimney- 
]rit(ee,  in  tbe  Couneil  Chamber  upstairs,  is  in  the  rinhest  FUmbayant 
style  (15^7).  Three  rows  o(  well-eiecnted  statuettes  repreient  tbe 
different  Virbuet  and  Fiecj;  in  the  upper  seetlon  we  see  faith, 
humility,  liberality,  chastity,  brollierly  love,  temperaneei  patience, 
and  watchfulness ;  in  tha  rolddle  section,  idolatry,  pride,  avarice, 
'rolnpluousneei,  envy,  gluttony,  anger,  and  sloth.  The  reliefs  below 
seem  to  indicate  the  punishments  which  follow  in  the  train  of  these 
vioes.  On  corbels  are  placed  statuettes  of  Cbarlea  V.,  the  Infanta 
balwlla  (on  the  right),  and  Justice  (on  the  left).  —  The  walla  are

Farther  to  the  left,  on  the  l.ys,  are  two  massive  old  brldge- 
lowera  (Broellormi).

StocUnga  uid  carpets  are  He  staple  msnnfirtares  of  Tonrnsi. 
The  Utter  tre  geuenUy  knowa  us  Brussels  cirpeta.  The  art  of 
jWoaring  carpets  is  said  to  haTo  been  bronght  to  Karops  by  Flem- 
igs,  who  learned  It  from  the  Saiacona  at  the  ([me  of  ^e  Crusades, 
lost  of  the  carpets  ure  made  by  the  work-peaple  In  thelc  own  dwell- 
ings, uid  as  there  are  few  Urge  Jaotoriea  in  the  town,  it  pceaenls  ■ 
muab  eleaner  and  pleasanler  appearance  than  the  other  Urge  in- 
ililMrtsl  towns  of  Belginm.  The  Qnays,  planted  with,  trem,  oontri- 
bote  to  this  effect.  The  rlTer  Is  generally  crowded  with  bMges, 
most  of  which  are  laden  with  nonl  from  the  mines  of  Mens,  and  ara 
bauncl  for  Ghent,  etc. 

The  Rne  Eoyale  leada  straight  from  the  Place  Ccombei  (PI.  D,  31, 
at  the  station,  to  the  Siholdt. 

The  "Cathedial  {Notre  name;  Fl.  d,  B  3),  one  of  the  noblest 
speciDiens  of  medieval  architer.tnie,  rises  conspicoouily  above  the 
hanges  on  the  left  bank,  the  oMer  and  more  important  part  of  the 
town.  It  is  a  crnciform  basilica  borne  by  pillar?,  with  a  retrO'Choir 
•od  radiating  chapels,  and  baa  four  massive  towers  adjoining  the 
dome  above  the  cross  anil  two  comer-tarreta  on  the  fi^de.  The 
nave,  begon  In  1146  and  consecrated  in  1213,  bears  the  slampof  the 
pure  Komanesqne  style,  while  tliB  transepts  with  their  anibulatories 
and  aemlciicDlaT  tenninatloni  were,  like  the  towers,  erected  in  the 
13th  oont.  by  French  masters,  on  the  model  of  the  Cologne  ehaiches. 
The  beautiful  Gothic  'Choir  is  of  later  date,  and  was  conseorated  in 
1338,  and  the  facade,  originally  Romanes  quo ,  was  altered  and 
ptoiidcd  vith  a  porch  in  the  pointed  style  abont  the  suae  period 
(^eomp.  p.  lO-  Among  the  scnlptnies  in  the  poreh,  which  were 
esecnted  at  vadoua  periods  from  the  13tb  to  the  17tb  century,  are 
interesting  reliefs  representing  the  Creation,  Full,  and  Kxpnlsion 
from  PuadiiB,  by  sculptors  of  Toumai,  dating  from  abaot  the  year 
1200  (see  p.  ilii). 

The  IiiTRBioR  was  purged  In  1852  of  the  unsuitable  additions 
with  which  it  had  been  disfigured  in  the  oaurse  of  centuries,  and  is 
now  strikingly  Impressive,  It  oonsislaof  naTe(flBl'roofed)andilslea 
408  ft.  In  length ;  nave  78  ft.  wide  and  78  ft.  high ;  breadth  of 
transept  220  ft. ;  height  of  choir  107  ft.  The  capitals  Of  the  low 
and  elaborately  aTtieulaled  pillars  tn  the  nave  are  partteulacly  rich 
and  varied.  Above  the  aisles  are  galleries,  over  which  the  walls  are 
Teliered  by  a  trlfarium.  The  proportions  of  Che  transept  are  more 
graeeful,  and  the  galleries  lower,

of  Lonalne  selected  BraBaela  as  hU  reildence  and  built  a  palane 
in  the  island  of  St,  Gdiy.  Afler  the  11th  cent,  the  Oounta  of  Lod' 
vain,  then  soveieign  lorda  at  tha  country,  nho  afterwaida  asenmed 
the  title  of  Dukea  ofBtahant  [p.  316),  erected  a  castle  on  the  height 
(^Kondenberg)  commanding  the  valley  of  the  Sanne,  and  connected 
it  by  a  wnll  (13th  cent.?)  with  th^  nnolens  of  the  present  lower 
town.  When,  however,  Brussels  became  an  important  and  ftouiishlng 
station  on  the  great  trade-raiite  between  Brugea  and  Cologne,  this 
wall  was  replaced  by  another  (1367-79),  which  marked  the  limlta 
of  the  juriadiction  of  the  town  down  to  the  19th  century. 

The  Burgundian  princea,  who  subsequently  resided  here  (15t1i 
oent.] ,  were  generally  isurrouuded  by  a  large  retinue  of  French 
knights,  ia  consequence  of  which,  even  at  that  period,  French  hecame 
the  moit  (ashionable  language  amnng  the  nobility  of  the  Netherlands 
The  character  of  the  city  and  ita  Inhabitanta  thue  gradoally  developed 
Itaelf,  the  eoutt  and  the  nobility,  wHh  their  French  language  and 
manners,  being  established  in  the  upper  part,  while  tbe  lower  quae 
ten  were  chiefly  occupied  by  the  trading  community  and  the  lowet 
niatges,  whose  language  and  character  were  easentially  Flemish. 

After  the  Netherlands  passed  into  the  posaeaslon  of  the  Hapa- 
burgs  in  1477,  Brassels  became  the  seat  of  a  brilliaal  court,  wbloli 
atUined  the  height  of  Its  magniacenoe  nnder  Charles  V.  Maria  of 
Hungnry  (p.  141J  transferred  iier  abode  from Malinea  to  theKoudon- 
berg  iu  lo46,  Philip  II.  made  it  the  oEQcial  reaidenoe  of  the  Stadt- 
hoUer  of  the  Netherlands,  and  Margaret  of  Parma  (p.  lix)  here  per- 
formed the  duties  of  that  offlce.  Brussels  waa  the  scene  ofthe  first 
rising  of  the  Netherlands  against  the  Spanish  dominioii  (15G6 ;  see 
p.  92),  but  at  the  end  of  the  protracted  confliot  the  city  remained 
in  the  hands  of  the  Spaniards.  During  the  wars  of  Louis  XIY.  and 
Louis  ST,  Bruaaela  had  muoh  to  suffer.  In  i69S  the  ancient  lower 
town  was  reduced  to  ashea  by  Marshal  Villeroi.  Its  refraotorinasa 
under  the  galling  yoke  of  the  Austrian  gnvemnrs  was  another  BOnrce 
of  disaster  (see  p.  llfi),  but  a  better  state  of  affairs  was  introduced 
by  the  mild  rule  of  Maiia  Theresa  and  her  atadlh older,  Dnke  Charles 
of  Lorraine  (1744-80).  After  the  wars  of  the  French  ReyolHtlon  and 
the  First  Empire,  Hetglum  was  united  in  1815  in  one  monarchy 
with  Holland,  and  Brussels  alternated  with  The  Hague  as  the  sest  n( 
(he  States  General  and  the  residence  of  the  King.  The  revolution 
whlah  ended  In  the  separation  of  Belgium  and  Bollaud  broke  nut.  t^

snd  In  the  ooDstmctlan  of  mtny  ne"  atreets  (Quartler  LAopold, 
Avenne  Loniae,  etc.). 

The  dlveiBt)  ohmotei  of  ibe  nppur  and  lower  rity,  of  wblch  «« 
bate  spoken  BboYe,  l»  ittll  distinct  at  the  present  day.  The  np^^ 
p«rt  of  the  city  oontsins  the  Royil  P»laoe,  the  mintslariil  otOees, 
the  embisBtes,  ind  the  lu&nBlons  of  the  nobility  and  gentry.  The 
lower  town,  on  the  other  hand,  i»  devoted  almost  entirely  to  IndiM- 
Iry  and  commerce.  The  gpacloua  market-place,  with  the  msguiflnent 
Bfltal  de  TlUe  and  the  medltevsl  gDltdbonaea,  praientt  a  vary  Btrilt- 
tng  piotare,  and  affords  an  idea  of  the  indent  glory  of  tlie  city;  bat 
the  advance  of  modern  Improvement  has  left  few  other  relics  of 
■ntlqntty.  The  most  conspIcnoiiB  atep  In  this  direction  has  bettn 
the  conatraotion  of  the  Inner  Benlevards.  The  eonstmctlon  of  ■ 
hsrboRi  at  Brnssels  for  sea-going  ships,  to  be  connected  with  the 
Meose  and  Scheldt  by  a  bioad  and  deep  canal,  was  begun  in  1900.

On  the  ligUt  ie  the  Falali  dtt 
Beaux-Artt  (p.  93).  —  From  the  comer  of  the  B6let  do  Hollevue 
tH.  b  i  E,  4),  neit  the  Place  doa  Palais  (aee  below),  a  flne  view  is 
obtained  of  the  Palaia  de  Juslicu,  to  theS.W,,  at  the  end  oftlieKoe 
de  laRigence,  and  of  the  Bus  Bayile  to  theM.,  Kith  the  church  aS 
8iB. Mario  at  Sohaeibeek  in  the  distance  (p.  U8).  —  Royal  Library 
and  Muaaim  of  Modem  PniiWinpt,  see  pp.  tO!2,  103. 

The  ■Park  (PI.  K,  4),  immediately  to  the  N.E.  of  the  Place 
Itoyale ,  oii^nally  an  outlying  portion  of  the  wood  of  Solgnei 
If.  i25J,  used  IB  a  ilooal  hunting-ground  in  the  14th  cent.,  was 
partly  oonverled  Into  a  toainament-groand  under  Cbailes  V.,  »nd 
laid  out  In  ita  present  form  stter  1774  by  the  architect  Zlmwr. 
During  the  ovoDtful  23rd-2Gth  of  September,  1830,  the  park  via 
one  of  the  chief  neenes  of  the  conHict,  when  {"rince  Frederick  of 
the  Netherlanda  with  an  army  of  10,000  men  attempted  in  Tain  to 
force  an  eiitrance  into  tho  oity  from  thia  point.  The  park  is  open 
on  summer-evenings  till  II  p.m.  and  ia  lighted  by  electricity.  Con- 
ceits, see  p.Sl.  In  winter  the  parklsi-losed  about  dusk,  when  a  bell 
la  (nng  to  appriae  visitors  of  the  shutting  of  the  gatee.  The  groups 
at  the  entrance  opposite  the  Palace.  byFottatrl  and  ^elot,  represent 
Snmnier  and  Spring.  Among  the  other  scnlptnreB  are  a  Diana  and 
Hareiasus,  at  the  foantain  opposite  the  Palais  de  la  Nation,  both  by 
Orvptii"  (copies;  originals  now  in  the  Palats  dee  Beaus-Arls;  see 
p.  9fi);  a  Msgdalen  oy  Daqutmoy  j  a  bust  of  Felor  the  Great;  a 
statae  of  Truth  by  Codechorle,-  two  figures  of  Meleager  by  Lejeunt; 
and  a  Venus  by  Olhittr.  —  In  the  N.E.  nocner  is  the  VaailiaXl 
(Fl.  E,  4{  music,  p.  81),  partly  ocoupled  by  the  Ccrcle  Artlstlqiie 
el  l.itt6rsiic ;  adjoining  is  the  3  Wdtrs  du  Poro  {PI.  E,  3,  4  ;  p.  80). 

The  Polul  da  Boi  ^Fl.  E,  4),  in  the  Place  dos  Palais  on  the  S. 
side  of  the  park,  occupies  the  site  of  the  castle  of  the  dukes  of  Bra- 
bant (p.  83)  and  Spanish  goveinore,  which  waa  bomed  down  in 
1731.  Tt  originally  consisted  oftwo  buiidingi,  which  were  oouneMad 
in  1827  by  a  centra!  structure  aiJorned  with  a  Corinthian  colonnade. 
The  sumptuous  interior  (adm,,  seep.  83)  haa  been  lately  remodelled 
fntD  designs  by  Bnlat.

E,  3),  arented  in 
1779-83  tram  a  design  hy  Guimurd  for  the  aasemblioa  of  the  aid 
OouDoil  of  Brabant,  used  eince  1831  Cor  the  sittings  of  the  Bel- 
gian Senate  and  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  1'he  reliefs  in  the  pedi- 
ment are  by  GodahaTle.  The  building  was  restored  in  1884-87 
by  B.  Beyairt  after  b  dealriictlie  Are.  The  halla  In  which  the  de- 
polies  and  the  senate  hold  their  meetings  are  worthy  of  inspection, 
snd  eame  of  the  other  rooms  also  are  decorated  with  modem  paint- 
iagSi   Adui.,  see  p.  82.

The  Gonaer- 
lalolre  posBesaea  an  lutereatln^  collection  of  mniloal  instniments 
from  the  IGth  cent,  onwards,  now  eihibited  in  the  wins  at  (bo  baolt 
of  the  bnilding,  Rue  auiLainea  11  [adm,  onMoO.  audThnrs,,  3-4;

Chaniaje  d'Anvers  33).  —  Adjacent  la  the  SyaaEaEiiB  {Vl,  D,  5),  a 
bnilding  in  the  Komanesque  style  by  Be  Ktijur  (1878). 

Tbu  Bue  de  la  R^gence,  and  the  atill  unfluisbed  Place  Poblabbt 
in  which  it  ends,  are  terminated  on  tbe  S.  by  tho  — 

*FsJui  de  In*tiee  (PI.  C,  D,  5, 6),  an  edtAce  deaigned  on  a  most 
ambttiOQa  acale  by  Pntlaerl,  begun  in  1866  under  the  anperintend- 
onee  of  WtUau,  and  Inaugurated  in  1S83.  The  coat  of  the  build- 
ing amoanted  to  about  46  million  francs  [1,800, 000 J.).  It  H  the 
largest  architectural  work  of  tbe  Idlh  century ,  and  ia  certainly 
one  of  tbe  most  remarkable,  if  not  one  of  the  moat  beautiful  of 
modem  boildiugs.  The  inegualitlea  of  the  Bit«  added  greatly  to  tho 
magnitnde  of  the  task.  The  arL-a  of  tbe  bnlldins  ia  270,000  aq.  ft., 
conaiderably  exceeding  that  of  St,  Peter's  at  Rome  (aee  p.  Iij4).  The 
huge  and  maasive  pile  stande  upon  an  alnioat  aqnare  bnals,  690  ft. 
long  by  560  ft.  wide,  and  forcibly  auggeata  the  mighty  atruetuniB 
of  ancient  Egypt  op  Assyria.  Indeed  rtie  architect  avowed  that  hU 
guiding  principle  was  an  adaptation  of  Assyrian  fortna  W  suit  the 
re(tulreman(«  of  the  present  day.  In  detaila  Ihe  QracQ-Roman  atyle 
baa  beeo  for  tbe  most  part  adhered  to,  with  an  admixture  of  looooa 
treatmaiit.  Above  tho  main  bod/  of  tlie  building  rises  another  rwlan- 
giilar  structure  surrounded  with  columns^  this  supports  a  drum  or 
totanda,  also  encircled  with  columns,  while  the  summit  of  the  whole 
is  (oimed  by  a  comparatively  small  dome,  the  gilded  crown  on  the  tap 
o/Wif^A  i«j}O0fi.  above  tbe  pavement  of  tbe  Rue  des  Miulme^  '-

de  1»  Hffgence.  The  poreli,  which  ie  encloBod  by  huge  plluten,  has 
s  Tectilineil  termination.  The  flights  of  stepB  ascending  to  the  ves' 
tltntle  are  adorned  »1tb  colossal  statues  of  Demosthenes  &nd  Ly- 
RDTgHBh;  A.  Cottier  (16SI;  to  the  right)  aud  ofOIcsro  and  Domitlua 
Ulplau  by  A.  F.  BouTi(1883;  to  the  left).  The  interior  includes 
37  laige  oouit-roains,  24S  other  apartments,  and  8  open  eonrti.  The 
large  SnUt  dti  Pai  Ferdu),  or  wsltlug-ioon,  vrllh  its  galleries  and 
nights  of  steps,  Ilea  iu  the  centre,  uuder  the  dome,  which  hag  in 
lutetior  height  of  320  ft.  Gnides  in  iiiiiform  are  In  waiting  to  con- 
duet  visitors  through  the  interior  (week-dayi,  9-4, 30i  Snn,,  10-4; 
fee  1  tr.'),  and  the  dome  may  also  be  aaoended  ('ee).  The  terrace 
on  the  W.  side  of  the  Place  Poetaert,  commands  a  line  'View  of  the 
lowtsr  part  of  Brussels. 

The  iiiclinad  pianos  on  the  N,  W.  side  of  the  Palais  de  Jtistice 
load  to  the  8,  part  of  the  old  town ,  whence  we  may  proceed  to  the 
Forte  de  Eat  (p.  109),  -~  The  broad  Rue  dcs  fuatre  Bras,  running 
to  the  R.E.  from  the  Place  Poelaert  joins  the  BouUvard  de  'Vnlerloo 
opposite  the  Avenue  Louhe  (p.  10&  ;  i-leotri.>  trumwsy,  see  p.  80).

The  building  waa  originalty  intended 
for  various  artistic  purpoBee,  hut  since  1887  has  been  exclusively 
devoted  to  theHuie  Rojti  de  PainCnieAooieimeetdeBenlptiue, 
The  oentral  portion,  with  three  portali,  i«  ombelllshBd  by  four 
massive  granite  nolumus  with  bronze  baaea  and  capitals.  On  the 
tops  of  the  columns  are  four  colossal  figures,  representing  MdbIc, 
Architecture,  Sealptute,  and  Pointing,  by  De  Oroot.  In  the  medaU 
lions  abovelheportals  are  three  hronic  busts;  Rubens  (in  the  centre;

Plan)  are  devoted  to  tlie  Mutft 
Hittorique,  comprizing  bnate  and  some  old  paintings,  chiefly  histor- 
idalriaws  and  portrUta  of  princes  of  the  honaea  of  Bnrguudy.Oraag*', 
aud  BapsbuTg.  The  smaller  room  also  contains  tbe  aketcbes  foi 
tbe  hiatorleal  proceaaion  of  1S80  (Jubilee  of  the  Independence  of 
TlelgiQinJ.

—  The  Btiusels 
gallery,  which  was  puTi:haaed  from  ttie  city  by  tbe  state  in  1845,  has 
grown  continnoualy  in  importance,  and  now  eontsing  about  600  pii^ 
tniea.  Formerly  inferior  to  the  gallery  at  Antvrerp,  it  mnat  non,  in 
spits  of  nnmeroiu  mediocre  works,  be  considered  at  least  equal  to 
it.  In  most  cases  the  Enbjeots  and  the  names  of  the  painters  ate

The  principal  picture  repreaents  the  family  of  St.  Anne,  iiMduding 
the  Virgin  and  Child,  to  the  latter  of  whom  St.  Anne  holds  out  a  grapes 
in  front,  to  the  right,  is  Salome  with  her  two  sons,  James  the  Elder  and 
John ;  to  the  left,  Mary  Cleophas,  with  her  sons,  James  tiie  Younger, 
Simon  Thaddsens,  and  Joseph  the  Just;  behind  the  balustrade,  in  the 
archway,  through  which  a  rich  landscape  is  visible,  are  Joachixn,  Joseph, 
ZebedeCj  and  iUpheens,- the  husbands  of  the  four  women.  *The  heads  are 
full  of  life,  the  garments  are  richly-coloured  and  disposed  in  large  masses, 
and  the  whole  scene  is  illuminated  with  a  light  like  that  of  a  bright  day 
in  spring\  —  On  the  inside  of  the  left  wing  is  an  Angel  announcing  to 
Joachim  the  birth  of  the  Virgin ,  on  the  outside.  Offerings  of  Joachim 
and  Anne  on  their  marriage  (with  the  signature  'Quinte  lletsys  1509^)% 
on  the  right  wing  are  the  Death  of  St.  Anne,  and  the  Expulsion  of 
Joachim  from  the  Temple  on  account  of  his  lack  of  children.

The  subject  Is  the  mediceval  tradition  that  the  Emp.  Otho  beheaded 
a  nobleman  who  had  been  unjustly  accused  by  the  empress,  but  his  inno- 
cence having  been  proved  by  his  widow  submitting  to  the  ordeal  of  fire, 
Otho  punished  the  empress  with  death.  This  picture  was  originally  hung 
up  in  the  judgment-hall  of  the  Hotel  de  Ville  at  Louvain,  according 
to  an  ancient  custom  of  exhibiting  such  scenes  as  a  warning  to  evil-doers.

The  head  (of  Eve)  is  over  large,  the  body  protrudes, 
and  the  legs  are  spare,  but  the  mechanism  of  the  limbs  and  the  shape 
of  the  extremities  are  rendered  with  truth  and  delicacy,  and  there  is 
much  power  in  the  colouring  of  the  flesh.  Counterpart  to  Eve,  and  once 
on  the  left  side  of  the  picture,  Adam  is  equally  remarkable  for  correctness 
of  proportion  and  natural  reuism.  Here  again  the  mastery's  science  in 
optical  perspective  is  conspicuous,  and  the  height  of  the  picture  above 
/d<?  eye  is  Btly  con5idered\  —  Crowe  and  Cavaleeuellet  Early  Flemish

The  archway  in  the  W.  angle  of  the  Place  Royale  (p.  85)  leads 
to  the  Rub  du  MusiSb  (PI.  D,  4),  the  right  side  of  which  Is  flanked 
by  the  hotels  and  restaurants  mentioned  at  pp.  76,  77,  while  to  the 
left,  on  the  site  of  the  Palais  de  V Industrie,  rises  the  Bojal  Library 
(PI.  D,  4),  with  a  court  separated  from  the  street  by  a  stone  bal- 
ustrade. In  the  court  is  a  statue  in  bronze  (by  Jehotte,  1846)  of 
Duke  Charles  of  Lorrair^e  (p.  83).  Behind  the  statue  is  the  entrance 
to  the  Library,  which  consists  of  six  departments :  (1)  Printed  Books ; 
(2)  MSS.;  (3)  Engravings  and  Maps;  (4)  Coins  and  Medals;  (5j 
Offices ;  (6)  Periodicals.    Adm.,  see  p.  82. 

The  Depabthent  of  the  Pbinted  Books  (600,000  vols.)  is  in  the  left 
wing  of  the  building.  The  nnclens  of  the  collection  was  the  library  of 
a  M.  van  Hnlthem,  purchased  in  1837  for  315,000  fr.,  and  incorporated 
with  the  old  municipal  library.  In  i860  the  library  of  Johannes  Huller, 
the  physiologist,  and  in  1872  the  musical  library  of  M.  F.  F^tis  were 
added,  while  the  heraldic  and  genealogical  library  of  M.  F.  V.  Goethals  was 
presented  in  the  latter  year. 

The  Depabthent  of  the  MSS.  consists  chiefly  of  the  celebrated  Biblio- 
thique  de  Bourgogn$,  founded  by  Philippe  le  Bon,  Duke  of  Burgundy 
(1419-67),  and  contains  upwards  of  80,000  MSS.  The  most  valuable  MSS.. 
some  of  which  are  beautifully  illuxninated  with  miniatures  of  the  old 
Flemish  school,  and  the  most  interesting  early  printed  works,  are  ex- 
hibited in  the  Salle  cTExhibiHon  (adm.,  see  p.  &2\  tickets  in  the  reading- 
room).

TBrd  Anapach  (p.  il6)  near  the  Exchange. 

In  the  centre  of  (he  town  liea  the  "Qrand'  Flaoe,  or  marlcct- 
pIaee(Pl.  D,  3).  It  is  one  otthe  finest  medieval  aquacea  in  ciiatence, 
preaentiag  a  marked  oontrast  to  the  otherwise  madarn  obaracter  of 
the  city,  and  occnpiea  an  impDrtant  place  io  the  annala  of  Bel^um. 
In  tbe  ipiiiig  of  1568  twenty-live  aobles  were  beheaded  hers  by 
order  of  tbe  Duks  of  Alva,  and  in  tbe  followiDg  June  Lamoril, 
Oount  EgmoDt,  and  Plillip  de  Montmorenuy,  Count  Hoorn,  ulao 
perished  here  (p.  91). 

The  "Hitol  de  VUle  (atadhuU;  PI.  D,  3)  ia  by  far  the  most  in- 
tereBtii])cedlS<;«inBrusaelB,and  one  of  the  nobieat  andnostbesutifol 
baildinsi  of  tbe  kind  In  tlte  Netberlanda.  It  is  of  irregular  qoadran- 
^lar  form,  66  yda.  in  length  and  55  yds.  in  depth,  and  encloaea  a 
oonrt.  The  principal  (n;ade  towards  the  market-place  is  in  the 
Oothlcatyle,  the  E.  half  having  been  begun  in  1401,  the  W.  in  1443. 
The  graceful  tower,  370 ft.  in  height,  which  was  originally  intended 
to  form  the  N.W.  angle  of  the  builiiiog,  was  completed  in  1454. 
The  architects  were  Jaeob  van  2'hienen  (1405)  and  Jan  von  Buyt- 
ifo«d;(1448)  ^  astatue  of  the  latt  dt  adoma  the  Arat  niciie  in  the  tower. 
Probably  some  of  the  niches  La  the  facade  were  Intended  to  be 
pwely  decorative;  at  all  events  the  fav»de  aeemB  somewhat  otbi- 
laden  by  tbe  multitude  of  modern  statues  of  Dukes  of  Brabant  and 
other  celebrities  with  which  it  has  been  adorned,  though  smoke  and 
the  weather  have  contributed  to  soften  this  effect.  The  open  spire 
[iBcentiy  restored)  terminates  in  a  gilded  metal  figure  of  the  AToh- 
angel  Miohael,  16  ft.  in  height  and  executed  by  Martin  nan  Rode  In 
1454,  which  aeivea  as  a  vane.  The  back  of  the  HStel  de  Ville  dales 
from  tbe  beginning  of  tho  18tb  cent.,  the  original  edifice  hiving 
been  destroyed  by  the  bombardment  of  the  French  hi  1695.  In 
the  court  are  two  fonntalns  of  the  18th  cent,,  each  adorned  with  a 
rlTBT-god,  that  on  the  right  by  Plumttri.

The  'Onild  EonlBB  in  the  Orand'  Place  date  mainly  from  tbe  period 
«ft«clliebom.bacdmeQlbytheFrBiiohnndocVilleroiin  1695, and  they 
have  recently  been  carefully  restored.  On  the  S,  aide,  to  the  left  of 
the  HSlal  de  Tille,  are  tbe  old  hall  of  Ihe  Quild  ofButcheri  C17M), 
indicated  by  a  swan,  and  tlie  *JlStel  da  Braaituft  (1752),  bearing  od 
its  gable  an  equestrian  statue  of  Duke  Charles  of  Lorraine  Qi.  83}, 
eieonted  In  1854  by  Jagutt.  On  the  VI.  side  is  the  JIfiiiion  dc  la 
Louvc,  orBaU  of  the  Arehtrt  (1691  ?],  vhich  deiiTea  its  name  trom 
a  gronp  representiog  Romulus  nodKemnsnitb  tbe  sbe-wolf ;  on  the 
gable  Is  a  gilded  pbionix.  To  tlie  left  of  the  Louve  is  the  flail  o/'fA« 
SkipptT)  (1697),  known  as  the  't'Tlgate,  the  gahle  of  wliioh  re- 
sembles the  stern  of  a  large  vessel,  with  four  protruding  cannan-, 
farther  tu  the  left,  the  Hall  of  the  Merceri  (-de  Foj'J,  dating  from 
1699.  To  the  right  of  the  Louvo  is  tbe'BaU  afiht  Ciuy enters (1697; 
'Is  Sac'),  riehly  adonied  with  gilding,  and  farther  to  tbe  right  ii  tUo 
Hall  af  the  Ptinltri  ('la  Brouetu'l.  On  the  N.  side  are  the  Taupt, 
or  Salt  of  the  TaUori  (1097)  and  tbe  Pigeon,  or  Hall  of  the  Painten. 
The  extensive  boilding  occupying  almoit  the  ontita  S.E.  side  of 
the  aq^nato  was  formerly  the  public  Weigh  Moitte.  Aiiacent  to  the 
left,  is  a  house  called  'La  Balance;  built  in  1698,

It  connentB  the 
Msich^  aiix  Hetbea  with  the  Rue  des  Bonohera  (Qaitrie  de  In 
Btlne),  nnd  farther  on  with  the  Rue  de  VEouyei  (Oaierw  du  Boi, 
with  the  Paisage  dei  Princci  dlyotging  on  one  side).  The  Bonlp- 
tursl  decoiationB  are  by  Jaqtiet.  The  arcade  Is  crowded  at  all  hours 
of  tbo  day.    CaKs,  sbops,  and  theatre,  see  pp.  77,  78,  81 . 

The  busy  Bue  de  I'Ecuyei  descends  to  the  left  From  the  PassagQ 
St.  Hnbect  to  the  Pi.iCB  kh  li  MToknaih  (PI.  D,  3),  in  whioh  risea 
the  royal  Tbi&tre  de  la  Honnaie,  with  a  colonnade  oC  eight  Ionic 
columns,  erected  by  the  Parisian  architect  Damrame  in  1817.  The 
bas-relief  in  the  tympanum,  executed  by  SImonii  la  1S54,  repce- 
sents  the  IlarmoDy  of  Human  PaBalonB.  The  interior,  whiob  was 
remodelled  after  a  Qre  In  1855,  is  decorated  in  the  Looia  XIT. 
Blyle  and  can  contain  1600  spectators.  The  oeiling-painting*  were 
executed  by  Nolot,  Rube,  and Mazerolles,  all  ofFaila,  from  dosigoa 
by  the  Belgian  artists  Heudricki,  Verbeyden,  Halninan,  and  Wan- 
ters.  —  Opposite  the  theatre  is  the  Foat  and  Telegraph  OfHos 
(PL  D,  2,  3),  erected  in  1885-92  from  designs  by  Dt  Otirtt.  The 
varlona  rooms  tor  the  pnblic  postal  business  are  in  the  centre  of  the 
gronndfloor;  to  the  right  aie  tiie  telegrapli  and  telephone  offloea. 

From  the  Place  de  la  Monnaie  the  Rue  des  Pripiers  leads  to  the 
8.  to  the  Marche  anx  Poulets  (p.  110]  and  the  Exchange  (p.  116), 
while  the  Bue  de  TEveqae  and  the  Rne  Foss  j'anx-Loups  run  to 
theW.  to  the  BoulBTsrd  Anspach  and  the  Place  de  Bronokere  (p.  116). 
The  boay  Kub  Nbdtb  (PI.  D,  2),  one  of  the  chief  arteries  of  Brus- 
selB ,  leads  towards  the  N.  in  a  straight  direction  to  the  Station  du 
Nord,  In  this  street,  to  the  right,  la  the  Oalerit  du  Commeree 
(PI.  D,  2),  ■  glass  arcade,  BimUsr  to  the  Qaleries  St.  Hubert  (b8o 
above)^  to  llie  left  is  the  Paiiage  du  Nord,  leading  to  the  Boul.  du 
Hard  (p.  116]  and  containing  a  hall  for  theatrical  peiformanoeB. 

Turning  to  the  left  at  the  end  of  the  Qalerie  da  Commerce,  or 
fotlowiug  the  Bve  Neure  and  then  the  Rue  St.  Mlobel  to  the  right, 
we  teach  the  Place  dra  Martyn,  laid  out  in  1776  by  Pisco  and  form- 
erly called  Place  St.  Michel.  In  the  centre  of  this  riaea  the  liar- 
tyra'  Monument  (PI.  D,  2),  by  W.  Getft,  erected  in  1838  to  the 
memory  of  the  Belgiana  who  fell  in  1830,  white  fighting  against  the 
Duteh  (see  p.  86).  It  Uifilodes  a  statue  of  liberated  Belgium,  sev- 
eral reliefs  in  marble,  and  tablets  recording  the  names  of  the  'mar- 
tyca',  446  in  number.  At  the  sides  are  two  sonaller  monuments  t 
to  the  N,  a  huat  of  Jfnnrval,  authot  of  the  'Brabainfoima',  the  Belgian 
national  anthem;  to  the  S.  sn  obeliek  with  a  medallion  of  Count 
^fd.  til  Ulrodt  (p.  89),  by  P.  Dubois  atii,  ft.  iot  ft.BN<t\^ft. 

Belgium  and  Hulland.    laihKAW.  %  ■ 
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About  150  yds.  above  the  Galeries  St  Hubert  (p.  113),  in  the 
Hue  de  la  Madeleine,  and  also  in  the  Rue  Daquesnoy  and  Rue 
St.  Jean,  are  entrances  to  the  Marehi  de  la  Madeleine  (PI.  D,  4),  an 
extensive  market  for  fruit,  vegetables,  and  poultry,  erected  by  Cluy" 
senaar  in  1848.  Owing  to  the  different  levels  of  the  above-named 
streets  the  market  has  two  stories.  —  The  adjacent  OaUrie  Bortier 
contains  numerous  shops  of  dealers  in  second-hand  books. 

Between  the  Rue  de  la  Madeleine  and  the  Montagne  de  laCour, 
the  Rue  de  I'Empercur  (see  below)  diverges  to  the  S.W.,  the  Rue 
Gantcrsteen  to  the  N.E.  The  latter  (called  farther  on  the  Rue  de 
rimp^ratrice)  leads  to  the  University  (PI.  D,  4),  established  in  the 
old  palace  of  Cardinal  Granvella  (p.  xix).  It  was  founded  by  the 
leaders  of  the  liberal  party  in  1834,  as  a  rival  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
University  of  Lou  vain  (p.  219),  and  comprises  faculties  of  philo- 
sophy, the  exact  sciences,  jurisprudence,  and  medicine.  The  Ecole 
Poly  technique,  founded  in  1873,  embraces  six  departments :  mining, 
metallurgy,  practical  chemistry,  civil  and  mechanical  engineering, 
and  architecture.  The  number  of  students  Is  upwards  of  1600.  The 
court  is  adorned  with  a  Statue  of  Verhaegen  (d.  1862),  one  of  the 
founders,  by  W.  Geefs. 

The  S.  wing  of  the  university  abuts  on  the  Rue  des  Sols,  the  S.  side 
of  which,  as  far  as  the  Bue  Coudenberg  (p.  110),  is  now  being  rebuilt.  In 
the  Rue  Terarken  (PI.  E,  4),  which  continues  the  Bue  des  Sols  to  the  E.,  is 
the  Gothic  Ravenstein  Mansion^  erected  about  the  middle  of  the  15th  cent,  for 
Count  Adolph  of  Cleves  and  since  1900  the  property  of  the  town  of  Brussels ', 
it  should  be  noticed  as  one  of  the  few  remaining  antique  private  buildings 
in  Brussels  (pp.  84,  85).  The  interior  (restored  in  1893)  is  now  occupied 
by  the  SocUti  O^n&rale  cTArchiologie  and  other  societies.  The  entrance  is 
near  the  top  of  the  Bue  Ravenstein  (PI.  1),  4),  a  street  with  steps,  ascend- 
ing to  the  Bue  Coudenberg  and  the  Montague  de  la  Cour. 

The  above-mentioned  Rue  de  TEmpereur  (Keyzerstraat)  leads 
to  the  Place  de  la  Justice  (PI.  D,  4),  with  the  marble  statue  of 
Alex.  Oendebien  (1789-1869),  a  member  of  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment of  1850. 

Thence  the  Rue  d'Or  and  Rue  Steenpoort  lead  to  the  S.W.  to  the 
Place  db  la  Chapbllb  (PI.  C,  D,  4),  in  which,  on  the  right,  rises 
the  Gothic  church  of  — 

Notre  Dame  de  la  Chapelle,  begun  in  1216  on  the  site  of  an 

earlier  chapel.    The  choir  and  transept  date  from  the  middle  of  the 

13th  cent.,  the  nave  was  completed  in  1483,   and  the  W.  tower  at 

the  end  of  the  17th  century. 

Imtebiob  (concierge,  Bue  des  Ursulines  22).  To  the  left  of  the  main 
entrance  is  a  marble  monument  to  A.  C.  Lens  (1739-1822),  the  painter,  on 
which  he  is  styled  ^r^gendrateur  de  la  pelnture  en  Belgique  et  parfait 
chretien\  —  In  the  Aisles  are  oil-paictings  (14  Stations  of  the  Cross)  by 
/.  B.  van  Eyclcen  (1844-46).  In  the  2nd  Chapel  of  the  S.  aisle :  Q.  de  Grayer^ 
Christ  appearing  to  Mary  Magdalen.  4th  Chap.  Tomb  of  the  painter 
P.  Brueghel  the  Elder  (d.  1569).  The  stained  glass  in  the  6th  and  5(h 
chapels,  with  scenes  from  the  life  of  the  Virgin,  is  by  J,  van  der  Poort^n 
/J8D7J.  The  three  adjoining  pillars  bear  the  remains  of  freacoes  of  the 
//^/A  ceijf.  (saints).  —  The  Choib  has  been  Aecotaied  "wUli  fine  polychrome 
painiiaga  by  CAarle- Albert.

.  Tlie  Inner  Bonlevards  and  Western  F*rt  of  the  Xowei  Town, 

An  enttiuly  modern  feature  in  the  lower  part  nf  tile  olty  is 
faimed  by  the  "Inner  BDulevord.!  (^Pl.  B,  G,D,  2-5;  traiuwaya,  Boo 
pp.  79,  80),  which  lie  to  the  W.  of  the  Kue  Neuve  and  the  Plnce  du 
In  Mvnnaio,  and  extend  from  the  Boulevard  du  Midi  (^near  the  Sl«~ 
tloQ  do  Midi}  to  the  Boulevard  d'Anuera  and  Boulevard  du  Jsidla 
Botaniqne  [near  the  Station  dn  Nord),  partly  built  over  the  Senne, 
and  Intflitecting  the  whole  town.  The  conitiuotion  o(  tha  street, 
and  tbe  covering  in  of  the  bed  of  the  Senne  fors  distaocBoI  I'/gM., 
were  carried  out  by  an  Engiiah  company  In  1667-Tl.  Tbe  nnmre 
of  the  boulevaida  are  BoulCBard  du  Sard,  Boulevard  de  laSennt, 
Bouievatd  Anipaeh,  and  BouleBord  du  Hainaul.  The  variety  of  the 
liandsDma  bnildingt  with  which  they  are  flanked  U  in  great  a 
owing  lo  an  offer  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  premiume  for  tk^

The  BocLETUtu  iiv  Nobu  (PI.  D,  2)  and  the  Souhniard  de  lul 
Semu  (PI.  D,  2]  meet  at  the  large  Place  db  Bsouctiebs  [PI.  D,  2), 
hers  a  large  fountain  was  erected  iu  1 897  in  memory  of  tho  Burgo'- 
aettr  AnapacA  (d.  1S7S],  one  uf  the  chief  tironioteis  nf  the  bunlo- 
jpde,  The  tall  and  narrow  hdusu,  to  the  left,  Boulevard  du  Nerd  1, 
If  tbe  Pasaage  da  Nord  (p.  113),  boilt  liy  Beyaert  iu  1874,  teisawsi 
'le  first  prtte  iu  tho  «bove-nsi!iie<i  oompetitvon.  K  Ve™  ■^mwaVmS 
piiWielai^e  Hotel  sn-1  CaK  MeWo^oU  (j!.lt\  — ■^o-'O.'a 
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Rue  des  Angnstins  (PI.  D,  2),  to  tlie  W.,  is  the  Musis  Gommxboiaii 
]>E  l'Etat,  or  Byka-Handels- Museum  J  instituted  in  1880  for  the  en- 
couragement of  Belgian  commeroe,  containing  a  library  with  reading- 
room,  collections  of  foreign  manufactures,  and  an  office  for  inlbrma- 
tion  (adm.,  see  p.  82). 

The  S.  continuation  of  the  two  boulcTards  just  mentioned  is 
formed  by  the  Boulbvard  Ansfach  (PI.  C,  D,  3),  with  tempting 
shops  and  several  large  caftfs  and  'tavernes',  one  of  the  centres  of 
public  life  in  Brussels  and  generally  crowded  in  the  eyening. 

In  the  centre  of  the  Boulevard  Auspach,  between  it  and  the  Rue 
du  Midi,  rises  the  ^Exchange  (^Bourse  de  Commerce ;  PI.  G,  3),  an 
imposing  edifice  in  the  Louis  XIV.  style,  built  in  1874  from  designs 
by  L.  Suys  jr.  Its  exterior  shows  an  almost  excessiye  richness  of 
ornamentation,  but  has  been  sadly  disfigured  by  the  application  of 
a  coat  of  paint,  necessitated  by  the  friable  nature  of  the  stone.  The 
principal  facade  is  embellished  with  a  Corinthian  colonnade,  to  which 
a  broad  flight  of  steps  ascends.  On  each  side  is  an  allegorical  group 
by  J.  Jaquet.  The  reliefs  in  the  tympanum,  also  by  Jaquet,  represent 
Belgium  with  Commerce  and  Industry.  The  two  stories  of  the  build- 
ing are  connected  by  means  of  Corinthian  pilasters  and  columns. 
Around  thebuUding,  above  the  cornice,  runs  an  attic  story,  embellished 
with  dwarfed  Ionic  columns.  The  effect  is  materially  enhanced  by 
means  of  numerous  sculptures.  The  principal  hall,  unlike  that  of 
most  buildings  of  the  kind,  is  cruciform  (140  ft.  by  120  ft.),  and 
covered  with  a  low  dome  (about  150  ft.  high)  in  the  centre,  borne 
by  twenty-eight  columns.  Two  marble  staircases  ascend  to  the  gallery, 
which  affords  a  survey  of  the  principal  hall,  and  to  the  other  apart- 
ments on  the  upper  floor.  The  building,  the  cost  of  which  amounted 
to  4  million  francs,  is  already  quite  insufficient  for  its  purposes  (there 
are  upwards  of  850  'agents  de  change'),  and  part  of  its  business  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Marchtf  de  la  Madeleine  (p.  114).  The  space 
reserved  for  visitors  is  very  small,  and  it  is  often  difficult  to  get  in 
during  business-hours  (12-3). 

A  little  to  the  W.  of  the  Exchange,  in  the  Place  St.  G^ry(Pl.  C,  3), 
is  a  Market^  in  the  Flemish  style.  It  contains  a  Renaissance  fountain 
from  the  Abbey  of  Grimbergen  (p.  124). 

In  the  Boulevard  du  Hainaut  ,  to  the  right,  is  the  Place  An- 
neossens  (PI.  0,  4),  vrlth  the  monument  of  the  civic  hero  Frans 
Anneessena  (p.  115),  by  Vin^otte,  erected  in  1889.  Behind  is  a 
School  in  the  Flemish  style,  hy  Janlet.  —  The  Rue  de  Tournai, 
diverging  here  to  the  S.E.,  leads  to  the  Place  Rouppe  (PI.  C,  4),  in 
which  a  monumental  fountain,  by  Fraikin,  commemorates  Burgo- 
master Rouppe  (d.  1838).  A  little  to  the  N.E.,  in  the  Rue  du  Midi, 
is  the  Acadimie  RoycUe  dea  Beaux- Arts  (PI.  0,  4),  the  director  of 
which  is  C.  van  der  Stappen,  the  sculptor.  —  The  Boulevard  du 
Bainaut  ends  on  the  8.  at  the  Boulevard  du  Midi  (p.  117). 

In  the  W.  Part  of  the  Lo'^'euTo'wn,  aX.  tlife  ew^^ii  ^^l^^\yft 
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Gtftcy  mid  near  tho  Bauleiard  Aospsnli,  ue  the  Ilalla  Centralet 
l^Pl.

Beyond  the  Hallfls  lUea  the  Chvrth  of  SI.  Catharine  (PI.  15;  0,2'), 
designed  by  Potlaert  (p.  S2),  in  a  mixture  of  the  Bomaneeque  and 
ItenaiaaAnue  stylee.  It  oontnins  paiutlngs  hy  De  Grayer  and  Vienliia, 
an  AiBomptlon  ascribed  to  Bubens,  and  ethot  walks  tnai  the  old 
church  which  stood  on  the  same  spot  and  of  wbicti  the  tower  to  the 
9.  of  the  presrnt  tirade  is  a  relic.  —  The  Toat  Noire  (Pl.TN;  0,2), 
tQ  the  E.  of  the  choir,  and  near  the  Rae  de  Laekeu,  in  u  fragment 
of  the  did  town  fortifications;  it  was  restored  in  1895  (adm.  lQ-1; 
2fl  0.).  —  To  the  N.  of  the  charoh  la  ike  Flth  Market  (Vl.  C,  2].  The 
baabeta  of  Seh  arriving  freah  from  the  sea  are  sold.hece  by  auction  ta 
retaIl-dcalera(comp.  pp.13, 14}.  Tike  aactioneer  uaeaaciiiiouB  inix- 
ture  of  French  and  Flemiah,  the  tens  being  named  In  Fieocii  and 
all  intermediate  numbers  in  FlemiBh.  —  In  the  new  Grain  Market 
fpl.  0,  2)  is  a  marblo  itatne  or  tlie  natmaliat  J.  B.  uun  Belmont 
(1577-1644),  by  G.  van  der  Linden  (1889). 

To  theW.of  theabove-mentionadBaedeLaeken  lies  tbe*EBliia 
da  Bignlnage  (PI,  G,  2^,  orestod  in  1657-76  in  the  baroque  style 
by  L,  Foid'herbe  [!),  on  tbc  site  of  a  prayious  Bumanesqua  cburch. 
H  has  sti  imposing  l'ai;ade  aud  a  pentagonal  tuwoi  huhiud  the  choir- 
apse.  Ill  the  gpaciOQS  interior  are  a  coIobssI  statue  of  John  the 
Hapliat  by  Puyenbrode  and  paintings  by  Otho  I'ueniu],  De  O'ai/tr, 
Van  Xeon,  and  others.  —  To  the  left,  at  the  N.  end  of  the  Kue  de 
Laetcn,  near  the  Boulevard  d' An  vers  (aee  below},  tiaea  the  FLBmaH 
Tbbatob^PI.  1>,  1},  built  by  J,  Baet,  with  iron  flre'escape  galierier. 
all  round  it,  and  a  handsonie  Coyer  in  tho  Flemish  style. 


The  Lower  BoHleTftrdafPl.C,!!,  1-6;  tramways,  see  p;^ 
OD  the  W.  side  of  the  old  town,  cannot  vie  wit&  the  faahionabia 
iippct  boulevards  (p.  107).  The  BouTiBvabii  ii'Anvbus  [PI.  C,  1), 
the  N.W.  continuation  of  the  Boulevard  du  Jardin  Botaniqne,  ends 
at  the  Basiln  dv  Commerce,  which  is  connected  with  the  Rupel 
tp.  74)  and  the  ScbeMt  by  the  Willebroeck  Canal,  oicavated  in 
15&0-61,  and  with  the  Sambre  at  Oiarleroi  by  another  canal,  47  M. 
long,  coDstmctcd  in  1832.  —  Beyond  the  Pont  Leopold,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Boulevard  de  I'Entrepot,  lies  the  EnWep&t  Boyat 
[PI.  C,  1),  with  bonded  warehouses  and  customs  offices.  Fartbor  on 
Is  the  taatefnl  Ctatme  du  PetU-Ch3Uaii,  in  the  Tiidor  style.  —  To 
theS.  are  the.,4&a(rDfM[slaughter-li.auieB;P1.lt,  3),  built  in  1840, 
in  the  boulevard  at  the  same  name. 

To  the  loft  111  the  BoDLBVABB  uv  Miui[Pl.  B,4-6j,  or  Zuldlaan, 
stands  the  Ecole  Vltirinaire  [PI.  B,  5).  Farther  on,  opposite  tbc  Oart 
'uMidI  [p.  76),  thysouleyard  dn  Haioaut  (p.  116'i  wii  ■Cai  ViSa 

Upe  du  Midi,  or  Zuiaerdteef,  di-VBrgBl(ifl\e\feU.  ■^.e.v-s'tftn.'Oa- 
-"  '  itdv  Midi,  mainly  littoni^ci  Im  wJasuvA-?-"^' 
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At  the  S.  end  of  this  bonlevard,  near  the  Porte  de  Hal  (p.  109), 
Is  the  CiU  Fontainas  (PI.  B,  6),  an  asylnm  for  aged  teachers  of  both 
sexes.  Opposite,  on  the  left,  near  the  Rue  Blaes  (p.  115),  stands 
the  Blind  Asylum  ^  Orphanage  (PI.  0,  6),  a  brick  building  with  a 
clock-tower,  designed  by  Cluysenaar  (1858). 

f.  The  SnbnrbB  and  the  New  Quarters  to  the  East. 

In  the  Rue  Royale,  opposite  the  Botanic  Garden  (p  108),  in  the 
N.  suburb  of  8U  Josse  ten  NoodCy  is  the  Jesuit  Church  (PI.  F,  2), 
built  by  Parot  in  the  early-Gothic  style.  —  At  the  N.  end  of  the  Rue 
Royale  rises  the  church  of  Stb.  Makib  db  Schabbbbbk  (PI.  F,  1), 
an  octagonal  edifice  with  a  dome,  built  in  1844  from  plans  by  Van 
Overstraeten.  In  the  Place  Colignon,  to  the  N.,  is  the  Maison  Com- 
munale  of  Schaerbeek,  in  the  Flemish  style,  from  designs  by  Van 
Ysendyck. 

Tothe  E.  of  the  Boulevard  du  Regent  (p.  108),  and  to  the  S.E.  of 
St.  Josse  ten  Noode,  lies  the  modern  and  handsome,  but  somewhat 
monotonous  Quartier  L^opoldy  largely  inhabited  by  foreigners.  Here 
rises  the  church  of  8t.  Joseph  (PI.  F,  4),  a  Renaissance  building  of 
1849,  by  the  elder  Suys.  The  facade  and  conspicuous  towers  are 
constructed  of  blue  limestone.  The  altar-piece  is  a  Flight  into  Egypt 
by  Wiertz.  In  the  square  in  front  of  the  church  is  a  statue  of  Frlre- 
Orhan  (1812-95),  the  statesman,  by  Samuel  (1900). 

Froia  the  N.E.  corner  of  the  Park  (p.  86)  the  wide  Rue  de  la 
Loi  (PI.  F,  G,  4;  tramway,  p.  80)  leads  in  20  min.  to  the  Bond 
Point,  a  circular  space  with  gardens,  and  thence  to  the  Pare  du 
Cinquantenaire^  74  acres  in  extent  (see  Map,  p.  124).  This  was 
the  scene  of  the  exhibitions  of  1880  and  1897.  Straight  in  front 
rises  the  — 

Palais  du  Cinquantenaire,  built  in  1879  by  Bordiau,  and  con- 
sisting of  two  rectangular  edifices,  which  are  united  by  means  of 
a  crescent-shaped  colonnade  with  a  lofty  triumphal  arch  in  the 
middle.  The  S.  block  is  used  at  present  for  meetings,  etc.  (*Salle 
des  Fetes') ;  the  N.  block,  to  the  left  as  we  approach  from  the  Rond 
Point,  accommodates  the  — 

'^Husies  Boyaux  des  Arts  Dicoratifs  etIndii8tTielB(adm.,  see 
p.  82).  This  museum  embraces  a  collection  of  plaster-casts  and  of 
copies  of  paintings,  and  a  somewhat  miscellaneous  array  of  an- 
tiquities and  works  of  industrial  art.  The  latter  collections  are  to 
be  transfened  to  a  more  accessible  building  in  the  upper  town. 

We  first  enter  the  Main  Hall,  containing  casts  of  ancient  and 
modern  works  of  art.  Specially  noteworthy  are  the  reproductions 
of  mcdiffival  and  Renaissance  sculptures  from  Bruges,  Oudenaarde, 
L^au,  Hal,  Louvain,  and  other  Flemish  towns ^ 

Straight  on  is  the  semicircular  Gentbal  Building,  in  the 
outer  (left)  gallery  of  which  are  plastei-c>atsV.s,  wumetous  copies  of

—  The  desk-cases  at  the  end  of  the  room  contain  a  valuable  eolleetion  of 
specimens  of  marble.  —  We  return  to  the  — 

Laboe  Booif.  Next  to  the  Prankish  antiquities  (p.  IIQ)  comet  the 
Mediaeval  and  Modern  Section.  Tables  with  seaJs  and  impressions;  ancient 
weights  and  measures. 

Two  cases  with  Ivory  Carvings.  To  the  left  (Gab.  42):  Reliquary  shaped 
like  a  Bomanesque  church  (from  the  Rhine i  12th  cent.);  elephant's  tiuk 
with  Romanesque  gold  mounting  (German,  12th  centO;  large  diptych 
(8th  cent.);  two  figures  of  the  Madonna  (French,  ca.  13()(f);  Romanesque 
and  Gothic  book -covers  (ll-15th  cent.);  combs.  To  the  right  (Gab.  4B): 
Goblets  with  very  fine  Renaissance  reliefs;  goblet  with  relief  of  the  birth 
of  Venus  (Dutch,  17th  cent.);  high-relief  of  the  Graces,  in  the  style  of 
Oerard  ^van  Opstal  (i7th  cent.);  portrait  of  ^Juana  de  Pemestan^  (16th 
cent).  —  Among  the  Tctpestries  is  (to  the  right)  a  celebrated  Brussels 
specimen  (early  16th  cent.),  with  the  Descent  from  the  Cross,  Entombment, 
and  Christ  in  Purgatory. 

Three  cabinets  with  EedesiastictU  Articles.  In  the  middle  (Gab.  44); 
*Head  of  Pope  St.  Alexander  (d.  1117),  in  silver,  from  Stavelot  (ca.  1145). 

—  "^Small  portable  altar  from  Stavelot,  with  figures  and  reliefs  in  enamel 
(12th  cent.).  —  To  the  right  (Cab.  45) :  Romanesque  and  Gothic  reliquaries 
(12-14th  cent.).  —  To  the  left  (Cab.  48) :  Processional  crosses,  enamelled  and 
set  with  jewels  (12-16th  cent.);  Cross  in  rock-crvstal  with  ivory  figures  (Ger- 
man, 17th  cent.) ;  cups ;  monstrances.  —  Cabinet  48  contains  valuable  Watches  A 
Appendages  of  the  13-i8th  cent.;  Cab.  49.  Watch-cocks  (18-19th  cent.).  — 
The  following  large  case  (No.  47)  contains  Goldsmith's  Work:  Limoges  enamel 
(13-14th  cent.);  bishop''s  crosier  (18th  cent.);  large  flat  dishes  with  beaten 
reliefs  (17th  cent.) ;  goblets ;  ostrich-eggs  in  a  costly  setting  (16-17th  cent.) ; 
crown  with  gems  (14th  cent.):  insignia  of  the  presidents  of  a  guild.  In 
the  wall-cases  to  the  left :  articles  in  wrought  iron ;  tin  dishes  and  vessels 
of  German,  French,  and  Belgian  workmanship ;  medieeval  aquamanilia  and 
other  bronzes ;  censers ;  bells ;  leather- work.  Carvings  in  wood  and  alabaster. 

In  the  middle  of  the  room :  Three  Gothic  Choir  Desks^  in  metal  (Ifith 
cent.);  Romanesque  Font^  east  in  bronze  (1149),  with  noteworthy  figures- in 
high  relief,  from  the  church  of  St.  Germain,  at  Tirlemont;  four  stone  Fonts 
in  the  Romanesque  style  (12th  cent.)  and  one  in  the  Gothic  style  (15th  cent.).

Dresden  and 
Frankenthal  Porcelain.  —  On  the  left  wall:  Relief  in  Terracotta^  Virgin 
with  saints,  in  the  style  uf  the  Delia  Robbia ;  fayence  plaques ;  votive  reliefs. 

—  Opposite,  on  the  right  side  of  the  room,  is  a  Gothic  AUar  in  carved 
wood,  painted  and  gilded,  with  scenes  from  the  life  of  Christ  (Antwerp 
school,  16th  cent.) ;  small  Flemish  Private  Altar  of  1535.

Battle  Field  of  Waterloo. 

35  M.  Railway  in  1V4-2  hrs.  (fares  3  fr.  60,2  fp.  15  c).  —  Pending  the 
completion  of  the  electric  tramway  Xo.  5  (p.  80),  this  line  affords  a  con- 
venient ronte  to  the  Field  of  Waterloo,  especially  for  a  single  ttayeller. 
Those  who  merely  desire  a  general  view  of  the  battlefield  shonld  take 
the  train  to  Braine  VAlleud  (12  M.,  in  26-46  min.;  fares  1  fr.  25,  75  c), 
whence  the  Hill  of  the  Lion  is  V/2  M.  distant.  Omnibus  (50  c.  i  in  20  min.) 
or  steam-tramway  (see  below)  from  Braine  TAlleud  to  the  (iVs  M.)  Hill 
of  the  Lion  and  back  (preferable  to  walking,  as  the  traveller  thus  escapes 
the  importunity  of  beggars  and  guides).  The  walk  described  below,  from 
Waterloo  to  JWont  St.  Jean,  La  Haye  Sainte,  La  Belle  Alliance,  Plancenoit,  and 
back  by  Bougomont  and  the  Lion  Hill  to  Braine  VAlleud,  in  all  7-8  M.,  is, 
however,  far  more  interesting.  If  the  walk  be  prolonged  from  Plancenoit 
to  the  S.  to  Genappe,  the  whole  distance  will  be  about  12  M.  The  steam- 
tramway  from  Braine  TAlleud  to  Wavre,  which  has  stations  at  Merbraine, 
the  Lion  Hill,  Gordon  Monument,  Belle- Alliance,  and  the  Prussian  Monu- 
ment, affords  opportunities  of  shortening  the  walk.  There  is  also  a  steam- 
tramway  from  Waterloo  to  Mont  St.  Jean  and  the  Gordon  Monument.  — 
A  coach  leaves  Brussels  daily  (except  Sundays)  between  9  and  10  a.m.  for 
Waterloo,  allowing  2-3  hrs.  to  visit  the  battlefield,  and  arrives  again  in 
Brussels  about  5  p.m.  (drive  of  2  hrs. ;  return-fare  7  fr).  It  starts  from  the 
Place  Royale  and  calls  at  the  principal  hotels  in  the  upper  t  -wn.  One-horse 
carriage  from  Brussels  to  Waterloo,  20  fr.  *,  two-horse,  30  fr. 

The  train  starts  from  tlie  Station  du  Midi  at  Brussels  (p.  75), 
and  traverses  a  pleasant  country,  passing  numerous  villas.  The 
stations  of  Forest,  Vcele-Stalle,  Ucele^Calevoet,  Linkebeek,  and  Rhode- 
Saint-Oenlse  are  unimportant. 

10  M.  Waterloo,  celebrated  for  the  great  hattle  of  18th  June, 
1815,  and  the  headquarters  of  the  Dnke  of  Wellington  from  17th 
to  19th  June.  The  village  lies  on  the  Brussels  and  Charleroi  road, 
3/4  M.  from  the  station.  The  church  (restored  in  1856)  contains 
Wellington's  bust,  by  Oeefs,  and  numerous  marble  slabs  to  the 
memory  of  English  ofttcers.  One  tablet  is  dedicated  to  the  officers 
of  the  Highland  regiments,  and  a  few  others  to  Dutch  officers. 

The  garden  of  a  peasant  (a  few  paces  to  the  X.  of  the  church)  contains 
an  absurd  monument  to  the  leg  of  the  Marquis  of  Anglesea  (d.  1864),  then 
Lord  Uxbridge,  the  commander  of  the  British  cavalry,  who  underwent  the 
amputation  immediately  after  the  battle.  The  monument  bears  an  appro- 
priate epitaph,  and  is  shaded  by  a  weeping  willow. 

Battle  Field.  A  visit  to  Mont  St.  Jean,  the  two  monuments  on 

the  battlefield,  the  Lion,  and  the  farms  of  La  Haye  Sainte  and 

Hougomont,  occupies  2  hrs. ;  to  La  Belle  Alliance  and  Plancenoit 

2  hrs.  more.  The  traveller  will,  however,  obtain  a  general  survey  of 

the  field  during  the  first  2  hours. 

Guides.    The  annexed  plan  and  the  following  brief  sketch  of  the  battle 
fvJJJ  enable  the  visitor  to  form  a  distinct  conception  of  the  positions  occu- 
jf/ed  by  the  respective  armies  without  the  services  of  a  guide.    The  usual

About  helfway  [o  Moot  St.  J&an ,  wlilnli  Ib  about  2  M.  from 
Wsteiloo,  it  (be  foODoiuflnt  of  Cnl.  SUUea,  situatud  behind  a  hrui- 
houBB  on  the  right,  «nd  not  visible  from  the  road.  Tlie  road  10  the 
laft  leaiif  to  (he  loytl  nhateiu  of  Tecvueion  (p.  125),  that  to  the 
right  to  Biaiae  ie  OhiCBHU. 

Tlie  road  front  Wale clao  to  Hwt  St-  I«ui  CpF-  1'^,  1'2T)  is  hocder- 
ed  by  an  alotoat  uninterrupted  eucuesBiuD  of  houses.  At  the  village, 
as  already  rauiarked,  the  road  to  Nivalles  diverges  to  the  right  (ram 
that  (a  Namur.  To  tbe  right  <.nd  left,  iniinedi«(ely  beyond  the  last 
houaea,  are  depreBsiona  in  the  ground  where  the  Britisli  raaetvas 
were  stationed. 

Abont  '/a  M.  beyond  the  villa-ga  we  neit  rssoh  n  bye-road, 
wUch  intersecCB  the  highroad  at  a  right  angle ,  leading  to  the  left 
to  Popelotto  and  Wevre,  and  to  the  right  [o  Braine  I'Alleud.  Here, 
at  the  DOmer  (o  (he  right,  once  sCooit  an  plm,  nnder  which  the  Duke 
uf  Welllngtoa  fi  said  to  have  remained  during  (he  greater  part  ot 
the  battle.  The  atory,  however,  la  unfounded,  as  It  is  well  Icnown 
that  the  Duke  was  almoat  ubiquitous  on  that  memorable  ooension. 
The  tree  haa  loug  siuce  disappeared  Under  the  knives  of  credulous 
rello-hnnlsta.

About  1/4  M.  to  (he  light  tIbbs  the  Itonnd  of  tka  B«Igiui  Lion, 
200  (t,  ill  height,  thtowQ  op  on  the  spot  -whure  the  Frinoe  of 
Oiaage  was  nOandsd  in  the  battle.  The  Ilea  was  caat  Iiy  Cockerlll 
of  LlSge  (j>.  233),  with  the  metal  of  csptnied  French  caaaoo,  ind 
is  Bsid  to  weigh  28  tons.  The  Freush  eoldiera,  on  theii  march  to 
Antwerp  in  1832,  hacked  off  part  ot  the  tail,  bnt  Marahitl  QSiaxA 
protected  the  monument  from  farther  injury.  The  mound  commaodB 
the  bestBarvey  ot  the  bittlefleid,  und  the  traTcUer  who  la  furnished 
with  the  plan  and  Che  sketch  of  the  battle,  and  has  consulted  the 
maps  at  the  HStel  du  Musfe,  will  here  be  eoahled  ta  form  in  idea  of 
the  progreas  of  the  Oght.  The  range  of  helghla  which  extends  past 
the  mound,  to  Smohain  on  the  E.  »nd  to  Merbraint  on  IheW.,  waa 
occupied  by  the  flist  line  of  the  Allies.  As  the  creat  of  theae 
heights  is  but  narrow,  the  second  line  was  enabled  te  ocoupy  a  shel- 
tered and  advantageous  position  on  the  northern  slopes,  concealed 
from  the  eye  of  their  enemy.  The  whole  line  was  abont  I'/i  ti. 
in  length,  forming  a  semioiiolo  eotresponding  to  the  form  of  the 
hills.  The  centre  lay  between  the  mound  and  the  HanOTerlan  mon- 

The  chain  of  heights  Decupled  hy  the  Freneh  is  1  M,  distant, 
and  separated  from  the  Allied  position  by  a  shallow  intervenlDg 
valley,  leross  which  the  French  columns  advanced  without  manteu- 
verlng,  being  however  invariably  driven  back.  The  Allied  uentte 
was  protected  by  the  farm  of  La  H&je  Bainte,  situated  on  the  right 
of  the  read,  about  100  paces  from  the  two  monument!.  It  waa 
defended  with  heroic  courage  by  a  light  battalion  of  the  German 
Legion,  commanded  by  Major  von  Baring,  whose  narrative  la  ex- 
tramely  Interesting. 

After  giving  a  miante  dBACripUao  of  the  locality  and  the  dlipoiillDB  of 

cusfuJJy  warded  off  by  hii  little  euriaon^  apd  his  Own  luleiue  eioltement 
and  dtstreis  oo  nDdlne  that  thelc  slock  oF  ammoiiitiati  wu  neerlf 
oipSBded.  Tbea  cune  the  terrible  catutnphe  of  Ike  bulldlagi  taking 
lire,  which  tho  gallant  band  ancceaded  in  ektlDEUlabibg  by  pouriag  water 
oil  It  from  tbclr  camp.ketUu,  allhoueh  not  without  the  gacrOice  of  teveial 
more  prflofnns  lives.  "Many  of  my  men",  ho  contlnuea,  "illliough 
covered  with  wound),  eonld  nol  bs  induced  to  keep  back.  >Ai  long  u 
our  ofBcera  flekt,  and  we  un  aland ',  was  tbeir  invariable  answer,  'we

Ho  had  leaeived  two  severe  wounds  do  llie  bead,  and  iDoreoveihad  inUl 
pooket  a  pnrscfiil  ot  cold  which  ba  had  taken  from  a  FreDch  officer, 
Allka  rcKtcdlesa  of  bii  wonndl  and  bin  prlie,  be  gtnod  at  ■  small  sllte- 
door  of  OiB  bars,  whenee  lie  could  command  wilb  bis  rills  (he  groat  en-

Several 
were  shot  here,  and  others  tlirowii  into  the  kilohen-well,  wheto 
their  bodies  were  found  afti>r  the  battle.  An  iron  tablet  bears  an 
inscription  to  the  memory  of  the  officera  and  privates  who  fell  In 
the  defence  of  the  house. 

Farther  to  the  E.  are  fapttntte,  La  Haj/e,  and  Smohain,  whiuh 
served  as  advanced  works  of  the  Allies  on  their  extreme  left. 
The;  were  defended  by  fjassovians  and  Netherlanden  under  Duke 
Bernhard  of  Saie-Weimar,  but  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  French 
about  hRlf'psst  5  o'clock. 

The  defenders  of  Oonmont,  or  'Hmigcimant,  another  advanced 
work  of  the  Allies,  situated  about  l/jM.  to  the  9.W.  Of  the  Lion. 
were  mora  fortunate.  This  interestini;  spot  fanned  the  key  to  the 
British  position,  and  had  Napoleon  once  gained  possession  of  it,  his 
adTantage  would  have  been  inealcnlable.     The  hQildings  etKl  bea.t

Tbe  ivtwle  was  aurroanded  by  a  strong  wall,  in  vhleh  numeronE 
laop-holeB  had  been  mads  b;  eipresn  orders  of  the  Dake  In  pemin, 
thui  Ii)iiDlng  an  admiiablo  though  diminutive  stronghold.  Notwith- 
•famdlBg  these  advantages,  however,  iU  saccesaful  dalenoe  sgainat 
t1)9  perilsteat  attacks  of  overwhelming  numbers  was  solely  due  to 
the  daring  Intrepidity  of  the  little  garrieon.  Tlie  wood  by  which 
It  WB«  ODce  partly  surrounded  was  almoat  entirely  destroyed  by  the 
cannonade.  The  loap-holea,  as  well  as  tbe  marks  of  (he  bulielg,

BombmU,  PL  4, 
03iOlOBedftonii2to2.30,  and  after  5.30p.m.),  begun  at  the  end 
ef  the  13th  cent.,  completed  in  1313,  but  lo  a  great  euent  TebuUt. 
after  a  fire  in  1342,  In  the  14th  and  loth  cent.,  has  been  the  atchl- 
epi«eopal  metropolitan  ohoich  since  1&60.  It  is  a  crucifDrm  Oothic 
church  "ilh  a  richly-decorated  choir  and  a  huge  unflnlahed  late- 
QotUo  W,  tower  (324  ft.  in  heighti  projected  height  460  ft.).  The 
Ute  of  the  clock  ou  the  tower  U  49  ft.  in  diozueter.  The  chuccb 
wag  almost  entirely  erected  with  money  paid  by  Che  pilgrims  who 
flocked  hither  in  the  14th  and  ITith  caoturies  to  obtain  the  indul- 
ganoes  lasued  by  Pope  Nicholas  V.  Tbe  church  has  undergouB  » 
thorough  leEtoratlou  in  recent  years. 

The  lotaior  (saotistin,  Vj-l  fr.)  hB,s  an  area  of  4650  s^.  yds. ; 
ito  length  is  306  a;  the  nave  li  89  ft.  high  and  40  ft.  wide.  — 
HivB.  The  Fulfil,  carved  in  wood,  like  those  tu  the  prfncipal  Belgian 
churches,  by  Botetutriynt  of  Maliues,  represents  the  GonvBrslon  of 
Bt.Norbert.  Abeve,  St.  John  and  the  women  at  the  foot  of  theCmsl. 
at  tbe  aide,  Adam  and  Eve  and  the  serpent.  By  the  pillars  are  statues 
ot  the  Apostles  [ITlh  cent.).

Btrre]/ni,  Vtrhaghen,  Lena,  and  other  painters  of  tbe  early  part  of 
tbe  Idth  r.entury,  representing  Bcenel  fconi  the  life  of  St.  Kombold. 
In  the  first  eliapel  are  tho  armg  of  the  knights  of  the  Golden  Fleece, 
who  held  a  chapCeihare  in  1191.  TLe  GCihehapel  eontain!  the  altar 
of  St.  EngMbert(d.  1325),  Arthbishop  of  Cologne,  -with  a  chaaad

The  picturesque  Arehlepmopal  Palaee  (_P1.  1  -,  C,  3),  to  the  N.

building  of  1818-33,  in  the  'clasBiciBt'  style.  The  valuable  archives 
are  rarely  shown. 

St.  Jhin  (Fl.  6;  C,  3),  near  the  cithedtal,  boilt  In  1151-8S, 
Is  an  insigniQcant  church,  but  eont&lng  an  interesting  picture  by 
fiuidiH,  a 'Higb-altac-piece  with  wings,  a  large  and  fine  composition, 
one  o[  the  best  of  the  painter's  ceremonial  works  (1617),  On  the 
inside  of  the  wings:  Beheading  of  John  the  Baptist,  and  Martyrdom 
of  St,  John  in  a  caaldrou  of  boiiiog  ail.  Outside:  Baptiatu  of  Christ, 
and  St.  John  in  the  island  of  PatmoB,  writing  the  Apoealypse.  The 
two  latter  are  in  tho  best  style  of  the  master,  who  ceeelTed  1800 
DoxlQS  for  tbem.  Below  is  a  small  Gruclliiioa,  also  ascribed  to 
Bubml.  To  the  left  in  the  choir  la  Christ  on  the  Cross,  by  Ch. 
Wovteri,  1860.  In  the  chapel  on  tlio  left,  Ohiist  and  the  disdples 
atEmmaus,  by  HBrreym.  The  pulpit  in  carved  wood,  by  Vtrbatghen, 
repreients  the  QoodShepberd.  The  bigh-altac  and  nenfeaslouaU  ate 
by  the  same  sculptor.

To  the  N.  of  the  rathediai  ace  situated  the  church  of  St.  Catharfne 
(PI.  5  i  C,  Tl,  with  an  altar-pieoe  by  M.  MaoreeIs(!^,  and  the  ohuioTi 
of  the  Grand  Bigumagc  (P).  3;  B,  2),  boilt  in  1629-47.  The 
latter ,  which  contains  pictures  by  U.  Francboya ,  De  Onyet,  Th. 
Boeyermaus,  and  othere,  is  also  embellished  with  statnes  by  L. 
Fald'herbe  and  an  ivory  cmcifix  by  Unquesnoy  (in  the  aacrlsty). 

The  Bailies  de  Fer  (P).  B,  3 ;  Txeren  Leen],  In  which,  on  the 
tight,  is  the  Mainon  dti  Archtri  of  1728,  leads  frooi  the  Schepenen- 
Huis  (p.  142]  to  the  pictnrea^ua  Qrand  Pont,  the  central  bridge 
over  the  Dyle,  bnilt  in  the  13th  centnry.  —  On  the  Quai  an  8*1 

iPl.  B,  4},  on  the  left  bank,  Bte  several  interesting  houges  of  the 
Btb  oentnry.  Among  tho  most  interesting  of  these  are  Iha  8atm 
.fcm(rio,5},  with  aaen«iB(ajicefa5ade(lf)30-34!  seep.  ilili),Bni- 
belllsbed  with  colnmns  and  archoB,  and  a  hoiiae  near  it  (No.  17], 
with  exquisite  details  In  tho  Franco -Flemish  style  and  also  dattng 
ttom  tbe  IBtb  eeotury.  Between  these  ate  two  other  intureiting  oM 
tlmber-hoaseE  (Nob.  7and8].  —  There  is  also  an  IntetostiUK  timber- 
honse  on  the  Ouai  lux  Aroinos  (No.  23;  PI.

From  the  Grand  Pont  wo  proceed  atraight  on  vii  the  Matiih*  »nx

Our  kiJPwladgB  of  Autweip  DitBiifls  aaltat  bank  is  ths  7th  oan- 
tury.  In  836  it  was  destroyed  by  the  Northuien.  Aftor  about  the 
begiuning  of  the  11th  oent.  Antwerp  appears  u  the  capital  of  a 
miigraviate,  eGtablUhed  to  protect  the  Gerrann  rronlier  iRilnsl  the 
powerful  Oonnts  atFlaadors.  The  moat  celebrated  margrave  of  Ant- 
werp WIS  Bodfroj  dt  BouiUoa.  Its  advantageous  situation  favoured 
the  dsvelopment  of  the  town ;  and  Its  wealth  greatly  iucreaaed  about 
tbe  close  of  the  16th  cant. ,  when  the  silting  up  of  the  Zwyn  tfani- 
feired  the  trade  of  Bruges  hither,  and  when  the  diBCovery  of  the 
new  sea-routes  enabled  the  Metberlauds  to  tnanopolize  a  great  part 
of  the  tranait-ltade  between  Cadii,  Liabon,  and  Central  EumpR. 
Under  the  powerful  protection  of  Emp.  Charles  V.  Antwerp  was 
perhaps  the  most  proEpecons  xnd  wealthy  city  on  the  eoatinent,  sui- 
pasiing  even  Venice  and  Genoa  themselves.  Wbea  at  the  height  of 
its  progperity  it  numbered  125,000  Inhab.  (in  IBeS").  At  that  period 
leasels  from  every  part  of  the  world  lay  in  the  Scheldt,  whUe  a 
hundred  or  more  arrived  and  departed  daily.  The  great  fairs  bold 
here  attracted  mercliants  from  all  parta  of  the  ciyillsed  world.  The 
Ftoientlne  GDicciardlni ,  an  excellent  authority  in  these  matters 
(p.  iIt),  records  that  in  1566  the  spices  and  sugai  imported  bam 
Foitagal  were  valued  at  I1/2  million  dncata  (750,000^.,  an  enormoua 
sum  aocording  to  the  value  of  money  at  that  period],  ailk  and  gold 
embroideries  from  Italy  3  million,  grain  from  theBalUo  I1/2  million, 
French  and  Oeiman  win^  2l/t  milllnii,  aud  tmpoila  from  England 
V2  million  ducats.  Upwards  of  a  thousand  foreign  eommeroial  fimii 
had  ettabllahed  themsalves  at  Antwerp,  and  one  of  the  Fuggers,  the 
merchant'pilnces  of  Augsburg,  died  here  IwviDg  a  fortune  of  over 
2  mUllDn  ducats.  The  Flemish  manufaatures  (carpete,  clothing  itnlft, 
gold  and  silver  warei)  also  en;joyed  a  high  reputation  after  the  begin- 
ning of  the  16(h  cent.,  and  wera  exported  from  Antwerp  to  Arabia, 
Persia,  and  India, 

Antwerp's  decline  began  during  the  reign  of  Philip  II.  The 
terrors  of  the  Inquisition  banished  thousands  of  the  industrious 
citizens,  many  of  »bom  sought  refuge  in  England,  where  they 
ostabliahed  silt-factorles,  and  oontribnled  greatly  to  stimulate 
English  commeri'e.  Fearful  havoc  was  committed  by  the  omel 
Spanish  soldiery  in  1576,  when  the  city  vraa  unscrupulously  pii- 
Itlged,  and  lost  7000  of  its  inhabitants  by  Ore  and  sword ;  it  aftai- 
tirtf  snJTered  seyerely  during  a  siege  of  fouit«eu  montlis  foUowt^^ 
tta  capture  by  Duke  Aleiandet  o(  VnTuift  \.n  V^'SSi ,  -w^eyv  :^H 


populilloii  waa  redticecl  to  85,000;  sncl  In  1589  the  popuktloH  h*d 
futhet  dwindled  to  5D,000.  la  sdditioB  to  these  disasters,  tha 
dCtxeiH  lost  the  gTettei  put  of  theli  Mmmerce,  which  Tell  intc 
the  hands  of  llie  Dutcli  ittei  the  union  of  the  9«vHn  PtovlnaoB, 
whila  the  State  of  WRstphilla  tLntUy  closed  the  Scheldt  against 
sea-going  fUHSBls  Iti  1648,  In  1790  the  population  had  sunk  to 
40,000  aocU.  The  collapse  ot  the  Austrian  sapremuiy  sawthe  dawn 
of  a  hsppier  period.  In  1795  the  Fiench  extorted  from  Holliud  the 
uba&tion  of  the  Scheldt  dues  by  the  Treaty  of  The  Hague.  Napoleon, 
who  reoognined  thi;  stritegii'.al  ImpoTtanoe  of  the  eltuitlon  of  Antwerp, 
caused  a  harbour  and  now  qunya  to  be  nonBttuoted  and  planned  the 
foundation  of  a  new  city  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  bat  the 
wars  in  which  he  was  engaged  prevented  him  from  antiTely  promot- 
ing the  interests  of  commeroe.  In  1811  the  city  was  defended  against 
the  Alliee  hy  Camol,  hot  was  Burcendered  to  the  British  under  Qen. 
Orahom,  and  aficrwsrds  incorporated  with  the  newly -oonatltuted 
kingdom  of  the  Netherlands,  The  prosperity  of  Antwerp  reeeiyed 
<  sew  Impetus  bom  the  trade  wlilch  il  now  carried  on.  with  the 
Uutch  colonies  (in  1830  population  73,500],  hut  it  was  again  ntterly 
mined  by  the  revolution  of  1830,  tn  nhieh  the  oitizeog  participated 
sorely  against  their  will,  and  whloh  diverted  Its  trade  to  Rotterdun 
and  Amsterdam,  In  1630  the  town  was  Occupied  by  the  Belgian 
Insurgents  and  was  bombarded  from  the  oitadel  by  the  Dutch  general 
Cbasef,  who  in  his  tarn  was  besieged  here  hy  the  French  for 
two  months  in  1632.  It  was  msny  years  before  Antwerp  began  to 
reooiar  from  th«e  calsmltlea.  Indeed  the  tide  of  prosperity  did 
not  again  set  In  folly  till  1863,  nhen  the  right  of  levying  nsvigatl«n- 
dues  on  the  Sohaldt,  gfantod  to  Holland  by  the  peace  of  1839,  waa 
commnti^d  for  a  sum  of  36,000,000  fr.,  nne-thlrd  paid  by  Belgium 
and  the  rest  hy  the  other  powets  interested.  Since  that  date,  how- 
ever. Us  commerce  h&a  rapidly  inereased,  and  many  German  and 
other  foreign  merchants  have  settled  here.  In  1840-49  the  port 
was  entered  annually  hy  1514  ohlps  of  !!12,468  Ions'  harden ;  in 
1860-69,  hy  2957  ships  of  823,533  tons ;  in  1870-78,  by  4510  shipa 
of  2,083,616  tons ;  In  1898,  by  5358  ships  of  6,482,043  tons  (4721 
-Btaamers,  63T  Balllng-sbips).  Tn  1864  the  value  of  the  imports  was 
410  million  francs;  In  1897  it  was  about  1556  million  franos;  within 
the  same  ptriod  the  value  of  the  exporta  rose  from  159  million  to 
800  million  francs,  and  that  of  the  tranait-trade  from  76  million  to 
356  million  francs,  in  spite  of  the  competition  of  Dutch  ports,  The 
principal  imports  are  wheat,  coffee,  hops,  tobscoo,  wool,  hides, 
petroleum,  ajid  timber.  The  lanst  Impact&nt  industries  of  the  city 
are  dlamond-euttiiie,  rigar-makiug,  lai*-maltmi{ ,  sugar -refining, 
brewing,  and  distlHing.  Antwerp  is  also  an  emigration -port  of  some 
Impactance  (ca.  17,000  emigrants  In  1898).

Part  of  tlm  en 
pUeed  under  wnter.  Antwerp  it  Inteaded  to  serve  a<  the  leudeiTOua 
of  tlis  BelgUn  srmy.  ahould  It  be  oompelled,  iu  case  of  the  vtolatioa 
of  tbe  neutlality  of  the  ooantry,  to  letiie  before  an  enemy  of  ei 
perioi   force.     It  is  oalcnlated  tliBt  it  would  rei^aiie  an  Bimr  i 
260,000  men  to  besieeo  it  effDCtnally,  and  at  leist  a  year  to  n 
dnce  it  by  starvation.  —  TheremoYAl  of  tlie  old  ramparl.s  ha<  allowed 
the  [owu  tu  expand  to  six  times  Iti  foimer  size  (now  nearly  7sq.H.).

This 
Place,  with  the  streets  leading  to  the  W.  (towards  the  Place  Varte)  sml 
to  the  S.  (RaedeaTauiienra,  p. ISO),  is  the  cMef  uentie  of  bneiiiese  in 
Antwerp,  with  the  principal  restourants,  o»f6B,  and  'taverjiea'.  No.  BO 
in  the  Place,  on  the  8.  side,  is  the  Kotaj,  Palicb,  eteoted  In  1745 
from  plans  by  Van  Bawtekeidt,  tot  Tan  Sosteten,  a  wealthy  cttUen 
of  Antwerp.  No.  52,  a  little  farther  to  the  E.,  is  the  Howe  of 
Rubeni'i  Partnti,  erected  in  1667,  and  rostored  In  1854,  a  rlcUy 
decorated  bnilding  with  a  bust  of  Knbens  on  the  top.  The  only  re- 
maining reliM  of  the  house  which  the  UluatriouB  painter  bnilt  for 
fainiBelfin  IBll,  and  where  be  died  nn  30th  May,  1640,  aie  a  hand- 
some gardea-ponico  and  a  aniDmer>liouse,  now  in  the  garden  of  a 
house  to  the  left  (No.  7)  in  the  nelgtbouring  Kue  Rubeas. 

The  Bne  del  Dome  Mois  (Twaalf-MaandenstTsat)  leads  from  the 
N.  side  of  the  Pla«e  de  Heir  to  the  *SonTie,  ur  Exchange  (PI.  0, 3), 
ereel^  In  1868-72  on  the  site  of  a  line  late-Gothtc  stractate  of  1531 
(by  Dom.  van  Waghemaker,  p.  154),  which  was  the  oldest  onohangs 
in  Europe  but  was  bnrned  down  In  1581  and  in  1858.  The  new 
edlflce,  designed  by  Joi.  Schaddt,  is  in  (he  same  stylo  as  its  pcede- 
oessoT,  but  on  a  mnoh  larger  scale,  and  has  an  entrance  on  each  of 
the  (oat  sides.  The  hall,  which  i»  covered  with  glass,  la  56  yds. 
long  and  44  yds.  wide,  and  is  auironnded  by  a  doable  arcade,  borne 
by  68  oolamus  [all  of  different  designs)  and  opening  towards  the 
centre  In  Mooriah-Oathic  trefoil  archea.  AbOYS  these  is  a  gallery 
borne  hy  38  nolnmns,  adjoining  which  is  the  TrIbuTial  de  Commerce. 
The  ceiling  ia  borne  by  an  elegant  wrought-lron  framework,  and  the 
walls  are  adorned  with  the  anna  of  A-utwerp,  the  Belgian  lion,  and 
the  arma  of  the  different  provinces  of  Belgium.  In  the  angles  be- 
tween the  arches  are  the  arms  of  the  chief  seafaring  nations.  Eieept 
daring  business-hours  (see  p.  149),  the  building  is  osed  as  a  public 
thoroughfare;  ascents  to  Che  galleries  adjoining  theK.  aud  S.  portals. 

From  the  Pont  de  Meir  (or  Mairbtug),  the  short  street  at  the

To  iMs 
pBriod(1353-1449)belongthecholc  wUbltsambnlatory  and  ohapulB, 
the  sacrlitiea,  and  the  towez  up  to  the  flr^t  gallery.  The  S.  aillea 
were  built  in  1425-73,  the  N.  Biales  in  1472-1500.  At  the  begin- 
ning  of  the  16th  neat,  the  buUding -operations  were  directed,  by 
Herman  van  Waghematef  (d,  1509)  and  Ma  aim  Dominic,  the  ohief 
evidences  of  whMe  skill  are  Che  dome  above  the  croasing  and  the 
lute-Gothic  upper  part  of  the  N.  tower,  the  final  plnimcle,  dating 
probably  from  1592.  Thts  S.  towur  was  left  unflnished  in  1474, 
when  only  a  third  of  the  contemplated  height  bad  buun  reached. 
The  nave  and  aUles  were  not  Taulted  tiU  1611-16.  In  1533  the 
church  was  aerioualy  damaged  by  ilre,  in  1566  by  puritanical  lealota, 
and  again  in  1794  hj  French  Republicans.  A  teatoratioD  has  been 
begun  luidar  Fr.  Durltt  (d.  i&lG)  and  E.  Eife,  and  the  maiu  tagada 
and  part  of  the  N.  aide  have  been  hid  bare,  but  the  i 
exterior  la  still  dlaflgured  by  tbe  me^n  houses  clustered 
The  preaent  cathedral- ar<:liitect  Is  Fr.  Bofckelmana. 

The  *lMTBaiott  (^Bdm.,  see  p.  119J  ia  grand  and  ijopce»atTe, 

the  rich  perapeetiTe  of  its  eii  aialea  is  very  effective.  Its  lengAW 
364  rt.  i  width  of  nave  171  ft.,  of  trwsept,  212  ft. ;  height  130R. 
Its  area  amounts  to  70,000  sq.  ft,  [that  of  Cologne  Cathedial  Is 
66,600,  St.  Paul's  ia  London  81,000,  St.  Peter's  at  Komu  102,000 
sq.ft.).  The  vaulting  la  suppoited  by  125  pUUrs.  The  level  ot,ttl4 
pavemoiit  has  been  several  times  isiaed. 

The  S.  Tkinskft,  entered  from  the  Place  Yerte,  eoQl 
livbens's  far-famed  masterpieee ,  the  "Desnont  from  the  Croi 
winged  picture  painted  in  1611-12  (In  Paxia  from  1794 
restored  in  1852).

—  At  the  back  of  the  high-altsr,  the  Dying  Mary,  a  large 
pietard  by  Ahr.  Matlhys  (1634),  Below  it,  the  Marriage  of  the  Vir- 
gin, the  AnuDiiciatloD,  and  the  Visitation,  painted  in  grisslUe  with 
great  skill  by  Jtf,  J.  van  Brit  in  iraltstion  of  half-relief.  In  front 
of  It,  Tomb  of  Isabella  of  Bourbon  (d.  146£i),  second  wife  ofCharlea 
the  Bold,  with  her  recumbent  Qguie  in  brpnie.  —  TthOhapel:  Stain- 
ed glass  by  BCthunt,  Stalim,  and  Jamttmf  altar-piece  by  P.  van 
dtr  Ouderaa  (1891).

It  U  aaU  to 
haie  been  eieontedby  Quinten  Jdateyi  (d,  1529),  'in  m/hcti  lyl  grof- 
tjaidt,  tn  datmaer  fanmei  lehildtr'  ('at  one  time  a  blaoksmith,  afler- 
waids  a  famous  palnter'j,  aocotding  to  the  InBuription  on  his  tomb- 
atone,  which  «as  formerly  ImmnrEd  opposite  the  veil  and  Is  now 
nplaced  by  a  copy  (oriflnal  in  the  Academy].  Thie  remarkable  and 
talented  nun  was  originally  a  blaohgDiith  from  Louiain,  who,  ascord- 
ing  to  the  legend,  became  enamnored  of  the  daughter  of  a  patntei, 
and  to  propitiate  the  father ,  exchanged  the  anvil  fOr  the  palette. 

The  •Hfltel  de  Tille,  aitoated  In  the  Qbamd' Flick  (tjroole

In  1561-65  In  the  Renatssauce  stylo  by  Cu metis  dt  Vriendl,  and 
Testored  In  its  present  form  in  I5t31,  aftec  its  partial  dcelrucUon  by 
the  Spaniatds.  The  facade,  30fi  ft,  in  length  and  101  ft.  in  hcighl, 
rises  over  a  rusticated  gronndfloor  tn  red  marble,  with  arcades  in 
two  principal  stories  (Doric  and  Ionic),  resting  on  massive  pillars.

Room  P,  adjoining,  is  still  empty. 

At  No.  61,  Rue  des  Peintres,  a  few  yards  to  the  E  of  the  Museum, 
is  the  Institut  de  Commerce  (Handelsgesticht ;  PI.  B,  5),  with  an 
elaborate  Renaissance  facade  (1878).  Behind,  at  No.  16  Rue  Oo- 
quilhat,  is  the  Commercial  Museum  (adm.,  see  p.  149).  —  Nearly 
opposite,  at  the  comer  of  the  Rue  des  Graveurs,  is  the  Synagogue 
(PI.  B,  5),  in  the  Moorish  style,  completed  in  1893. 

To  the  S.W.  of  the  Museum,  between  the  Avenue  du  Sud  (p.  181) 
and  the  S.  docks  (p.  166),  once  stood  the  South  Citadelj  built  by  the 
Duke  of  Alva  in  1567-71. ^ 

The  Rub  des  Tannburs  {Huidevetters-Straat ;  PI.  0,  4;  p.  153) 
Is  one  of  the  chief  business-streets  in  Antwerp.  On  the  S.  the  Rue 
des  Tanneurs  is  adjoined  by  the  Longue  Rue  de  rH6pital,  No.  29 
in  which  is  the  former  Maison  des  Orphelines,  or  girls'  orphanage, 
built  in  1552  and  now  occupied  by  the  administration  of  the  public 
charities.  Above  the  door  is  a  relief  representing  a  school  of  the 
16th  century. 

The  Gothic  Church  of  St.  George  (PI.  C,  4,  5 ;  adm. ,  see  p.  149), 
erected  in  1848-53  from  designs  by  8uys^  with  its  two  lofty  spires, 
contains  fine  mural  paintings  of  scenes  from  the  life  of  Christ  by 
Guffens  and  Swerts,  executed  in  1859-68. 

To  the  left,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Rue  Liopold,  is  the  Theatre 
Royal  (p.  148). —  Farther  on,  to  the  left,  is  the  house  of  the  CercU 
Artistique,  Litteraire^  etScienttfique,  behind  which  (in  the  Rue  d'Arem- 
berg)  are  the  winter-quarters  of  the  ^Harmonic"  Club  (p.  149).  To  the 
right,  in  the  Rue  Leopold,  is  the  Botanic  Garden  (PI.  0,  4),  which 
contains  a  Botanical  Museum  (adm.  for  scientific  visitors  5-7  and 
9-10  p.m.),  a  palm-house,  and  a  statue  of  P.  Coudenbergj  an  Ant- 
werp botanist  of  the  16th  cent.,  by  De  Cuyper.  —  In  the  vicinity 
js  the  St,  Elizabeth  ffospital.

H,  3),  Driginally  pait 
li  the  Castle  of  Antwerp,  througli  which  the  aecent  to  Ila  N. 
Fromenolr  from  the  (Jiial  Van  Uyuk  now  leadi.  The  cistle  dates  ftom 
the  lOtb  cent,  and  remained  in  the  buids  of  t^ie  lords  of  the  soil  till 
1549,  when  Charles  V.  made  it  over  to  the  burghew  of  Antwerp-

ImiDediately  after  tlie  depactuie  of  the  steamboat ,  the  passenger 
obtains  a  flnaJ  vien  of  Antttecp,  estendiDg  in  a  wide  curve  alOQg 
the  bank  of  the  Suheldt.  To  theW,  ot  the  docks  rises  Fort  Auitnt- 
icul  or  OosUnnecl.  Farther  On,  Port  St.  Fhilippt  rises  On  the  right, 
and  Fort  Ste.  Marie  and  Fori  La  Ferie  on  the  letl.  In  this  Tidaity, 
Duke  Alexander  Farnese  coustructed  his  oelebrated  bridge  across  the 
Scheldt,  in  1585,  to  cat  ufl  aoiamuiiicaUon  between  the  beeieged 
afChent  ot  Antneip  and  theii  confederates  in  Zeelaiid.  Aftei  many 
(ruitleea  attempts,  the  flreship  of  the  Italian  eogioeet  QiuDbelll  at 
leugth  set  the  bridge  on  fire ,  and  blew  up  a  portion  of  it.  Neither 
the  believed,  hon-ever,  nor  their  aoiiliary  Qeet  anchored  belon  Fort 
Lillo,  were  in  a  position  to  derive  any  advantage  from  this  signal 
Eunoose.  —  On  the  left,  lower  down,  lies  Farl  Liifketuhoik,  on  the 
right  Fort  LiOo,  the  latter  retained  by  the  Dufjh  till  1839  [comp. 
p.  III).  Then,  on  tlie  loft  bank,  Dael,  a  little  beyond  which  is  the 
Dutch  frontier. 

The  t1r$t  Datch  plaeo  st  tlie  entrance  to  the  Kreditruk,  a  narrow 
liiauoh  of  theSaheldtoloaedby  the  railway  embankment  |ji.  269),  is 
Fort  Balh,  where  tlie  Gngliah  Sect  landed  in  1809.  The  ateamet  aon- 
tinaes  to  skirt  the  S.  coast  of  tbe  island  of  Zuid-Bentlani,  and  at 
HonsvittTd  {iXaXiori)  tatni  to  the  right  into  thu  Zuid-BtvtifOnd  Canal, 
which  intersects  the  island,  having  been  construoted  iu  18SB  to 
compensate  for  the  Blling  up  of  the  Kreekerak.  The  E.  ouaat  of 
the  island  of  Zuid-Beveland,  now  'verdronksn  LnniT  (literally  'drown- 
ed land'),  bnt  auee  a  fertile  tract,  was  Inundated  in  1532  by  the 
borsting  of  a  dyke,  when  3000  persons  ar^  said  to  have  perished. 
At  the  N.  end  of  tlie  canal,  which  \a  about  6  M.  in  length,  anil  Is 
crossiid  by  the  railway  to  Gate  (p.  2tit)},  lies  Wemtld^gen^  the 
landing-place  for  Gees.  At  ffrickc,  3  M.  to  tbo  £.,  o ye ter-h reeding 
is  eairied  on  with  success. 

The  staaaiBc  now  traverses  the  broad  eipanse  of  the  Ootler- 
Sdtelde  in  a  N.  direotion,  and  enters  the  narrow  Canal  de  Aedcn, 
wbioh  separates  the  islands  of  Tbolen  tad  Dtiivtland .  The  old  church 
ol  StOBtniiise,  at  the  entrance  of  the  canal,  contains  the  marble  mon- 
ament  of  Jerome  TUiTuyll  (1669;  by  Verhulst).  The  vessel  »ei.t 
touches  si  Zyfc,  On  the  left,  at  th  e  end  of  the  canal,  whence  the 
Rooaendaal  and  BronweihaveD  steam -tramway  (p.  270)  runs  to 
Zieiikiee  (Bdttl  Van  Oppen);  the  lofty  square  tower  of  the  cathedral 
Of  Zierilizee  (begun  iu  1J54  by  a  member  of  the  artistic  family  of 
ygMermana  a!

IXfwot  [300  ft.),  a  town  with  7400  inhab.,  is  piotuteBquely 
Hltvated  Dli  the  right  bank  of  the  Menaa,  at  the  base  of  luiren 
limeHoae  cUlTs,  which  sie  crowned  by  a  forlreBS.  An  lion  bridge, 
wmnumdlDg  a  dncvlew,  erosaeii  the  riier  to  the  suburb  of  51.  Midard 
on  the  left  bank,  wltb  the  railway-gtatlou. 

In  1460  the  Inhabitants  of  Diasnl,  having  roused  the  anger  o( 
Philippe  le  Boil,  Duha  ot  Burgundy,  by  acts  of  insobordlnatiaa, 
paid  dearly  For  their  temerity.  The  Duke,  accompanied  by  hli  ton 
Cbatlea  the  Bold ,  macplied  against  tbe  town,  besieged  and  took  it, 
and  is  said  to  have  causedSOOof  the  population  (eatimatedatSO.OOO) 
tu  be  drowned  io  the  Meuee.  In  15q4  the  town  was  taken  by  atoim 
by  the  French  under  the  Duo  de  Narera,  and  plundered.  In  1675 
it  waa  again  taken  by  the  French.  The  'dluinderlea',  or  ehased  copper 
and  brass  wares  of  DInant,  were  In  high  repute  dniiug  the  13th, 
14th,  and  IDth  centuries.  The  'cotiqnes  de  Diuant'  are  cakes  not 
onllke  gingerbread. 

Tbo  church  of  JVotri  Diimt  [recently  restored),  a  handsome  edifice 
ofthe  13th  cent,  in  the  Oothic  style,  bat  with  a  few  remaining  traces 
ot  the  tianeitlon  period,  is  situated  in  the  Grand'  Place,  near  the 
bridge.  The  portals  are  worthy  of  notice.  The  tower  ia  opwarda  of 
200  ft.  in  height.  —  To  the  right ,  M  the  beginning  of  the  Grande 
Rue  ,  which  leads  hence  to  the  S.,  is  the  old  HStel  da  Vilte,  con- 
taining some  paintings  by  Wierb  t^p.  123) ,  who  waa  bom  in  Di- 
nsQt.

The  name  of  the  toim  is  derived  from  Loo,  signifying  a  wooded 
height,  and  Fttn,  a  marsh,  worils  which  are  aUo  combined  In 
Vtnlo.  From  the  9th  cent.  Lonvatii  was  the  lesidence  of  a  line  of 
count!,  who  in  1190  aasnmed  the  title  of  Dukea  of  Brabant.  The 
growth  of  the  oilj  was  rapid,  and  tn  the  iith  cent,  it  is  said  to  have 
numbered  100-160,000  inhab.,  most  of  whom  were  engaged  in  the 
cloth-trade,  and  to  have  contained  no  fewer  than  2400  manu- 
factories, nere,  is  in  other  Flemish  towns,  the  weavers  were  a  very 
torbnlent  class.  During  an  Ineairefltian  in  1373,  thirteen  magistrates 
of  noble  family  were  thrown  from  the  wlndowaofthellfitelde  VUle, 
and  received  by  the  populace  lielow  on  the  points  of  their  spears; 
hot  Doke  WenrieslaaB  took  tlie  city  in  1382  and  severely  punished 
the  r.itlieni,  thoBsands  of  whom  emigrated  to  Holland  and  England, 
whither  they  transplanted  their  liaudlcraft.  From  that  period  may  be 
dated  the  decay  of  Louvain,  which  Duke  John  lY.  of  Brabant  vainly 
attempted  to  arrest  by  founding  the  nuiyeraity  [p.  219)  in  1426. 

In  front  of  the  railway-station  fR.  D,  2)  is  •  statue  of  Sylwum 
nun  de  Weyif  (d.  1874),  a  native  of  Loavain,  who  was  one  of  llie 
most  ardent  piomoters  of  the  Ilevolutbn  of  1830,  and  became  the 
ftmbaaiailor  of  the  Provtalonal  Oovernmetit  at  tbe  London  Con- 
ference.

The  Itue  de  la  Station,  on  tbe  right  side  of  which  is  the  TfceolT* 
(PI.  C,  2),  built  by  Lavetgne  in  1 864-G7,  leads  straight  to  the  (a/,  M.) 
Place  de  I'Hotel  de  VlUe  (Granif  Place;  PI.  0,  2J. 

The  "Hitel  d«  ViJle  (PI.  C,  2,  33,  a  very  rich  and  hnautifnl 
o):amplo  of  la(e-Gothlc  archltenture,  resembling  the  town*halls  of 
Uruges,  BroEsels,  Ghent  (in  the  older  part),  and  Oudenaarde,  but  sur- 
passing them  tn  elegance  and  Iiannouy  of  design,  was  erected  in 
1447-63  by  JlfalUcui  deLaytni,  The  building  consists  of  three  stories, 
each  of  which  has  ten  pointed  nindows  in  the  principal  facade,  and 
is  covered  with  a  lofty  roof  surrounded  with  an  open  balustrade.

The  late-Qothtn  'Chnrsh  of  St.  PierretPl,  0,  2),  opposite  the 
Ufttel  do  Ville,  a  ctadtorm  strnnture  of  noble  proportions  (ospe- 
cinlly  in  the  interior),  nanked  with  ohapela,  was  begun  iiL  1433  and 
flnished ,  except  the  tower,  in  fhe  early  16th  century,  The  iin- 
ll]llshed  W.  lowsF  doea  not  Tlee  hoyond  the  bejghc  or  the  root.  Tbe 
reelOTatlon  of  the  exteilor  Is  almost  Rompleted. 

The  iNTBHioa  (luually  dosed  from  12  to  i;  sscrlstiu,  Vieni 
Marcb^  66,  in  the  obacoh  in  the  sfternooni  iFr,,  more  for  a  patty") 
is  333  n.  long,  93  ft,  hroad,  aiii  83  ft.  high.

Nave.  The  swinging  doors  inside  the  principsl  portal  aru 
Dnely  eaiTed  in  wood  lu  the  somewhat  exaggerated  style  at  tbe 
lata  Rensissauce  (1556).  —  '^o  Pulpit  fChahe  de  VlrUij,  oarrediu 
1743  by  Joi.  Btrgtr,  a  work  of  very  qneatiooablB  taste  tiaasfeired 
hither  in  1807  from  an  abbey  at  Minove,  represents  Peter's  Denial  on 
one  side,  aad  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul  on  the  other.

Ill  the  Hae  de  Namur,  behind  Uie  H6tel  de  Ville,  remain  i  I 
few  iatereeting  old  buildings.  Immediately  to  the  right  are  tbe  | 
handsome  BalUa,  213  ft.  long  Bad  bO  ft.  wide,  erected  as  a 
warehouse  for  the  Clothmaters'  Guild  in  1317,  and  made  oyer  to 
the  UniTsraltr  fPl.

The  Rue  de  Braielles  (Fl.  A,B,2),  le tiding  la  the  W.  from  the 
'  Brand"  Place  (p.  216)  to  the  Potte  de  BruKelles,  oontains  a  lew  old 
bOUBea  with  bandsome  fafades.  —  The  ohnrch  of  St.  Jncqaea  (Pi. 
fi,  2),  halfway  down  Ibis  eCreet,  on  the  loft,  posaesses  a  St.  Hubert 
by  De  Crayer  (in  a  ohapel  in  the  left  ilale),  and  a  Gothic  TabamaeU 
In  stone,  executed  in  1638  by  (?.  van  dm  Bruync,  with  a  brags  bal- 
nilrade  in  the  Plemiah  RanaiBsance  style,  east  by  Jan  Veldenter  In 
1568  (left  trauiept).  In  the  aacrUty  are  finely  embroidered  reat- 
ments  from  the  abbey  of  Sts.  Gertrude,  and  three  reliquaries  of 
8t.  Jamea,  8t.  Margaret,  and  St,  Hubert  (Uth  and  IBth  oent.). 

The  Rub  do  Malinei  (PI.  B.l,  1)  leads  to  the  N,  from  the  poat- 
offlne  (p.  319)  to  the  Porte  de  Malinei.  A  lev  pacoa  to  the  right, 
about  halfwuy  tn  the  gate,  ii  the  Gothic  ehuich  of  Bt.  eBrtrnda 
(PI.  8;  B,  1>  erefited  In  tie  14th  cent.,  with  the  exception  of  the 
cholt,  which  woe  added  in  1J85-89.  The  ohoir-aUIls,  embellished 
with  Btataettes  and  26  relieft  of  ecenes  from  the  Urea  of  the  Savloar, 
8t.  Angnatino,  >nd  Ste.  Oerttud?,  are  amongst  the  flneat  specimens 
of  late-Qochii]  trood-oariing  in  Belgium',  they  were  eiacntad  by 
Mathiai  dt  Wayderf  of  Brnasels  (lAJOJ.  The  banda  of  oniamenta- 
tion  in  the  ReusUsanee  Btjte  (middle  of  16th  cent.)  are  paitioalarly 
pleasing.

D,  IX  a  builic*  orthe  ll-12th  oeut.,  bat  completely  modemlBed 
in  the  18th  cent.,  with  two  Romanesqae  towsTB  (chimes).  The 
laptiatery,  to  the  left  of  the  choic,  coaC&ins  an  IntereBting  'Font  iii 
bronze,  cast  in  1113  by  Lambert  Fatras  of  Dliiant  for  the  Abbey  of 
OrvAl  [p.  213).  It  rests  on  tan  oien,  and  Is  enibeUlBhed  with  fi*e 
good  cellefB,  repceaenting  John  the  Baptist  preanhing,  the  Baptiim 
of  Zaccbaas,  the  Bnptism  of  Christ  in  Jordan,  Peter  baptising  Cor- 
nelius the  centurion,  and  John  the  EvcngBliat  baptiaing  Crato  the 
philosopher.  It  formeily  stood  In  Che  cathedral  of  St.  Lambert, 
p.  329.  —  Adjacent  is  the  Jtiont  de  Pifti(F\.  D,  2;  'MatBon  de 
Ouitius'),  Qaal  de  Maastricht  10,  an  interoaling  limeatone  and  brick 
batlding  of  1560,  «ith  a  lofty  roof  ajid  lower  and  cnrioga  sonlptuteB, 
Some  of  tJie  scolptnred  chimney-pieces  in  the  interior  are  interest- 
ing. —  The  old  prefecture  in  the  same  street  (Mo.  8)  is  (Wcnpled 
by  a  McbSe  d' Ashes,  in  which  fi.ie-arme  are  especially  well  re- 
presented.  Admission  gratis  daily,  except  Tiies.,  10-12  and  2-G 
(2-4  in  winter),  on  Snn.  and  holidayi  10-2  only. 

Following  the  Qua!  de  la  Batte  and  the  Quai  de  la  Uoffe  up- 
atrean,  we  reach  the  Font  dei  Aicliei  (PI.  G,  3],  whiclt  spans  the 
MeaEO  in  five  flat  arches,  and  la  adorned  with  allegorical  statues  by 
P.  DrUm  and  8optn.  It  waa  conscmcted  in  1860-63,  on  the  site  of 
an  older  bridge  meniioued  as  early  as  the  Bth  cent.,  and  afterwards 
repeatodly  deatroyad  and  renewed.  Communication  between  the  tf 
quartera  of  the  city  wag  formerly  commanded  by  a  tower  o 
bridge.  The  bridge  affords  a  good  annrey  of  the  rity,  extondlngaloDi;  1 
4Mlh  iMnks  of  the  river.  The  wide  Bue  Ljopold  leads  bonce  bank  f 
tt  the  Plaoe  St.  Lambert  (p.  2 — 
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uMb.

theKnede  I'Acad^mie  and  the  Riie  Montague  Ste.  Walbutge  (PI.  B, 
%  13.  Walkers  reach  il  in  'KI-3&  min.  eithei  from  the  Palais  de 
Justice  [p.  229]  by  ascending  tbe  steep  Rue  Pierreuse  (PI.  8, 1], 
or  from  the  Rue  Hora-Ohfiteau  by  the  Montigne  de  Bueren,  a  nigbt 
of  38o  steps  beside  the  ProtfiiCant  Cbnwh  (PI.  C,  3).  AdinlsMon  it 
UBDally  granted  withont  difUcalty  on  application  to  the  aecgouit  on 
dnty,  who  deputes  a  soldier  na  guide  (fee  Dptlonsl).  The  *tew 
embraces  the  eitaiiBlTe  city,  and  the  papuious  and  IndaatrlouB  val- 
leys of  the  Mense,  the  Onrthe,  and  the  Yesdre.  The  prospent  is 
bonndad  towards  Che  S.  by  the  mouittaini  of  the  Ardennes ;  tonarda 
Ilia  N.  it  BitendB  to  the  Petorabetg  near  MaaBtticht,  beyond  whiah 
stretch  the  broad  plains  of  Limbuig. 

The  Chartrente  (PI.  E,  5,  6),  an  abandoned  fortress  en  a  beight 
on  the  opposite  bank  of  theMeusa,  also  con  minds  a  charming  though 
different  prospect  (flneat  in  the  morning').  The  beat  point  ia  llie 
garden  of  the  Heipiee  d«  la  Chartreuie  (Aiiie  da  Pttit<4  Soturi  dit 
Fauvrei)  tor  old  men,  abont  halfway  up  the  hill;  entra ace  from 
the  toad  'Moiitagne  de  la  Chattreusa'  (ring;  l/j  fr.  on  leaving).  — 
Still  higher  Ilea  Bobermont,  where  the  Frinre  □!'  Coburg  was  defeated 
hy  Marshal  Jonrdan,  l»th  Sept. ,  1794,  in  the  last  battle  fought  by 
the  Austtluis  on  Belgian  ground. 

The  Avenue  dt  E ObitrvairArt  (PI.  A,  (i,  7),  beyond  [he  Sta- 
tion dea  OuillemtaB,  aSbtds  a  pleasant  walk,  with  ftne  ilevB^  on 
the  hill,  a  mill,  above  It,  is  ihe  fare  de  Cointe,  with  the  faTOUtito 
Hdltl-Henaufaiia  da  Thermei  LUgcoii  (p.  223J  and  the  ObKn/Aory 
Df  the  university.  —  Eleutric  traniway  (No.  3),  ebb  p.  W3. 
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do  auiUemini  In  Jemtppe  (diilsaee  in  eitab  gbw  5  H.).    Cnmp.  p.  313. 

Tbe  *£xDUtsiaii  to  Seiaiug  iffoids  a  most  inteiestlng  tiiglgbt 
loto  the  eitraordlDiry  iiidustiy  or  tlie  WallDon  coontr!,  and  the 
steamboat  trip  f^  picturesque.  After  passing  Dnder  the  hsndsoiae 
r«iIw«y-1jridgB  of  Val  BSnoit  (p.  '046),  we  notice  on  botli  banks 
uumerous  Iron-foundiies  and  Bteel-faotoriei  of  all  kinds,  — L.  Oogr^e 
(tail.  Btat.,  right  bant).  B.  Sclesiia,  with  blast-far naees  and  ooal- 
pltl ,  Biid  TilUuT.  The  steamboat  stops  at  the  snspenalou-brtdge 
whiob  connects  Stfoinj  and  Jemepp*  (10,000  inhab.).  The  rallway- 
statione  are  each  about  ^/^  M.  from.  Cbe  bridge. 

SeiaiiiK  (250  ft. ;  B6tcl  Bruyirs,  aeic  the  quay,  R.  2-4,  D.  2-3  fr.  j 
Hot.  dt!  Elrangera),  a  town  with  38,'iOO  iuhab.,  situated  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Meuse,  has  acquired  a  European  reputation  on  aocannt 
of  its  Tttat  iron-worka  and  rosnutacitoiies.  They  were  founded  iii 
1816  by  John  Catkeriil  (iliO-iHiO},  &n  Engliehuian,  to  whom  tbe 
works  belonged  jotittly  with  William  ],,  King  of  tbe  Nelheclauds, 
down  to  1830,  when  he  puiuhasod  tha  king's  share  and  thus  became 
sole  proprietor.  Bis  bronze  Btatu.e,  by  A.  Cattler,  w»a  erected  tn 
ISTl  on  the  quay  in  front  of  the  Hotel  da  Ville.  The  works  uo 
now  owned  by  a  company  (John  Oockarill  &  Co,),  Visitors,  on  pre- 
vious wiinen  applioaCion,  are  admitted  at  10  a.m.  and  Sp.m. 

A  bnildiiig  au  the  Uerue,  which  was  formerly  >  summeT-palaoB 
of  the  prlnee-blshops  (ISth  cent.),  immediately  below  tbe  suapensloQ- 
bridge,  now  forms  the  entrance  to  the  establisliraent.  It  contains  the 
residence  of  the  directui  and  the  archives  snd  library  of  (he  works. 
The  enablishment  covers  an  area  of  270  nam,  37  of  which  are 
occupied  by  workshops  and  oflicca.  The  society  employs  about 
10,000  hands,  of  whom  1000  arc  in  tlie  works  of  Hetstal  (p.  326), 
and  upwards  of  350  ateam-englnes  are  in  ranstant  operation.  The 
Qrst  locomotive  engine  nn  tbe  Continent  was  built  at  Seraing  (1S35). 
The  establiahment  comprises  every  branch  of  Industry  canueotml 
with  the  mannfacture  of  iron,  auoEi  as  coat-miuea,  ironstone-mines, 
puddling  furnaces,  cast-ateal  works,  and  engine-factories. 

In  the  (icinity  of  Setatng  (ap  the  rivet)  are  the  eitensive 
coal-minea  and  bUst-fnmaces  of  the  Sipfronce  company;  andfarthei 
distant,  the  glass-works  of  Vol  SI.  Lambert,  established  In  a  snp- 
pressed  Cistercian  Abbey,  one  of  the  largest  manufactories  of  tha 
kind  in  Europe  (steam -tram way  to  Clavier,  see  p.  244).

Abmit  '/j  M.  aho»a  TiW, 
high  »bOTe  the  road,  is  the  BTitrance  to  a  not  very  aaatly  acceSBlble 
limestone  eaiern  (the  keeper  of  the  adjoining  cabaret  acts  as  guide, 
fee  shant  2  fr. ;  the  expedition  is  not  lei-ommended  to  ladies).  On 
the  height  above  it  ia  the  nhitean  of  Briaimont. 

The  train  then  passes  the  chSteau  of  Monetmi,  crosses  the  rlvor, 
traveraea  bobib  rock  -  cuttinga  and  a  tunnel,  and  reacbes  (10  M.") 
Xineux  (390ft.  i  -HSt.  de  Llige;  Bdt.  BelUvut,  D.%  penB.5fr.; 
Kanaal;  Bet.duPoM;  flfit.CoBui,  above,  near  the  elinrch,  D.^'/s' 
pens.  0  fr.,  well  spoken  of),  atdkiingiy  situated  on  and  at  the  foot 
of  a  lof^  and  narrow  rocky  isthmus,  washed  on  both  sides  by  tie 
river,  whteh  here  forms  a  bend  upwards  of  3  M.  In  length.  The 
lower  part  of  the  village  is  connected  with  ibe  upper  by  a  long  Bight 
fjf  stone  steps,  while  tbe carriage-road  describes  along  circoit.  Pliie 
views  from  the  top,  particularly  from  the  Beaumont.  Near  the 
school  is  a  natural  ar<:h  of  rock.  This  is  the  most  pictureeque  *pot 
in  the  lower  valley  of  the  Ourthe,  and  is  a  favourite  point  for  Bim^ 
sions  from  Li«ge. 

Near  (12  M.)  Poviitur  (steam-tramway  to  Sprimont,  fi  M.) 
train  crosses  the  river,  the  bulks  of  which  are  disflgnted  « 
extensive  limestone  and  aiate  quarries.  Above  tbe  village  rise  tile 
ivy-elad  coins  of  Ponlaenr,  an^  opposite  formerly  stood  the  castle 
of  Montfort,  onoe  one  of  the  seats  of  the  'Qnatre  Flls  Aymon' 
(p.  239),  The  valley  contracts.  The  train  crosses  the  Oiirthe  end 
Teaches  (14  M.)  Rivagi  (H6iel  de  la  Station),  where  the  AmhIIive 
Railway  diverges  to  the  left  (see  p.  236). 

Tbe  Ourthe  railway  beyond  Bivtge  crosses  Ibe  Ambliive  and 
reaches  (15 M.)  Ooinbl&In-an-Poiit(360rt,|  *mi.du  FamiUiw,  with 
garden,  R.  1^/,.

Maaslricht  (138  ft.),  the  capital  of  the  Dutch  part  Of  the  pruTince 
Of  Limburg,  a  well-built  town  with  32,700  inhab.,  lies  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mouse,  Maai'Trecht  (Ttajectum  ad  Mosnm)  la  thu 
"Frajctlmn  Superfuj  of  the  Romans  (the  'lower  ford'  was  al  Ctrecbl, 
p.  392),  and  from  382  toT21  was  the  seat  of  a  blshoprii^,  trans- 
ferred Mther  from  Tougrea  b;  St.  Senatlus  (d.  384).  It  belonged 
to  the  FrinVish  kings,  several  of  whom  resided  here,  and  was  at 
a  1it«r  date  In  the  joint  poasDsslon  of  the  Dukes  of  Brabant  and  the 
~  '  e  BUhopB  of  LI6ge.  In  1579  Maastricht,  which  had  thrown

Heiity  of  Orange,  and  in  1673, 17i&, 
and  1794  by  the  French.  MaaBtcicht  was  BDCcaisfiilly  milntalned 
by  the  Dutch  sgsinBt  the  Belgians  in  1830.

The  rsi!w»y-st»ttoti  is  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Menae,  near  the 
suliutb  of  Wylf,  which  la  connected  with  the  town  by  meaus  of  a 
bridge  of  nine  arches,  eiented  in  1280-98,  and  rebnilt  in  1683  by 
the  DoDiloica.li  Ft.  Bomain,  the  architeiit  of  the  Pont  Eoyal  at  Paris. 
About  210  yds.  farthet  np,  a  iioman  bridge  once  rrosaed  the  river; 
(races  of  the  anrlent  road  from  Bavay  (p.  215j  to  Cologne  were  dis- 
«»vered  heca. 

The  Btadlmis,  or  H6UI  dt  ViUe,  with  Its  clock-tower,  situated 
In  the  gieit  markot^plaua,  vu  ereoted  In  1659-64  by  Pieter  Pest, 
■lid  containE  several  pictures  of  the  Dutuh  Suhool  and  well-eieeutHrl 
tapestry  (1701],  representing  tlie  history  of  the  IstaellteB  In  the 
wilderness. 

The  Cfimeh  of  St.  Btrontiui,  or  Boofdkerk,  in  the  Vrythof,  foniiii- 
ed  by  Bl«hop  Honnlphus  (560-B9H},  is  the  oldest  chnrcb  In  the 
Netherlands.  The  ileh  W.  portion,  In  the  Romanesque  style,  be- 
lougl  to  the  11th  or  12tb  cent. ,  the  EemalndeT  was  added  in  the 
Gothic  Btyle  during  the  13-iOtIi.  cent.,  and  the  interioi  was  altered 
to  eorrespond  aboni  1600,  The  orypt,  with  the  tomb  of  St.  Serra- 
tiui  [rediscovered  in  1861],  dates  from  the  original  building.  There 
is  auDtber  crypt  beneath  the  W.  choir.  Among  the  altar-pieces  are 
a  Cruciflxioii  and  a  Descent  from  the  Croas  by  Van  Dyekll').

A  visit  to  the  old  BaBdetoue-quarries  whiuh  honeycDmb  the 
TeteribeiK  takes  about  3  hra.  on  foot. 

The  paCli  on  the  E.  side  of  the  Lifige  caual  ia  in  ahade  in  the 
iDomtng  and  preferable  to  tbo  road.  We  leave  the  town  on  the  8. 
by  the  Peter's  Gate,  near  which  the  guide  (p.  239)  lives.  The  new 
brick  ohurch  of  the  village  of  St.  Pieter  is  oonapicnons  tar  and  wide.

Hay  of  th.e  Meuse  is  remarkably  piMareEi^ue 
uIItfB ,  ruined  castles,  ricb  paBlares,  uifl 
ilUges  are  pagBsd  in  nniotetnipted.  suceeBEion,  wlille 
wsl-miiies  and  maDu  fictoiJes  with  tholr  lofty  chlmneya 
bear  testimony  U  tbe  eiiterpriBing  character  of  the  lubabitantB.  The 
trhole  district  is  densely  peopled,  the  land  well  cnltliated,  and  the 
Bceiiery  pleasantly  divetsiiled  wLtb  hop-gu-dcns,  com-fleld«.  mesd- 
o«B,  and  (before  Javax)  with  vineyardg,  bnt  many  of  the  piettieet 
points  escape  the  railway- ttsTcller.  Theqnarriea  onbothbsnkfi 
yield  excellent  marble.

(p.  233),  and  (7  M.)  Val'Saint'LamhcTi.  All  tifBe  places  are  pintur- 
eaquely  situated  ,  with  numeroDS  manuCactorieB  and  coal-milies. 
Val  St.  Lambert  was  until  the  Revolution  the  seat  of  one  of  the 
wealthiest  Olsteruian  monasteries  in  the  country,  noir  succeeded  by 
one  of  the  most  Important  glus-works  in  Belgium.  The  tw« 
unite  at  (T'/a  M,)  rUmolU-Haate,  a  considerable  Tillage. 

Farther  on ,  to  the  right ,  on  a  precipitous  rank  lislng 
immediately  from  tbe  river,  standi  tbe  chateau  of  Cfcofcier,  wil 
red  tower  and  massive  walls,  dating  pattly  from  the  18th  eantutf.

Theu ,  at  soma  distance  from  the  river,  on  the 
light,  tbe  castle  of  AlgTonont,  with  Its  white  walls,  rising  conspicu- 
ouBly  on  tbe  crest  of  a  lofty  hill,  belonging  to  Count  d'Ooltremont. 
It  la  seid  to  have  been  eraeied  by  the  Quatte  FiU  Aymon ,  fonr 
traditionary  haroes  of  the  middle  ages.  In  the  15th  cent,  it  ^rmed 
central  pointofthe  warlike  exploits  of  William  de  la  March,  tha 
Wild  Hoar  of  (hi?  Arfleiinea'  (p.  23G).  —  To  the  loft,  oppoi" 
if)  Kngh.  stands  the  chlteau  ol  EnsllKml,  \i\  WIS  \b«    " 
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foBBil  1)Dtiua  were  diaooveied  by  Dr.  Sotimerling  in  the  limestone 
locks  aiounil  Engta,  from  trhlnb  he  deiluced  the  tben  dbw  theoif 
nf  tbee^i^itenpEOt  aprehiatorlciBce  of  hnmsnbeiiiea.  —  12M.  fliir- 
maUe-iotu-Hay ,  with  a  hiindBonie  chltesu  and  park,  is  aaother 
pictaraeque  spot,  between  whlnh  and  NeuilUe  the  Bcenery  la  less 
ittnctWe,  and  tbo  banks  are  Qatter.  Faitber  on,  at  ClS'/j  M.)  Fl6ne, 
are  tbe  large  buildings  of  a  former  nnnnery  (16th  cent.);  and  on 
tbe  hillnbove  them,  to  the  right  (IVs  H.),  is  the  chatean  of  JeAap, 
restored  In  the  original  iityle.  The  ciiteau,  whinh  noatains  a  oolUn' 
tJon  of  paintings,  la  in  the  poaaessioD  of  Baron  Van  den  Bteeo. 

HM.  Amay,  a  villnge  at  aonie  distance  from  the  river,  poBseasea 
•  Roinanasque  church  with  three  towers.  WeuoiHe,  a  chatSBij 
ot  the  Prince  de  LIgiie,  beyond  which  the  aconery  again  be comeB 
more  plctncoaque,  Ilea  nearly  oppoftite  (IS'/jM.)  Ampsin,  where  a 
rained  tower  stands  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  In  the  neighboarhood 
are  ilaeyaida  and  Che  large  Carphalie  Zine  Foundry.  The  train  con- 
tiniieataBkirtthehlllBau  theleftbaiik,  of  which  no  view  iaobtaioed.

6  fr. ;  BrvxeUohi  Phare,  plain),  a  town  with  12,100  iiihab., 
tho  largeat  in  the  Cmidroi  (p.  2il3i  '»  picturesquely  Bltaatod  on 
the  right  bank  of  tho  Meuae  (atadan  on  the  left  bank),  at  tlie  month 
of  the^oiioui.  The  Citadel,  coQBtrunted  in  1)322  and  strengthened 
in  1892 ,  rises  from  the  river  in  terraces.  The  works  are  partly 
hewn  in  the  solid  rock.  The  'CoUegiaU  Chureh  (Solrt  Dame),  a 
flue  stnictcre  in  the  most  perfect  Oothifl  style,  was  begun  in  131 1 , 
hot  renewed  after  a  Are  in  the  IGth  century.  Handsome  W.  portal 
with  an  elaborate  ross-nindnw  and  good  acnlptnres.  On  the  higb- 
iltar  in  a  Gothic  aareen ,  ajid  the  treasury  contains  some  notable 
articles.  In  the  Qiand'  Plice  is  a  pretty  fountain  with  brazen 
figures  (ibtii  cent.).  On  the  promenade  skirting  the  Meuae  is  a 
statue,  by  W.  Geefa,  of  Joi,  Lebeati,  a  Belgian  tuteiman,  born  at 
Huy  in  1T94.  The  beat  viaws  of  the  banks  of  the  river,  which  are 
espei^ialty  beautiful  above  the  town,  are  obtained  from  lbs  bridge 
over  the  Meuse  and  from  beside  the  chapel  of  St.  Lioiuird,  to  the  Vf. 
of  the  town.    Wine-growing  floDriahea  in  the  neighbourhoad 

The  abbey  of  NeumrmiUtr ,  founded  by  Peter  the  Hermit 
(d.  IIIB),  formerly  stood  in  one  of  the  suburbs  of  Huy ,  and  tho 
groat  preacher  of  the  Cmsades  was  himself  buried  there.  A  statue 
has  been  erected  to  him  in  the  garden  of  the  old  abbey.  This  was 
one  of  no  fewer  than  seventeen  religious  houses  whieb  Huy 
possessed  under  the  rdgime  of  the  biahopa  of  L<)ttKe,  although  the 
population  of  the  town  was  then  about  5000  only.

Yam  is 
also  spun  here  in  r.onsldaiabls  quantity.  A  moaiiment  erected  in 
the  PUee  du  Martyr  in  1880  lOinmemaTitea  Chapuis,  a  cltlxcn 
oiecinted  in  1794  by  the  prinee-bishop  of  Li*ge,  for  the  beinonS 
'crimo*  of  celebrating  civil  marciBges.  The  principal  church,  81. 
RtmaBle,  has  some  good  stained  glass.  In  the  Kue  des  Vieillards, 
leading  thence  to  tbe  Place  du  Martyr,  is  a  monumental  fountain 
with  a  bust  of  Burgomaster  Ortinans-HauiBUr,  who  was  largely 
leapontible  for  the  Olleppe  Aqueduct  (p.  243).  In  the  Ptaca  du 
Oongf^B  la  a  broniB  atatue,  byRombam,  of  H.  T'ieuiltmpj,  the  vio- 
linist, bom  at  Vervleta  in  1820  {i.  1681).  Veryiers  conUins  several 
modern  Gothic  churches  and  a  new  court-house.  Pretty  walha  ou  the 
Tight  bank  of  the  Vesdre  and  to  the  residential  suburha  otHcuiy  aiid 
LanAermoal.  Napoleon  m.  spent  a  nighl  in  tbe  Hfitel  du  Gbemlti

at  different  times  hy  the  Dntuh,  the  Spaniards,  and  the  Ftench, 
and  at  leoglh  entirely  destroyed  by  Louis  XIV.  in  1675.  On  ttie 
height  above  It  Is  Ltmburg  (900  ft.),  the  upper  town,  irith  Che  scanty 
mtus  of  the  castle  of  that  name,  the  ancestral  seat  of  an  ancient  family, 
from  whirh  the  oounts  of  Luiomhonrg  and  the  Gorman  emporotB 
Heuty  VII,,  Charles  IV,,  ■ffencesUas,  and  Siglaniond  were  de- 
acended.  A  number  of  well-bnilt  houses  hayo  sprang  np  within  the 
walU  of  the  ancient  fortlQcations,  from  which  peeps  forth  the  old 
Oothtc  Church  of  St.  Oeorge,  oontalning  a  tabernacle  of  1544,  the 
tomb  of  a  PriiiGBBB  of  Nassau  (d.  1672),  and  a  KomansBque  orypt. 
The  site  of  the  old  castle  Is  parti  y  occupied  by  the  elegant  chateau 
of  the  Andrimont  family  of  LlSge,  to  the  gardens  of  which  Tieitors- 
«Te  sdtnitled  on  appHnatlon.  Fine  view  from  the  old  Esplanade.  —

Peter  tlio  Gfe»t  wis  i  visitor  here  in  1717,  Qiiatavus  III.  of  Sweden 
in  1780,  the  Emp.  Joseph  II.  and  Prince  Henry  of  PrnsBittin  1781, 
and  tie  Emp.  PanI,  when  crewn-priTice,  in  1783,  After  the  Freuch 
Roiolatiou  its  pTOBpecit;  liegan  to  dscllne,  but  it  hss  of  lata  regain- 
ed mnch  of  it9  popularity,  and  many  new  buildings  have  sprung 
np.  Itia  now  frequented  by  upwards  of  18,000  «isi tors  annually,  a 
large  proportioii  of  wttom  are  English.  The  Season  lasts  from  May 
to  October,  and  is  at  its  height  in  August.  The  pretty  painted  and 
Firnfsllod  woodwarea  offered  for  sale  everywhere  ate  a  speciality  ot 
Spa  t'Bo's  tie  Spa').  The  'Elijir  de  Spa'  is  a  flue  liqueur. 

The  town  la  entered  from  the  station  by  Che  Aienne  du  Marteau 
(p.  252),  which  leads  past  Che  Quteni  Palact  (PI.  5)  and  (he  side- 
BDtrinee  of  the  iVornenoiIe  de  Sipf-Btures  (sea  below)  to  ^'/j  M.) 
the  Plant  BayaU.  The  £faA(ti>mnml  du  Bairu  aituated  here,  a 
Renaiesance  etruntiira  by  Lfou  Suys  (1866-68),  la  admirably  fitted 
up.  Near  it,  In  the  Rua  Royals,  is  the  Casino  (PI.  7),  corresponding 
to  the  'Kursaal'  of  Qerman  baths,  erected  in  17(i3-69  and  contaiii- 
Ing  a  caff- reslaii rant,  ball,  uoiivert,  gaming,  and  reading  rooms, 
and  a  tbeatre  (see  p.  250). 

In  the  Place  Pierre-le-Orand,  in  the  oeutre  of  the  town,  and 
nearly  opposite  tiie  Casino,  is  situated  the  ubief  of  the  aixteen 
mineral  springs,  called  the  Pouhon  (Pi.  P;  the  Walloon  wocdpouhi 
=^  puUerin  French,  andpoufton  ^  piiiii,  or  well).  The  pump-room 
is  adjoined  by  ooieced  promenades,  nonversation-tooma,  and  a 
beanHfnl  winter-garden.  The  water  of  this  spring  (SO^Fahr.),  which 
is  parTently  clear,  and  strongly  iuipreguated  with  iron  and  carbonic 
acid  gas,  is  largely  exported.  Adjacent,  in  the  Rue  Dundas,  Is  the 
Potihon  du  Prime  de  Condi,  the  nater  of  which  is  aUo  exported, 

A  few  paces  to  the  8.  of  the  Poahon,  »t  the  beginning  of  the 
Roe  de  la  Sauvenipre,  in  the  so-caUed  Coaeadt  MonumenCuit ,  a 
fountain  with  genii  by  J.  Jaquet  —  The  adjaoeiit  Romsneeque 
Patiih  CAurdi  (PI.  2),  in  the  Rue  Xhrouet,  was  built  U  1884-85 
from  designs  by  E.  Carpentier. 

The  tavqurita  lounge  of  visitors  in  the  afternoon  and  evening  is 
the  Proynenade  de  Bepl-Reura,  shaded  by  magnlBcent  old  elms 
(soma  of  them  planted  in  1752),  where  a  good  band  plays  (p.  250). 
In  bad  weather  the  band  plays  in  the  Qalerit  Uopold  i/(Fl.  1), 
which  includes  the  Salon  dt  Conoeraalion  and  the  small  MuUe 
Communal  (pictnrea,  etc.).  —  Pleasant  paths  diverging  from  the 
promenades  ascend  the  hitli,  leading  through  the  woods  to  fine  points 
of  view.  Opposite  the  music-pavilion  of  the  Place  Royale  is  an 
ascent  lo  the  Uontagnt  d!Annelte  el  £ubin  (walljB).  We  may  Ihence 
extend  our  walk  down  to  (4'/a  M.)  the  valley  of  the  CTiniBion,  which 
Qowa  into  the  Wayai  near  La  Reid  (p.  253).

Savvmiirt  ( rertauranl),  situatM 
460  rt.  ibOTe  Ihe  Puuhon,  nn  the  road  from  Spa  to  Francorchampa 
and  Matmedy.  Close  to  It  is  the  Oroobeek  spring,  sniroiinded  nlth 
ptanUtions,  nhero  a  mnniunent  iraa  erected  in  1787  on  the  Proroe- 
iiade  d'On^ans  by  the  Due  de  Chartrea  (Lonis  Philtppe~|,  to  oom- 
memorate  the  fact  that  hia  mother,  the  Dui:hegs  of  Orleans,  was 
anred  of  a  aeriona  tllnesa  by  tho  waters  of  the  Sanveni^re. 

Opposite  the  Keatanrant  de  la  Saaveni^re  a  promenade  leads  at  a 
right  angle  from  the  highroad  to  the  [10  min.)  Oirotulirt  (reatau- 
rant),  situated  470  ft.  higher  than  the  Pouhun,  and  also  reaohed 
[IVs  "-}  hy  a  direct  road  from  Spa,  [LaaTing  the  Place  Plene-le-

ZftunnAaurir  (^930  ft.},  foimiiily  Ziiitifldtirs,  once  u  toiicesa  of  tlia 
QeimaD  CoufQileTaiioii ,  with  20,000  Inh&b.,  is  ciiQ  capital  of  the 
grand-diiohy  of  Lusembonig  (p,  2ii4).  The  situation  of  the  town 
is  peculUi  *nd  picCnresque.  The  Oienlatit,  D;  uppei  part,  Ib  poiclied 
upon  a  rocky  tnblelaiid,  wMch  ii  bounded  ou  thiee  sides  by  nbiupt 
piGcipicuft,  200ft.  high.  At  the  foot  of  these  flow  the  Petmeic  and 
the  AlttUe,  whioU  are  bounded  hy  cqaallj-preoipitoug  rooka  on  the 
nppoalCo  bank.  In  this  narrow  rarino  He  the  biiay  (JnUrttiidte  oi 
lower,  portions  of  the  town,  consisting  of  FfafftnUial,  to  the  N,K., 
Cla\iien,V)  the  E.,  and  Onmd,  to  the  S.E. ;  the  last  two  snbiubs  ara 
separated  by  the  Bnck  (p.  260).  Tie  view  of  the  town,  with  its 
variety  of  mouutaiii  and  valley,  gardens  and  rocks ,  gronps  of  trees 
and  huge  viaducts,  Ie  singularly  striking. 

'thB  fortilloatloua,  which  werepnrlly  hewn  out  of  the  solid  rock, 
were  condemned  to  dBmnlitlon  by  the  Treaty  of  Loodon  In  V&il, 
and  a  few  only  of  their  oldest  parts  fpartioulaily  the  'Spanish 
Towers'J  have  been  allowed  to  remain.

BottBldun,  with  about  320,000  liitab,  l^'/^ih  Bom.  C«thJ,  in- 
olading  the  enburbs  of  Dclftshaven,  Charlaii,  ind  Kralttigen,  Is  mtu- 
aced  about  lb  M.  from  tlie  Ifart])  Sea,  ou  bath  banks  of  the  Matu 
ur  Umit.  The  dvei,  which  la  tidal  for  i  cansiderabie  distanu 
sbove  Rolteriiam,  admits  the  largeBt  aea-goiiig  ehipa  to  Ihe  quay*  of 
the  towu.  The  riee  of  the  tide  varies  from  4'/j  to  8  ft,,  accrading 
in  the  wind.  Rottoidam  is  the  moat  active  aeapoit  in  Holland. 
About  DiiE'half  of  the  total  national  Imports  b;  ecu  and  nearly  one- 
half  of  the  exports  [p.  iiiTiil)  pass  through  it,  besides  rour-fifihsol 
the  Dutnh  trade  with  the  Khine.  Ihe  moat  important  cargoea  are 
grain,  wDee,  sugar,  tobucro,  rice,  tea,  and  spif^es.  Near  the  harbour 
are  large  ship-building  yaids,  tobacno  factories,  angac  refineilBB, 
and  dlatilleiiea,  and  also  the  ex  ton  sive  madiiue- works  ofFeyenoord 
(J,  279).  The  older  portion  of  the  city,  Rotterdam  proper,  whiflli 
isneiTed  town-rights  In  134U.  lies  upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Maaa, 
near  Its  coufluenco  witli  the  RolU.  It  Is  intersected  by  numemtis 
nanals,  sueb  aa  theituuefcouen,  OudtEavto,  Miwm  Baven,  Sukttp- 
midttrs  Haven,  V/ynhavta,  Blaah,  Haringaliet,  ete.,  whleb  lend  ■ 
oharacteiislic  air  to  the  toiin.  The  Antwerp  and  Ainsterdam  lines 
are  conneoted  with  each  other  by  a  lofty  iron  viaduct,  1  U.  long, 
earried  across  the  lowu  in  1870-77. 

The  Beuri  Slation  or  Cilji  Baiiway  Stalion  (I'l.  E,  3)  Ilea  In  the 
centra  of  the  town,  considerably  above  the  level  of  tlie  ttreeti,  and 
Is  reached  by  steep  flights  ot  steps. 

Opposite  the  railway- station  is  the  Ezoh&nge  {V\.  3 ;  E,  3), 
designed  hy  Can  der  Wer/f  and  built  of  sandstone  in  1722,  enclos- 
ing a  apaclons  court,  Qsnked  by  colonnades,  and  covered  vrith  glau, 
Bnalneas-hour  1  p.m. ;  marhet  tii  the  morning.  —  The  tower  of  the 
Eichwige  EontaiuB  a  fine  set  of  chimes.  —  To  tha  W,  of  the  Ex- 
change Is  the  large  PatI  and  Tslefiraph  Office  (PI.  39 ;  E,  3). 

A  few  minutes  to  the  S.E.  of  the  Esihange,  at  the  eoroer  o(  the 
Winbaven  and  the  Qeldersche  Eade,  lies  the  Willi  Buit  (Tl.  &3  ■ 
E,  3],  a  ten-storied  tenement- house,  130  ft.  high,  said  la  be  the 
highest  private  building  on  the  Continent,  erected  In  lt<9T-98  by 
V.  Molcnbioek  (line  view  of  Rotterdam  from  tha  top ;  adm,  25  c. ; 
no  charge  for  the  lift).  —  The  a.djaeent  Boomfjei.  see  p.  278. 

At  the  W.  extremity  of  the  busy  NooBD-BLAiK  (PI.  D,  3),  which 
leads  to  the  W.  from  the  Beuraplein  ('Eiohauge  Square'),  Is  the 
Flih  Market  (PI.  D,  3).  A  llttio  farther  on  in  this  diteotlon  is  Iha 
Boymans  Museum  (p.  273). 

To  the  S.  ot  the  Eichange  lies  the  OuooTB  Mabki  (TL  D,  E,  2), 
the  greater  part  of  which  is  constructed  on  vaulting  over  a  canal.  It 
!a  embellished  with  a  bron7.B  statue,  hy  Hendrik  de  Keyeer  (p.  .-)29), 
of  the  illuatrlous  Erumus  of  Eotteidan  (FI.  15],  properly  Gerrtt 
Oetridt,  who  was  bom  at  Rotterilam  in  UUT  and  died  at  BUb  in 
The  xaoonmeiit  was  erected  in  1622,  ami  bears  long  DuW 
Latin  JiisnrJptlons  added  in  1677.

BTKOBT-are  the  Tivoli  Tltiatre  (p,  271)  and  the  handsome  Boipital 
{Oroot-Zitkenhuti ;  PI.  C,  2),  In  the  Ooolreat,  opposite  the  hospital, 
is  the  Gymnaiium  Eratmiamim  [PL  7;  D;  ^),  with  a  handaome 
group  of  aciilplnre  in  the  pediment. 

The  En^Iith  Chnreh  (PI.  11 ;  G.  3),  at  the  E.  end  of  the  Hsriiig- 
vliet  (PI.  F,  3),  was  origtnaUy  built  by  the  great  Dnke  of  Mad- 
borough  during  his  rommand  In  the  Netheilands,  and  has  been 
nsed  aa  a  barrack,  a  htspital,  a  BlorebouBB,  and  an  armoury.     Over    , 
the  entrance,  below  the  English  royal  aims,  are  the  arms  of  Ihar  .

The  TMk  (PJ.  A,  B,  6),  wbkb  extenda  to  the  W,  along  the 
bank  of  the  Uaaa,  affordu  a  pleasant  promenide,  and  may  he  reaohed 
by  tramway  from  the  Exchange  (bat  not  from  the  Boompjes],  H  is 
embellished  with  dompa  of  treaa,  grasay  expanaea,  and  Qsh-ponda, 
while  the  new  Vietc  TerniFe  (restaurant),  on  tbe  Haas,  and  other 
points  comjuind  a  liew  of  the  busy  suene  on  the  river.  In  suoiniel 
a  miUMry  band  plays  here  at  the  OfficiCTen-Socicleit  on  Siin.  after- 
noon  and  evening  and  ou  Wed.  evening  (itrangors  admitted  on  In- 
tiodnetlDn,  obtainable  bom  tha  chief  hotel-keepers,  etc.).  In  the 
middle  of  the  park  riaea  a  marble  statue  by  Strackde  of  the  popular 
patriotic  poet,  ffendrift  Toiiena  (1780-1856),  erected"  '""" 
Near  the  park  ia  the  Wei;t«r-Kade,  the  quay  of  the  ateai 
wich  via  Hoek  van  Holland  (p.  265).  On  the  opposite  hank  of. 
Mats  (steamboats)  Is  tbo  Voekhavea  (p.  279). 

The  TBoompjei  (PI,  D,  E,  4),  a  handiome  quay,  which  deitj 
its  name  ttom  the  trees  plantsd  upon  it,  extends  all  along 
liver-front  of  Rotterdam.  Uost  of  the  large  passenger-steamers  start 
here  (oomp.  the  Plan).  Visiters  may  uaaally  antei  and  inspect  tbe 
vessels  without  objection,  provided  they  do  not  get  in  the  way  of 
the  work  in  hand. 

At  tbe  upper  end  of  the  Boompjea  the  river  ia  oroaaed  by  two 
Biidsei  (PI.  E,  F,  4):  the  Railway  Bridgt,  opened  for  traffic  in 
IHTT,  which  rests  on  four  buttrasses ,  or  ou  nine,  if  those  on  the 
island  of  floordereHand ,  oppoaite  liotlerdam,  be  included;  and 
the  Wilieau-Brug  (One  view)  Tor  carriages  and  foot-passengers, 
opened  in  1678,  33Q  yds.  long,  and  also  resting  on  four  buttresses. 
On  the  Maaa-Knde  on  the  Moordereiland,  immediately  to  tbe 
right  of  the  bridge,  is  the  Caf€~Bat'airant  FrlUchy,  which  oommandB 
a  fine  view  of  flatterdun.  The  middle  of  the  Noorderatl  *  ^ 
oKonpled  by  the  BuTgemtciter-HoffmBna-Pltin  (PI.

On  the  S.W.  side  ofFeyeiioord  ire  two  other  harbours, 
gtructed  aince  1873,  vis.  tha  Binneii'-HaTeii  (PI.  F,  U,  S,  6),  which 
la  about  1000  yds.  long  and  is  adjoined  uii  the  E.  by  thi^  Eutrepdt- 
Haveti  Of  fioa  harbour,  and  tho  BpoorweK-EaTss  (PI.  F,  G),  which 
is  1300  yds.  long.  The  latter  Is  well  Been  from  the  second  swing- 
bridge,  which  lesdfl  to  the  Wilheimlna-Kade  (PI.  E,  D,  6),  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  MaM. 

By  this  quay  lie  the  large  passenger- steamers  of  tho  Rotterdam 
JUoyd  and  Dutch-American  Sleamiitip  Co.  [lisilors  admitted  to  tku 
ami  grant- 1  hi  pi ;  tee).  From  the  aboyfl-moiitioned  owing-bridge  we 
may  now  return  Co  tbeBoompjeshroneof  tbesmall  ateamsra  whicb 
lUrt  hare  every  20-30  min.  (faie  5  c),  or  proceed  to  the  S.W., 
passing  the  new  Bynhaven  (P).  E,  6)  and  the  atltl  unflniahed  Maas- 
ftaoen,  to  tha  Dackhaoen  and  to  the  Petroleum-Haven  at  Charlala. 
From  the  DoDlihaveD  small  Etesmboata  ply  at  short  intervals 
Park  (p.  278). 

On  the  £.  side  of  Feyenoord  aie  the  extensile  machine  worluii 
and  wharf  of  the  Nederlandirhe  Maalachappy  voot  Schtepi-tn-  W 
lulyboua  'Ftytnoord',  employing  more  than  1000  workmen.

I^e  Amsterdam  line  tuma  towards  the  E. ,  innnlng  parallel 
yriOi  the  caaal  and  tlie  hjghraad  in  a  perfectly  straight  course.  The 
Fort  aan  de  Litde  is  seen  on  the  right,  Immediately  after  the 
train  has  quitted  the  station.  The  line  now  traverses  an  eilenslTe 
plain,  formed  on  the  right  by  the  HaorlemmtT  Polder,  and  on  the 
laft  by  tha  newly-raoUimed  Polder  of  the  T  (see  p.  367).  Tha  Haar- 
lemei  Polder  was  reclaiaied  in  1840-63  from  a  lake  known  as  the 
QaailemmerMeer;  itsarea  is  about  TSeq.  M.,  andthe  land  reclaimed 
realised  an  average  pries  of  200  fl.  per  aore,  while  ill  preBent  value 
Is  eatimalad  at  800  fl.  per  acre.  Tlie  population  of  this  district  is 
now  ahout  16,000. 

At  (17  M.)  HolfiBtg  strong  lock-gates  formerly  separated  the 
waters  of  the  Y  from  the  Haarlem  mer  Meer.  The  old  ch&tesu  of 
ZiBonCTtiurs  near  the  railway,  dating  £rom  the  17th  cent.,  i«  now  a 
sugar  manuiaotory.

Dotch  nime'8  QravtnHagt  or  den Haaff  {i.t.  'tliB  ooanf  b  Bnnlosnra', 
or 'hedge'),  and  einoe  the  middle  of  the  13th  cent,  their  chief  seat, 
is  now  the  regldence  of  the  Quean  of  Holland  and  the  scat  of  gorern- 
ment.  From  1593  downwarde  it  was  the  politiml  capital  ortheStBlea 
General,  and  In  the  17th  and  18th  centurieB  it  iras  the  centre  Of

Tha  nnclena  of  the  Glallery  of  The  Hague  fonslats  of  collectionB 
mude  by  the  prlncos  of  the  House  of  Orange.  As  eaily  as  the  Bnt 
half  of  the  17th  oent.  Frederick  Henry  (d.  1647)  and  his  consort 
AmalU  of  Solms-Braunfels  ordered  80  m»ny  pietnrea  from  Dutch 
and  Flemish  masters  that  they  left  no  fener  than  350  works  to  be 
divided  among  their  four  daughterB  (1675).  This  clleition  was, 
however,  scattered ,  gnd  the  real  fonndar  of  the  gallery  wsa  the 
Stadtholdor  William  V.  (1748-1806),  who  gradually  colleoted  in  the 
Boitenhof  (p,  397)  about  "200  pictnros,  moat  of  which  are  still  in 
this  gallery.  To  the  purohaso  of  the  Slingelatidt  oolleotion  in  1768 
the  gallery  was  indebted  for  a  nnnibor  of  its  finest  works.  The  Bight 
of  the  Prlneo  of  Oranja  in  1795,  «n  the  approaoh  of  the  Freoob 
troops,  was  fallowed  by  the  removal  of  tha  pictures  t«  the  Loutcb. 
In  1815  a  partial  teatltQtion  took  place,  but  68  works  etlll  remained 
In  Parle.  In  1817  the  gallery  contained  only  173  pictnlej,  hot  the 
nnmber  was  rapidly  increased  by  the  leilone  and  saocesiful  exer- 
tions of  King  William  I.  The  catalogue  uow  numbers  about  500 
paintingB,  of  whiob  about  350  belong  to  the  Dutch  school,  40  to  the 
Flemish,  35  to  the  Q«rman,  tnd  70  to  the  Italian,  French,  and 
apanlsh.   Several  paintings  are  lent  by  flr.  A.  Bredlw,  the  diraiilor, 

Jttmbrnndt  and  Potter  are  the  heroes  o!  the  coliection.  Thirteen 
of  the  sixteen  works  by  Rembrandt  are  among  the  best  specitueos 
of  his  early  mannar.  Jan  Stctn,  Ttrburg,  Oerard  Cou,  Adrian  vaa 
Oitade,  and  Adrian  unn  de  Velde  arc  also  represented  by  mastel- 
pteees.  The  flncat  landscapes  are  tlie  three  Ruj/sdaeh  and  those  of 
fan  dir  Meet  (  Vtrmter)  of  Delft ,  a  painter  who  has  only  reoenlly 
obtained  the  fame  he  deserves.  Ruberm  is  well  represented  by  five 
ntings,  and  Van  Dyek'i  three  portraits  are  admirable  worka.  Among 
the  Italian  works  the  two  portraits  by  Pitro  di  Coaimo  deservB  atten- 
tion ,  and  among  tha  Spanish  works  ,  tha  royal  portraits  by  MuHllo 
and  VtUKqua.

His  brother  John  dc  WUt,  the  Qruid  Pensionary,  Clearing  that  his 
brother  waa  in  danger,  hastened  to  the  tower  to  afford  him  pro- 
tectlon.  The  iiifuilated  popnlace,  who  liad  bean  indaoed  by  the 
enemies  of  the  two  brothers  to  believe  in  their  guilt,  availed 
themselves  of  this  opportunity,  and,  having  forced  their  way  into 
the  prison,  seized  the  parsons  of  their  ill-fated  victims,  whom  they 
literally  tore  to  piecra  -with  savage  eruelty  (comp.  p.  iixvi).  The 
brothers  are  buried  in  the  Nieuwe  Kerk  (p.  301).  The  old  prison 
now  contains  a  collection  of  IjiBttnmentB  of  tortnre  (adm.,  seep.  386).

The  *TowBHamPl.  63;  adm.,  sea  p.  285),  completed  in  16fi5, 
restored  by  T'un  Bataen  about  1GJ7,  enluged  ia  17S4  by  the  addi- 
tion ot  the  H.  wing,  and  Rg»ia  leetoted  and  eitended  in  1832-89, 
stands  on  the  E.  sidB  o(  the  Viscliniatkt.  This  plctnieaque  build- 
lag  is  one  of  the  moat  interesting  o[  itB  class  in  BolUnd.  It  be- 
longs to  the  beginning  of  the  period  In  vhich  the  flawing  forma 
thnl  oh&iscteilKe  the  later  I>utoh  architectoTe  osioe  into  vogne 
(romp,  pp.  311,  318).  The  two  Bide-fa^adea  probably  owe  some  of 
their  lemuhable  Sirchiteotoidc  feitnres  to  the  iufluenee  of  the 
Medlsval  paUlctin  bouse  of  the  Brederode,  which  preTioualy  ataa- 
pled  (he  site.  Tho  ttatuca  of  Justli^  and  Prudence  on  the  mtlll 
fsfsde  ue  by  J.  B,  Xmiery.  "The  thoit  flight  of  gtepa  beside  the 
main  entrance,  oppoelte  the  Kieuwe  Straat,  leads  to  s  voBtibvle, 
which  contslus  the  bench  of  the  old  sheriff's  court  ('SchepenbaDkj 
and  three  palntlngB  by  WUlcm  Doudyru,  repreaentiiig  the  Judgment 
of  Solomoii  (1671).  On  the  upper  flour  ia  a  BUtoricat  OalUry.  aon- 
tatnliig  about  300  represeutatiooa  from  the  history  of  the  tiether- 
landa,  formerly  in  the  poseeBBtou  of  the  BOaiel;  'Aiti  et  Amicitiae' 
at  Amsterdim. 

The  GtMte  Xerk  (PI.  C,  &),  or  Church  of  St.  Jamet,  is  a.  Gotbie 
ediSee  of  tbel5-16thceiit.,  with  it  heugonal  lower,  surmounted  by 
1  modern  open-workiron  spire.  The  interior,  which  Is  Ilnely  faulted, 
contains  a  few  monuments  ,  amoug  them  that  of  Admiral  Obdun, 
who  fell  in  1666  in  a  nival  engagement  with  the  English  iu  the 
8onnd,  by  Eggin;  and  also  some  stained  glass  of  1647.  Id  the  bB' 
criaty  are  the  remslns  of  an  alabadter  manuDient  of  a  Mynheei  van 
Aaaendelft  [d.  td^}  and  bis  wife.  The  eirred  nooden  pulpit  (16&0) 
Bjid  die  frames  nf  the  coats-of-anns  of  some  knights  of  the  Goldea 
Fl«eee,  placed  in  the  choir  after  tho  chapter  of  1460,  also  desetve 
notice.  The  large  new  oigaii,  built  in  1881  by  WHte  of  Utrecht,  la 
flne.  Queen  Wilhelmina  was  married  in  this  church  to  Duke  Henry 
ofMeckleDbnrg-Bcliwerin  cii  Feb.  7th,  1901.  The  gseriiun  Uvea  at 
EerkpleiD  8,  adjoining  the  Past  Offlce.

D,  4,  3), 
which  leads  to  the  Lange  Voorhout  (p.  30O).  In  Park-Slrant  ta  the 
naw  Roman  Oatholio  Chtireh  of  St.  Jama  (Pl.'23;  D,  3),  built  hy 
P.  J.  H.  Cuypere.  At  the  N.  end  of  the  atreel,  heynnd  the  Singels- 
glacht,  begins  the  Willems-Pabe  [PI.  D,  'i),  a  new  i^naiter  with 
pteuant  honsea  and  gBrdena.  hi  the  centre,  on  an  open  place  called 
the  'Plein  1613',  is  a  laige  impoEing Natlanal  Hontunent  I.PI.  44), 
unTBiied  in  186S,  to  (oniniunoiate  the  restoration  of  Dntch  inde- 
paudance  in  1813  and  the  letarn  of  Prince  William  Frederiek  of 
Orange,  who  afierwarda  herame  klni^.  On  Ihe  massiYe  subetruclnTe 
rises  a  lofty  rectangular  oohimn  hearing:  a  smaller  one  whloh  Is 
adorned  with  the  ariui  of  the  kingdom  and  the  seven  piovinoei,  tha 
whole  being  crowned  with  a  Balavia  in  bronie,  holding  a  hamier  in 
her  left  biad  and  a  sheaf  of  arrowe  in  the  right,  with  the  lion  of  the 
Netheriands  at  her  feet.  Oii  the  side  fadng  the  town  Prince  William 
Frederick  Is  represented  in  his  ooronation-robea,  swearing  to  main- 
tain the  conatltntion.  At  the  back  are  Oyshert  Karel  van  Bogen- 
dorp,  Fr.  Ad,  van  dcr  Dnjn,  and  Count  L.  van  Ltmburg-8tiium, 
ihe  leadets  of  the  rising  in  Novumber,  1813.  The  flgarea  on  the 
narrow  sides  are  emblem  all  cal  of  Liberty  and  Law.  All  these  flgurea 
are  In  bronze,  having  heen  modelled  by  Jaquet.  Two  reliefs  oji  the 
lound  part  of  the  pedestal  represent  the  rising  of  the  people  and 
the  arrlTal  of  the  ktug.  Tho  whole  monument  was  designed  by 
W.  C.  van  der  Wojcti-Pif  Itriin  and  ffooimon.  —  On  the  N.  side, 
the  WiUema-Park  is  skirted  by  the  ,l»Ta-Str8st  (_PI.

C,  1),  snd  is  atsdedliy  troes 
and  ptovideil  "with  a  tr»m way-line.  On  the  right,  between  the  old 
road  and  the  Canal,  lie  the  Bekeveningfche  Bosehjei,  a  park  with 
DumecoQB  fine  etd  ooks,  affording  beautiful  walka.  On  the  left  ia 
the  chiteiu  of  ZorgoUet,  ones  the  residenreof  Cats,  theDiitBhBtates- 
raan  and  poet  (A.  IGBOj,  and  now  the  property  of  the  Grand-Duke 
of  8axe- Weimar.  Farthar  on,  hsaide  the  B^(((  de  la  Prcmenaile 
(p.  306;  halfway  honae  on  the  tianiway-ronte],  la  a  haat  (iy  Od*) 
of  the  atateeman  Condontyn  Htiygeni,  at  whose  instigation  the  road 
was  made.  A  road  diverging  to  the  right  here  leada  past  a  number 
ot  villas,  Dr.  Ei/kman's  Fhyaiairic  frultlulc,  and  tho  handaome  Park 
Bottl  (p.  300]  to  tha  canal:  The  old  road  leads  nn  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Cftureft  at  the  beginning  of  tlie  Tillago,  I'/i  M.  from  the 
Sehoieningen  Gate  at  The  Hague  and  B/4  M.  from  the  baath. 

2.  The  uninteresting  and  sbadelSBB  New  Road  leads  direct  from 
theN.  end  of  the  town  (PI.  F,  1]  to  the  Curhaua,  Bklrting  the  canal 
at  firgt,  and  crossing  it  halfway.  This  la  the  ronte  followed  by  the 
Bteam-tramway  from  the  State  Station  and  by  tha  electric  tramway. 
To  the  right,  in  tlie  distance,  is  the  new  Prison,  and  on  the  same 
side,  OQ  the  Dunes,  is  the  large  building  of  the  Bojiut  Water  Worfe) 
(open  an  Tuee.  and  Thnrs.,  12-4!  Ine  Tiew]. 

Bohereniiigwi,  a  clean  flshlng-^lllage -with  21,000  inhab.,  vis- 
ited as  a  bathing -resort  since  1S18,  has  now  became  the  most 
faehionable  watering- plares  in  Holland.  The  annual  number  of 
viaitora  la  over  30,000,  chiefly  Dutch  and  Germana,  but  Including 
a  tew  Enelish  and  Americana,  The  height  oC  the  aeaaon  laata  from 
the  middle  of  July  to  the  end  of  Angnsl.  The  proximity  of  Tha 
Hague  anil  tbe  wooda  i  little  inland  give  Scheveningen  an  advaa- 
tage  over  the  other  Beaalde-reaorta  on  tliia  coast.  It  has,  however, 
the  reputation  of  being  only  less  expenslTB  than  Oatend. 

An  undulating  TeftBAOB,  paved  with  bricks,  eitenda  along  tbe 
tep  of  the  Dunes  for  a  dialance  of  about  1  M.,  forming  an  admir- 
able promenade,  and  lower  down,  on  the  side  next  the  sea,  runs  a 
level  road,  30  ft.  wide,  koowu  us  the  -Boalevaid'.  The  large  *Cur- 
hiw  is  the  great  rallying  -  point  of  visitors.  The  handEoms  new 
building,  ereoted  in  1884-86  by  the  German  architects  Hsnkenhnf 
and  Ebeit,  burned  down  in  1866,  and  rebuilt  slnoe,  vf<  i;.^««&i 
300  ft.  in  length  and  Is  aurronnded  \l  VfAA-mt  t<stxai 
I'leWf  adorned  Ouraaal,  (nrmountefl.  b^  a  i^as  tn^^'N*-,  ' 
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modate  2900  persous.  On  the  'Soulavaril',  in  front  of  the  cnncect- 
tenaue,  sie  tbe  ebMe  and  resta-nrante  caentioned  at  p.  306  aiid  s 
TinmbeT  uf  sttractiTe  sliopE.  From  the  middle  of  the  teiricQ  k  Pitr 
(adm.  5  a.),  460  yds.  In  length,  bnilt  in  1899-lBOO,  stietchaa  Into 
the  eei.  At  Its  farther  end  U  a  yaviliou,  with  a  testnursnt  and 
v»riety-tli8atce.—  To  the  N.E.  of  the  Cuthans  U  the  H6ul  d'Oraage. 
—  To  the  S.W.  lie  the  Hdtcl  dtt  Gain-iei,  the  EMei  Gumi,  a  ViUa 
belonging  to  Prince  Vied,  the  Cafi-Kalavrant  Be  Seinpotl  (ji,  300}, 
the  Savoy  Hotel,  the  Hdteli  Rmcch  and  Zeenui,  and  (finally  beyond 
the  Tillage)  theJUonunienl,  an  obelisk  erected  lii  1865  to  iKinimem- 
orate  the  return  otWilliaml.aftortheFtenoh  occupation  (p,  III viii). 
and  the  Lightbowe  I^FiturlsrM;  adm.  1&  a. ;  fine  view,  beet  eirly 
in  the  morning  or  in  the  evening). 

Behind  theCurhans,  to  tbeE.,  lies  the  CfrmanProtutant  Churth, 
ivitb  two  towera.  ~  The  new  etreets  running  behind  the  Duijob 
paea  several  hotels  (p.  306)  and  pleasant  ^illsa.  On  the  Qeven- 
Def  noDt-Weg  ia  the  Sophic-Stichting,  a  marine  hospital  foi  100  ohll- 
dien,  named  after  the  late  Qneen  Sophia  (d.  1877). 

Schsveningen  posaeesee  numeiDua  flabing-boata  [piniienj,   the 

■  cargoes  of  vrhich  are  sold  by  auction  on  the  beach  immediately  on 
(heir  arrival.  The  a<:BUB  on  such  oecasiona  is  often  very  plctnreeque 
«nd  amnaiiig.  Theheniug-Bahery  la  also  proeecnted  with  nonaid- 
fnable  succega,  many  of  the  'pljiken'  ocuaaionaliy  ventnring  aa  [at 
•BthoN.  coast  of  Scotland.  —  The  beach,  which  wag  much  damaged 
by  ■  Btonn  in  i89Q,  has  been  rapaired  at  a  heavy  outlay  and  is  now 
protected  by  groyneb.  There  are  three  bathing-places,  one  lor  ladies, 
one  foi  gentlemen ,  and  one  wbero  ladies  and  gentleman  bathe  to- 
gether in  tiie  French  style.  These  are  frequently  ovetevovrdod  by  ||l 
cxcnrelanieta,  especially  on  Sundaya.  ^HM

Ltj/dcn,  in  tlie  middle  sgee  £.fjEhen,  otia  of  the  mOHt  ancient 
towns  in  HoUsnd  [ilthough  probably  not  tbe  ZiujfduBum  Balavorvm 
of  the  Romans^  Is  situated  on  tlia  Bo-oalled  Old  Bhine,  tbe  slaggisb 
waters  of  whicb  flow  tlitangh  tbti  town  in  BBveial  csnal'like  arms. 
The  town  containa  S3,640iahBb.  (lABomanCatlioIics;),  bnl  is  suf- 
Hciently  eitaneive  to  accommodate  100,000,  a  munbei  it  bowted  of 
when  at  the  height  of  ita  ptesperity.  In  the  16th  cent.  Leydon 
suBt&ined  a  terrible  siege  by  the  Sji&niards.  which  lasted  (coin  Oct. 
3lBt,  1Q73,  to  Mar.  21st,  1574,  aud  then,  after  a  eheit  and  puUsl 
relleit  by  Prince  Louie  of  Nasean,  was  oontliined  as  s  blocliadB  down 
to  Oct.  3id  of  the  same  year.  WUlJBin  of  Orange  atUlt  caused  the  8. 
dykes  to  be  pierced,  and  the  oonntry  being  tbae  izinudated,  he 
relieved  the  besieged  by  ship.  Acrarding  to  a  popular  tradition, 
Prince  WillUm  of  Orange  offered  to  reward  the  dtiiena  for  thelt 
gallant  conduct  in  the  defence  of  1674  by  eiemptiDgthem  from  the 
payment  of  tsies  for  a  certain  nniDber  of  years,  or  by  the  establish- 
ment  of  a  nnlTerslty  In  tlieir  city.  The  latter  alternative  is  gald  to 
haTB  been  preferred^  at  all  events,  the  prince  founded  tbe  I7niiief- 
sil3lnl575.  Its  tsme  soon  extended  to  every  part  of  Europe.  The 
greatest  Echolsrs  of  their  age  ,  Uugo  Qrotina,  Sl^aliger,  Dodonxas 
(p.  U2%  Salmasiua,  Kulinlcen,  Wyttenbach,  and  Boerbaave  (vrbo 
founded  the  feme  of  the  medical  faonlty  In  the  18th  cent.),  retided 
and  wrote  hero,  and  Armioiua  and  Oomar,  tbe  founders  of  the  secta 
named  after  them  [p.  411],  were  professors  at  tbe  university.  Lord 
Stair  (d.  t69&)|  the  celebrated  Scottish  jnriet,  apent  several  years 
in  exile  aiLeydoii,  whence  be  accompanied  hla  future  BOterelgii 
WUlism  of  Orange  to  Great  Britain  in  1688. 

Leyden  was  the  birthplace  of  seveial  of  tbe  painters  of  the  16th 
and  ITth  eentarlea:  Lucas  van  Leyden ,  Joris  van  Schooten,  Jacob 
van  Swanenbnigb,  the  great  Bembrandt  van  Ryn,  Jan  Steen,  Oeiard 
Dou,  Gabriel  Metau,  Jan  van  Goy«ii,  Frana  van  Mieria,  Pietei  van 
Slingelatidt,  etc.  It  posaeases,  however,  but  few  specimens  of  their 
works.  Leyden  atao  became  the  centre  of  the  Dutch  textile  in- 
dmtry,  when  the  'Yperlinge'  fweaveca  from  Tpres]  settled  liere 
after  the  great  plagne  (1348-50),

B,  4),  open  to  the  public  daily  till  i  o'clock  (^riiig  st  the  iron  gate 
in  the  fore-court  of  tbe  old  nniveralty- building),  was  founded  in 
IfiBT,  It  is  arranged  according  to  the  systems  of  Linn  £  and  Jussien, 
and  kept  in  excellent  order.

Bb&eIbiu  was  for  a  long  period  tho  regidBnce  of  the  Coanta  of 
Ilollanil,  Like  Leyden,  it  sUBtained  a  most  calunltonB  siege  dnilng 
the  War  odndopendenne,  and  was  takeii,  after  a  regislanf  e  of  sevou 
moiitbBC167^73),  by  tbeSpsoiardi  under  Frederick  of  ToUao,  eon 
of  the  Doke  of  Alva.  The  ilefenoe,  thoDgh  InefTectual,  waa  molt 
lierolc,  and  even  the  women,  led  by  Kenan  Simons  Haaselaar,  took 
a  share  in  It,  The  commandant,  tha  entire  ganisoii,  the  Protestant 
clergy,  and  2000  of  the  townspeople  were  exer.ated  by  order  of  thelt 
conqueror.  Four  years  laEer  the  Spaniards  were  again  expelled. 
The  town  attained  the  height  of  its  prosperity  in  the  17th  cent., 
when  Its  Bohool  of  art  was  also  of  aome  impoitjince.

Opposite  the  prini'ipal  fa^sda  of  the  Groota  Kerk  rises  the  Town 
HtOl  (Fl.  11 ;  B,  i),  begun  In  the  I2t1i  cent.,  originally  a  palace  of 
the  Counts  ol  Holland,  l)ut  remoduUed  lnl620  and  1630,  when  also 
tbe  wing  in  thu  Zyl-Stiaat  iraa  added.  The  'Muitum  here  Is  open 
daUy  10-4,  ia  winter  10-3  (adin.  SS  c;  on  Suu.  13-3,  gratiss  nat- 
alogue  in  Dutch  and  French  30  c.).  It  iMjntalna  a  amall  but  Talu- 
able  pieture-galier;,  the  only  one  where  it  is  possible  for  the  trav- 
eller to  become  thoroughly  ai^^uainted  with  the  joWal  Frani  Halt, 
the  greatest  colourlst  of  tbeDnttJi  paiutera  next  to  Itembrandt.  He 
la  represented  here  by  ten  large  piatnres,  paliited  at  diffeient  stages 
of  his  career.  The  other  pictures  in  the  coUeotlon  possess  consider' 
able  historical  interest. 

On  eotoritig  the  building  from  the  market-place,  we  ascend  the 
staircase  on  the  left,  and  reach  a  veetibule,  the  beams  of  vhloh 
date  from  tbe  13th  cent. ;  on  the  walls  are  some  coatE-of'arjnH  and 
pDltratta  of  Counts  and  Countesses  Df  Hnlland,  and  also  a  modem 
picture  of  the  Defence  of  Haarlem  (p.  317).  We  ring  the  bell  In 
the  right  coiner.

The  Toton  Library  (entrance  from  the  Priasenhot  behind  the 
town-hall ;  open  daily,  2-4),  wbloh  waa  formed  in  1&95  Tiom  the 
former  Joh^nnite  library,  posseEees  many  inoonibala  and  printed 
woTka  of  the  IBth  cent,,  and  MS3.  of  the  15th  and  16th  cenluiiea. 
It  eontalna  a  valuable  collection  of  works  in  early  Dutch  literaturo, 
and  history  (including  the  liielory  »f  painting]  la  well  reptegented. 
A  liitle  lo  tho  N.  of  the  Qieote  Markt,  Jana-Straat  79 ,  is  the 
Epifeapal  Mtutum  [PL  1 ;  C,  4),  a  -collection  of  Dutch  ecclesiiutioal 
antiqiilCieB  (mainly  from  the  bishopric  of  Uaarlem),  whlcli  la,  how- 
ever, much  infeiior  to  that  of  Utrecbt.  AdmisaioD  daily,  except  Snn., 
10-5,  36  c. 

The  Tajler  Knaanm  (Fa.  12,  C  4;  entranoe,  Spaame  16)  was 
founded  in  conaequence  of  a  bequest  of  Filter  S^yter  imn  der  Saltl

Hulliiid,  lioa  at  the  in- 
flux of  the  Amsttl  into  the  Y  at  If  (pronounced  as  I  long},  bd  arm 
of  tbe  Zuidetrao  nhinh  baa  been  fonnad  iuto  an  esoalleitt  hatlwut. 
The  town  origlniteil  at  the  begjnnlng  of  the  13th  cent,,  when  Oye- 
brecbtll.,  Lord  of  Ametel,  boilt  a  caltte  heie(1204)  and  oomittnltted 
the  dam  whiflh  has  giTon  rise  to  Its  name.  In  iOTSCOQiitFloraDsT. 
of  Holland  ginnted  the  town  eiemptioi]  from  the  ImpoaCe  of  Holland 
aud  Zeelsnd,  and  in  1311  itiraa  finally  united  with  Holland.  In  the 
14t)i  cant,  the  town  began  to  aasnnie  grea>tet  Importance,  and  vu 
tuughtaa  an  asylomhy  exiled  mernhautB  of  Brabant.  In  1421,  under 
John  of  B  a' an  a  I  "one-third  of  the  town  was  destroyed  by  a  conflagra- 
tion, bnt  its  proaperity  was  hnt  temporarily  nheoked.  In  1490  the 
Emp.  Marimilian  1.  gave  the  city  the  privilege  of  using  the  Imperial 
Crowii  as  the  crest  in  its  armorial  bearings.  The  real  impoitance  and 
proapeiity  of  AmsCeidam  date  &om  the  close  of  the  16tb  cent. ,  when 
the  Spanish  war  had  ruined  AiiC>n-erp,  and  numbers  of  enterprising 
merchants,  akilfnl  manufa^turere,  and  diatlngniehed  artists  were  com - 
pellod  to  (|uit  the  Spinlah  Netherlands.  Between  15S5  and  1595  the 
town  was  nearly  doubled  In  eatent,  and  was  greatly  favoured  by  Prince 
Maurine  of  Oiange.  The  conclusion  of  peine  shortly  afterwards  C1G09) 
and  tbeestabliBbmentoftlieE.  India  Company  combined  to  raise  Am- 
sterdatD  within  a  very  short  period  to  the  rank  of  , tbe  greatest  mer- 
cantile city  In  Europe.

<t  seriously  affect  the  prosperity  of  the  inhabltaiit».  Bnt  the  Im' 
poctance  of  Amsterdam  began  to  deoline  towards  the  close  of  tbe 
18th  cent.,  especially  in  consequence  oF  the  war  with  England  in 
1760-84.  After  the  diasolutlon  of  the  Dutch  Bepubllc  tu  1806, 
Amaterdam  became  the  residence  of  King  Lonia  Napoleon  fl808\ 
and  aubiegnently  tbe  tblrd  idty  In  the  Empire  otFrance  (1810-13), 
ItatiadB  wae,  bowever,  snufbilated  by  the  Coutlueiital  blockade,  *ud 
did  not  begin  to  revise  until  tbe  latter  half  of  the  i9th  n 
ospeoially  after  the  coiiBtraction  of  the  North  Sea  Osnal  (p. 
At  the  end  of  1898  the  poBQUtion,iihltUwa8 217,000  Jnia

ir»y  W  the  Ithiiia,  w»8  completed  io  ItfiW. 

AinstetdaiD  is  the  rhief  money-maiket  in  Uotliud,  the  teti  of 
the  Bank  ot  tbe  Netherlands  (one  of  the  I e»d Lug  fliianui^  eBtahlish- 
meuti  of  Europe^,  •.ml  the  headqntrteis  of  the  lug«  (hipping  ROm- 
panlea.  In  the  number  of  ships  tlitt  enter  ind  dear  the  hsTboui 
annually  Ct^'er  1600,  chiefly  ateamaia;  3,000,000  tons)  and  in 
tcauslt-tiadti  Amaterdam  i»  fii  bohllid  Itottecdaui  and  Aotweip, 
though  as  a  mart  for  the  colonial  prodnce  of  tha  Dnleh  ooloniea 
(tobacco,  augu-,  line,  spices,  etn.)  It  !i  ooe  of  the  flret  commernial 
places  in  Europe.  Its  induEtiial  eitablishmenta  are  also  consideiabie, 
Inaluding  ship  -  building  yaids ,  re:flntiTleB  of  sugar  and  eamphoi, 
tobacco  and  cobalt-blue  tnanufaelories,  candle-factoTles,  maehlne- 
thops,  hrewedea,  and  dUoiund  poliehiog  mills  (p.  339). 

The  older  part  of  the  c^  ia  in  the  form  of  a  senklrcle,  the 
diameter  being  formed  by  tbe  Y.  Canals  or  'ftmAftn' of  TaiiOna 
sixes  interaeot  tbe  i:ity  in  every  direction,  and  diyide  it  into  90  is- 
lands, vhicli  ate  uonnectad  by  meant  of  nearly  300  bridges.  The 
depth  of  water  in  the  Qrachton  ia  about  3-3i/j  ft.,  helow  whirh  ia 
a  layer  of  mud  of  equal  thluknesa.  To  prevent  malarial  exhalitlona 
the  water  is  mnatintly  renewed  by  an  arm  of  the  North  Sea  Canal, 
while  the  mud  Ik  reatOTsd  by  dradgera.  Some  of  the  Oraohten 
bare  been  entirely  Qlled  up  ('gedempt'),  as,  r.g..  jecently  the 
iVt'tuuK  Zydi  Voorlnirgvial ,  now  one  of  the  main  approaohea  from 
the  new  central  sutton  to  tha  centre  of  the  tawn,  and  put  of  the 
Damrak.  The  uhiaf  cOQUentric  eanaJs  within  the  city  are  tbe  Prin- 
laigraeht,  SeittrsgracH,  and  £f<cren^ac'>l  (150  ft.  wide),  flanked 
witli  ayaaves  of  elms,  and  preeentijjg  a  pleasant  and  at  places  a 
bindaome  and  plctureaque  appearance.  The  finest  buildijigs,  in- 
Eluding' many  in  the  pacnllar  Dutch  brink  style  oftbelTtheenMiry, 
are  on  tbe  Keizersgracht  and  Beereiigracht.  Among  the  influential 
aichiteota  of  that  day  ma;  be  mentioned  UendrHs  de  A^kdm  (1666- 
1621),JueD6™nffamji«i(1598-16&7),andP)ii(JpVinciiwiiMti608- 
I67b),  Otherwise  tbe  tall  and  na.rrn\v  houses  of  the  town,  with 
their  gables  tnrned  towards  the  strt^ett,  present  a  tomewbat  tiioqo- 
tonoub  appearance,  Tbe  Singcl-Qracht.  6i/j|M.  long,  formerly  known 
as  the  Uuiteu-Slngel  or  'outer  gbdie  (Umzingelung),  separates  the 
old  town  from  the  new  quarters  which  have  sprang  up  within  the 
last  30  years,  mainly  on  tbe  S.  side,  between  the  Amstul  and  the 
Vondel  Park,  bat  also,  more  recently,  ou  the  E.  and  W.  ildoa.

A  little  to  the  W.  is  the  Onda  Eerk  (PI.  D,  3),  a  Oothlo  ediUce, 
erected  about  the  yuar  1300,  and  measHring  294  ft.  in  length  by  213 
fu  breadth.  (Custodian  on  the  E.  side,  No,  76;  35c.  each  pera.)

Ihe  busiaeM-Iite  of  the  city.  It  oitsB  Its  at-iat  to  ita  position  on  the 
W.  lide  of  the  old  embankineut  with  which  the  fouudstlon  of  Iha 
city  H  (iBdltlotlully  connected.  The  Duo  is  sanouuded  by  the  Old 
Exchange,  the  Koyal  PiiUce,  tbe  Kieawe  Kerlt,  tud  aeTeiil  prliute 
honees,  >nil  it  la  the  ceotra  froia  vhioh  the  thief  streets  dlYerge, 
It  la  also  one  of  the  tencril  points  of  the  trumway-ayatem  [p.  326). 

Ou  the  n.V..  side  ol  Ihe  Ubid  rises  the  Old  EsolMngB  (Ouilc 
Sean;  Pi.  I),  3)  adm.,  see  p.  327),  a  handsome  structure  dating 
liom  1846,  which  is  to  be  palled  down  on  the  completion  of  tbe 
Nuw  Txchsnge.  During  one  week  in  August  or  September  the  Ex- 
diuige  is  CDQierted  Into  a  playgtound  for  boys,  whose  delight  on 
laue  Dcosions  is  unbounded.  Tbe  tradition  is,  that  boys  playing 
''"Ve  were  once  instruniental  in  discoTering  a  conspiracy  in  16'!2  lo 
-,|w  up  with  gnnpowder  Che  merchants  when  naaemblsi  at  high 
ebange,  and  fhai  this  privilege  was  accorded  to  the  children  of  the 
cltizeuB  in  commomaration  of  tbe  incident. 

In  the  centre  of  the  Dam  lisea  a  lofty  monument,  erected  In 
18&t)  V\  mait  the  fidelity  of  the  Dutuh  during  the  Belgian  Berolu- 
Itun  in  1830-31,  and  known  as  Etl  MetaUn  iTruie,  after  (he  war- 
medals  struck  at  the  time.   Oil  t^e  top  is  a  Coacoriiii  by  L.  Royet. 

Ihe  Bleuwe  Eerk  (Pi.  D,  3),  a  late-Qothic  eruuiTorm  structure 
with  ambulatory  and  radlatitig  chapels,  was  erected  about  1406,  and 
restored  after  flres  and  outrages  in  1421,  1578,  and  1645,  It  is  one 
Of  the  most  important  churches  in  UoUand.  The  W,  tower,  which 
vai  begnn  in  1565,  was  left  uncompleted  after  the  fire  of  1645.

187  ft.  It  vtt  prCEBntod  by  the  city  to  King  I.oiile  Napoleon  sa  a. 
tttideuco  III  1803.  The  mualvo  arid  sohei  building  was  admirably 
adapted  foi  t.  town-hail,  but  Btandlug  in  the  open  maiket-place  and 
Itivlse  no  principal  entrance,  it  is  nnanltable  fOr  ■  palace.  The 
gableB  are  embelliehed  with  ■Rellefa  by  Artui  OveUin  the  Eldtr, 
calebiating  aUegorlesUy  the  gloriee  ol  the  great  oommercial  dty  and 
'^Deen  ef  the  teas'.  The  fane  on  the  tower  repreieDtB  a  merchant' 
'veiiel  ('eeii  koggeachip'},  formerly  the  <uest  of  the  city.  The  whole 
anangemeot  and  dtting  np  of  the  iatenoi  also  eairy  ni  back  to  the 
days  when  the  repiesentativea  of  a  woallhy  and  powerful  municipal- 
ity cODgregated  here.

F,5]is  thePaleisveor  Volkavljrt, 
a  glass  and  lion  structure  by  Comelii  OuUlioom,  with  a  dome, 
190  ft,  high,  cnrmoan'ted  by  a  Btulue  DtV!i:lot:y,  and  a  hall,  capable 
of  containing  6000  visitors,  for  eshlbttiona,  concerts,  and  theattiesl 
peiformances  (see  p.  S1&).  Behind  the  Paleie  ie  a  garden,  roand 
irhich  runs  a  tasteful  covered  OtdUrj/,  with  Bhops,  caf^s,  etc., 
Dmch  frequented  by  promenadorc.  —  The  adjacent  Hooge  Sluli 
fPl,  P,  5)  commands  pretty  vlewa  of  the  Amslel  on  both  sidos.  The 
Barphiti-StraatandRoelerR  Stiaatteadhento  to  the  N.  to  the  Zoolo- 
gical Garden.

In  TBlnming  from  the  E.  qusrtets  of  the  town  towards  the  Dam 
we  m»y  proceed  through  the  Jhwibh  QoiRTBE  (PI.  F,  E,  3),  whioh 
IB  Btill  ilmout  exclusively  oecupled  by  Jen's  of  the  poorei  clasBes. 
The  most  interaetlng  times  foe  a  vis  it  hto  Frid.  STenlug,  Ihi.  before 
the  beginning  of  the  Sabbath,  Sat.  evening  after  aunaet,  »nd  Sun. 
•ftei  10  a.m.  The  Jaws  of  Amatardmni  poBieia  ten  Synagogues.  The 
largest  is  that  of  the  Fortugaue  Jetci  {P\,  bd;  F,  3)  in  the  Mnider- 
Btrant,  erected  in  1670  by  Doraman,  and  said  to  be  an  imitation  o( 
the  Temple  of  Solomon;  it  possesses  alarge  nnmber  of  costly  tessels. 
ThepoTserutioiiuf  the  Jewsin  Spain  during  the  14th  and  1 6th  cent., 
in  Portugal  a  little  later,  and  finally  alio  iu  the  Spanish  Netherlands, 
drove  many  of  them  to  seek  au  asylum  at  Amateidam,  where  rom- 
plete  religious  toleration  was  accorded  to  them.  Many  German  and 
Polish  Jews  also,  in  order  to  escapt^  from  the  perseontiDns  to  which 
they  were  (ubjeoted  in  their  own  coiintries,  flocked  to  Amatatdam, 
which  they  regarded  almost  as  a  second  JeruEalem.  The  wealth  of 
the  Jewish  community  still  renders  it  one  of  the  most  InEnential  la 
the  city.  In  the  anmoroua  disseiisi-uns  between  the  States  General 
and  the  Stadthotders,  the  Jawa  always  took  the  part  of  the  latter. 
Baruch  Spinota,  the  father  of  modern  philoaupliy,  bom  at  Amster- 
dam (in  the  honae  Waterloo- Plein  41]  in  1832,  was  the  aon  of  > 
Portaguese  Jew.  Eembrandl  lesiAed  in  the  Jewish  quarter  from  16iO 
to  1656;  a  aimple  memorial  tablet  marks  hia  house,  Jodenhree'StiBat 
No.  4  (PI.  K,  S;  the  second  house  from  the  bridge),

405),  Jon  tea  Doem  (p.  394;),  ind  Keldeimuia  (p.  1871 
and  to  the  left,  the  snulptor  KUm  Slmar  »nd  early  palntere  Dili 
Uuuls  Bud  Ldcss  Tan  Leydea;  to  the  extreme  right  are  Rembrandt 
and  hts  GOiitempoiades,  to  tbe  extcerae  left  the  more  modern  mu- 
tea.  The  flgmeB  io  ODciustic  painting  (designed  by  0.  Sturm),  in 
the  pediment  and  on  the  towers,  eymholize  the  Dntch  towns  and 
proviuFea,  with  Ameteidam,  The  Hague.  Hnariem,  Leydea,  Delft, 
Dordrecht,  and  Itutterdam  in  the  centie,  a»  the  most  celebrated  nnr' 
aeries  of  art,  Below,  at  the  entrances  to  the  left  and  right  of  the  aroh- 
way,  ace  statues  representing  ArchUentnte  and  i^i^ulpture.  Painting 
and  Eugraying.  The  Soma  Fagiax  ol  the  Museum  is  ornamented 
with  encaustic  painting.  Above  the  archway  is  a  repiesenCatlon  of 
Rembrandt,  surrounded  by  bis  pupils,  piiotiug  the  'StaalmeestBrs' 
(p.  350).  Other  p^ntlriga  represent  J.  0.  Sylvius,  J.  Decker,  J.  van 
deu  Yondel.  J.  Zomar,  ^inue  Frederick  Henry,  0.  Unygena, 
N.  Tulp,  and  J.  Six.  —  The  East  F&9aDB  has  not  yet  received  its 
decotaMoii.  —  On  the  Wbbt  Fi9iDS,  In  four  flelda,  is  depleted  a 
procession  of  persons  celebrated  in  the  history  of  Dutch  art. 

The  arrangement  of  the  interior  of  the  Museum  wilt  be  easily 
midtirslood  from  the  accompanying  plaiiB  of  the  gtoundQaor  txti  first 
floor.  The  general  director  of  the  Mnaeum  la  Baron  B.W.f'.vimBienu- 
dyk,  whose  dwelling  and  office  are  la  the  honae  standing  at  the 
back  of  the  muacum,  and  built  in  the  same  style.  The  wUooUons 
are  open  to  the  public  daily,  free,  eiteptMoii.  in  winter  (seep.  327), 
Tialtois  may  avail  themselves  of  the  Trumu'ii^  from  the  Dam  to  the 
WilleDU-Park  and  from  the  Plants^  to  the  Leidache  Plain  [comp. 
p.  326),  which  paaa  near  Che  Museum.

The  col- 
leclloa  of  modern  pictureE  (founded  in  1838)  from  tlie  Pavilion  at 
Haarlem  and  various  other  modern  works  purchased  by  the  state 
were  also  ttausferred  hither  {now  on  the  gfonndfloor,  see  p.  362). 
The  gallery  now  contains  over  3000  works,  including  a  consideiable 
propDltioil  of  laedioore  canvases  interesting  to  few  but  students  and 
historians  of  art.

Ihe  Hinieitic  Lca^e  in  1Q83,  was  cai>(urarl  b;  PriacE  HaiirlK 
or  Oran^B  In  1691,  and  was  viinlr  l^eleagiusa  b;  Bliboa  Bcrnbard  von 
Oalei  Id  1673. 

In  the  Qbootb  Mabs.t,  or  maiket-place,  is  tlie  Cltiiioli  otSt. 
XaxOa  (PL  C,  2]  a  fine  Ooihic  Btniotnie  with  a  lofty  tower  (432  tt), 
biiUt  lo  1477  (top  reatoted  after  a  fire  in  1627),  and  an  organ  built 
by  Rudt  AgiicoU,  a  famoua  sclialaT  and  musician  boin  near  Gco- 
ningen  In  1443.  At  tKe  fout  of  the  tower  is  the  Old  RtehUuati,  a 
email  brisk  building  of  1508  (reatoied  in  1899)  now  used  asagnard- 
bouse.  —  On  tbe  W.  side  of  the  market  is  the  extensive  Btadlioii 
(.PI.  0, 1),  restored  In  1T8T-1810.  IteMud  Is  the  elegant  Goudbtn- 
tooT  (PI.  C,  2)  of  1633(restored  la  1841).  Many  of  the  private  hottiM 
(ITtli  cent,  etc.)  are  of  interest  te  the  student  of  archllectnie. 

TheTIniTeTdt7(Pl.  C,  3),  founded  in  1614,  possesses  au  excel- 
lent natural  history  museum,  nhi{:h  is  eetablished  in  Uie  htnd- 
BOme  academy  buildings  (ereoted  in  1850),  with  their  fl  ns  lonls 
colonn&de.  There  are  39  pTufeesoci  and  about  500  students.  A  eollee- 
tlon  of  Germanic  antiquities  is  in  course  of  formation.  Among  tha 
treatares  of  the  library  is  a  eopy  of  the  New  Teatiment  of  Etumua 
with  marginal  aimotationt  by  Luther.  —  Opposite  i%  the  Bamui 
Catholic  BratdtTkerk  [PI.  C,  3),  adorned  with  large  pictures  ot  the 
Pasaion  by  L.  Htndrlex  [1865),  —  The  coraer-bouae  of  a  street  In 
the  vicinity,  aalled  the  'Oudt  KiA  Ml  Jat  Straaf,  bears  the  ieti 
of  ■  bearded  man,  with  the  inscription  'Ick  kUk  noch  In'f  ['I  stiS 
peep  into  It').  This  is  ssid  to  refer  to  a  sie);e  by  the  Bishop  o( 
Mfinster  in  1672,  rendered  abortive  by  the  fiot  that  the  V*"'  or 
watat-w«y  was  kepi  clear  for  tha  admiseiou  Of  supplies. 

In  the  Ti«i:h-Markt  is  the  Com  £reAan!K  [Korenbenra  j  PI.  1>,  3), 
behind  which  isihe  ^-ATerlt,  founded  in  the  13tb  rant.,  but  rebuilt 
in  1466  and  tunilahed  with  a  .curious  tower  in  1712,  —  ratthar  on, 
iu  thePraedinins-Singet,  rises  th  e  Hnietuu  of  AntlquitleB  [Fl.  Uus.; 
D,  3).  On  the  groundfloor  arc  Interestlog  Germanif^  antiqnitiw 
and  objects  foand  in  graves  In  the  province  of  Gruutngeu ;  on  the 
Ural  floor  are  mediaivsl  and  modern  aollectlana  relating  ti>  ihs  town;

Tbe  UniTSMitr  (.Fl.  C,  3)  w»  founded  in  1E36,  and  has  long 
enjoyed  ■  high  reputation  (37  profOMors  and  abont  TfiO  stndenla]. 
It  was  enlarged  in  1804  by  a  tuUding  in  the  early  Dutch  RonaU-

The  Church  of  St  Catharine  {VI.  C,  U,  J),  the  Roman  Catholic 
arcliioplBeopal  cathedral,  In  thp  adjoining  Oatharjiieateeg,  a  late- 
Gothic  building  of  1624,  waa  rpslored  in  1880  from  plana  by  Van 
den  Blink.  The  lDl(.rior  has  betii  decorated  with  potyohronio  or- 
iiamcatatlon,  and  '-ontalns  a  ecroon  by  Mengelberg  of  Utrecht.

The  Hnieiun  Ennitlielde,  a  small  plctUTe-gatlucy  in  the  nppot 
flour  of  the  building  of  Arts  and  Sciences  [Pi.  B,  3),  MariapUat«  24, 
conlaiua  a  number  of  works  by  early  Utrecht  masters,  the  chief  of 
whom  was  Jan  nan  Seorcl,  Sehoorl.  or  gchoored  (1495-1562),  one 
of  the  flrstPutch  palntera  who  yiaited  Italy.

Arnftsm,  perhaps  the  Komao  ATcnacum,  with  67,260  inhab,  ('/j 
itom.  Cath.),  from  1233  to  1d38  the  residence  of  tbe  Cannti  and 
[nrtaT  1339)  DokeB  of  Oaelders,  U  still  tha  capital  of  the  Dutch 
province  o(  ffeUerland,  whose  Lnhabilants  are  deBotibed  by  an  old 
pioveib  u  'Boog  van  motd,  kltln  van  gatd,  ten  tvaard  in  de  hand, 
ii  'l  tpapen  van  OtldcrlaniT  (^'Gieat  in  coBrage,  pooi  in  goods,  sword 
in  hand,  euch  iathe  motto  of  Gneldeiland'),  The  town  lies  on  ttaeS. 
BlopBsf7e(mD<»DomJ  of  the  Vela  we  or  Velaa  range  of  hills  (p.  399). 
The  town  was  ra-fortiflsd  by  Oener&l  Coehoom  at  the  beginning  of 
the  18th  cent,,  bnt  the  ramparts  have  now  been  couTeited  into 
promenades.  The  old  late-Gothic  Sabel  Gate  (eitetlor  front  i&i'i), 
at  the  end  of  tbe  Groote  Markt,  haa  been  preserved.  Ainbem,  one 
ot  the  most  sttractlvo  towns  in  Holland,  is  s  favourite  residence  of 
Dutch  'nabobs'  tiam  the  East  Indies. 

LeEi*ing  the  station  at  the  N.  W.  end  of  the  town,  and  bearing  IV 
the  left,  we  pass  through  the  Nieiiwe  Flein,  then  turn  to  the  left 
and  follow  the  main  hue  of  Cboiouglifare  in  the  old  town  (Ryn- 
Stcaat,  Tyzel'Straat,  and  Ketel-Stmat),  whioli  leads  to  the  E.  tu  th« 
Bttraetive  TnLmB  Pleiv.  In  tbe  S.  part  uf  the  town  is  tbe  Obaoti 
Maukt,  in  which  the  Qroote  Xeik,  with  its  conspicuous  tower,  and 
tbe  Stadhnis  ara  situated.  The  choir  of  the  Ute-Oothic  QtobU  Strk 
CP1.  1 ;  sacristan  livea  on  the  N.  side,  fee  25  c),  commenced  in  iili% 
now  In  piocess  of  reiloratlon,  conlaiiii  the  marble  monament  of 
Charles  van  Egmont,  Duke  of  Oaeldeis  (d.  1638J,  tbe  Indefatigable 
opponent  of  the  Emp.  Charles  V. ,  a  recumbent  mail-elad  flgure,  on 
a  iaicophagoB  adorned  vrith  reliefs  of  the  Apostles,  etc.  Above, 
on  the  N.  wsU  of  the  choir,  is  the  kneeling  Hgure  of  the  Dole 
beneath  a  wooden  canopj.  In  the  ambulatory  is  the  elegant  momorial 
tablet  at  the  chancellor  Joost  Sasbont  (d.  1 646),  b;  Jacob  Cotyn.  llie 
large  otgm  was  hnilt  in  1769;  performances  every  fortnight  in 
summer  on  Tnes.,  2-4  p.m.  (adm.  free).  Tbe  tower,  318  ft.  in  height, 
contaioa  alarge  chime  of  45bollB.  —  Tnthe  E.oftbo  chucthriKastlie 
Sladltuit  (Ft.  2),  eroded  at  the  end  of  the  16th  cent,  as  a  palace  tor 
Maarten  van  Bossum,  general  of  Duke  Charles  of  Onelders,  modern- 
ized and  converted  to  ita  piaseDt  use  in  1830,  and  cecently  restored. 
It  la  popularly  known  as  the  Duhetihuii,  from  its  quaint  sculptural 
decorations,  —  TiiB  Publir  Library,  behind  the  Town  Hall,  contains 
mainly  theological,  historical,  and  legal  works.

On  the  8.  side  of  the  Marlit  ie  the  Oouvemernentigebatac,  op- 
eupied  1>;  the  piovinftisl  government  and  erected  on  the  site  of  tho 
fblmer  Prlnsenhof,  or  palaee  of  the  Dukea  of  Queldere.  The  Byi- 
sarchitf,  In  the  Euaeblns-Elnnen-Stagel,  was  erected  In  1880  In 
stone  and  iion,  —  The  Bnute  of  Mes'ri,  Mtaaellnelt  (now  a  wlna- 
hooie^,  of  the  middle  of  the  17th  Cent.,  isarohltectDiallyintereBttng. 
It  dontaiai  a  small  collectton  of  Spanish  sntlqnittes  (oonnolesenra 
admitted ;  fee). 

The  Roman  Catholic  CliMrek  of  St.  Walburga  (PI.  3),  a  Qothio 
stnctnie  of  the  14th  aeiit.,  to  which  the  St.  Walbuig-Straat  leads 
to  the  right  (S.)  of  the  Stsdhuis,  h&a  t»0  towers  and  contains  n 
modem  carved  altar  and  a  modern  pnlp!l. 

EtrvutoNB.  The  district  atouud  Ainbem  ii  the  most  pjctutesi^iie 
in  Holland.  The  grounds  of  many  of  tie  numeions  cOTiutry-BBats  in 
the  'Idnity  are  open  to  Tisilors.  Tha  inni  ate  generally  good.  ■ — 
Abont  >/i  M.  from  the  staticn  Uea  Smubeck ,  a  conntiy  seat  irith  a 
wooded  park  and  Email  lakeE,  now  belonging  to  the  town.  In  tha 
park  Is  the  tl6til-FenilDnSoiubeek.  TheBelredere  Tower  (100  stepH^ 
commands  a.beaulifnl  liew  of  the  park  and  the  fertile  Botuwe  aa  far 
as  the  Klteiiec  Seig  and  the  di»lanC  heights  of  Oleve. 

Immediately  to  the  W.  of  the  town  rises  the  Rceberg,  an  emiiiencu 
with  eitensire  pleasure  -  poands  and  a  casino  ('BaitenBocletelt'}, 
where  in  summer  on  Sun.  and  Weil,  evenings  concerta  are  given  (1m- 
troductlon  by  a  membm  leqnired ;  tramwsy-Btatlon).  Higher  up  Is 
the  country-residence  of  Btyenoord,  Bdjoining  which  there  arehoau- 
tifnl  walks  thionghthewoodsin  all  directions,  proTlded  vrfth  bsnchiis 
at  Intervals. 

The  •Tsi.r  Boae,  (Isiiked  with  munerous  villas,  runs  to  tho  E, 
from  the  Velper  Plein  to  Zutphen  ftramway  and  cabs,  see  p.  3993, 
A.boot  3'/4  M.  from  Amhem,  on  the  left,  Is  Ktarcnbeei,  where,  from 
a  grove  beside  the  'Steenen  Tafel'  (^stone  table],  a  line  view  of  the 
Rhine  Talley  Is  obtained.  At  Brtmhttk,  to  the  left  of  the  road  ■  little 
farther  ou,  is  a  hospital  for  the  soldiers  of  the  ooloiiisl  army,  en- 
dowed by  Willlsm  III. ;  it  contains  a  number  of  old  cannon  and 
Other  weapons  captured  in  i.cheeu  (admissiou  50  c.).  Farther 
□n  is  the  village  of  Vtip  (Hotel  Heerenlogement} ,  oonslstlne  al- 
most entirely  of  conntry-residenoea  (railway-station,  see  p.  38fi; 
tramway  to  Amhem  25  c. ;  steam-tramway  to  Dleteu,  see  p.  3851.

On  tn  sbiupt  and  picturesque  emlaenue  iu  the  middla  nt  the 
town  rlaeithii  o\i8chloii  or  SelnBantr^urg  (the  coort  of  vhicb  eon- 
t&tng  >  Boman  altar  found  in  the  neighbonrbood),  witli  the  Schwa- 
nenOuirm  ('awsn's  tower'),  184  ft.  in  height  Cine  I'law),  erected  in 
1493.  ThcSohlosB  la  now  orciipird  by  law-roujte  and  a  prison. 
Id  front  of  It  ziiet  a.  modem  monument  to  John  Sigiamund,  Elector 
of  Btindenburg,  who  took  poiBesBion  of  the  Duchy  of  Cle«e  in  1609.

JVyimceaen  f 30  ft.l ,  Dutch  Nijmegm  (ptononnwd  Nhnvegen), 
with  &,860  inhnb.  ^J,  Roia.  Citli.),  the  Wavfotna;tu  ot the  Romaog, 
ooonpfes  •  iite  gn  an  smphitheaire  of  bbtbii  hflla,  lislng  from  the  loft 
bsnk  of  the  Waat.  In  the  Carlosingian  epoeh  it  wm  frequently  tho 
TGsideace  of  the  empoiois ;  subnequently  it  became  a  bee  imperial 
town  and  a  member  of  the  HsDsettic  Letgue,  and  i[i  1679itjoiued 
the  TJnlDn  of  Utrecht  (p,  393).  It  was  captured  by  the  Spaniards  In 
1B85,  and  waa  retaken  by  Maurice  of  Orange  in  1691.  The  Frenoli 
under  Tarenae  occapted  the  town  iu  1672,  bst  evacuated  it  at  the 
peace  ef  NymwegoTi. 

In  1877-81  the  old  rortifl{;ationB  encicding  the  town  ware  oon- 
lerted  into  a  bload  piomenade.  To  the  W.,  near  the  atatlon,  Uei 
the  jKronen&urjr  Park,  with  a  rockery  and  waterfall,  contaiuiug  oit« 
of  the  sixteen  towera  that  Btrengthened  the  old  biini'wallt.  On  the 
S.  fide  lioa  the  K<iur'Karcla'FUm(V\.  7),  tho  flnast  square  in 
(be  to«rs. 

Almost  In  the  centre  of  the  t<>«n  rises  the  (?racl<  Scrfc  or  OKurcH 
ofSt.SttiAen  (PI,  I ;  Ptol.),  a  Gothic  edittne,  begun  iu  1272  md  sub- 
stantially completed  In  the  lith  and  15tlk  cent ,  though  thero  are  a 
few  modern  additions.  The  bairet'Taulting  ot  the  naie,  snpported 
hy  35  alender  pillars,  replaces  a  former  and  more  strictly  Qotble 
pointed  vaulting.  The  choir  eoutaina  ttiaJVonumcnt  o/dilAcrinan/ 
Bourbon  (d.  14B9),  wife  of  Adolphua,  Duka  of  Gnelderg,  with  a 
'brags'  haarlog  the  fignre  of  the  duchess.  Below  are  repreaentations 
of  the  Apostles  sad  sixteen  coal9-of-aria«  of  the  House  o£  Boochon. 
The  organ  is  a  One  instrument  (public  performance  erery  Tuesday 
in  Biuomec,  3-4  p.m.].  The  upper  part  of  the  tower,  trhieh  had 
(nffered  serlouily  from  fire  and  bombardment,  was  renewad  In  1593 
in  the  Renaissaooe  style ;  the  tojp  commanda  a  fine  tIbw  (sacilatati, 
Markt  22).  On  the  old  ffrronmar  Sahool  (iSW),  near  the  fhutcbyatil. 
are  some  mutilated  sonlpturee. 

Through  the  Kerbbaog  we  descend  hence  to  the  E.  to  the  Grtiotr 
Markt  (PI.  2)  ,  with  the  old  Weigh  Botut  and  FUihnt'  Ball.  The 
buildlagi  which  it  detached  on  three  sides,  was  probably  bnlll  in 
1612  by  H.  dfi  Koyier,  and  ronowed  in  1885.  —  Farther  on,  to  the

Of  the  12th  cent, 
palace- rburch  only  a  Fragment  of  tbQ  choir  is  Bitaat.  An  interesting 
and  well-preaerved  relifi  ia  the  aiitOBU-aidBd  Guthtc  Castle  Chapel, 
iionaecratedbyPopeLeollI,  in799,  butrebailt  after  a  Ore  In  1047, 
again  In  the  12(h  rent.,  and  finally  in  the  Oothic  period  (key  kept 
by  the  DQStodlan  of  the  Valkhof  grounda).  The  legend  of  the  Knight 
of  the  Svan  ia  related  of  Mymwegen  le  w«ll  asof  Cleve(comp.p.  4U!)]. 
At  the  E.  eud  of  the  old  town,  reaobod  from  the  Yalkhof  by 
an  iron  bridge  erected  in  1686,  liseg  tho  'Bthedere,  a  lofty  build- 
ing reaembling  a  towet  (now  a  caf*,  10  c.  charged  for  the  ascent). 
The  present  building  waa  erected  by  the  town  in  1646,  on  the 
tonndationa  of  one  of  the  toweni  of  the  tortidcationE.  The  plat- 
form cominands  an  eiteiislTeand  pleaaing  prospect^  embracing  OleTe, 
Amhem,  the  heights  of  Ellen,  the  fectlle  flelda  andricli  paalni 
of  the  Betuws,  and  the  Waal,  Rhine,  Uaas,  andYsael.  To  the  S. 
of  the  BelYBdere  lies  the  Huntr-Peri  (PI.  0).

Derdneht,  usually  called  I>or<il  gr  Carl  by  the  Dutch,  nitb 
38,i60  inhab.,  sMp-linilding  yards,  and  consideiable  timber- tiade, 
Is  Bitaated  upon  an  UUnd ,  eaparated  fiom  the  mainland  by  the 
ealamitoas  inandation  ot  1421  (p.  407),  and  suiroiinded  by  the 
Meiwede  (p.  406),  irhinb  admits  eea-going  vessels  of  heavy  tonuage, 
the  Oade  Maai ,  and  the  Doidtscho  Ell  (p.  188).  The  town  was 
rounded  in  lOOS  by  Cannt  Oietiieh  of  Holland ,  and  In  the  middle 
aget  VM  the  wealtbteet  cummerdal  city  In  Holland,  iieit  to  Tiel. 
Many  quaint  old  huoseB  fneailj  600)  in  the  town  date  from  this 
prolpeioDB 'period.  In  loT2  the  flist  ass^mhly  of  the  Independent 
etateaofHolland  was  held  here.  From  Nov.  13th,  1618,  tiU  May  9tb, 
1619,  the  famous  Synod  of  Doit  held  its  mcetinga  here,  which  weie 
attended  olsu  by  deputies  from  England  and  Scotland.  The  synod 
was  convened  wHh  a  view  to  effuct  a  compromise  between  the  Armi- 
niotu  (or  RtmojutTonti) ,  who  wera  supported  by  Oldenbarnevelt, 
Giotius,  and  other  leaders  of  the  lapublican  party,  and  the  auatere 
^morM)  (ai  CalvinUll) ,  on  whose  elde  stood  Maurice  of  Orange. 
The  rosalt  was  a  victory  for  the  latter. 

On  leaving  the  station  we  follow  the  tramway,  and,  crosaing  a 
cantl-bridga,  reach  the  town  in  Smin.;  the  principal  Btraat  loads  in 
5  mln.  more  to  Clie  picturesque  Oadc  Hat'cn,  the  principal  caual, 
and  to  the  small  ViickbruB-  Beyond  this  bridge  we  may  either  turn 
to  the  left  (Grosnmarkt)  towards  the  Sladbtii>,  originally  a  late- 
Oothic  edillce,  with  a  facade  lebuilt  in  1S35  in  the  roi^oeo  style, 
and  the  Groote  Kerli ,  or  to  the  light  (Wyn-8trast)  to  the  museum 
(seep.  412> 

The  Oochlc  Gboote  Kbmc  (Onae  titvi  Vrotiw)  dates  from  the 
14th  cent.,  the  choir  from  the  Idth,  The  lo&y  and  conapiDusua 
tower  is  ascended  by  a  flight  of  3&&  steps.  The  interior  (106  yds. 
long;  nave  8S  ft.  high)  rests  ou  56  pillars,  and,  tiiough  bare,  prO' 
daoee  an  imposing  eS'ect.  The  flne  old  carved  *Ghoii  Stalls,  exeeated 
by  Jon  Temeen  Airlis  in  the  Renaissance  elyla  In  1638-42,  are  the 
mOEt  important  work  of  the  kind  io  Holland  (recently  onskilfnUy 
cleaned).  The  Interesting  repieaent^Btlons  on  the  backs  of  the  stalls 
Ulostrate  (right)  the  Triumph  of  the  Chnreh  and  the  Euoharist,  and 
(left)  the  Triumphal  Batcy  of  Charles  V.  (a  reprodnction  of  Ducer's 
Triumphal  Proceuion  of  Haiimilikn  J.).  A  screen  of  brass  (1743) 
separates  the  choir  from  the  nave.  The  matble  palpit  dates  trom
